Preface. 


Rie year the compilers of The Official Year-Book of the Church of 
England have tried to include in it, in addition to its regular features, special 
authoritative information on some topic or topics of the day. It has been felt 
that in a year which will see important Imperial events, including an Empire 
Exhibition, and when there is a new prospect of the revival of Church activity 
in connection with Empire Settlement, there is a certain appropriateness in 
topics connected with the life and work of the Anglican Communion in the 
British Empire. Accordingly, the present issue is an Empire Number and 
includes special articles on such subjects. 


CHURCH AND EMPIRE. 


Canon J. McLeod Campbell, Secretary of the Missionary Council of the Church 
Assembly, has written on ‘“‘ Church and Empire: The Influence of the British 
Dispersion,” and has taken occasion to discuss the religious side of responsible 
imperialism with special reference to our race’s impact on the world. He has 
referred particularly to “‘ Missions and Education,” and to the historical, con- 
stitutional and other analogies between the Anglican Communion and the British 
Empire. He is followed by the Editorial Secretary of the Society for the Pro- 
pagation of the Gospel, who deals with ‘‘ Our Own People Overseas: The Test 
of Trusteeship and: the Call of our Kin,” including in his survey the Anglo-Indian 
community and the work of chaplaincies and port institutes, as well as the white 
settlers in the Dominions. 

The Metropolitan of India, Burma, and Ceylon discusses the new problems 
facing that Church, which now includes over one thousand Indian priests and 
which—quite apart from its other opportunities—has in the sixty million “ Un- 
touchables”’ one of the world’s most pressing missionary problems. The Bishop 
in Egypt and the Sudan surveys the “ Réle of the Anglican Church in the Near 
East,” discussing the special position of the Bishopric in Jerusalem as well as 
the problems presented by the new status of Egypt. The Archbishop of the 
West Indies reviews the current problems of the Church in that Province, em- 

hasising how these have arisen from its chequered history and reminding the 
Church at home of the special difficulties of church maintenance where “ earth- 
quakes and hurricanes, floods and droughts, acute labour problems, and aggres- 
sive wealth and poverty side by side”’ are to be found. 

The Official Year-Book has also been fortunate in securing an article from the 
pen of Lord Lugard on “ Church Missions in Africa.” In this he deals with the 
relationship of the Church to Imperial administration, with the problems of 
educational policy in Africa, with native Churches, and with linguistic work. 
Finally, the General Secretary of the Church Missionary Society calls attention 
to the great importance, sometimes forgotten or neglected, of medical missions. 
He discusses the battle against superstition, the problems connected with the 
position of women in the East, the new change of emphasis in medical mission 
work from town to village, especially in India, the problem of infantile mortality 
in Uganda, leprosy centres, and the call of the young Churches overseas. 

Since 1923 The Official Year-Book-has been published by the Press and 
Publications Board of the Church Assembly, in association with the Society for 
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Promoting Christian Knowledge. For the ten years to the close of 1933 it was 
edited by Canon Frank Partridge—now Bishop of Portsmouth—Secretary of 
the Central Board of Finance of the Church of England, and Secretary of the 
Press and Publications Board. Since his retirement from these offices the 
editorial duties have devolved upon the present Secretary of the latter Board. 

The Editor desires to acknowledge with grateful thanks the voluntary assist- 
ance rendered to him in the compilation of the current volume. The ramifica- 
tions of the work of the Church of England are world-wide and so vast that with- 
out the help of a great band of volunteers the task would be overwhelming. A 
debt of gratitude is owing to all who have assisted in the production of The 
Official Year-Book, 1938, and especially to the Rural Deans and the Incumbents 
of the parishes throughout England, and to Secretaries and Treasurers of several 
Parochial Councils, for their help in connection with the Parochial Statistical 
Returns received during the year from 12,170 incumbents, or 95-97 per cent. of 
the total number of Returns asked for, as compared with 96-10 per cent. for 1935. 
These high percentages are worth chronicling when it is remembered that the 
official parochial return, unlike the return of benefice income, is not a compulsory 
one. It would be difficult to assess adequately the value of these Returns made 
annually to the Statistical Department of the Central Board of Finance, pro- 
viding, as they do, a general survey of movements and conditions throughout 
the Church. 


SpectaL ARTICLES: THE CHURCH AND EDUCATION. 


In addition to the articles in the Empire section already referred to, con- 
tributions which will be found of special interest are those under the heading 
of “* Educational Work.” These are a Review of the Year by Mr. E. R. J. Hussey, 
C.M.G., Secretary of the Central Council of the Church for Religious Education 
(the National Society); “‘ Principles and Prospects of Religious Education,” by 
Canon A. L. Woodard; and “ ‘Sunday’ and ‘ Higher’ Religious Education,” by 
the Rev. R. E. Parsons (Director of Religious Education, the National Society). 
The continued operation of the Cathedrals Measure, 1931, is treated by the Secre- 
tary of the Commissioners, Sir Henry Sharp. Another authoritative special 
article is devoted to ‘‘ The Lambeth Conference.” 


STATISTICS. 


The statistics relating to the Church of England for the year 1936 are of such 
a character as to warrant the closest study by all churchpeople, particularly in 
view of the Recall to Religion initiated by the Archbishop of Canterbury. Many 
of the figures emphasise the gravity of the appeal made by His Grace in his 
memorable broadcast of a year ago, and are in themselves a striking reason for 
activity in support of that appeal on the part of every parish throughout the 
country. The statistics on pp. 314-15, 318 et seg. of The Official Year-Book, 
1938, are compiled for it by the Statistical Department of the Central Board 
of Finance. In their exhaustive form they are available only in this publication. 
Before studying the information under the heading of “‘ Church Statistics,” the 
reader is recommended to read the explanations (pp. 319-321), prefatory to the 
Statistical Summaries, the letterpress at the head of the tables on pp. 324-30, 
and the form “‘Income of Benefice.’’ The statistics given in this Preface relating 
to years preceding 1934 are taken from previous issues of this book of reference. 


“ViraL’’ STATISTICS. 


One of the outstanding figures given in these Tables is that relating to the 
Baptism of Infants. For the year 1936 this shows a further increase, and is 
proof of the innate desire of parents, notwithstanding that “ echurch-going”’ is 
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less strictly observed at the present time than it once was, for their children 
through the rite of Holy Baptism to be “ received into Christ’s holy Church, and 
be made a lively member of the same.” For the purpose of comparison the returns 
of the Registrar General are given here. They show that the birth-rate for 
England and Wales for 1936 was 14:8 per 1,000, in 1935 14-7, and in 1934 14-8, 
as compared with the record low birth-rate of 14-4 for 1933, while the number 
of deaths of children under twelve months was as follows: 1936, 59 per 1,000 
live births; 1935, 57; 1934, 59; 1933, 64. The number of infant baptisms 
recorded in the official parochial returns for 1936 was 382,882, an increase of 
1,222 over 1935, 2,398 over 1934, and 1,780 over 1933. In 1931 the birth-rate 
was 15-8 per 1,000, and the number of baptisms 408,458, the corresponding 
figures for 1932 being 15-3 and 395,326; while the annual rates of deaths under 
one year were: 1931, 66 per 1,000; and 1932, 65. 

The improvement noted in the three previous issues of The Official Year-Book 
in the number of candidates presented for Confirmation was not maintained in 
1936. The total for that year was 182,738, as compared with 197,447 in 1935; 
195,430 in 1934; 184,646 in 1933; 178,789 in 1932; 180,377 in 1931, and 196,570 
in 1930. Last year there were decreases in the number of candidates in 31 
dioceses and increases in 11 as compared with the previous year. 

Easter Day Communicants in 1936 numbered 2,241,825 in comparison with 
2,299,573 on Easter Day, 1935; 2,319,093, (1934) and 2,328,436 (1933). 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 


Voluntary Offerings raised by Church Collections or Parochial organisations 
and administered for Parochial purposes only during 1936 amounted to £5,037,477, 
as compared with £5,066,066 in 1935, a decline of £28,589, or a falling off of £80,750 
compared with 1934. Voluntary Offerings for Extra-Parochial Purposes, com- 
prising only such sums as pass through the hands of Parochial clergy or through 
other recognised Parochial organisations, for 1936 amounted to £1,102,450, as 
against £1,111,406 in 1935 and £1,115,239 in 1934. There was, however, a further 
increase last year in the amount raised for Diocesan and Central Quotas, 7.¢., 
£393,753. This amount exceeded the total for 1930 (£393,276) for the first time, 
and was £4,660 above that raised during 1934 and £2,588 over 1935. For other 
Diocesan Purposes in 1936 the amount contributed was £102,684, or £1,651 less 
than in the previous year, which was £12,999 above that for 1934 and the largest 
in this category since 1928 (£116,708). To Home and Overseas Missions the 
amount contributed in 1936 was £495,027, as against £505,562 in 1935, and 
£23,563 below the total for 1934 (£518,590). For the building, restoration and 
furnishing of churches voluntary offerings in 1936 amounted to £610,562, as 
against £612,222 in 1935 and £604.981 in 1934, and making a total of £48,977,218 
for the fifty-three years 1884-1936, all grants from the Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners, Queen Anne’s Bounty, and such sources being omitted. Nineteen 
churches were built or rebuilt, and consecrated in 1936, making a total of 233 
during the ten years 1927-36, as compared with 79 during 1917-26. 


Sunpay ScHOOLS AND YOUTH CLASSES. 


The falling-off in the number of scholars on the rolls of Church of England 
Sunday schools previously noted in 1933 as compared with 1932 was not stemmed 
in 1936, and the decline in Sunday School Teachers and Catechism Instructors 
continued. The number of scholars last year was 1,546,007 as compared with 
1,628,695 in 1935; 1,697,607 in 1934; 1,760,492 in 1933; and 1,783,001 in 1932. 
Thus in four years there has been a decline of 236,994 in the total of Sunday School 
children; while the decrease in 1936 as compared with 1935 is the largest during 
the past five years. In only one Diocese (Sodor and Man) was an increase regis- 
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tered in 19386. There were 5,893 fewer Sunday Schools Teachers and Catechism 
Instructors in 1936; the totals for this year and the two preceding years were : 
1936, 142,974; 1935, 148,867; and 1934, 154,120. In 1935 there was one 
teacher for every 10-94 children and last year one for every 10-81. Figures relat- 
ing to Sunday classes for Public and Secondary School boys and girls, which 
continue to play an increasing part in the activities of the Church, are not available 
and therefore are not included in the Sunday School statistics. 

Female scholars attending the Youth and Adult Religious Education classes 
in 1936 were again in excess of the figures for the previous year, the total for 
1936 being 429,969 as compared with 429,223 in 1935 and 422,180 in 1934. 
There was a further falling off in the number of male scholars during 1936 as 
compared with the two previous years, the respective totals being: 231,510 in 
1936; 243,069 in 1935; and 247,147 in 1934. Fourteen Dioceses showed an 
increase and 29 a decrease in 1936 as compared with 1935. 


MEN FoR THE MINISTRY. 


The number of deacons ordained during the twelve months ended the begin- 
ning of Advent, 1937 was 558 or 6 below the total for 1935-36. The total for 
1934-35 was 585, which equalled that for 1931-32, the highest since 1914, which 
was 610. The figures for 1933-34 were 556, and for 1932-33, 565, while the 
average for the ten years 1927-36 was 507. As was pointed out in the Preface 
to The Official Year-Book last year, the maintenance of the supply of ordinands 
is undoubtedly due to the strenuous efforts made of recent years to cope with 
the problem of Staffing the Parishes, owing to the additional responsibility 
devolving upon the Church because of the many new housing districts which 
have sprung up in various parts of the country. The practically stable totals 
given above may be regarded as further proof that there is no lack of good 
material, provided the funds for assistance in training are forthcoming. The 
1936-37 figures are again a proof of the excellent work being done by the Central 
Advisory Council of Training for the Ministry, and the various diocesan and other 
organisations. 

The higher figures for the past eight years are due in a considerable degree 
to the Sponsors Scheme inaugurated by an appeal in The Times on June 4, 1927. 
Since the initiation of the Scheme 1,042 men have been assisted in their training. 
It will be seen from the section in this volume dealing with the Central Board of 
Finance that although appeals through the medium of The T'’imes were brought 
to a close in 1931, a number of Churchpeople are continuing their mest welcome 
support of the Sponsors Scheme in a modified form. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


Again, as in previous years, the grateful thanks of the Press and Publications 
Board are tendered to Secretaries of Diocesan Boards of Finance, Bishops’ Secre- 
taries, Diocesan Registrars and other diocesan officials, and the officers ef the 
numerous Church Societies and Institutions, who have all shown their usual readi- 
ness in furnishing information in order that the Year-Book may be kept up to 
date.

Hon. Lord Lugard, G.C.M.G., D.C.L.; the Most Rev. Foss 
Westcott, D.D., Bishop of Calcutta and Metropolitan of India, Burma and

W. Wilson Cash, D.D., General Secretary of the Church Missionary Society;

THE INFLUENCE OF THE BRITISH 
DISPERSION. 


By Canon J. McLrop CampBE Lt. 


(Secretary of the Missionary Council of the Church Assembly.) 


HE concourses of Coronation week manifested almost startlingly 

the fact of the British Diaspora, the dispersion of our race through- 
out the world. Our fortunes are bound up with the fortunes of men 
not only of divers races, languages and customs, but also of divers 
religions. The question must often have been in our minds, Is the 
impact of our race upon the world telling for the furtherance of the 
Gospel and the extension of Christ’s Kingdom ? 

No answer could be adequate which did not take account of social 
conditions in this country : whether they embody the Spirit of Christ 
and demonstrate His power to reconcile conflicting interests in cor- 
porate unity, to transcend barriers, to make us effectively members one 
of another. It is a strictly relevant question. Our home conditions 
are exposed to the critical scrutiny of non-Christian peoples: will 
they derive evidence of the efficacy of Christianity from their 
inspection? Nothing is more certain than that the impact of our race 
is bound to tell against the furtherance of the Gospel in proportion to 
our failure to christianise society at home. Acquiescence in social 
wrongs, class consciousness, industrial deadlocks, denial of the sanctity 
of human personality—all these constitute a disastrous drag on the 
wheels of Christ’s chariot the world over. 


Impacr on Non-CurisTIAN WORLD. 


But the question concerns more directly the impact of the British 
Diaspora upon the non-Christian world. Its answer depends partly on 
individual, partly on corporate witness. It is a commonplace that 
every white man in non-Christian countries passes as a Christian; 
he impersonates Christianity for those who may often have no other 
means of judging what Christianity is like. It is a legitimate test : 
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it imposes a heavy responsibility. He would be a bold man who 
essayed to balance this account. We have much to be proud of, much 
to deplore. There are those in all walks of life who by the magnetism 
of simple straightforward Christian lives have drawn men Christward. 
There are others, distorting mirrors of true Christianity, who have 
repelled men from Christ. Both would perhaps be equally unaware 
of their influence. For it is not only blatant vice or violence which 
repels; more often it is some standoffish superiority of manner, some 
incapacity for man-to-man relations with men of another colour, for 
appreciating the unfamiliar, for overcoming racial prejudice or personal 
prepossessions. Certain it is that if our fellow-countrymen dispersed 
throughout the world were witnessing by their lives to their religion a 
great deal of the missionary’s work would be done for him, and one of 
his main handicaps would be removed. 


RESPONSIBLE IMPERIALISM. 


Corporately the outcome of our race’s impact must depend on the 
spirit of our imperialism where we govern, of our internationalism 
where we trade. Our last moment of acute empire-consciousness 
occurred 40 years ago. By comparison the present is encouraging. 
It reflects, if not a chastened at least a more self-critical and thoughtful 
attitude towards imperial and international responsibilities. Less is 
taken for granted. The old assumption that all native peoples live in 
a condition of chaotic savagery, and ought to be grateful to their en- 
lightened deliverers may not be obsolete. But there is at least some 
understanding of the acute problems involved in the enforced juxta- 
position of cultures separated by centuries: some recognition that 
responsibility involves more than the facilitating of British enterprise. 
“The subject was regarded as existing for the Empire rather than the 
Empire for the subject,” so writes an historian of the Roman Empire. 
We may assert with confidence that that is an inversion of the British 
ideal. “ The Ministry of Kingship ” : that thrilling phrase will strike 
an echo in the hearts of most of those to whom is deputed any office 
under the Crown in distant lands. Fundamentally we do hold that 
he that would be great must minister. 


InpirECT INFLUENCE. 


The influence of governments is none the less real because it must be 
indirect. The days are gone by when rulers dictated the religion of 
their subjects, though there has been a recrudescence of the tendency 
inaninverted form. In the days of Charlemagne, ambition and religion 
worked together. Successes in arms were for him at the same time 
successes for Christianity. He went forth with a great army and con- 
verted the Saxons by the sword. It was the English Alcuin who made a 
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characteristically English protest. ‘‘ Let the Teacher of the Faith 
Preach not Prey: Predicatores sint non Praedatores.” “A man may 
be coerced into Baptism,” he boldly wrote to the Emperor, “ but he 
cannot be coerced into faith. How can a man be compelled to believe 
what he does not believe? Faith must come voluntarily and not of 
necessity.” 

Not that Kings in our own country did not seek to impose their new- 
won faith—though with less violent methods than Olaf Tryggvason in 
Norway. King Oswald not only humbly and willingly in all things 
gave ear to the admonitions of St. Aidan, diligently applying himself to 
building up and extending the Church of Christ, but “‘ it was a fair sight 
when the Bishop, who was not perfectly skilled in the English tongue, 
preached, to see the King himself interpreting the Word of God to his 
EKaldormen and Thegns.” 


British [MPARTIALITY. 


Such partiality the British Government has never felt free to display. 
It has never, like the Spanish or Portuguese, forced the Christian faith 
on reluctant subjects. Nor could a Christian power imitate the Roman 
method of assimilating new subjects: an easy-going polytheism could, 
so to speak, re-christen the gods of easy-going polytheists : Syrian and 
Pheenician deities could be transformed into Zeus or Juno. Only with 
the Jews did the Romans have to deal with a dogmatic and intransigeant 
religion, and there they failed. 

“Firmly relying ourselves upon the truth of Christianity and 
acknowledging with gratitude the solace of religion,” so ran Queen 
Victoria’s Proclamation of 1858, “ we disclaim alike the right and the 
desire to impose our convictions upon any of our subjects.” Govern- 
ment neutrality may at times seem morbidly scrupulous, but the prin- 
ciple of abstaining from even the appearance of religious pressure 
could hardly be too jealously safeguarded. I remember an Indian 
saying to me, “No nation can afford to adopt the religion of its 
conquerors.” It is easy to retort that no nation can afford not to 
accept the religion of its conquerors, if it happens to be true. The 
fact remains that Christianity reached India as the religion of the alien 
and the conqueror. That is still an embarrassment. 


Mass Movements in Inp1ia. 


There are, for example, Mass Movements in many parts of India 
to-day which are bringing the Depressed Classes into the Church and 
through their example caste people as well, in such numbers as to tax 
to the utmost the Church’s power of assimilation. It is easy to misre- 
present these movements as having a political significance of which 
they are quite innocent. “Generally speaking,’ writes Professor 
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Powicke, “the acceptance of Christianity (in Kurope) was, to use a 
modern phrase, an affair of State, in which Kings carried their subjects 
with them.” But the Christian Mass Movement in India is not an 
“ affair of State ’’: it has not been imposed from above: it is a volcanic 
eruption from below. The analogy of our own Mass Movements under 
Ethelbert and Edwin must not blind us to the fact that except in their 
corporate character the movement in India is more akin to the primitive 
Christianity of the Acts of the Apostles than to medieval Christianity. 
Needless to add, it is further safeguarded by stxict standards of admission 
to the Church, prolonged preparation before Baptism, by. careful 
instruction and discipline. 


Missions AND EDUCATION. 


There is, however, one sphere—the sphere of education—in which 
Governments and Missions are found in close partnership. Colonial 
Office policy is based upon the great importance of religious teaching, 
on the ground that “ primitive societies in Africa and complex social 
structures in the Hast which owe their cohesion to religion . . . cannot 
survive the loss of that religion and divine sanction, unless a stronger 
religion takes its place.” In some of our Dependencies eighty or even 
ninety per cent. of the educational work is undertaken by Christian 
Missions. The Missions are encouraged by Government to continue 
this work: they are assisted by financial grants and assured that they 
are an integral part of the educational system. 

So unbiased a body as the Union of South Africa’s recent Commis- 
sion on Native Education passes an appreciative verdict upon this 
work, and votes for its continuance. ‘‘ The Missionaries,” they report, 
“Jaboured unhonoured and unsung at a task for which they neither 
received nor desired to receive any earthly reward. No other agency 
has been so successful in interpreting to the uncivilised native the prin- 
ciples of Christian ethics, the foundations of Christian civilisation. . . . 
During the process of being remoulded, Bantu society cannot do without 
the friendly guidance, the intimate contact, the personal interest, 
the devoted services which the missionaries are eager to give.” 

The Missionary Societies have an anxious responsibility in this 
matter: they have obligations to meet; they hold key positions; they 
need men and women for educational work of all grades, from bush 
schools to college education. Posts of urgent importance are unfilled 
because the demand is not realised, nor the opportunities of profoundly 
absorbing and productive work appreciated. As we act to-day, or 
fail to act, we are helping to determine the conditions under which 
African generations yet unborn will be obliged to live. 

The topic of education is a bridge which carnes us from the region 
of government into the sphere of the Church. When all is said and 
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done, however beneficent and even christianising the witness of an 
enlightened government may be, it must be through the Church that 
the impact of our race can most directly and most deeply count for the 
furtherance of the Gospel and the extension of Christ’s Kingdom. I 
would suggest three analogies between the two spheres, the Empire 
and the Church. 

1. The Anglican Communion and the British Empire developed 
analogously: each growing haphazard through private initiative 
and gallantry, with no guidance and little encouragement from the 
authorities of either. It is the British way. A hundred years ago a 
Bishop charged his clergy not to receive “ those itinerant. preachers 
who, neglecting their own parishes, went about the country to draw 
all the money they could for the support of societies self-constituted and 
unauthorised by either Church or State.” The expansion of Christ’s 
Kingdom, though after all the purpose for which the Church exists, was 
left to voluntary societies, not undertaken by the Church as the 
Church. Heroic pioneers penetrated continent after continent un- 
daunted by cruel casualties, undeterred by distances and language 
difficulties. To-day the Bible Society circulates the Bible in 150 
languages, and portions of the Bible in 542 more, using in all 692 
tongues. Consider what light this throws on the magnitude of the 19th 
century achievement: that demand for the Bible in so many languages 
could only have been created by hosts of men and women, serving 
Christ and His Church, in the country of their adoption with fearless 
devotion. Slowly, as with the Empire, the growing Church has become 
the recognised responsibility of the whole, and the Missionary Societies 
have been recognised as the accredited handmaids of the Church for 
discharging this responsibility. 


As IN THE STATUTE OF WESTMINSTER. 


2. There has been .a development in the Church analogous to all 
that the Statute of Westminster represents in the life of the British 
Commonwealth. It was inevitable in the early days that what 
Downing Street was to the one, Tufton Street and Salisbury Square 
should be to the other. The work overseas was long thought of as the 
activity of the Sending Church, not of the Church which missionaries 
were sent to serve. To-day we think in terms of Sister Churches in the 
Anglican Communion and of Sister Nations in the British Common- 
wealth. In three South Indian dioceses out of 312 clergy 287 are 
Indian, 25) European. In Africa two-thirds of the 600 clergy are 
African. 

These quasi-indigenous churches jealously guard the principle of 
self-support, and strike out their own methods of self-expansion. The 
difference between the present and the past may be symbolised by such 
a building as the Chapel of Trinity College, Kandy, reviving as it does 
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the glories of Ceylon’s great architectural traditions, in contrast with 
the churchwarden-Gothic blots on so many Eastern landscapes. There 
are similar developments in painting, music, liturgy and worship. 
They spring less from policy than from instinct. There is of course the 
natural desire to show that Christianity is not a foreign religion but 
their own; that Christianity, so far from paralysing creative and cul- 
tural capacities, itself quickens and kindlesthem. Buta Dutch painter 
paints in a distinctive style, not because he wants to appear Dutch, but 
because he happens to be Dutch. The religious impulse, like the 
artistic, is common to all, but where there is life the national accent 
asserts itself i in spontaneous varieties of expression. 

The British Civil Servant to-day in India or Ceylon accepts a new 
and more exacting réle: like the Home Civil Servant he serves the 
Minister for his department; and the Minister is Indian or Sinhalese : 
he has Indians or Sinhalese senior to him in the service. So with the 
missionary : he goes out to serve the Sister Church and to serve under 
its leaders. Therein lies the compelling force of the appeal to volun- 
teers: it comes from those leaders of the Sister Churches who ask for 
our help and comradeship in building up the Church of Christ in their 
lands, supplementing their own sacrificial efforts at points at which 
an ancient Church may be expected to come to the aid of an adolescent 
Church. The men and women they need are the men and women whom 
we can least afford to spare, just those who have it in them to attain 
the heights of their professions—the future Theological Professors, the 
future Bishops, the future Headmasters, the future experts in Medicine 
and Surgery. 


INFLUENCE OF Home TRADITIONS. 


3. As with the Empire so with the Church, home traditions react on 
the most distant parts and reproduce themselves. Unhappily it is not 
only the best traditions that are transplanted. The Mother Church 
shares the melancholy experience of many parents who to their sorrow 
see their less amiable characteristics reflected in their children. The: 
tradition of disunity is one of these. The impact of our race upon the 
non-Christian world through the Church is the impact of mutually 
exclusive, multitudinous sects. Our past history can no doubt explain 
and possibly excuse their existence to ourselves, but not to Indian or 
African. We hear of a community of Indian villagers anxious to 
become Christian but fearing to lose their present unity in the various 
sects of the Christian Church. This is not just a matter of the better 
use or distribution of resources, important though that is. We are 
failing to proclaim what only the unity of a Catholic Church can 
proclaim, and what all disunion of Christians must contradiet—that 
Christ’s is the purpose and Christ’s the power to make all men perfect 
in one, to the glory of the Father. Let us wait, it is sometimes said, 
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till the Church overseas has settled its scheme of union: the initiative 
must come from the circumference. But it was from the centre that 
the divisive influences proceeded and still proceed : upon the Church in 
England lies the responsibility not only for transplanting a vicious 
tradition, but. for perpetuating it. 


THe IDEAL oF A CHRISTIAN EMPIRE. 


The question raised in this article cannot be answered with com- 
placency. A hundred years hence will our generation be accorded 
blessing or blame? That must be left to the verdict of posterity. 
The Coronation Rites, brought home as they have been to the eye and 
the ear of all nations and peoples, demonstrated at least the desire and 
the intention to acknowledge the Christian religion as the basis and 
bond of the Imperial fellowship, and the inspiration of Imperial policy. 
The words went ringing round the world: ‘ When you see this Orb 
set under the Cross, remember that the whole world is subject to the 
power and empire of Christ as Redeemer.” Certain it is that it is only 
in the degree that such lofty professions are consistently honoured that 
the respect of our non-Christian partners in the British Commonwealth 
will be retained: that the destiny of the British Diaspora will be 
fulfilled. 


Our Own People Overseas. 


THE TEST OF TRUSTEESHIP AND THE 
CALL OF OUR KIN.

Fy UR Own People Overseas”: it is a phrase which can be dated, 

for it first caught the imagination of Churchpeople in the fifth 
“World Call ” report, published in 1929. Few before then had realised 
how wide is the compass of the words, or how strong the claim that 
they make. 

First among “ our own people” we think of the great Dominions 
peopled mainly by the British stock—Newfoundland and Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand. The Union of South Africa ranks with 
them in status, though its population of British blood is in a minority. 
Next we count the Empire of India, with Burma, and then the many 
Crown Colonies and Mandated Territories, where the British, though 
comparatively few in number, bear heavy responsibilities in government 
and in business life. Many thousands more live under the flags of 
other nations; and countless thousands are ever moving—men of the 
Navy and Army on foreign stations, the merchant service, the staffs 
of the great telegraph companies, and many more. 


THe AnGLo-InDIAN CoMMUNITY. 


¢ 


Yet the list is not exhausted: for we must count as “ our own 
people”? the Anglo-Indian community, descendants of those who in 
early days settled in India, and married Indian wives, with the full 
blessing of the Church; and again the negro and coloured people of the 
West Indies, whose ancestors were dragged by ours from their African 
homes into slavery : they are “ our own people ” by purchase, and we 
cannot deny our responsibility for them, or the duty of reparation 
for the wrongs done to them in the past. 

“Our Own People” : kinship makes doubly strong the duty of seeing 
that they do not lack the knowledge of God or full opportunity for 
worship. The importance of this task was declared in striking words 
by our present King, speaking as Duke of York at an 8.P.G. demon- 
stration in the Albert Hall in 1929 : 


“Some of the most important work which can be undertaken 
by any missionary society is the work of following to distant parts 
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of the earth the sons and daughters of our Empire with the 
ministrations of the Church into which they were baptized at 
home. . . . I am even prepared to say that it is our first duty in 
missionary work to save for the Church those who are her members, 
and to make provision for their moral welfare.” 


Farru. 


There is a further reason why this duty is so important. In the 
bewildered world of to-day other races and nations put forward their 
faiths as the answers to all its problems. The British Empire and race 
has its own faith to maintain, and is confident of its truth. Lord 
Baldwin, perhaps more than any man, has made plain the faith in 
freedom and respect for personality which to us are fundamental, and 
he has shown, too, that ultimately they spring only from Christian 
sources. If it is for these that we are to stand, then we must stand 
also for the maintenance of the Christian faith. If our people overseas 
are to be truly ours, with a kinship of mind and character, they—and 
we—must remain Christian and we must see that it is made possible 
for them. 

Let us briefly consider the different sections of “‘ our own people 
overseas,” as outlined above, and see how the responsibility is being 
discharged. 

THE DomInrons. 


In the great self-governing Dominions the missionary was never 
far behind the pioneer settler. True, much more might have been done, 
especially by the established Church of the homeland: but tales of 
heroic missionary service abound, and to-day we see “‘ own our people ”’ 
in the Dominions, though without the endowments of the old country, 
self-supporting in their Church life, and actively missionary to others. 
The only exceptions are due to peculiar difficulties, where pioneer 
conditions have still to be faced. In Western Australia and Western 
Canada the slump in world trade brought disaster to many who had 
begun new lives in new lands with vigour and hope. Great districts 
in Canada have lost their harvests for six or seven years, through drought 
and untimely frosts. The Church of their home-land should be eager 
to help such people through, till better days come. Often isolation is 
added to poverty; and new ways have had to be found by which the 
Church may reachthem. Caravan visits in summer, the Sunday School 
by post, the group of women messengers, or the Bush Brotherhood 
working from a centre, have solved some of the difficulties of distance 
and loneliness. 

RESPONSIBILITY. 


In South Africa, too, the ‘‘ white’ work of the Church is wholly 
self-supporting: there, as in the Crown Colonies and other dependencies, 
and in the great Indian Empire, the test which the British character has 
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to face is that of trusteeship. ‘‘ Our own people” are living among 
those of other races, often in authority over them, always in social or 
business relations with them. They cannot escape the responsibility 
of that contact, and the right use of it is the best proof that they can 
give that their faith is the answer to the world’s needs. The Italian 
attack upon Abyssinia, which outraged the feelings of all Africans, 
stirred an almost equal indignation in the British people all over the 
world, because it was so defiant a denial of the spirit of trusteeship. 
Yet 1t would be idle to pretend that all British people in South Africa 
or India show that spirit of trusteeship and brotherliness which we 
recognise to be the ideal. The ideal is Christian—that he who would 
be great shall be the servant of all; and the chief task of the Church 
towards our own people who live among those of other races within the 
Empire, is to instil that Christian outlook towards others and inspire 
that Christian service for their advancement. History will acknow- 
ledge how finely many administrators have followed the ideal; how the 
British in India have been. willing to decrease, that India might 
increase; and how even in South Africa co-operation and sympathy 
with the Native are slowly growing. 


CHAPLAINCIES AND Port INSTITUTES. 


The great “ British dispersion ” presents other problems. Many of 
our people living in other lands look to the nearest missionary for the 
maintenance of their Church life, and he is glad to include them within 
his charge. In Europe, resident British communities have grown 
smaller for many reasons, and poorer too, and it is increasingly difficult 
to maintain chaplaincies for them: many “ holiday chaplaincies ” 
have been closed, owing to changes in British holiday habits. The 
Missions to Seamen find similar difficulties in keeping up their world- 
wide port chaplaincies and institutes, owing to the decline in British 
mercantile prosperity. Yet the need to stand by our own people, and 
to keep up their witness of Christian faith and character, is greater than 
ever in the world of to-day. 

The Anglo-Indian community to-day presents one of the most 
difficult of all problems to the Church. In the past their British origin 
and their educational advantages gave them special opportunities 
of employment, and certain spheres were almost their preserve. 
Now many Indians have equalled or excelled them in education; and 
with the transference of control from British to Indian hands, their 
origin is a handicap rather than a help. Many are in extreme poverty ; 
their claim upon our country and our Church is beyond question; the 
only hopeful solution for their distress is to be found in providing for 
them such education as will enable them to hold their place in the stress 
of competition, and produce among them leaders who will maintain 
their interests in the national life of India. 
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In tHe West InpvIEs. 


There remain the West Indian negroes and coloured folk : poverty 
is the root of their troubles also. There are few more loyal, generous 
or devout Christians than the simple West Indians, though the results 
of past slavery and spirit worship still endure among them. But the 
collapse of the sugar and other industries upon which they depended 
for their simple needs has left many in appalling poverty, aggravated 
by bad housing and occasionally by the havoc of hurricanes and 
earthquakes. Several West Indian dioceses might claim to be “ the 
poorest upon earth,” yet they struggle gallantly on, short of clergy and 
teachers, with churches and schools needing repair, and have risen 
with amazing generosity to the support of their own missionary 
venture in the newly made diocese of Gambia and Rio Pongas. In 
reparation for the slavery of the past our Church should come to their 
aid much more fully than it does. 

Such are some of the features of the Church’s task among “ our own 
people overseas ” as we look round the world at the present day. Let 
us close by glancing backwards to the past, and forward to the future. 
Until 1784 there was no bishopric of our Church overseas, in spite of 
the eighty years efforts of the 8.P.G. to obtain one for the settlers in 
America : and by that time, though we may fairly call them still “ our 
own people,” they had broken away from English rule, and their first 
bishop was forced by legal difficulties to seek consecration in Scotland. 
The consecration of Charles Inglis as Bishop of Nova Scotia in 1787 
gaye our Church its first colonial bishopric. To-day, there are 248 
oversea dioceses of our Communion, including those of our daughter 
Church of the United States. It is an amazing growth in 150 years: 
and Canterbury binds together ‘in one communion and fellowship” 
the self-governing Church in the great Dominions, in Japan and China, 
India and South Africa, and the many sees that have not yet been 
formed into autonomous provinces. We may well thank God and take 
courage. 


THE FuTuRE. 


And so we look forward to the future. What part in the world’s life 
will be taken, fifty or a hundred years hence, by Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand? By India, China, Japan, or the great Bantu race in 
Africa? The balance of power will surely have changed and the 
younger nations have grown equal with the old. By her care for “ our 


~ own people overseas” the Church is doing her greatest task for the 


building of God’s world-wide Kingdom, for the witness of their lives and 
the use of their influence will shape the new world; and through the 
unity of the Church all the races of the world can be made one family 
of God. 


The Church of Fndia, Burma, 
and Ceylon. 


OVER 1,000 INDIAN PRIESTS. FUTURE OF 
THE 60,000,000 “ UNTOUCHABLES.”

THE existence of the Church of India, Burma and Ceylon as an autono- 
mous Province of the Anglican Communion dates from March Ist, 
1930, but the Church of England in India dates from the appomtment 
of the first chaplain of the East India Company at Surat in 1614. Its 
development during the first two centuries of its existence was slow, 
and it was not until under the terms of the revised Charter granted to the 
Kast India Company in 1813, the first Bishop of Calcutta was appointed, 
and the restrictions which had hindered the entrance of missionaries 
into British India were withdrawn, that its rapid progress began. 

The way once opened, the S.P.G. and the C.M.S. were not slow to 
enter this field, and other Societies have followed in their wake. The 
S.P.C.K. had from 1725 contributed to the support of missionaries of 
the Danish Mission in South India, and has ever since rendered in- 
valuable aid to the development of the Church in these lands. 


Tue Act oF 1833. 


By the Act of 1833 provision was made for the creation of the 
additional Bishoprics of Madras and Bombay, but the terms of that 
Act which defined the limits of these Dioceses proved a hindrance to 
the development of the episcopate within the area, which was at that 
time under the Company’s rule, and it was not until the passing of the 
Indian Church Act in 1927, by which previous legislation was repealed, 
that the Church became free to create, under the provisions of its own 
Constitution, Canons and Rules, such new Dioceses as were required. 
There are at the present moment fourteen fully constituted Dioceses, 
each with its Diocesan Council, which sends its duly appointed number 
of representatives—clerical and lay—to the General Council of the 
Province. This meets triennially to deal with business affecting the 
Church of the whole Province. There are also three Assistant Bishops, 
in the Dioceses of Lahore, Dornakal and Calcutta respectively, whose 
appointment was sanctioned by the General Council on the under- 
standing that it was a temporary measure pending the division of the 
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Dioceses concerned. It is hoped that a complete scheme for the 
provision of more adequate episcopal supervision for the Church in 
North India will be approved by the General Council at its session 
in 1938. 

TRAINING FOR THE MINIsTRY. 


The first Indian to receive Holy Orders was ordained by Bishop 
Heber in 1825, and there are now over one thousand Indian priests 
working within the Church of the Province. The provision for the 
training of candidates for the sacred ministry was carefully reviewed 
by the Episcopal Synod in 1935, and a complete scheme of Vernacular 
Theological Schools embracing the main language areas was prepared 
and submitted to the S.P.G., S.P.C.K., and the C.M.S. who are whole- 
heartedly co-operating in the establishment, equipment and adequate 
staffing of these Institutions. Bishop Middleton had in 1820 established 
Bishop’s College in Calcutta, which was designed for “ the instruction 
of Native and other Christian youth in the doctrines and discipline of 
the Church in order to their becoming preachers, catechists and school- 
masters.’ In 1918 this College was reconstituted as a purely Theolo- 
gical College which receives and trains for the sacred Ministry “ an 
graduate of whatever race or other person otherwise qualified to receive 
his training through the medium of English.” 

Tue First Inpran BisxHopr. 

The first Indian to be consecrated was Bishop Azariah, who wasconse- 
erated as the first Bishop of Dornakal, in 1912. His Diocese at that 
time contained some 50,000 Christians of the Anglican Communion, 
mainly drawn from the “ untouchables” of the Telegu race. The 
expansion of the Church in this Diocese has been phenomenal, and there 
are now over 200,000 baptised members. The changed lives of these 
people has deeply impressed members of the higher castes, who have 
in their turn sought admission to the Church. 


{Tue “ UNTOUCHABLES.” 


“The past three years have witnessed a strong movement among 
those who were thus termed “untouchables” but whom Mahatma 
Ghandi has named “hariyans,’ or God’s people. Resenting the 
treatment which has been meted out to them by the higher castes of 
the Hindu community, they have, under the leadership of Dr. Ambedkar, 
expressed their determination to leave the Hindu fold. They number 
in all some sixty million persons. Since under the new political 
constitution of India representation in the Legislative Assemblies is 
largely on a communal basis, certain communities have shown con- 
siderable anxiety to secure their adherance to their Faiths. In the past 
it has been the Christian Church which has sought their uplift, and the 
Gospel of Christ which has been the most powerful means to this end. 
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The difficulty has been to make adequate provision for their instruction 
in the Christian faith and training in the Christian way of life. We 
are not unmindful of the lessons from the past and the danger of lower- 
ing the Christian standard of life which has resulted from mass move- 
ments into the Church. Our chief concern is so to vitalise the rank 
and file of our congregations, that they may all become faithful wit- 
nesses to Christ and His teaching. The decrease in the number of 
missionaries coming out to India is God’s call to the Church of India 
by the witness of its life and teaching to make good this deficiency. 


Our Own PEOPLE. 


The first Anglican priests went to India to supply spiritual minis- 
trations to their fellow-countrymen in the company’s service, and an 
important part of the Church’s work still lies in this direction. Though 
the Church was disestablished by the Indian Church Act of 1927, the 
Government still maintains a cadre of chaplains to minister to their 
British-born servants. These consist for the most part of the British 
troops in India, and the only chaplains who minister to civil congrega- 
tions are those at the Provincial and Imperial Headquarters. The 
Government also gives grants-in-aid for the support of other chaplains 
ministering to congregations, mainly on the railways, for whom it has 
some responsibility. This cadre of chaplains and the grants-in-aid, 
as also the grants made for Episcopal supervision, are reviewed every 
seven years. 


Txr DomiciteD ComMMUNITY. 


The provision of education for the children of members of the 
domiciled community is mainly in the hands of the Church. The 
Roman Catholics, with their religious Orders, maintain the largest 
number of schools, but the Anglican Church has seventy-five, in which 
over 10,000 pupils are educated, and, in addition, there are several 
important schools which, though undenominational, have Anglican 
clergy as their Principals or Anglican chaplains who are responsible for 
the religious education of Anglcan children. The support of these 
schools is a serious strain upon the resources of the Church of India, 
owing to the poverty of so many members of the Communities whom 
they serve. The Archbishop of Canterbury, at the request of the 
Episcopal Synod, is sponsoring an appeal for an endowment fund for 
them, and is thus laying us under a deep debt of gratitude. It is 
impossible to exaggerate the importance of these schools at a time when, 
with the Indianisation of the services, avenues to employment which 
were formerly almost the monoply of these Communities are becoming 
closed to them, and their chances of obtaining employment will depend 
upon their ability to compete with all competitors in examinations 
and the possession of a trustworthy character. 


Role of the Anglican Church in 
the Hear East. 


PEACEMAKER AND FRIEND TO ALL. 
By the Ricur Rev. L. H. Gwynne, D.D. 
(Bishop in Egypt and the Sudan.) 


A DISTINCT period for observing the kaleidoscopic changes in 
the Near Hast dates from 1882, when the British forces put down 
the so-called Arabi Pasha rebellion in Egypt, leaving a small army of 
occupation. Before that time the Christian Churches of the Near 
East under the heel of the Turk were satisfied with just holding their 
own. The suzerainty of the Sultan extended over a great part of 
North Africa, Syria, Palestine, Arabia, Mesopotamia and Egypt. 


Tue BisHor IN JERUSALEM. 


The Bishop of the Anglican Church for all this region had his head- 
quarters at Jerusalem, the bishopric having been founded in 1841. 
The mutual agreement between the Emperor of Germany and the 
Queen of England, which provided for alternative appointments of a 
Lutheran and an Anglican to control the affairs of the Church, did not 
last long. In 1886 the bishopric came directly under the egis of 
Canterbury, and Bishop Blyth was appointed. 

Owing to the tremendously wide area of his diocese, the Bishop in 
Jerusalem could not do much more than pay periodical visits for 
confirmations and consecrations of churches. To a large extent he 
had to leave his scattered congregations to manage their own affairs; 
and in various parts of Kgypt it was the laity of the Church of England 
who themselves procured the sites and built churches and appointed 
clergy and chaplains. (It was not until 1920 that Egypt and the Sudan 
were separated from Jerusalem.) Through his wonderful powers of 
friendship and tact, Bishop Blyth succeeded in winning the respect of 
the Greek Orthodox and other Eastern Churches, and in dispelling any 
suspicions that the Anglican Church desired to make converts from these 
Churches. He laid the foundations of friendly relationships which 
have continued to grow from that time. 

The past years have revealed how great and important is the part 
to be played by the Anglican Church in the mighty purposes of God for

this land of Palestine. To-day the Church works amongst the British 
officials, merchants and residents: there are extensive missionary 
activities amongst Moslems and Jews through education, medical and 
evangelistic work. There are now nine Palestinian clergy. The 
Bishop is responsible for the work of the Anglican Church in Cyprus, 
Transjordania and Iraq. 


THe CroMER REGIME In Haypt. 


The Cromer regime in Egypt began in 1883. By his inspired powers 
of administration, finance and development, Lord Cromer brought 
Egypt out of bankruptcy, the result being that the present prosperity of 
Egypt is largely due to him and his splendid band of unselfish workers, 
who spent themselves for the good of the Egyptians. He took a real 
interest in the work of the Church amongst the British community in 
the various parts of Egypt; giving much encouragement to the 
chaplains in their work. Soon after Cromer’s arrival the Church 
Missionary Society returned to Egypt to work directly amongst 
Moslems. The C.M.S. and the Arabic Anglican Church, which now 
has two Egyptian clergy, undertake work in Cairo and Menoufia, a 
large country district in the Delta. Hospitals, schools, literature, 
social and evangelistic work are the medium through which they 
present the Gospel to the Egyptians. 

In 1885 Gordon was killed in the Sudan, but his sacrificial death, 
inspired by the spirit of his Master, was to bring redemption to the 
land he loved. Fifteen years after his death, on the British occupation 
of the Sudan, the C.M.S. sent me with Dr. Harpur to prospect for open 
doors for missionary enterprise, and a mission hospital was started at 
Omdurman. To-day there are, in addition to the hospital, three 
mission-schools for girls in Khartoum, Atbara and Wad Medani 
respectively; and boys’ education is largely provided for by the Gordon 
College. Being the only clergyman in the Sudan, I was asked to under- 
take the spiritual charge of the British officers and troops stationed 
there. In 1908 I was appointed by Bishop Blyth as Assistant Bishop. 


BRoTHERHOOD OF CHURCHES. 


A cathedral at Khartoum, churches at Wad Medani, El Obeid, 
Wadi Halfa and Port Sudan have been built to meet the spiritual 
needs of the British officials in Government service and the large 
numbers of Englishmen on the railways and in commerce. There are 
no non-Kpiscopal Churches or permanent ministries of the Free 
Churches or the Church of Scotland, so the members of these Churches 
find their spiritual home for the time being in the Anglican Church, 
being allowed all the privileges of our Church while they are resident 
in the Sudan. No pressure is put upon them to leave their own | 
Churches, and they support most generously the Church of England in 
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the Sudan. The result of all this has been a remarkable brotherhood 
and friendship between all denominations. When ministers of the 
Church of Scotland or any of the Free Churches visit the Sudan, they 
are asked to preach at our services and are allowed, if they so wish, to 
make use of our churches for their own special form of worship. 


PaGan TRIBES OF THE SOUTH. 


In 1905, at the request of Lord Cromer and the Sirdar, and with the 
aid of funds contributed in memory of Gordon, the C.M.S. started work 
amongst the pagan tribes of the Southern Sudan. From this small 
beginning the work has rapidly extended, so that there are now thirteen 
stations. Hundreds have been baptised, churches have been built and 
schools opened. Promising pupils are sent for further education to the 
Nugent School at Loka for training as schoolmasters, clerks and chiefs. 

It is not too much to say that the unhappy divisions of Christendom 
made easy the conquest of the Near East by the Moslems. In Egypt 
the Coptic Church invited the Moslem invaders to assist them in 
throwing out the Greek Orthodox Church, with whom they were in 
deadly conflict. A few centuries later the Church of the West in- 
gloriously betrayed the Greek Orthodox Church, when the Crusaders 
turned aside from their main object and attacked Constantinople. 


MISTAKES OF THE CRUSADES. 


There is no doubt that our efforts to draw nearer to the Eastern 
Churches, as well as our missionary work amongst Moslems, have been 
seriously hindered through the regrettable mistakes of the Crusades. 
Although the motives of the preachers of the Crusades were sincere, 
though there were many noble men amongst the Crusaders and many 
noble deeds were done, there is still engrained in the Moslem, as well as 
in the Christian of the Hast, a traditional hatred of the horrors per- 
petrated in the Crusades and a deep suspicion of that parody of 
Christianity shown in the Crusades. How to eradicate these from the 
minds and hearts of the Moslem to-day throughout the Near Kast is 
the heart-breaking problem of the missionary in his Christian appeal. 

But the last few decades have seen the gradual growth of a more 
friendly atmosphere between all the Churches, and especially between 
the Anglican Church and the Eastern Churches, We have referred to 
the good work done by Bishop Blyth. Thanks to Bishop MacInnes and 
Bishop Graham Brown, his successors, the relations in Palestine to-day 
between the Anglican Church and the Eastern Churches are most 
cordial: Anglican clergy are permitted to share in the training of 
ordinands in the seminaries of the Greek Orthodox and Armenian 
Churches; in Egypt and the Sudan there are Fellowships of Unity, 
whose members, drawn from all the Churches, Eastern and Western, 
meet together for worship and study. Combined services have been 
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held in the Anglican Cathedral in Khartoum, and in Cairo in the Greek 
Orthodox, Armenian and Coptic Cathedrals and the American Presby- 
terian Church. 


Tue Near Hast Curistran Councit. 


Amongst the most important of the Christian influences at work in 
the Near Kast must be mentioned the Near Hast Christian Council. It 
was started about twelve years ago, and includes representatives of 
many of the missionary societies in the Near Hast. The Bishops in 
Iran, Jerusalem and Egypt are all on this Council. In alternate 
years there is a conference where the missionaries pool their experiences, 
share their difficulties and discuss methods found successful in different 
parts of the area. Lately an effort has been made to procure representa- 
tives from the Eastern Churches, and at our last meeting in March 1937 
there was a Greek Orthodox layman and an Armenian priest delegated 
by their Churches to sit with us at the Council: there was also an 
unofficial representative of the Coptic Church. The Council issues 
regular bulletins, and it has been successful in bringing into holy 
fellowship isolated bands of missionary workers and strengthening 
their hands with practical advice and counsel. It is a work, I am 
proud to say, in which our Church is taking a worthy part in co- 
ordinating missionary effort in the Near Hast.

CURRENT PROBLEMS WITH ROOTS IN A 
CHEQUERED HISTORY. 


By tHE Most Rev. E. A. Dunn, D.D. 
(Archbishop of the West Indies and Bishop of British Honduras.) 


HE current problems of the Church of the West Indies are indis- 

solubly connected with its history. This history has been long 

and chequered, and a strong part in it has been played by the social, 

political and economic life of the various colonies. The two widely 

separated centres of Provincial life have always been Barbados and 
Jamaica. 


Harty YEARS. 


Barbados was annexed probably in 1625, and in 1637 a Royal 
Patent was granted to Barbados proclaiming “ the Laudable and pious 
design of propagating the Christian religion.”” From the beginning 
the form of the ecclesiastical as well as of the civil polity was strictly 
modelled on that of the Mother-country. The parochial system was 
adopted with vestries and parish officers; and the standards of worship, 
doctrine and discipline of the United Church of England and Ireland 
were firmly adhered to. Previous to the establishment of the epis- 
copate the ecclesiastical supervision of the territory was, as elsewhere 
in the colonies, in the hands of the Bishop of London acting for the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. In practice, the authority of the Bishop 
of London was not very much regarded, that of the Governor for the 
time being and the vestries under him being the only real source of 
discipline until the appointment of a Bishop in 1824. It was on the 
strong representation of Dr. Howley, Bishop of London, that Mr. 
Huskisson, Prime Minister under George IV, recommended the estab- 
- lishment of a Bishopric. 

Jamaica had been in undisputed British possession since 1658. 
In 1661 General D’Oyley, the first Governor, was instructed to 
“encourage ministers that Christianity and the Protestant religion 
according to the Church of England might have due reverence and 
exercise.’ Like other Colonies, the island was under the ecclesiastical 
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jurisdiction of the Bishop of London, without whose licence no minister 
could properly be received into Jamaica. The Jamaica Assembly, 
then as always firm in its independence, decreed that this jurisdiction 
gave no power whatever to inflict “any penal mulet or punishment 
in any case whatsoever.” In 1683 the clergy were made ex-officio 
members of parish vestries and received a stipend from the taxes. 
Charles II encouraged the transportation to the island of “ persons of 
different judgment and opinions in matters of religion,” and indeed 
there has always been a very large proportion of persons not belonging 
to the Church of England, a fact which weighed heavily at the time of 
disendowment in 1869. The “jurisdiction ”’ of the Bishop of London 
over the clergy had always been somewhat shadowy, and in 1799 the 
Assembly passed an enactment transferring it to “ persons resident in 
the Island, to be nominated by the Crown ” ; this was in consequence 
of a suggestion by the Attorney-General in England that such persons 
would be more competent, seeing that a Colonial Governor could not 
have “ intimate stipe of the nature and exercise of the pastoral 
office.” 


First DEVELOPMENT OF EPISCOPACY. 


Episcopacy in the West Indies and Central America dates from 1824, 
and we find the same division of its work between the two main 
centres. 

Letters patent dated July 24, 1824, constituted “the Island of 
Barbados, Grenada, Saint Vincent, Dominica, Antigua, and Montserrat, 
Saint Christopher, Nevis and the Virgin Islands, Trinidad and Tobago, 
and Saint Lucia and their respective Dependencies to be a Bishop’s 
See, and to be called from henceforth the Bishopric of Barbados and the 
Leeward Islands.” No mention is made of Guiana; it may have been 
regarded as a Dependency of one of the islands; it was recognised, 
however, by the Bishop, who at his first ordination ordained the Rev. 
Bryan Nurse as priest to serve in that Colony. Two archdeaconries, 
of Barbados and Antigua respectively, were early established. Then 
by Letters Patent issued on May 11th, 1836, “the Colonies and settle- 
ments of Demerara, Essequebo and Berbice were constituted parts 
and parcels of Barbados and the Leeward Islands ”; and in 1831 the 
three Colonies were comprised in one Colony under the name of the 
Colony of British Guiana. 

By Letters Patent issued on July 24th, 1824, at the same time as 
those issued for Barbados, the King constituted “The Island of 
Jamaica, the Bahama Islands, and the Settlements in the Bay of 
Honduras and their respective dependencies to be a Bishop’s See, and 
to be called henceforth the Bishopric of Jamaica.” The establishment 
of the See of Jamaica was attended with far greater difficulties than 
that of Barbados; just as the travail pains of emancipation there were 
far more severe than in the southern islands and Guiana. The jurisdic-

tion of the Governor over the “ lay inhabitants was not interfered with, 
nor was any jurisdiction, spiritual or temporal over them, granted to 
the Bishop; the Governor also retained the right of presentation to 
vacant livings. Endowment was maintained on a generous scale, as 
were also grants for vestry expenses, church maintenance and schools. 
Of the population of 400,000, rather less than half declared themselves 
members of the Church of England in 1844. In 1854 the number 
of clergy had risen to 81. 

Gradually the Church was disestablished almost everywhere, and 
ceased to receive any Government support, except in Barbados 
where the Church has remained almost a department of the State, 
and in one other Diocese where annual Government grants were made 
to various Christian Communions until the year 1921, when these were 
replaced by a compound capital sum. 

Round the two centres of life, Barbados and Jamaica, all the other 
Dioceses of the Province have gradually been evolved, so that in the 
east we have the Dioceses of Barbados, Guiana (on the mainland of 
South America), Antigua, Trinidad, and the Windward Islands, and 
in the west those of Jamaica, Nassau, and British Honduras (on the 
mainland of Central America). The Bishop of British Honduras has 
jurisdiction in six Spanish-American Republics, namely, Guatemala, 
Honduras, Salvador, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, and Panama, and the 
Bishop of Trinidad similarly in the Republic of Venezuela. 


MisstoNaRy PROBLEMS. 


The Province has its own definite missionary problems. ‘There is a 
rapidly increasing Chinese population in Jamaica, and in that Diocese, 
as well as in Trinidad and Guiana, there are numbers of East Indians, 
while in Guiana and to some extent in the Diocese of British Honduras 
there are missions to the aboriginal Indians. There are probably half 
a million aborigines in Central America untouched by Christianity, but 
the Diocese has only been able to attempt this work on the Miskito 
coast of Nicaragua, once a British Protectorate. 


ELECTION oF BISHOPS. 


Each of the eight Dioceses has more or less similar arrangements 
for the election or selection of its Bishop, with the exception of Barbados 
where, owing to its connection with the State, the Church Act (1911-14) 
as amended in 1927, provides that the election by Synod shall be con- 
firmed by the Governor in Executive Committee before the name of the 
Bishop-Elect is submitted to the Bishops of the Province, and in the 
event of the failure of the Bishops to confirm within one year of the 
declaration of the vacancy, the appointment lapses to the Governor 
and the Executive Council, 
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THe PROVINCE. 


The several Dioceses expressed their desire for a “ Provincial 
Union” in 1873. The Lambeth Conference 1878 recommended the 
association of isolated Dioceses into one or more Provinces. The 
Dioceses of the West Indies, through their Synods or Councils, signified 
their consent to the adoption of this plan, and an Act of Canterbury 
of 1880 duly authorised the formation of the Province. In 1883 the 
Province was constituted “ to be maintained as a branch of the Church 
of England in full union and communion with the said Church.” 

The Provincial Synod of Bishops ordinarily meets every third 
year. There is provision also for the calling of a second House, 
composed of clergy and laity, but this has never been brought into 
effect, owing to the great cost involved in transportation of a minimum 
number of representatives to any central spot. In order to give the 
clergy and laity an effective voice in legislation, the Canons of the 
Province provide that “every canon enacted and every resolution 
passed by the Synod (of Bishops) shall be notified to the several 
Diocesan Synods through the Bishop,” and that no canon or alteration 
of a canon shall “ become operative for a particular diocese until it 
has received the assent of the synod of that Diocese.” 

Certain missionary districts of the sister Church of America are 
within our Provincial area, viz.—The Canal Zone, Cuba, Haiti and 
Puerto Rico, The question of closer co-ordination of interests has 
been raised or even of inclusion in one regional Church, as in China 
and Japan. 


Tue Primacy. 


It was agreed that the Primate should always be elected by the 
Bishops by a two-thirds majority, and he is by Canon and Title the 
Archbishop of the West Indies. The Primate has always retained the 
jurisdiction of his own See, and the position has been successively 
held by Jamaica, Barbados, Guiana, Antigua and British Honduras. 
Some idea of the duties involved may be gathered from the description 
of ‘“‘ a working day ” given by the late Archbishop of the West Indies 
(Dr. E. Hutson, Bishop of Antigua) :— 


“There is an element of blessed uncertainty as regards the Bishop’s working 
day. He may be practically all day at his desk, except for Mass and devotions, 
meals and a brief siesta. He may, in addition to correspondence and other 
administrative work, be in charge of a parish, and doing a parish priest’s work. 
He may be toiling in the deep in a, 10- or 15-ton schooner; he may be going from 
church to church by car or motor-boat or horseback; he may be spending days 
inspecting hurricane ruins, consulting with builders, checking estimates or 
specifications for reconstruction work, or even superintending the work itself. 
He will certainly spend many hours of many days on entering and making up 
accounts (‘this work’ Acts vi. 3) and writing cheques. He has meetings, 
secular and ecclesiastical to attend or preside at. On many days he will be called 
on to ‘say a few words.’ He will above all find it difficult to spend adequate 
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time in ‘ exercising himself in the Holy Scriptures’ and other necessary study, 
especially as he is not as young as he was or so able to sit down to serious reading 
at nights after a long working day.” 


Tue MAINTENANCE OF THE CHURCH. 


The maintenance of the Church is our great problem. There is a 
wholly mistaken idea that the West Indies is a wealthy Church.* Ina 
recent Broadcast Service, the present writer, remarking on this, said, 
“ This (7.e. wealth) is not for those who compose these Dioceses to-day, 
but for those who have inherited wealth from the iniquitous slave 
trade of 200 years ago,” and he continued: “ We are beset with 
hurricanes, such as those that have caused so much destruction in 
Nassau and Belize, and with earthquakes such as the recent severe one 
in Montserrat in the Diocese of Antigua. People in Great Britain tell 
me these disasters are unpopular in these days! They certainly are 
unpopular with us, but in the dispensation of God we have to face 
them, and they enoble character. If you share in bearing our losses you 
wil find that it will ennoble yours.” 

Space forbids more than a passing reference to many more or less 
localised problems and difficulties in islands many of which have 
“ placed all their eggs in one basket ” economically, and in consequence 
are inevitably hit by fluctuating fortunes in a single industry; to the 
race problem, though this is less troublesome than in some other parts 
of the world with comparable minglings of stock; or last but not least, 
to the special missionary problems of Central America and the North 
of the South American Continent. For this last-named nothing less 
than a separate article would be required. . 


A TeLiinc ConTRAST. 


To quote in conclusion the words of the Bishop of Gambia, whose 
Diocese is largely supported by the Province of the West Indies, “ The 
West Indies conjures to the mind thoughts of sunny holidays for 
wealthy folk, bathing picnics and palm beaches, tanned clergy, 
ministering to a care-free flock. The Church at home should also 
remember the other side of the picture, earthquakes and hurricanes, 
floods and droughts, acute labour problems, aggressive wealth and 
grinding poverty, side by side. Parishes with many churches over 
large areas, with huge communicant rolls, served. by one priest who can 
hardly remember when he had last a holiday.”

T is a truism to say that the Christian Missions were the pioneers 

in Africa, that it was through them—not infrequently to the embar- 
rassment of the Foreign Office—that British influence made itself felt, 
and that it is to them that the foundations of British control owe their 
origin. If the Missions made some mistakes in their zeal to “ occupy 
the field” * and to include under their nominal egis communities which 
they were unable to supervise with insufficient means, the same may 
no doubt be said both of the secular Administration and of commercial 
enterprise. The fact remains that the first white man whom many 
of the African tribes had ever seen was the missionary, and from him 
they formed deep-rooted impressions of the character and motives of 
these strange intruders. And who can gauge the effect on a singularly 
impressionable and naturally generous race of the spectacle of disinter- 
ested service, clean-living, courage and high ideals, shown by the 
missionaries and their devoted wives ? 

It is not the least of the tributes which may be paid to the Missions 
that in a somewhat long experience I have always found them not only 
tolerant, but appreciative, of frank if not unfriendly comment, and I 
hope that nothing I may say in this brief article will be otherwise 
interpreted. 


LIVINGSTONE’S VISION. 


The missionary naturally considers the spread of the Gospel message 
to be his first and principal object; and I think that the early missionar- 
ies looked upon education and medical work, including the betterment 
of the physical standards of native life, merely as valuable auxiliaries 
towards the main purpose of evangelisation, adopted in varying degree 
by different Missions. Livingstone, the great missionary pioneer in 
Africa, had indeed a wider vision, and believed that the slave-trade, 
which was perhaps his chief preoccupation, could only be eradicated 
by the advent of legitimate commerce. It was this belief which led to 
the establishment of the semi-missionary enterprise of the African 
Lakes Company on the Lake he had discovered, and the very practical 
and successful Livingstonia Medical and other Scottish Missions in 
Nyasaland, long before the territory came under British control.

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The secular administration in. its earliest beginnings was too 
engrossed in the task of establishing law and order with an exiguous 
revenue and absurdly inadequate staff, to attend to Native education; 
and its medical officers were more than occupied with the care of the 
Europeans. Education was largely, if not entirely, left to the Missions, 
to whom small grants-in-aid were given, dependent on the number of 
pupils and on examination results. They have been adversely criticised 
for the literary and non-practical type of the education in their schools. 
But what would the early Governments have done without the mission- 
taught clerks, accountants, and interpreters—even though inefficient ? 
And how could Missions do otherwise than teach what was required 
by their pupils in order to pass the Government examinations on 
which their grants-in-aid depended? Moreover, as we have seen, 
the missionaries, with few exceptions, laid no claim to be 
educationists. 

In the last 20 years this deplorable state of affairs has been radically 
changed. The revenues of the African dependencies have increased 
greatly, and with them the Administrative, Medical and Educational 
Staff has been immensely increased both in numbers and in efficiency. 


EDUCATIONAL Poticy IN AFRICA. 


The statement of educational policy in British African depend- 
encies, drafted by the newly-formed Advisory Committee on Education 
at the Colonial Office, and issued as a Command paper in 1925 (Cmd. 
2374 price 2d.) will, I think, be ranked as a document. of the first 
importance by the Colonial historian of the future. It laid down inter 
alia the principle of co-operation with the Missions, whose “ aided 
schools should be regarded as filling a place in the scheme of Education 
as important as the schools conducted by Government itself provided 
that the required standard of education efficiency is reached.” To en- 
sure this, the grants were (at a later date) made dependent on the 
adequacy and qualifications of the teaching staff, and Advisory 
Committees were set up in every Colony, on which the Missions would be 
fully represented. 

It isa subject of such interest that it is difficult to refrain from a long 
digression.* It suffices here to say that the Missions responded with 
enthusiasm, especially in the training of teachers for the village schools 
and the conduct of the “ Jeanes ” centres. A full account of these may 
be found in the report of the Salisbury (8. Rhodesia) Conference of 
1935 (“ Village Education,” Lovedale Press). Their staff was strength- 
ened by the inclusion of men specially qualified in educational

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technique, especially as supervisors, for whom facilities were provided 
at the Selly Oak Colleges and by the London Institute of Education. 


Co-OPERATION IN TRUSTEESHIP. 


That Education and kindred services are no longer regarded as a 
mere adjunct to evangelisation, but are recognised as an end in them- 
selves, 1s shown by the declaration of the Bishop of Salisbury. 
“‘ Missionaries,” he said, “ have now a new and larger conception of 
their task. It is not limited to preaching the Gospel. It includes 
co-operation with Government in the duties of Trusteeship for the 
welfare of the natives, especially in education and medical work.” * 

The British Government has now based its Native policy on the 
adaptation as far as possible of African institutions and customs to the 
new conditions brought about by the advent of Kurope in Africa, as 
recognised by the Jomt Committee of both Houses of Parliament in 
1931, and by successive Secretaries of State, instead of imposing foreign 
institutions upon the people as had been done in India. 


Native CHURCHES. 


The Missions have now adopted the same view. “ Few,” said Dr. 
Oldham, Secretary of the International Missionary Council, in a review 
of the work of the Jerusalem Conference of 1928, “‘ are aware of the 
revolutionary changes in missionary conditions and outlook which have 
taken place in recent years.’ + ‘“‘ Two great and vital principles,” 
said Archbishop Lord Davidson, “ have emerged from the Jerusalem 
Conference: First that a Native Church must be genuinely a Native 
Church, and not a Society imported from Europe . . . and secondly 
that we must make the utmost of all that is good and uplifting 
in the existing beliefs and usages of the people.” { Thus self- 
government in the Church may become a valuable auxiliary to self- 
government in secular affairs, and the young Churches of Africa will 
become a part of the national life and not alien institutions. 

This is not the place to attempt a review of Mission work, of which 
admirable critiques are to be found in Dr. Oldham’s book “ Chris- 
tianity and the Race Problem,” the Rev. E. W. Smith’s “ Golden 
Stool,” and Professor Westermann’s “ The African To-day.” There 
could be nothing but satisfaction in the close co-operation of the secular 
authority and the Missions in the best ideals of Colonial development, 
were it not qualified by unfortunate sectarian rivalry. 

I cannot, however, omit reference to the debt which the Colonial 
Empire owes to the missionaries for the splendid linguistic work they 
have done. We learnt recently § that the British and Foreign Bible

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Society had just completed its 1,000th translation of the Scriptures, 
over 200 being in African languages. Nor can I omit the unique contri- 
bution to Colonial history contained in the archives and records of 
Mission work, among which the letters from Africa date back to 1799. 
It is an Empire asset that the grant of the Pilgrim’s Trust will enable 
these documents, which number over half a million, to be properly 
catalogued and preserved. 


The Church and Medical Missions. 


NEW SPHERES AND POLICIES IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HEALING. ; 


By PrREBENDARY W. Witson Casu, D.D. 


(General Secretary of the Church Missionary Society.) 


EDICAL MISSIONS as a method of evangelisation have 

frequently been challenged, on the ground that a missionary 
exploits the physical needs of poor people to force a foreign religion 
down their throats. Such an interpretation of the Mission hospital 
to-day is a travesty of the real situation; but the criticism forces us 
to ask ourselves why we engage in Medical Missionary work. The 
answer, I believe, lies in the fact that the ministry of healing is an 
essential part of the Christian message, and an expression of the 
Spirit of our Lord, who cared for the sick and suffering, and sent 
forth His disciples throughout the villages of Galilee preaching, teach- 
ing, and healing the sick, thereby revealing the attitude of God to 
suffering man. 

THe OBJECT. 


Medical Missions, rightly based, do not exist merely to secure an 
audience for the Gospel message, though when they are conducted 
in the spirit of the Master they will not fail to do this; nor do they 
exist simply as a philanthropic agency, though they are such. Their 
objective is to bring men and women into personal touch with Jesus 
Christ, and thus to spread His Kingdom upon earth; to inspire the 
young Churches founded through the modern missionary enterprise 
with true ideals of Christian life and service, and thus to give the 
native Christians a new sense of the value of human life, a social 
conscience in regard to evil and suffering, and a responsibility for the 
needy. This means that our presentation of the Gospel is incomplete 
unless it includes the care of the body and the enlightenment of the 
mind, so that superstitious customs and practices may be replaced 
by the rational resources of medical science. 

The medical missionary did not go abroad in the first instance as 
the result of a thought-out policy. Service for the sick and suffering 
only began when missionaries came into contact with actual disease 
in its many forms in East Africa, and the missionaries could not talk of 
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the love of God and leave the people uncared for in their physical 
needs. Simple dispensaries sprang up in many lands long before the 
advent of the qualified doctor. Pioneers paved the way for the 
Mission hospital as we now know it, and policy grew and took shape out 
of action and experience in the mission field. 


Barrte AGAINST SUPERSTITION. 


In the middle of the nineteenth century human life was cheap in 
non-Christian lands. Over great areas of the world doctors were 
unknown. Millions of people had never seen a doctor, and into these 
conditions came the European medical missionary. He fought an 
uphill battle against prejudice, fear, superstition, and fatalism. A 
dumb acquiescence with “ things as they are” had gripped the minds 
of people. Non-Christian religions scarcely seemed to have thought 
of social service until the advent of the missionary. The idea that a 
man had a responsibility for his suffermg brothers did not seriously 
occur to people, and it took more than a generation of sustained 
missionary effort to found hospitals, break down barriers, and create 
a national conscience on great evils. In Egypt when a C.M.S. doctor 
began work in 1889 he had to use a small native house as a dispensary, 
and he was stoned in the streets as an infidel. But he lived to see the 
day when literally thousands of diseased men and women were restored 
to their homes healed and well. 

Ankylostomiasis was a disease from which hundreds of thousands 
suffered in Egypt. It was a C.M.S. missionary who conceived the plan 
of systematic treatment on a large scale, and in fifteen years over 
100,000. sufferers who would otherwise ‘have died went back to their 
villages well and germ-free. To-day there is a national scheme 
organised by the Government for fighting this disease, but it had its 
inception in a missionary effort. 


WoMEN oF THE East. 


Similarly the social evils of polygamy and child marriage have been 
undermined by welfare centres, maternity homes, and the teaching 
of the Christian meaning of the family. Missionaries blazed the trail, 
and others are now working for the emancipation of women in almost 
all Eastern lands. But this movement, let it be remembered, began 
. when Christian women went abroad as social workers and sought to 
apply the Gospel not only to individual needs, but also to the systems 
themselves which cause the suffering. 

We do honour to-day to those nimeteenth-century men and women 
who laid the foundations of this world-wide medical missionary enter- 
prise. Since their day conditions have changed, and for the better, 
in many countries. National systems of health have sprung up. 
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Governments which fifty years ago were apathetic about the suffering 
poor are now working energetically for the cure of the sick and the 
prevention of disease. We are therefore bound to examine the new 
situation and to ask ourselves whether medical missions have done 
their bit and had their day. The answer is emphatically “No.” The 
medical missionary is as much needed, and probably more so to-day 
than before. 


STIRRING THE SOCIAL CONSCIENCE. 


This dogmatic statement requires explanation. Let us consider 
first of all the relation of the Mission hospital to the Church and 
school. Through missionary societies such as the §.P.G. and the 
C.M.S. young Churches are being build up in lands where social 
service for centuries scarcely existed. Many members of these young 
Churches are being trained as doctors, nurses, and hospital workers. 
They are helping to develop in the Churches a sense of responsibility 
and. care for the body as well as the soul. Church and hospital in the 
mission field not only go hand in hand, the hospital becomes a part 
of the Church’s activities and life, an expression of its conception of 
God, and a channel through which it stirs the conscience of nation and 
people regarding social conditions in their midst. 

Experience has shown that Medical Missions are intimately 
concerned with the life and development of the Church. The C.M.S. is 
responsible for sixty-eight hospitals in addition to numerous welfare 
centres, leper homes, travelling dispensaries and training centres; and 
this work is gradually being built into the living fabric of the Church. 
The expansion of the Church in the last twenty-five years in most 
mission-fields has been in village areas—that is, in places where there 
are few, if any, medical units at work. Consequently, it becomes | 
necessary for the medical work now to follow the Church, and to 
develop its work to correspond with the growth of the Christian 
community. 


New Potictss. 


In the old days the hospital was often the spear-head of evangelism 
in a difficult country. To-day it is increasingly becoming the hand- 
maid and ally of the Church. This has involved considerable adjust- 
ment in Medical Mission policy. It is no longer possible to go on 
multiplying large hospitals in main centres, and often it is unnecessary 
for us to do so, as Governments are founding their own hospitals in all 
large Hastern towns. But the immediate demand in these new con- 
ditions is for the mission hospitals to adapt themselves so as to become 
the bases for a village medical service. 
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EXPERIMENTS. 


This means a change of emphasis from town to village. It is being 
investigated by experiment in many centres, and travelling dispen- 
saries are being fitted out. In the Dornakal diocese a motor caravan 
is being so used. In Travancore boats are adapted as floating dispen- 
saries to reach the villages in the backwaters. Bullock-carts and other 
means. of transport are requisitioned. The one fact to remember is 
that the village Christians in India, Africa, and elsewhere are being 
taught about simple hygiene, rural uplift, home and health, and the 
result is that the Churches quickly learn to do things for themselves 
and to apply the medical teaching to their local village conditions. 
The students in teacher-training colleges at Vidyanagar in the Dornakal 
diocese are given simple courses of medical lectures, and when they go 
to village schools to work they are supplied with medicine boxes. They 
are taught to vaccinate, and they can, in their humble way, bring relief 
and help in many emergencies to the village folk. From the main 
hospitals bands of women are going forth as welfare workers. This is 
notably the case in the C.M.S. Mission in Uganda with its 25 maternity 
centres, staffed by Baganda women themselves. 


INFANTILE Mortatiry. 


The earliest official statistics of infantile mortality in Uganda, 
including the whole Protectorate, are those that were published in 
1926, which give the infantile mortality rate for the whole Protectorate 
as 276-27 per thousand. A careful estimate, however, of the infantile 
mortality amongst dispensary patients attending Mengo Hospital was 
made at a very much earlier date. Thus shortly before the War an 
estimate gave 750 per thousand as the figure. This was confirmed by 
Major Keane, who in 1922 reported that in all probability the infantile 
mortality in Uganda was certainly as much as 500 per thousand, and in 
parts of the Protectorate it had been found to be very much higher. 
The latest published statistics (Governmental) of infantile mortality 
in Uganda are those of 1935, which give 165-88 per thousand for the 
whole Protectorate. In the province of Buganda, where the most 
intensive welfare work had been carried on, initiated by the C.MS. 
Medical Mission at Mengo, the published infantile mortality statistics 
for 1926 (Governmental) were 149-90 per thousand, and in 1935 these 


_. had dropped to 84-16 per thousand. In the patients attending the 


actual welfare centres in Uganda the figures were between 60 and 70 
per thousand, a figure which is almost comparable to the statistics in 
England at the present time. It is not unreasonable to assume, as has 
been frequently stated, that the reduction of infantile mortality in 
Uganda has very largely been due to the work of the maternity 
training-schools and the welfare centres connected with them. 
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Leprosy CENTRES. 


A further fresh emphasis in medical work is the growth of leprosy 
centres. The C.M.S. has 32 such institutions. In the island of Bwama 
on Lake Bunyoni, in Central Africa, there are now over 700 lepers 
resident on the island, although they are not segregated compulsorily. 
The whole island is one big leper colony. In Bengal the Mission to 
lepers has a home and hospital staffed by C.M.S. missionaries. This 
has nearly 900 in-patients. 

I have given illustrations of medical work from C.M.S. areas because 
I happen to be familiar with them, but what is said about the O.M.S. 
can be said with equal force of other missionary societies. 


CALL OF THE YOUNG CHURCHES. 


To sum up. Medical Missions face a new day because of the 
rapidly expanding young Churches overseas, and from all parts of the 
world are coming calls to advance. More doctors and nurses are needed, 
and funds must permanently be increased for medical work if the 
village projects are to be developed. Our Lord said, “ Preach the 
Gospel and heal the sick. Freely ye have received, freely give.” In 
England we are greatly favoured in our splendid hospitals and relief 
institutions. Can we not do something to secure that our daughter 
Churches overseas shall be given a better chance in their needs, so that 
they may express in their corporate life the Gospel of our Lord and 
Saviour for the whole of man—body as well as soul ?

NATIONAL ASSEMBLY OF THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND.* 


CONSTITUTION 


1. There shall be a National Assembly of the Church of 
England (hereinafter called ‘“‘ the Assembly’) to deliberate on 
all matters concerning the Church of England and to make 
provision in respect thereof. 


2. The Assembly shall consist of three Houses: The House 
of Bishops, the House of Clergy, and the House of Laity. 


3. The House of Bishops shall consist of the members for House of 
the time being of the Upper Houses of the Convocations of Bishops. 
Canterbury and York. 


_ 4. The House of Clergy shall consist of the members for the House of 
ung being of the Lower Houses of the Convocations of Canterbury Clergy. 
and York. 


5. The members of the Houses of Bishops and Clergy shall 
continue to be members of the Assembly after the dissolution 
of the Convocations until the new Convocations come into 
being. 

6. The House of Laity shall consist of representatives of the House of 
Laity of the Provinces of Canterbury and York elected in Laity. 
accordance with the provisions of the Schedule to this Constitu- 
tion. There shall be an election to the House of Laity every 
five years at such time as the Assembly appoints, or in the 
absence of such appointment, as the Archbishops of Canterbury 
and York direct. 


>. 7. The Assembly shall meet in session at least once a year, Meetings 
and at such times and places as the Assembly provides, or, in of the 
the absence of such provision, as the Archbishops of Canterbury oe 
and York direct.

8. The Archbishop of Canterbury, or in his absence the 
Archbishop of York, or in his absence the Bishop next in 
precedence present and willing to act, shall be chairman of 
meetings of the Assembly and of the House of Bishops when 
sitting separately or with another House. 


g. The House of Clergy and the House of Laity shall each 
elect a chairman to preside over them. When they sit together 
they shall elect a chairman for the occasion. 


to. Nothing (except what relates only to the conduct of 
business) shall be deemed to be finally passed by the Assembly 
which has not received the assent of a majority of the members 
present and voting of each of the three Houses sitting together 
or separately; and accordingly at sittings of the Assembly, or 
of any two Houses :— 


(1) any motion relating solely to the course of business 
or procedure shall be determined by a show of hands ; 


(2) any other motion may be similarly determined unless 
any ten members present demand a division by Houses, 
in which case the motion shall be lost unless it is carried 
by a majority of the members of each House present 
and voting. 


Iz. The Assembly shall appoint a “ Legislative Committee,”’ 
including members of all three Houses, to whom all Measures 
which it is desired should pass into law shall be referred. The 
Legislative Committee shall thereupon take such action as may 
be authorised by statute in order that such Measure may become 
law. 


12. The Assembly may make, revoke, or alter standing orders, 
consistent with this Constitution, for the conduct of elections 
and for the meetings, procedure, and business of the Assembly, 
and for joint sittings of any two Houses. 


13. Subject to this Constitution and to any standing orders 
from time to time made by the Assembly with reference thereto, 
the business and procedure at any meeting of the Assembly, 
or of any two Houses sitting together, or of any House sitting 
separately, shall be regulated by the chairman thereof. 


14. The functions of the Assembly shall be as follows :— 


(1) The Assembly shall be free to discuss any proposal 
concerning the Church of England and to make pro- 
vision in respect thereof, and where such provision 
requires Parliamentary sanction the authority of 
Parliament shall be sought in such manner as may be 
prescribed by statute :

or sacred rites thereof shall be debated and voted 
upon by each of the three Houses sitting separately, 
and shall then be either accepted or rejected by the 
Assembly in the terms in which it is finally proposed 
by the House of Bishops. 


(2) The Assembly or any of the three Houses thereof may 
debate and formulate its judgment. by resolution upon 
any matter concerning the Church of England or other- 
wise of religious or public interest : 


Provided that it does not belong to the functions of 
the Assembly to issue any statement purporting to 
define the doctrine of the Church of England on any 
question of theology, and no such statement shall. be 
issued by the Assembly. 


15. Nothing in this Constitution shall be deemed to diminish 
or derogate from any of the powers belonging to the Convocations 
of the Provinces of Canterbury and York or of any House thereof ; 
nor shall the Assembly exercise any power or perform any 
function distinctively belonging to the Bishops in right of their 
episcopal office. 


16. Any question concerning the interpretation of this Consti- 


tution shall be referred to the Archbishops of Canterbury and 


York and by them decided. 


17. In the event of the Assembly receiving statutory powers 
in regard to legislation, it shall, before entering on any other 
legislative business, make further provision for the self-govern- 
ment of the Church by passing through the Assembly Measures— 


(a) declaring that the Convocations of Canterbury and 
York have power, by canon lawfully passed and 
promulged, to amend the Constitution of the Lower 
Houses thereof}; 

(0) conferring upon the Parochial Church Councils consti- 
tuted under the Schedule to this Constitution such 
powers as the Assembly may determine.

Church of England Assembly (Powers) Act, 
1919, 


An Act to confer powers on the National Assembly of the 
Church of England constituted in accordance with the consti- 
tution attached as an Appendix to the Addresses presented 
to His Majesty by the Convocations of Canterbury and York 
on the tenth day of May nineteen hundred and nineteen, and 
for other purposes connected therewith. [23rd December, 
T919.] 

WHEREAS the Convocations of Canterbury and York 
have recommended in Addresses presented to His Majesty on 
the tenth day of May nineteen hundred and nineteen, that, 
subject to the control and authority of His Majesty and of the 
two Houses of Parliament, powers in regard to legislation 
touching matters concerning the Church of England shall be 
conferred on the National Assembly of the Church of England 
constituted in the manner set forth in identical terms in the 
Appendix attached to their several Addresses : 


And whereas it is expedient, subject to such control and 
authority as aforesaid, that such powers should be conferred on 
the Church Assembly so constituted : 


Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parlia- 
ment assembled, and. by the authority of the same, as follows :— 


I. In this Act— 


(x) “The National Assembly of the Church of England ”’ 
(hereinafter called ‘‘ the Church Assembly ’’) means 
the Assembly constituted in accordance with the Con- 
stitution set forth in the Appendix to the Addresses 
presented to His Majesty by the Convocations of 
Canterbury and York on the tenth day of May 
nineteen hundred and nineteen, and laid before both 
Houses of Parliament ; 


(2) ‘‘ The Constitution’ means the Constitution of the 
Church Assembly set forth in the Appendix to the 
Addresses presented by the Convocations of Canter- 
bury and York to His Majesty as aforesaid;* = 

(3) ‘‘ The Legislative Committee” means the Legislative 
Committee of the Church Assembly appointed in 
accordance with the provisions of the Constitution ;

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(4) “‘ The Ecclesiastical Committee ’’ means the Committee 
established as provided in section two of this Act;

2.—(1) There shall be a Committee of members of both Establish- 
Houses of Parliament styled ‘‘ The Ecclesiastical Committee.” sel eri P 


(2) The Ecclesiastical Committee shall consist of fifteen Committee. 

members of the House of Lords, nominated by the Lord Chan- 
cellor, and fifteen members of the House of Commons, nominated 
by the Speaker of the House of Commons, to be appointed on 
the passing of this Act, to serve for the duration of the present 
Parliament and thereafter to be appointed at the commence- 
ment of each Parliament to serve for the duration of that 
Parliament.

(5) At any time before the presentation of the report to 
Parliament the Legislative Committee may, either on its own 
motion or by direction of the Church Assembly, withdraw a 
measure from further consideration by the Ecclesiastical Com- 
mittee; but the Legislative Committee shall have no power to 
vary a measure of the Church Assembly either before or after 
conference with the Ecclesiastical Committee. 


(6) A measure may relate to any matter concerning the 
Church of England, and may extend to the amendment or 
repeal in whole or in part of any Act of Parliament, including 
this Act : 


Provided that a measure shall not make any alteration, in 
the composition or powers or duties of the Ecclesiastical Com- 
mittee, or in the procedure in Parliament prescribed by section 
four of this Act. 


(7) No proceedings of the Church Assembly in relation to a 
measure shall be invalidated by any vacancy in the member- 
ship of the Church Assembly or by any defect in the qualifica- 
tion or election of any member thereof. 


4. When the Ecclesiastical Committee. shall ce reported 
to Parliament on any measure submitted by the Legislative 
Committee, the report, together with the text of such measure, 
shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament forthwith, if 
Parliament be then sitting, or, if not, then immediately after 
the next meeting of Parliament, and thereupon, on a resolution

PRELIMINARY. 


Interpretation. 
1. In these Rules— 


“Parish ’’ means an ecclesiastical parish or district, 
whether old or new, the minister of which has a 
separate cure of souls therein, and includes any

district within a parish which is constituted a “ con- 
ventional district ’’ for the cure of souls and has a 
separate curate licensed thereto ; 


“‘ Minister ’’ means the incumbent, perpetual curate, or 
curate in charge of a parish; 

“ Ruri-decanal Conference’? means an assembly of 
clergy and laity containing lay representatives 
elected in accordance with these Rules, and meeting 
periodically under the presidency of the Rural 
Dean; 

Words importing residence import an abode of a per- 
manent and not merely of a casual or temporary 
nature. 


Lay Representation. 


2,—(z) The laity shall meet in Parochial Church Meetings 
and be represented in— 


(i) Parochial Church Councils ; : 
(ii) Ruridecanal Conferences where such Conferences 
exist ; 
(iii) Diocesan Conferences ; and 
(iv) the House of Laity, 


by representatives of either sex (in these Rules referred to as 
“lay representatives’’) who are actual lay communicant 
members of the Church of England of twenty-one years of 
age and upwards. 


(2) No person shall be qualified to be elected as a lay repre- 
sentative in any of the said bodies unless previously to his 
election he shall have consented to serve as a lay representative 
in that body. 


(3) No person shall be disqualified from being elected as a 
lay representative— 


(i) by the fact that he is not himself qualified to vote at 
the election at which he is elected (but this provision 
shall not apply to a lay representative in a Parochial 
Church Council who must be qualified to vote at such 
election) ; or 


(ii) by the fact that he is also a member ex officio or other- 
wise of the body to which he is elected. 


(4) No lay representative shall vacate his seat upon the 
body to which he has been elected by reason of the fact that 
subsequently to his election he has become a member of that 
body ex officio. 
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CHURCH ELECTORAL ROLL. 
Formation, Revision, and Publication. 


3.—(1) There shall be a Church Electoral Roll (in these 
Rules referred to as “‘ the Roll ’’) in every parish. 


(2) The persons entitled to have their names entered upon 
the Roll of a parish shall be lay members of the Church of 
England, of either sex, of eighteen years of age and upwards, 
who— 


(a) are baptised and declare that they are members of 
the Church of England and that they do not belong 
to any religious body which is not in communion with 
the Church of England; and 


(b) are resident in the parish, or (whether or not so resident) 
have habitually attended public worship in the parish 
during a period of six months prior to enrolment; 
and 


(c) have signed the form of application for enrolment set 
out in Appendix I to these Rules. 


(3) No person shall be entitled to be upon the Roll of more 
than one parish in the same diocese. 


(4) The Roll shall, until a Parochial Church Council (in 
these Rules referred to as “‘ the Council’’) has been constituted 
in a parish, be formed and revised by the minister and church- 
wardens (if any), and shall, after a Council has been constituted, 
be kept and revised by the Council. 


(5) The names of persons who are entitled to have their 
names entered upon the Roll of a parish shall, subject to the 
provisions of these Rules, be from time to time added to the 
Roll by or under the direction of the Council. 


(6) The names of persons who have ceased to be entitled to 
be upon the Roll of a parish, or who have signified in writing 
their desire that their names shall be removed from the Roll, 
may, subject to the provisions of these Rules, be at any time 
removed from the Roll by or under the direction of the Council. 


(7) The Roll of a parish shall be revised annually by or 
under the direction of the Council, such revision being effected 
pursuant to a public notice in the form set out in Appendix II 
to these Rules (or in a substantially similar form), given not 
less than fourteen days before the commencement of the revision. 
The revision shall be completed not less than fifteen days or more 
than twenty-eight days before the Annual Parochial Church 
Meeting. 
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(8) Upon every revision all enrolments or removals from 
the Roll which have been effected since the date of the last 
revision (or since the formation of the Roll, if there has been 
no previous revision) shall be verified, and such further enrol- 
ments or removals from the Roll as may be required shall be 
effected. 


(9) After the completion of the revision the Roll as revised 
(or the Roll as originally formed in any case where there has 
not been any revision thereof) shall, together with a list of the 
names of the persons removed from the Roll since the last revision, 
be published by being exhibited continuously for not less than 
fourteen days before the Annual Parochial Church Meeting on 
or near to the principal door of the church in such manner as the 
Council shall appoint, and no name shall be entered upon or 
removed from the Roll during the period in any year between the 
completion of the revision and the Annual Parochial Church 
Meeting. 


(ro) Any person desiring to continue upon the Roll of a 
parish after he has ceased to be resident in that parish, and 
being qualified by habitual attendance at public worship, shall 
make a fresh application for enrolment in the form set out in 
Appendix I to these Rules. 


(rr) Upon the alteration of the areas of any parishes any 
necessary consequential transfers from the Roll of one of such 
parishes to that of another of them which may be required shall 
be effected by or under the authority of the Councils concerned, 
and no application for enrolment consequential upon such 
alteration shall be required. 


Notices to be sent im certain cases. 


4,—(1) In any case where the name of a person residing in 
one parish is entered on the Roll of another parish in the same 
diocese, notice of the fact shall be sent by the Secretary of the 
Council having the custody of such Roll to the Secretary of the 
Council of the parish in which such person resides. 


(2) When a person applying for enrolment on the Roll of 
any parish signifies his desire that his name shall be removed 
from the Roll of any other parish, notice of the fact shall be 
sent by the Secretary of the Council receiving the application 
to the Secretary of the Council of such last mentioned parish. 


(3) When the name of any person is removed from the 
Roll of a parish owing to his having become resident in another 
parish, notice of the fact shall, whenever possible, be sent to 
the Secretary of the Council of the parish in which such person 
has become resident, 
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_- (4) The forms of notice set out in Appendix III to these 
Rules (or substantially similar forms) shall be used for the 
purposes of this Rule. 


(5) An omission to comply with any of the requirements of 
this Rule shall not disqualify any person whose name has been 
entered upon any Roll. 


ANNUAL PAROCHIAL CHURCH MEETING. 
When.to be held. 


5.—(1) In every parish there shall be held annually not 
later in the year than in Easter week or in the following week 
the Annual Parochial Church Meeting of all persons whose names 
are entered upon the Roll of the parish (in these Rules referred 
to as “ the Annual Meeting ’’). 


(2) Clerks in Holy Orders who are resident in a parish and 
who are not beneficed in or licensed to any other parish or who, 
whether resident in the parish or not, are licensed to the parish, 
shall be entitled to attend the Annual Meeting, and to take part 
in its proceedings, except that they shall not be entitled to vote 
at any election of the parochial lay representatives. 


Convening of Annual Parochial Church Meeting. 


6.—(1) The Annual Meeting shall be convened by the 
minister of the parish by a notice in the Form set out in 
Appendix IV to these Rules (or in a substantially similar form) 
affixed on or near to the principal door of the church, and of 
every other building licensed for divine service in the parish, 
for a period including the last two Sundays before the day of 
meeting. 


(2) The Annual Meeting shall be held at such place on 
such date and at such hour as shall be directed by a previous 
Annual Meeting, or by the Council (which may vary any direc- 
tion given by a previous Annual Meeting), or in the absence of 
any such direction as shall be appointed by the minister. 


(3) During a vacancy of the benefice or curacy or when 
the minister is absent or incapacitated by illness or any other 
cause, the Vice-Chairman of the Council, or if there shall be 
no Vice-Chairman, or if he shall be unable or unwilling to act, 
the Secretary of or some other person appointed by the Council, 
shall have all the powers vested in the minister under this Rule. 


Chatrman. 


7. The minister, if present, orif he is not present, the Vice- 
Chairman of the Council, or, if he also is not present, a chairman 


.———— 
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chosen by the Annual Meeting shall preside thereat. In case 
of an equal division of votes, the Chairman of the Meeting shall 
have a second or casting vote; but no clerical chairman shall 
have a vote (except a casting vote) in the election of the parochial 
lay representatives. 


Business. 


8.—(1) The Annual Meeting shall receive from the Council, 
and shall be free to discuss— 


(a) A copy or copies of the Roll; 

(6) An Annual Report on the proceedings of the Council 
and on the financial affairs of the parish; 

(c) The audited Accounts of the Council for the year 
ending on the 31st of December immediately preceding 
the meeting; and 

(d) A Report upon the fabric, goods and ornaments of the 
church or churches of the parish. 


(2) The Annual Meeting shall elect parochial lay repre- 
sentatives— 


(a) to the Diocesan Conference, unless the Diocesan 
Conference shall otherwise determine ; 


(0) to the Ruri-decanal Conference, where it exists; and 
(c) to the Council of the parish, 


subject to and in accordance with the Rules hereinafter contained 
relating to such elections respectively. 

(3) The sidesmen of the parish shall be elected by the Annual 
Meeting and the minister as provided by section fourteen of the 
Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921 : 

Provided that if the Annual Meeting and the minister are 
unable to agree, one-half of the whole number of sidesmen 
shall be elected by the Annual Meeting and one-half shall be 
nominated by the minister. 

(4) Any person entitled to attend the Annual Meeting may 
ask any question about parochial church matters, or bring 
about a discussion of any matter of parochial or general church 
interest, by moving a general resolution or by moving to give 
any particular recommendation to the Council in relation to 
its duties. 

(5) The Annual Meeting shall have power to adjourn, and 
to determine its own rules of procedure. 

(6) The Secretary of the Council (or, in his absence, another 
person appointed by the Meeting in his place) shall act as clerk 
of the Annual Meeting, and shall record the minutes thereof. 
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Special Parochial Church Meetings. 


9.—(1) In addition to the Annual Meeting, the minister of 
a parish may, and he shall, on receipt of a written requisition 
signed by not less than one-third of the lay members of the 
Council, convene a Special Parochial Church Meeting. 


(2) The provisions of these rules relating to the convening 
and the conduct of the Annual Meeting shall, with the necessary 
modifications, apply to a Special Parochial Church Meeting. 


PAROCHIAL CHURCH COUNCILS. 
Members. 


10.—(1) The Parochial Church Council shall consist of— 
(i) The minister of the parish ; 
(ii) The following ex officio members, namely— 


(a) the licensed assistant curate, or one licensed assistant 
curate nominated by the minister when there are 
more than one; 


(6) the churchwardens, being communicant members of 
the Church of England; and 


(c) any lay members of any Ruri-decanal Conference, 
or any Diocesan Conference, or the Church Assembly, 
who are on the Roll of the parish; 


(iii) such number of lay representatives as the Annual 
Meeting may decide, and so that the number deter- 
mined may be altered from time to time by a resolution 
passed at any Annual Meeting, but such resolution 
shall not take effect before the next ensuing Annual 
Meeting; and 


(iv) co-opted members, if the Council so decides, not ex- 
ceeding in number one-fifth of the lay representatives 
elected under the last preceding paragraph of this 
Rule, and being either in Holy Orders or lay communi- 
cant members of the Church of England of either sex, 
of twenty-one years of age or upwards. 


(2) Im the case of a parish the population of which does 
not exceed three hundred, the lay members of the Council 
shall, if the Diocesan Conference so determines, consist of all 
persons who would be qualified to be elected lay representatives 
if an election were held, together with the churchwardens, being 
communicant members of the Church of England. 
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Chairman and Vice-Chairman. 


11.—(1) The minister of the parish shall be Chairman of 
the Council. 


(2) A lay member of the Council shall be elected as Vice- 
Chairman. 


EXTRAORDINARY MEETINGS. 


12.—(z) On representation made to the Archdeacon by not 
less than one-third of the lay members of the Council, or by 
one-tenth of the persons on the Roll of the parish, and deemed 
by the Archdeacon to have been made with sufficient cause, 
the Archdeacon shall convene an extraordinary meeting of the 
Council or an Extraordinary Parochial Church Meeting, and 
shall either take the chair himself or shall appoint a Chairman 
to preside at such meeting. 


(2) At any such Extraordinary Meeting, when seven days’ 
notice has been given of a motion that any representation 
relating to the conduct of the minister shall be made to the 
Bishop of the diocese, the Archdeacon may, in his’ discretion, 
request the minister not to be present, but to make a com- 
munication in writing to the Chairman. If such communication 
be made, it shall be read to the Meeting. 


(3) Provided that in any case where the Archdeacon is 
himself the minister, any representation under sub-section (1) 
of this Rule shall be made to the Bishop, who shall either act 
personally or appoint some other clerk in Holy Orders to act 
in place of the Archdeacon; and the Bishop or the clerk so 
appointed shall have all the powers conferred on the Archdeacon 
by this Rule. 


PAROCHIAL AND OTHER ELECTIONS. 
Elections to the Parochial Church Council. 


13.—(z) The number of lay representatives to be elected 
in each parish to the Council shall be determined in accordance 
with the provisions of Rule ro of these Rules. 


(2) Lay representatives in the Council of a parish shall 
hold office from the date of their election until the conclusion 
of the next ensuing Annual Meeting of the parish: 

Provided that the Annual Meeting may decide that one-third 
only (or the number nearest to one-third) of the lay representatives 
elected to the Council shall retire from office in every year, and 
in any case where it is so decided the lay representatives to retire 
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from office at each Annual Meeting shall be those who have 
been longest in office, and so that as between lay representatives 
elected on the same day, those to retire shall (unless they other- 
wise agree among themselves) be selected by lot. 


(3) A retiring lay representative in the Council shall, if 
otherwise qualified, be eligible for re-election. 


(4) In any parish where there are two or more churches 
an Annual Meeting may frame or adopt a scheme for the election 
of lay representatives to the Council in such manner as to secure 
due representation on the Council of the congregation of each of 
such churches : 


Provided that no such scheme shall be valid unless approved 
by at least two-thirds of the persons present and voting at the 
Annual Meeting, nor shall it become operative until the next 
ensuing Annual Meeting. Every such scheme shall, on its 
approval, be communicated to the Secretary of the Diocesan 
Conference. 


Elections to and Composition of the Ruri-decanal Conference. 


14.—(1) The number of lay representatives to be elected 
in each parish to the Ruri-decanal Conference (if any) shall in 
all cases be such as the Diocesan Conference shall from time to 
time appoint. 

(2) Lay representatives elected to the Ruri-decanal Con- 
ference shall hold office for one year, or such longer period, not 
exceeding three years, as the Diocesan Conference shall from 
time to time appoint. 


(3) The following persons shall be ex officio members of the 
Ruri-decanal Conference of every rural deanery, namely :— 


(a) all members of the House of Laity whose names are 
entered upon the Roll of any parish within such rural 
deanery; and 


(6) in any case where such Ruri-decanal Conference elects 
lay representatives to the Diocesan Conference, all 
persons who are so elected. 


Elections to the Diocesan Conference. 


15.—(z) Unless the Diocesan Conference otherwise deter- 
mines, the Annual Meeting of every parish shall elect such number 
of lay representatives to the Conference as the Conference shall 
from time to time appoint. 

(2) In any diocese in which the Diocesan Conference deter- 
mines that the lay representatives in that Conference shall 
not be elected, or shall not be exclusively elected, at the Annual

Meeting in every parish of the diocese, they shall be elected, 
according as the Diocesan Conference may determine, either 


(i) by the lay representatives in each Ruri-decanal Con- 
ference voting in such manner as, subject to the pro- 
visions of the next succeeding Rule, the Ruri-decanal 
Conference may determine; or 


(li) partly at the Annual Meetings, and partly by the lay 
representatives in the Ruri-decanal Conferences; or 


(ili) according to a.scheme approved by the Diocesan 
Conference whereby parishes may be grouped for 
the purpose of jointly electing lay representatives to 
the Conference; or 


(iv) according to a scheme approved by the Diocesan 
Conference combining two or more of the methods of 
election authorised by this Rule. 


(3) Lay representatives elected to the Diocesan Conference 
in the year 1927 and in any subsequent year in which an election 
is held shall hold office for three years. 


Method of Voting at the above Elections, 


16.—(xz) At every election to the Parochial Church Council, 
the Ruri-decanal Conference, and the Diocesan Conference, 
each person entitled to vote shall have as many votes as there 
are persons to be elected, but may not give more than three 
votes to any one candidate. 

(2) Where an equality of votes renders a casting vote 
necessary to decide the election, it shall be given by the person 
presiding over the election. 


Conduct of Elections by the Annual Meeting. 


17.—(1) All candidates at elections of lay representatives 
by the Annual Meeting of a parish must be nominated and 
seconded by persons whose names are entered on the Roll of 
the parish. 

(2) If the number of candidates nominated is not greater 
than the number of seats to be filled, the candidates nominated 
shall forthwith be declared elected. 


(3) If more candidates are nominated than there are seats 
to be filled, the election shall take place at the Annual Meeting, 
unless a poll is demanded by at least one-fifth of the voters 
present. 

(4) If the election takes place at the Meeting, votes may 
be tendered either on voting papers in a form substantially 
similar to that set forth in Appendix V to these Rules, or, if 
all those present consent thereto, by show of hands. 
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(5) If a poll is duly demanded, the Annual Meeting shall 
forthwith elect a person to preside over it, and the poll shall 
be conducted in the manner prescribed in Appendix V to these 
Rules. The expenses of the poll shall be defrayed in such 
manner as shall be directed by the Diocesan Conference. 


(6) The result of an election by an Annual Meeting shall 
be announced as soon as practicable by the person presiding 
over the election, and a notice of the result shall in every case 
be affixed on or near to the principal door of the church and of 
every other building licensed for divine service in the parish, and 
shall bear the date on which it is affixed. Such notice shall 
remain affixed for not less than fourteen days, and a copy thereof 
shall be sent to the Rural Dean, or, in the case of there being no 
Rural Dean, to the Archdeacon. 


APPEALS. 


18.—(1) There shall be a right of appeal by any person 
aggrieved against— 


(a) any enrolment, or refusal of enrolment, on the Roll of 
a parish ; 

(6) the removal of any name, or the refusal to remove any 
name, from the Roll of a parish; 


(c) the allowance or disallowance of any vote given or 
tendered under the foregoing Rules; and 


(d) the result of any election held or purporting to be held 
under the foregoing Rules. 


(2) Notice of any such appeal shall be given in writing to 
the Rural Dean, or if there be no Rural Dean, to the Archdeacon. 
Such notice shall be given— 


(a) in the case of an appeal against an enrolment or a 
refusal of enrolment, or in the case of an appeal against 
the removal of any name or the refusal to remove any 
name from the Roll, not later than seven days after 
the date of the Annual Meeting next following such 
enrolment or refusal of enrolment, or removal or refusal 
to remove; 


(6) in the case of an appeal against the allowance or dis- 
allowance of a vote, within seven days after the date 
of such allowance or disallowance; and 


(c) in the case of an appeal against the result of an election, 
within seven days after the result thereof has been 
announced, 
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(3) A lay electoral Commission shall be constituted in each 
diocese by the Diocesan Conference, and any appeal shall be 
considered and decided by such two or more members of the 
Commission as the Commission shall appoint, and their decision 
shall be final. 


(4) For the purpose of such consideration and decision, the 
members of the Commission so appointed shall consider all 
the relevant circumstances, and shall be entitled to inspect all 
documents and papers relating to the subject matter of the 
appeal, and to be furnished with all information respecting the 
same which they may require. 


(5) The Commission appointed in any diocese under this 
Rule shall have power at any time to extend the time within 
which a notice of appeal may be given. 


ELECTIONS TO THE HOUSE OF LAITY. 


19. The members of the House of Laity in the Church 
Assembly shall be elected every five years by the diocesan 
electors in the several Diocesan Conferences, according to the 
principle of proportional representation as hereinafter provided. 


Diocesan Electors. 
20. The diocesan electors in each diocese shall be— 


(1) the lay representatives for the time being in the Diocesan 
Conference ; 


(2) the lay ex officio members of the Diocesan Conference ; 
and 


(3) fifteen or any less number of teachers and students 
(not being in Holy Orders) selected by the other lay 
members of the Diocesan Conference in such manner 
as may be prescribed by the Conference to represent 
the members of Universities, University or Training 
Colleges, and School Staffs in the diocese who are 
members of the Church of England. All the teachers 
or students so selected shall be for all other purposes 

' members of the Diocesan Conference. 


Basis of Representation. 
21.—(x) The number of the members of the House of Laity 
shall from time to time be fixed by the Church Assembly. 


(2) The number of the members of the House of Laity to 
be elected for any diocese at a general election shall be pro- 
portionate to the number of persons on the Rolls of such diocese 
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as revised in preparation for the Annual Meetings held in the 
year immediately preceding the year in which such general 
election is held. 


(3) The Church Assembly may provide by regulation for 
ascertaining the numbers on the Rolls of the several dioceses, 
and for apportioning to each diocese the number of members to be 
elected for that diocese. 


Electoral Areas. 


22.—(r) Subject to any division of a diocese under this 
Rule every diocese shall be an electoral area for the purposes of 
elections to the House of Laity. 


(2) A Diocesan Conference may, for the purposes of any 
election, divide a diocese into two or more areas, and appor- 
tion the number of members of the House of Laity to be elected 
for the diocese among such areas, and the election shall be con- 
ducted in each area as if such area were a separate diocese. Where 
a diocese is so divided, a diocesan elector who is a lay representa- 
tive shall vote in the area to which the body by which he was 
elected belongs, and a diocesan elector who is not a lay repre- 
sentative shall vote in such area as the Diocesan Conference may 
decide. 


Conduct of Elections. 


23.—(r) Subject to any directions given by the Church 
Assembly, an election to the House of Laity shall be held in each 
diocese at such time between Easter Day and Whit-Sunday as 
shall be fixed by the Bishop of the diocese. 


(2) The presiding officer or officers in each diocese shall be 
appointed by the Bishop. 


(3) Every candidate must be nominated and seconded by 
diocesan electors qualified to vote in the area in which the 
candidate is seeking to be elected. All nominations shall be in 
writing and shall be sent to the presiding officer of the area, 
together with evidence of the candidate’s consent to serve, on 
or before a date to be specified by the presiding officer. 


(4) If more candidates are nominated for any area than 
there are seats to be filled, the election shall be conducted by 
voting papers upon the principle of proportional representation 
by the method of the single transferable vote, under rules to be 
made from time to time by the Archbishop of the Province. 


(5) A full statement of the result of-each election shall be 
furnished to every candidate within the area, and published 
in such manner as the Bishop may approve. 
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SUPPLEMENTARY. 
Casual Vacancies. 


24.—(1) Elections to fill up casual vacancies among lay 
representatives shall be conducted in the same manner as ordinary 
elections, a special meeting of the electing body being held, if 
necessary, for the purpose. Such elections shall, where possible, 
be held at such times as will enable all casual vacancies among 
lay representatives who are diocesan electors to be filled at the 
time of every election to the House of Laity, but so that no such 
election shall be invalid by reason of any casual vacancies not 
having been so filled up. 


(2) Any person elected to fill a casual vacancy shall hold 
office only for the unexpired portion of the term of office of the 
lay representative in whose place he is elected. 


(3) The resignation of a member of a Parochial Church Council 
(by reason of its being a corporate body) requires the consent 
of the Council. Members of the House of Laity, the Diocesan 
Conference, and the Ruridecanal Conference may resign at will. 


Special Provisions. 


25.—(z) In the carrying out of these Rules in any diocese 
the Bishop of such diocese shall have power, which shall be 
exerciseable from time to time,— 


(a) to make provision for any matter not herein provided 
for; 


(0) to vary or modify any scheme framed or direction 
given under these Rules; 


(c) to appoint a person to do any act in respect of which 
there has been any neglect or default on the part of any 
person or body charged with any duty under these 
Rules ; 


(d) to extend or alter the time for holding any meeting 
or election or to modify the procedure laid down by 
these Rules in connection therewith ; 


(e) in any case in which there has been no valid election, 
to direct a fresh election to be held, and to give such 
directions in connection therewith as he may think 
necessary; and 


(f) in any case in which any difficulty arises, to give any 
directions consistent with these Rules which he may 
consider expedient. 
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(2) In the case of an omission in any parish to prepare or 
maintain a Roll or to form or maintain a Council or to hold the 
Annual Meeting, the Rural Dean upon such omission being 
brought to his notice shall ascertain and report to the Bishop 
the cause thereof.

the poll, 


3. After the close of the poll the votes shall be scrutinised 
and counted in one place by the presiding officer in the presence 
of such of the candidates for election, or persons deputed to 
attend on their behalf, as desire to be present. 


4. Any voter shall be entitled to ascertain, by inquiry of 
the presiding officer, within seven days of the declaration of the 
result, whether his vote has been allowed or not, and a notice 
that voters are so entitled shall be appended to all notices 
announcing the result of the election.

Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 


Ww 2die 


To confer powers on Parochial Church Councils and to amend 
the law relating to the parochial organisation of the Church of 
England and for other purposes connected therewith. [1st 
July, 1921.] 

WHEREAS by the Constitution of the National Assembly 
of the Church of England as defined in the Church of England 
Assembly (Powers) Act 1919 it is provided (amongst other 
things) that the said Assembly shall before entering on any other 
legislative business make further provision for the self-govern- 
ment of the Church by passing through the Assembly Measures 
inter alia for conferring on the Parochial Church Councils con- 
stituted under the Schedule to such Constitution such powers as 
the Assembly may determine. 


r. In this Measure— 

The ‘‘ Church Assembly ’’ means the National Assembly 
of the Church of England constituted in accordance 
with the Constitution set forth in the Appendix to the 
Addresses presented to His Majesty by the Convoca- 
tions of Canterbury and York on the roth day of May 
tgig and laid before both Houses of Parliament (herein- 
after referred to as “‘ the Constitution ’’) ; * 


“‘ Council’? means a Parochial Church Council constituted 
in accordance with the Constitution ; 


* See Section three (1) of the Representation of the Laity Measure, 1929, 
jab iste 
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The expressions ‘‘ Parish’”’ and ‘‘ Diocesan Conference ”’ 
have the same meaning as in the Constitution and the 
expression ‘‘ Diocesan Conference’”’ shall include any 
committee or committees of the Conference appointed 
for any of the purposes of this Measure ; 


The expression “‘ Diocesan Authority ’’ means the Diocesan 
Board of Finance or any existing or future body appointed 
by the Diocesan Conference to act as Trustees of Diocesan 
trust property ; 


The expression ‘“‘ Incumbent’ means a Rector Vicar or 
Perpetual Curate of a parish or the Curate in charge of 
a parish ; 

The expression “ Benefice’’ comprehends all rectories 
with cure of souls vicarages perpetual curacies endowed 
public chapels and parochial chapelries and chapelries 
or districts belonging or reputed to belong or annexed 
or reputed to be annexed to any church or chapel and 
districts formed for ecclesiastical purposes by virtue 
of statutory authority and includes benefices in the 
patronage of the Crown or of the Duchy of Cornwall but 
does not extend to any of His Majesty’s Royal Chapels 
or to any Royal peculiar nor to any cathedral or capitular 
preferment or dignity nor to any chapel belonging to 
any college school hospital inn of court asylum or public 
or charitable institution nor to any private chapel. 


2. It shall be the primary duty of the Council in every parish General 
to co-operate with the Incumbent in the initiation conduct and functions of 
development of Church work both within the parish and outside, Cuil. 


3. Every Council shall be a body corporate by the name of Council to 
the Parochial Church Council of the parish for which they are be a body 
appointed and shall have perpetual succession. Any act of the ©°‘Porate. 
Council may be signified by an instrument executed at a meeting 
of the Council and under the hands or if an instrument under 
seal is required under the hands and seals of the chairman pre- 
siding at the meeting and two other members of the Council. 


4.—(1) From the commencement of this Measure there shall Powers 


be transferred to the Council of every parish— transferred 
to Council. 


(i) All powers duties and liabilities of the Vestry of such 
parish relating to the affairs of the Church except as

Provided that nothing herein contitbralt shall affect 
the property of the churchwardens in the goods and 
ornaments of the church or their powers duties and 
liabilities with respect to visitations. 


(iii) All powers duties and liabilities of the church trustees 
(if any) for the parish appointed under the Compul- 
sory Church Rate Abolition Act, 1868. 


(2) All enactments in any Act whether general or local or 
personal relating to any powers duties or liabilities transferred 
by this Measure to the Council from the Vestry churchwardens 
or church trustees as the case may be shall subject to the pro- 
visions of this Measure and so far as circumstances admit be 
construed as if any reference therein to the Vestry or the church- 
wardens or church trustees referred to the Council to which such 
powers duties or liabilities are transferred by this Measure and 
the said enactments shall be construed with such modifications 

as may be necessary for carrying this Measure into effect, 


(3)—(i), This Measure shall not affect any enactment in any 
private or local Act of Parliament under the authority of which 
church rates. may be made or levied in lieu of or in consideration 
of the extinguishment or of the appropriation to any other purpose 
of any tithes customary payments or other property or charge 
upon property which tithes payments property or charge pre- 
viously to the passing of such Act had been appropriated by law 
to ecclesiastical purposes or in consideration of ‘the abolition of 
tithes in any place or upon any contract made or for good or 
valuable, consideration given and every such enactment shall 
continue in force in the same manner as if this Measure had not 
been passed.

5. The Council of every parish shall have power to acquire Powers of 
(whether by way of gift or otherwise) any property real or Council. 
personal for any ecclesiastical purpose affecting the parish or 
any part thereof with power to manage and administer any 
such property : 

‘Provided that— 

(i) The power to acquire any such property shall (save in 
the case of chattels personal) be subject to the consent 
of the Diocesan Authority and the legal interest in 
_ any such property (except chattels personal) shall be 
vested in the Diocesan Authority of the diocese in 
which the parish is situate subject to all trusts debts 
‘and liabilities affecting the same and all persons con- 
cérned shall and are hereby required to make or 
concur in making such transfers (if any) as are requisite 

for giving effect to this enactment. 


(ii) The power of letting for more than one year and of 
sale and exchange of any such property (other than 
chattels personal) and the power of taking legal 
proceedings shall not be exercised without the consent 
of the Diocesan Authority.

6. The Council of every parish shall have the following Other 
powers in addition to any powers conferred by the Constitution, powers of 
or otherwise by this Measure :— Council.

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(iv) Power jointly with the Incumbent to determine the 
objects to which all moneys to be given or collected in 
Church shall be allocated subject to the directions 
contained in the Book of Common Prayer as to the 
disposal of money given at the offertory. 

(v) Power to make representations to the Bishop with 
regard to any matter affecting the welfare of the Church 
in the parish. 


7.—(1) When the governing body of any parochial charity 
which is an ecclesiastical charity does not include any persons 
appointed by the Council of any parish affected thereby the 
Council of such parish may appoint additional members of such 
governing body not exceeding the number allowed by the Charity 
Commissioners in each case who shall hold office for such period 
not exceeding five years as the Council shall direct. 


(2) For the purposes of this section the expression “‘ parochial 
charity ’? means a charity the benefits whereof are confined to 
inhabitants of a single parish but not so as to include rights of 
patronage vested in trustees by or under any Act of Parliament 
or scheme or under any decree or order of Court or under any 
private trust. 


(3) The accounts of all parochial ecclesiastical charities shall 
be laid before the Council of every parish affected thereby. 


8. Subject and in addition to the provisions of Section III 
paragraph 4 of the Schedule to the Constitution * every Council 
shall furnish to the annual Church Meeting an account made up 
to the 31st December immediately preceding such Meeting setting 
out the Council’s income and expenditure during the year 
together with a statement of the funds and property if any 
remaining in their hands at the date of the account. Such 
account and statement having been duly audited shall together 
with a report upon the fabric goods and ornaments of the church 
be submitted for approval at such Meeting or at any adjourn- 
ment thereof and the said account and statement if approved - 
shall be signed by the chairman of the Meeting and shall be 
forthwith published and affixed on or near the principal door of 
the church and any other conspicuous place or places in the 
parish at the discretion of the Council.

Such notice shall contain 
the agenda of the meeting including any motion of which notice 
has been received by the secretary.

Diocesan Conferences Regulation, 1935.* 
(Passed by the Church Assembly at the Spring Session, 1935.) 


I. In every diocese there shall be constituted a Diocesan 
Conference to deliberate on all matters concerning the Church 
of England in the diocese and (subject to the terms of this Regula- 
tion and of any Regulation which may hereafter be made by the 
Church Assembly) to make such provision in respect to those 
matters as according to the ruling of the Bishop may be within 
the competency of the Conference: Provided always that it 
does not belong to the functions of a Conference to issue any 
statement purporting to declare the doctrine of the Church on 
any question of theology, and no such statement shall be issued 
by any Conference. 


2. A Diocesan Conference shall consist of three constituent 
authorities, namely, 


(r) The Bishop; 

(2) The Chamber of Clergy ; 

(3) The Chamber of Laity ; 
hereinafter called the three authorities. 


3. A Diocesan Conference may from time to time, con- 
sistently with the provisions of this Regulation, make, revoke 
or alter rules for the constitution of its Chambers of Clergy and 
Laity. 

4.—(1) Except where the Archbishop may in writing other- 
wise permit, the full number of members of the Chamber of 
Clergy shall not be greater than the full number of members 

* By the Standing Orders it is provided that ‘‘ the Assembly may make 
provision in regard to matters concerning the Church of England, when 
such provision does not require the sanction of Parliament, by passing. 
Regulations.” 

Regulations become operative immediately on receiving Final Approval 
from the Assembly, but they have no statutory authority.

of the Chamber of Laity, nor less than one-half of that number : 
Provided that no resolution or act of a Diocesan Conference or 
of either Chamber thereof shall be invalidated on the ground that 
the relative numbers of members of the Chamber of Clergy and 
the Chamber of Laity are not within the limits aforesaid.

The Chancellor of the diocese (if in Holy Orders) ; 

‘The Chairman of the Diocesan Board of Finance 
(if in Holy Orders) ; 

The Vice-Chairman or Vice-Chairmen of the Dio- 
cesan Board of Finance (if in Holy Orders) ; 

In the diocese of London, the Dean of Westminster ; 

In the diocese of Oxford, the Dean of Windsor; 


(ii) The representative members, who shall be elected in 
accordance with the terms of this Regulation and of 
the rules made under section three thereof; 


(iii) Not more than ten members appointed by the Bishop; 


(3) Every clerk in Holy Orders holding a benefice in the 
diocese or licensed under the Bishop’s seal to officiate therein 
shall be qualified to vote at the election of the representative 
members of the Chamber of Clergy and himself to be elected or 
appointed as a member of the chamber; and no other person 
shall be so qualified.

The expression “‘ Benefice ’’ includes an honorary canonry 
or a prebend, and the expression “ beneficed ’’ shall be 
construed accordingly. 


(3) Any question which may arise concerning the interpreta- 
tion of this Regulation or of any rules made in pursuance of its 
provisions shall be referred to the Archbishop, and by him 
decided. 


12. The Diocesan Conferences Regulation, 1922, is hereby 
repealed. 


13. This Regulation may be cited as “‘ The Diocesan Con- 
ferences Regulation, 1935.”’

SUMMARY OF CHURCH ASSEMBLY MEASURES 
WHICH HAVE RECEIVED ROYAL ASSENT, 1920-1937. 


1920. 


1. Convocations of the Clergy Measure, 1920, declares that the 
Convocations of Canterbury and York have power to make canons 
for amending the constitution of their two Lower Houses. (Royal 
Assent, December 23rd, 1920.) 


1921. 


2. Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921, confers 
statutory powers on the Parochial Church Councils constituted under 
the Schedule to the Constitution of the Assembly. (Royal Assent, 
July 1st, 1921.) 

3. Ecclesiastical Commissioners Measure, 1921, amends the Ecclesi- 
astical Commissioners Act, 1840, so as to enable the Commissioners 
to apply their Common Fund to granting pensions to clergy of all 
classes, whether beneficed or unbeneficed. (Royal Assent, July 28th, 
1921.) 

4. Union of Benefices Measure, 1921.—A temporary Measure 
extending the operation of the Union of Benefices Act, 1919, which 
expired on December 21st, 1921, for a further period of two years. 
(Royal Assent, August 17th, 1921.). (See Union of Benefices Measure, 
1923.) 


1922. 


5. Representation of the Laity (Amendment) Measure, 1922, made 
shght amendments in the Rules for the Representation of the Laity 
contained in the Schedule to the Constitution of the Assembly. (Royal 
Assent, April 12th, 1922.) 

6. Pluralities Act (Amendment) Measure, 1922, repeals two Sections, 
52 and 53, of the Pluralities Act, 1838, under which certain returns, 
which had for some time past become unnecessary, had to be made. 
(Royal Assent, August 4th, 1922.) 

7. Revised Tables of Lessons Measure, 1922, authorizes the use in 
churches, at the discretion of the minister, of the revised Tables of 
Lessons, in place of the Tables contained in the Book of Common 
Prayer. (Royal Assent, August 4th; 1922.)

8. Benefices Act, 1898 (Amendment) Measure, 1928, makes rights 
of patronage of a benefice incapable of sale after two vacancies from 
the date of the passing of the Measure, 7.e. the date on which it received 
Royal Assent, July 14th, 1924.

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9. Union of Benefices Measure, 1928, provides permanent machinery 
for carrying into effect the union of benefices. (Royal Assent, July 
14th, 1924.) 

10. Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923, sets up a new 
system of dealing with dilapidations on the property of benefices in 
the Church of England, based on an annual assessment on the incumbent 
in place of the unlimited and irregular hability to which he was subject 
under the old law. (Royal Assent, July 14th, 1924.) 

11. Bishopric of Blackburn Measure, 1928, provides for the division 
of the diocese of Manchester into two parts by the constitution of a 
diocese of Blackburn consisting of the two archdeaconries of Lancaster 
and Blackburn. (Royal Assent, July 14th, 1924.) 

12. Diocese of Southwell (Division) Measure, 1923, provides for the 
division of the diocese of Southwell into two parts by the constitution 
of a diocese of Derby. Each of the two new dioceses consists of one 
. county—Southwell of Nottingham and Derby of Derbyshire. (Royal 
Assent, July 14th, 1924.) 

13. Diocese of Winchester (Division) Measure, 1923, provides for 
the division of the diocese of Winchester into three parts by the 
constitution of the dioceses of Portsmouth and Guildford. (Royal 
Assent, August Ist, 1924.)

1925. 


14. Interpretation Measure, 1925, applies the Interpretation Act, 
1889, to Measures passed by the Church Assembly under the pro- 
visions of the Church of England Assembly (Powers) Act, 1919, and 
contains various definitions which are frequently found necessary in 
Measures passed by the Assembly. (Royal Assent, May 28th, 1925.) 

15. Bishopric of Leicester Measure, 1925, provides for the division 
of the existing diocese of Peterborough into two parts by the con- 
stitution of a diocese of Leicester. The proposed division makes one 
diocese of the county of Leicester, and another of the counties of 
Northampton and Rutland. (Royal Assent, July 31st, 1925.) 

16. Diocesan Boards of Finance Measure, 1925, provides for uni- 
formity in the powers and constitution of Diocesan Boards of Finance, 
and for their incorporation by law. (Royal Assent, December 22nd, 
1925) 

1926. 

17. Brislington Parishes (Transfer) Measure, 1926, transfers the 
two parishes of Brislington St. Anne and Brislington St. Luke from the 
diocese of Bath and Wells to the diocese of Bristol. (Royal Assent, 
March 26th, 1926.) 


18. Rural Deaneries of Pontefract and Hemsworth (Transfer) 
Measure, 1926, transfers the rural deaneries of Pontefract and Hems- 
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worth, comprising thirty-five large parishes, from the diocese of York 
to the diocese of Wakefield. (Royal Assent, March 26th, 1926.) 

19. Parish of Manchester Division Act, 1850 (Amendment) Measure, 
1926. The main object of this Measure is to sever four canonries of 
Manchester Cathedral from the benefices which are annexed to them 
under the Parish of Manchester Division Act, 1850. (Royal Assent, 
April 29th, 1926.) 

20. Ecclesiastical Commissioners Measure, 1926, empowers the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners to make payments out of their Common 
Fund towards the augmentation or endowment of archdeaconries, 
the endowment of new bishoprics, the payment, in certain cases, of 
bishops’ costs in legal proceedings, and the upkeep and repair of 
Lambeth Palace and other episcopal residences, (Royal Assent, 
July 15th, 1926.) 

21. First Fruits and Tenths Measure, 1926, extinguishes first fruits 
and tenths with the exception of those paid by sinecures and a few 
lay impropriators. (Royal Assent, July 15th, 1926. Appointed Day, 
July 16th, 1926.) 

22. Clergy Pensions Measure, 1926, establishes a system of pen- 
sions for clergy other than diocesan bishops. (Royal Assent, August 
4th, 1926. Appointed Day, January Ist, 1927.) 

23. Episcopal Pensions Measure, 1926, establishes a system. of 
pensions for diocesan bishops in England. (Royal Assent, December 
15th, 1926.) 

24. Benefices (Ecclesiastical Duties) Measure, 1926, consolidates 
and amends the administrative procedure available in cases where 
the ecclesiastical duties of a benefice are inadequately performed, 
either with or without ‘“ negligence’? on the part of the incumbent. 
(Royal Assent, December 15th, 1926.) 


1927. 


25. Indian Church Measure, 1927, provides for the dissolution of 
the legal union between the Church of England and the Church of 
England in India, and for the last-mentioned Church becoming a 
voluntary association legally entitled to manage its own affairs (on 
the basis of ‘‘ consensual compact’) like other Churches in the same 
communion in the self-governing Dominions, the United States, China, 
and Japan. (Royal Assent, November 23rd, 1927.) 

26. Clergy Pensions (Amendment) Measure, 1927, removes an 
obscurity in the Clergy Pensions Measure, 1926, by making it clear 
that a clergyman who, after working in England, went abroad for a 
term of years to the mission field, and then returned to parochial work 
in England, would be entitled to count his time abroad as part of his 
“ qualifying pensionable service.” (Royal Assent, November 23rd, 

27.) 
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27. New Dioceses (Transitional Provisions) Measure, 1927, enables 
the Church Assembly to meet certain purely temporary difficulties 
which arise upon the formation of new bishoprics with regard to— 


(a) the representation of the new dioceses concerned in the 
House of Laity of the Church Assembly, and 

(6) the constitution (or re-constitution) of their Diocesan 
Conferences. (Royal Assent, November 23rd, 1927.) 


1928. 


28. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Provision for Unbeneficed Clergy) 
Measure, 1928, extends the powers of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
so as to enable them, if they think fit, to make grants out of their 
Common Fund, by way of additional stipend or otherwise, to elderly 
unbeneficed clergymen holding curacies or doing work of a like nature. 
(Royal Assent, July 2nd, 1928.) 

29. Tithe (Administration of Trusts) Measure, 1928, makes the 
position of tithe-owning clergy easier by providing for equal quarterly 
payments of tithe. This is done by an arrangement between the 
Governors of Queen Anne’s Bounty and the Ecclesiastical Commission 
providing for advances to enable the Governors to pay to incumbents, 
whose tithe is being collected through the Area Committees established 
under the Tithe Act, 1925, quarterly sums on account of such tithe 
independently of the time of collection. (Royal Assent, August 3rd, 
1928. Appointed Day, September 30th, 1928.) 

80. Clergy Pensions (Amendment) Measure, 1928, amends the 
principal Measure by settling points of uncertainty which have arisen 
in the interpretation and application of that Measure, and relieves the 
clergy from hardships which have been found to result from it in certain 
cases. (Royal Assent, August 3rd, 1928.) 


1929. 


31. Parochial Registers and Records Measure, 1929, provides for 
the better care, in certain cases, of Parochial Registers and other 
records in ecclesiastical custody. (Royal Assent, May 10th, 1929.) 

32. Representation of the Laity Measure, 1929, repeals the existing 
Rules contained in the schedule to the Constitution of the Church 
Assembly, as amended by the Representation of the Laity (Amend- 
ment) Measure, 1922, and substitutes therefor a new set of Rules 
which are exhibited as a schedule to the present Measure. (Royal 
Assent, May 10th, 1929.) 

33. Ecclesiastical Dilapidations (Amendment) Measure, 1929; amends 
the Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923. Most of the amend- 
ments deal with matters of administrative detail, and are the outcome 
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of suggestions made either by Queen Anne’s Bounty or by the Dio- 
cesan Dilapidations Boards. (Royal Assent, May 10th, | 1929. 
Appointed Day, August Ist, 1929.) 

34, Westminster Abbey Measure, 1929, provides for the reappor- 
tionment, of the “‘ annual income of the Dean and Chapter of West- 
minster,” a phrase specifically defined in the Measure. (Royal Assent, 
May 10th, 1929.) 


1930. 


35. Parsonages Measure, 1930, consolidates and amends the law 
relating to the sale, improvement and purchase of parsonage houses. 
(Royal Assent, March 20th, 1930. Appointed Day, October 15th, 
1930.) 

36. Archdeaconry of Surrey Measure, 1930, provides for the dis- 
annexation from the Archdeaconry of Surrey, now in the diocese of 
Guildford, of a canonry in Winchester Cathedral which has been 
annexed to it since 1865, and for the suspension of the said canonry. 
It further provides that upon the suspension of the canonry, tithe 
rent-charge amounting approximately to the maximum annual value 
of the canonry is to be held in trust for the Heclesiastical Commis- 
sioners, who are to apply the income towards the stipends of new 
canonries in the cathedrals of Guildford and Portsmouth. (Royal 
Assent, March 20th, 1930.) 

37. Marriage Measure, 1930, enables marriages to be solemnised 
in any church which is the usual place of worship of the persons to 
be married, or either of them, even though it is not the church of the 
parish of residence of either of the parties. (Royal Assent, March 
20th, 1930.) 

38. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Pensions of Church Estates Com- 
missioners) Measure, 1930, enables the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
to pay pensions out of their common fund to the First and Third 
Church Estates Commissioners. 

The Measure does not apply to the Second Church Estates Com- 
missioner, who is unpaid, and goes out of office upon a change of 
Government. (Royal Assent, April 15th, 1930.) 

39. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Sodor and Man) Measure, 1930, 
enables the Ecclesiastical Commissioners to make grants from their 
common fund for the benefit of the clergy of the Isle of Man. (Royal 
Assent, April 15th, 1930.) 

40. Clergy Pensions (Older Incumbents) Measure, 1980, provides 
a certain and uniform system of pensions for those clergy who are 
described in the Measures as “older incumbents,” 7.e. for beneficed 
clergymen who are outside the main contributory scheme of pensions 
established by the Clergy Pensions Measures, 1926 to 1928, owing to 
the fact that they attained the age of fifty-five years before the Ist 
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January, 1927. (Royal Assent, June 4th, 1930. Appomted Day, 
June 16th, 1930.) 

41. Pluralities Measure, 1930, amends the law relating to the 
holding of benefices in plurality—(1) by raising the limit of the annual 
value from £200 to £400, and (2) by providing that a commission 
appointed under the Union of Benefices Measure, 1923, to consider the 
advisability of the union of two or more benefices may instead of 
recommending a union, recommend the creation of a plurality. (Royal 
Assent, August Ist, 1930.) 

42. Benefices (Transfer of Rights of Patronage) Measure, 1930, 
makes provision for placing some check on the secret transfer of 
advowsons. It imposes upon a patron who wishes to transfer an 
advowson by sale or otherwise, the obligation of disclosing his intention 
of so doing both to the bishop of the diocese and to the parishioners of 
the parish concerned. (Royal Assent, August Ist, 1930.) 


1931. 


43. Episcopal Pensions (Sodor and Man) Measure, 1931, extends to 
the Bishopric of Sodor and Man the provisions of the Episcopal Pensions 
Measure, 1926 (q.v. No. 23). (Royal Assent, March 27th, 1931.) 

44. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Loans for Church Training 
Colleges) Measure, 1931, enables the Ecclesiastical Commissioners to 
make or guarantee loans for purposes in connection with Church of 
England Training Colleges. (Royal Assent, March 27th, 1931.) 

45. Benefices (Exercise of Rights of Presentation) Measure, 1931, 
provides machinery for giving parishioners an effective voice in the 
appointment of their incumbent, and to the bishop a discretionary 
power of refusing any really unsuitable nominee, without either undue 
restriction of the patron’s right of presentation or injury to the reputa- 
tion of the clergyman whose name is put forward. (Royal Assent, 
July 8th, 1931. Appomted Day, January Ist, 1932.) 

46. Channel Islands (Church Legislation) Measure, 1931, provides 
a simple machinery (in addition and without prejudice to whatever 
machinery may already exist) for the application to the Channel 
Islands of Measures passed by the Church Assembly. (Royal Assent, 
July 8th, 1931.) i 

47. Channel Islands (Representation) Measure, 1981, provides for 
the representation of the Channel Islands in the House of Laity of 
the Church Assembly and in the Diocesan Conference of the Diocese 
of Winchester. (Royal Assent, July 8th, 1931.) 

48. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Provision for Unbeneficed Clergy) 
Measure, 1928 (Amendment) Measure, 1931, extends the provisions of 
the Measure of 1928 (g.v. No. 28) to unbeneficed clerks employed as 
whole-time chaplains of any such religious establishments or institu- 
tions as may be prescribed by schemes or regulations made by the 
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Ecclesiastical Commissioners under the Measure of 1928. (Royal 
Assent, July 8th, 1931.) 

49. Cathedrals Measure, 1981, provides for the appointment of a 
body of Cathedral Commissioners to assist the Cathedral Authorities 
to revise their statutes, to frame new statutes and to prepare schemes 
for enabling the Cathedrals more properly to adapt themselves to the 
needs and opportunities of the present and future. (Royal Assent,

50. Benefices (Diocesan Boards of Patronage) Measure, 1932, pro- 
vides for the establishment of a Board of Patronage in every Diocese, 
with power to hold and exercise rights of patronage. (Royal Assent, 
June 16th, 1932.)

51. Benefices (Purchase of Rights of Patronage) Measure, 1933, 
gives to a Parochial Church Council the right, in certain cases, to 
acquire by compulsory purchase the patronage of its own benefice. 
(Royal Assent, March 29, 1933. Appointed Day, June Ist, 1933.) 

52. Wythenshawe Parishes (Transfer) Measure, 19383, transfers, an 
area of land comprising the parish of Northenden and parts of the 
parishes of Baguley and Timperley from the Diocese of Chester to 
the Diocese of Manchester. (Royal Assent, June 28th, 1933.) 

53. Parish of Manchester (Revenues) Measure, 1933, places upon 
the Dean and Canons of Manchester the responsibility for the main- 
tenance of the whole Cathedral Church and its services, and supplies 
them with a more adequate income for meeting this enhanced responsi- 
bility and other requirements. (Royal Assent, July 28th, 1933.) 

54. Benefices (Sequestrations) Measure, 1933, defines with greater 
clearness the position of sequestrators appointed to act during the 
vacancy of a benefice. (Royal Assent, November 17th, 1933.)

55. Clerical Disabilities Act, 1870 (Amendment) Measure, 1934, 
enables a Clergyman who had executed a deed of relinquishment under 
the Clerical Disabilities Act, 1870, to revoke the deed and resume his 
ministry, subject to the approval of the Archbishop. (Royal Assent, 
June 22nd, 1934.) 

56. Banns of Marriage Measure, 1934, enables banns of marriage 
to be published, in certain conditions, by a layman. (Royal Assent, 
July 31st, 1934.) 

57. Cathedrals (Amendment) Measure, 1934, seeks to remove 
certain difficulties which have arisen in connection with the prepara- 
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tion of schemes under the principal Measure, and to make provision 
for the special requirements of certain individual cathedrals.. (Royal 
Assent, July 31st, 1934.)

58. Diocese of Southwell (Transfer) Measure, 1935, restores the 
Diocese of Southwell, which formed part of the Province of Canter- 
bury, to its ancient position as part of the Province of York. (Royal 
Assent, August 2nd, 1935. Appoimted Day, October 25th, 1935.) 

59. Farnham Castle Measure, 1985, facilitates the use of part of 
Farnham Castle as an episcopal residence for the Bishops of Guildford. 
(Royal Assent, August 2nd, 1935.)

60. Clergy Pensions (Amendment) Measure, 1936, amends the 
provisions of the Clergy Pensions Measures, 1926 to 1928, removes 
difficulties and sets at rest uncertainties which have arisen in) the 
course of administering the pensions scheme, and makes minor 
improvements and concessions for the benefit of the clergy to whom 
the scheme applies. (Royal Assent, May 29th, 1936. Appointed 
Day, July Ist, 1936.) 

61. Union of Benefices (Amendment) Measure, 1936, makes certain 
amendments in the Union of Benefices Measure, 1923. Of these, the 
most important are contained in section one, which alters the con- 
stitution of the Commission of Inquiry; and section two which defines 
the matters to which the Commissioners are to have regard in making 
their Report. (Royal Assent, May 29th, 1936.) 

62. Clergy Pensions (Widows and Dependants) Measure, 1936, 
establishes a scheme of pensions for widows and dependants of the 
clergy of the Church of England; compulsory, on marriage, in the 
case of clergy ordained in the future, voluntary in other cases. (Royal 
Assent, May 29th, 1936. Appointed Day, July 1st, 1936.) 

63. Cathedrals (Houses of Residence) Measure, 1936, makes it 
possible to deal, in certain cases and subject to proper safeguards and 
consents, with the houses of residence of deans and canons of cathedral 
churches. (Royal Assent, May 29th, 1936.) 

64. Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Powers) Measure, 1936, Scien 
additional powers and duties upon the Ecclesiastical Commissioners of 
which the most important is a power to make grants from their common 
fund up to £10,000 a year for twenty-two years for the purpose of 
assisting to meet the interest which will become payable under the 
loan scheme of the Central Board of Finance towards the cost of 
building churches and church halls. (Royal Assent, May 29th, 1936.) 
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19387. 


65. Queen Anne’s Bounty (Powers) Measure, 1937, provides that 
the income payable by Queen Anne’s Bounty to incumbents be paid 
to them regularly by quarterly instalments and empowers Queen 
Anne’s Bounty to transfer to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners certain 
funds held by the Governors of the Bounty on behalf of ‘“ Ecclesiastical 
Corporations.” (Royal Assent, February 18th, 1937.) 

66. House of Laity (Co-opted Members) Measure, 1937, enables the 
House of Laity to add to its number not more than ten co-opted 
members. (Royal Assent, May 6th, 1937.) 

67. Southwark Cathedral Measure, 1937, establishes a constitution 
and statutes for Southwark Cathedral. (Royal Assent, July Ist, 
1937.)

Che Convocations of Canterbury 
and Work 


Kacu of the Convocations consists of two Houses—an Upper House and a Lower 
House. 

The Upper House consists of all the diocesan Bishops in the Province, and the 
Archbishop presides. 

The Lower House comprises a number of ex-officio members in addition to elected 
representatives of the clergy. These elected representatives are known as Proctors in 
Convocation. 

The preponderance of the non-elective element in the Lower House * was the subject 
of considerable complaint and agitation during the years following the Revival of 
Convocation in 1852 after a long period during which it had only been permitted to 
perform purely formal business. Many proposals designed to reform the Convocations 
were brought forward by prominent churchmen, but were brought to nought by the 
opposition or lukewarmness of the Government of the day. 

‘With the passing of the Church of England Assembly (Powers) Act, 1919 (The - 
Enabling Act), however, reform became practicable. By section 17 of the Constitution 
of the Church Assembly, which was recognised by that Act, it was provided that the 
Assembly should, “‘ before entering on any other legislative business, make further 
provision for the self-government of the Church by passing through the Assembly 
a Measure declaring that the Convocations of Canterbury and York have power, by 
canon lawfully passed and promulged, to amend the Constitution of the Lower Houses 
thereof.” ‘The Measure thus contemplated received the Royal Assent as the Convoca- 
tions of the Clergy Measure, 1920, on December 22, 1920, and in conformity therewith 
both Convocations passed Canons de Representatione Cleri in Inferiore Domo Convoca- 
tionis, which received His Majesty’s Royal Assent and Licence on April 14, 1921. 

These Canons were not identical in wording, and as certain minor differences exist 
in the constitution of the two Convocations, they are here set out in parallel columns:— 


CANTERBURY. 


(1) The Dean of every Cathedral 
Church in the Province and the Deans 
of the two Collegiate Churches of St. 
Peter in Westminster, and of St. George, 
Windsor; or if the Dean of any such 
Cathedral or Collegiate Church be un- 
willing or unable to act, then one Proctor 
elected by the Dean and Chapter; or 
when there is no Dean, then one Proctor 
elected by the Chapter from among the 
members of the said Chapter; also the 
Provost of Eton, provided he be in 
Priest’s Orders in the Church of England ; 


(2) The two Archdeacons in each 
Diocese who are senior by date of appoint- 
ment as Archdeacon in such Diocese, or 
if either of them be unwilling or unable 
to act, then the Archdeacon who is next 
in seniority of appointment ; 


YORK. 

(1) The Dean of every Cathedral 
Church in the Province, or if the Dean 
of any such Cathedral Church shall be 
unwilling or unable to act, then one 
Proctor elected by the Dean and Chapter 
from among the members of the said 
Chapter ; 


(2) The Arehdeacon of every Arch- 
deaconry within the Province, save that 
when there are more than two Arch- 
deacons in a Diocese, only the two Arch- 
deacons who are senior by date of appoint- 
ment shall be cited, and that when either 
of the said Archdeacons is unwilling or 
unable to act, then the Archdeacon who 
is next to him in seniority of appointment 
shall be cited in his place. 


* The composition of the Houses was :—Canterbury : 99 Ex-officio members, 25 Proctors for Chapters, 
64 Proctors for Olergy; York: 31 Ez-oficio members, 8 Proctors for Chapters, 49 Proctors for Olergy. 
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+ (3) Proctors for the Clergy who 
shall be elected in the manner following 
in such proportion to the number of 
electors as shall from time to time be 
determined by Convocation, provided 
that no Diocese shall have less than three 
Proctors :— 

(a) The electoral areas shall be :— 

(i) The several Dioceses in the 
Province. 

(ii) The Universities in the Pro- 
vince : 

(a) The University of Oxford, 

(b) The University of Cam- 
bridge, 

(c) The University of London, 

(d) Other Universities in the 
Province acting together for this 
purpose. 

Provided always that it shall be 
competent for the Archbishop of 
the Province, after consultation 
with the Prolocutor of the Lower 
House of the Convocation, to 
postpone or suspend the opera- 
tion of this area should the 
number of the electors appear 
to them to be insufficient for 
representation as a separate 
electoral area. 


(b) The electors shall be :— 


(i) Where the Diocese is the area, 
all clergymen beneficed in the 
Diocese, or licensed under seal by 
the Bishop of the Diocese, or hold- 
ing office in the Cathedral Church, 
or in the above-mentioned Collegi- 
ate Churches, provided that they 
be not ex-officio members of Con- 
vocation, and that no one shall be 
entitled to vote in more than one 
Diocese. 

(ii) Where a University, or group 
of Universities, is the area, all 
clergymen of the Church of England 
whose names are entered on an 
electoral roll kept in accordance 
with rules made from time to time 
by Convocation. 

Provided that no one shall be 
entitled to vote in more than one 
such electoral area. 


(c) All clergymen in the Church of 
England who have been admitted to 
Priest’s Orders shall be eligible for 
election ; 

(d) The mode of voting shall be such 
as may from time to time be determined 
by Convocation. 


(3) Proctors for the Clergy, who 
shall be elected in the manner following:— 


(i) The electoral area shall be the 
Diocese, but it shall be competent 
for the Archbishop of the Province 
on the petition of.the electors in 
the Diocese to direct the formation 
of electoral areas within thatDiocese 
and to assign to each area from the 
number allowed to the whole 
Diocese a number of Proctors 
proportioned to the number of 
electors within the area, 

(ii) The Diocese of Sodor and 
Man shall be entitled to one Proctor 
for the Clergy, but no other Diocese 
shall be represented by less than 
three Proctors. Subject to this 
provision the number of Proctors 
in every Diocese shall be in such 
proportion to the number of electors 
as shall be from time to time de- 
termined by Convocation with the 
approval of the Archbishop of the 
Province. 


(iii) The electors shall be :— 


(a) All Clergy beneficed in the 
Diocese. 

(6) All Priests and Deacons 
who being unbeneficed hold the 
Bishop’s Licence to officiate in 
the Diocese and are resident 
therein. 


Provided that no one be entitled to 
vote in more than one Diocese: that only 
Priests who have a right to vote in a 
Diocese shall be eligible as Proctors of 
that Diocese: that a Proctor ceasing to 
hold a benefice or a licence in the Diocese 
for which he was returned shall ipso facto 
vacate his seat in Convocation ; and that 
the method of voting in every Diocese 
shall be decided from time to time by the 
Bishop of the Diocese, subject to the 
approval of the Archbishop.

THE ACTS OF THE UPPER AND LOWER HOUSES OF 
THE CONVOCATION OF CANTERBURY. 


During the Sessions held on January 20-22 and May 26-28, 1937. 


UPPER HOUSE. 
(Jerusalem Chamber, Westminster Abbey.) 
Wednesday, January 20, 1937. 
Sxssron I. 


Address to the King. His Grace the President presented and read to the House 
a draft of the proposed Address to His Majesty King George VI on the occasion of 
his accession to the Throne. This was proposed by the Bishop of London, seconded 
by the Bishop of Winchester, adopted by the House, and ordered to be sent to the 
Lower House for their concurrence :— 


Church in Rumania. The following Resolution was carried nem. con. :— 


“That inasmuch as the Report of the Conference at Bucarest between the 
Rumanian Commission on Relations with the Anglican Communion and the 
Church of England Delegation appointed by the Archbishop of Canterbury is 
consonant with Anglican formularies and a legitimate interpretation of the Faith 
of the Church as held by the Anglican Communion, this House accepts and 
approves of the Report.” 


Order of Deaconesses. The Bishop of Southwark presented Report No. 615 on 
«The Status and Functions of the Order of Deaconesses.” The following Resolutions 


». were agreed to :— 


“1. That the Resolutions appended to the hae be now considered. 

2. That the Order of Deaconesses is the one existing ordained ministry for 
women, and has historical precedent as such from the fourth century onwards. 
As to the significance of ordination, this House is content to say with the Lambeth 
Conference of 1920 that it confers a distinctive character, and that the ordained 
woman is dedicated to a lifelong service, and that her status has the permanence 
which belongs to Holy Orders. If the Order is not, in our opinion, precisely 
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parallel to any of the three Orders open to men, we, nevertheless, think that it 
is among the clergy and not among the laity that the deaconess ought to be ranked, 
and that for all religious and ecclesiastical purposes she ought to be regarded and 
described as a person who is in Holy Orders. 

3. That in a future revision of the Book of Common Prayer, the Form and 
Manner of Making Deaconesses, as already sanctioned by Convocation and now 
in use in the Provinces of Canterbury and York, should be published with the 
Ordinal in the Prayer Book, and that prayers should be offered for deaconesses 
in the offices of the Church as for the rest of the clergy. 

4, That all those ordained should take an Oath of Canonical obedience and 
make a Declaration of Assent and receive Letters of Orders, being ordained to 
some definite sphere of work, parochial or other; that they should always work 
under licence from the bishop, and their names should be entered on any diocesan 
roll of ordained ministers. 

5. That it should be regarded as appropriate— 


(a) That there should be assigned to the deaconess, by virtue of her office, 
a distinctive seat in church ; 

(b) That she may be addressed as “ Reverend ”’ ; 

(c) That she should wear a special dress or emblem ; B 

(d) That where a deaconess is licensed to a parish she should be regarded 
as a member of the ordained staff of the parish. 


6. That the licensed deaconess should be eligible for membership of the 
Parochial Church Council under the same rules as licensed assistant curates, and 
that she should be regarded as qualified for membership of the Ruridecanal 
Conference and Chapter. 

7. That steps should be taken to consider the representation of the Order of 
Deaconesses in Diocesan Conferences and in the Church Assembly. 

8. The functions of the deaconess should include the following, subject to the 
authorisation of the bishop : 


(i) To read the Services of Morning and Evening Prayer, and the Litany, 
except for those portions reserved to the priest, and to lead in 
prayer ; 

(ii) To instruct and preach, except in the service of Holy Communion ; 

(iii) To officiate at the Churching of Women ; 
(iv) In the absence of the priest to baptize infants. 


Note.—This House desires further consideration on the possibility of the 
bishop giving permission to the deaconess where there may be special need, 
as, for instance, in girls’ schools and women’s colleges, to. codaaimiaten the 
chalice. 


9. The deaconess should be allowed, with the authorisation of the bishop, to 
exercise the above-named functions in consecrated as well as unconsecrated 
buildings. 

10. That this House requests the Committee to consult with the similar 
Committee of the Upper House of the Convocation of York as to the next steps 
which may be appropriately taken.” 


LOWER HOUSE. 
(The Chapter House, Westminster.) 


Church and State. The Rey. Professor H. Maurice Relton, D.D., seconded by the 


Provost of Coventry, moved the following Resolutions which were carried : 


(a) “That this House commends the Report of the Commission on Church 
and State to the attention and study of all Church people.” 

(0) “That this House humbly requests His Grace the President to appoint 
a Joint Committee to consider the so-called Interim Proposals (dealing with a 
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Synodical Declaration on the meaning of ‘lawful authority’ in the Declaration 
of Assent, and with Pastoral Tribunals) and the Recommendation affecting the 
Appointment of Bishops; with power to consult with any similar Committee of 
the Conyocation of York.” 


The Church of Rumania. The following Resolution was proposed by Canon 
A. C. Deane, seconded by Canon J. A. Douglas and carried : 


“That inasmuch as the Report of the Conference at Bucarest between the

UPPER HOUSE. 
(Jerusalem Chamber, Westminster Abbey.) 


Thursday, January 21, 1937. 
Session IT. 


The Church and Marriage. (Report No. 599.) Resolution No. 5 was amended 
to read as follows :— 


5. “I. That accordingly, after due consideration of all the factors involved, 
this House considers that the most salutary form of discipline applicable to the 
circumstances of the day, which can be adopted by the Church of England, is 
as follows : 


When two persons have contracted a legal marriage during the lifetime 
of a former partner of one of them or of their former partners, and either 
or both such persons desire to. be baptized or to partake of the Holy Com- 
munion, the bishop of the Diocese wherein such person or persons reside 
shall be informed by the parish priest of the facts of the case, and if, in view 
of the facts, he be satisfied then or subsequently— 


(1) that the parties after mature reflection and in all good conscience 
are fully persuaded that it is right for them to live together as man 
and wife, and 

(2) that the admission of the person or persons to the Sacraments 
(a) would not give reasonable cause of grave offence to the Church, nor 
to any member thereof who might feel especially aggrieved, and (6) 
would not be to the hurt of their own souls, whether by reason of their 
impenitence in respect of any sin which their own conscience recognises 
as such, or for any other cause ; 

(3) that the parties have habitually resided in the Diocese during the 
past six months ; 

(4) that the parties have or have not made a previous application to 
the bishop of any other Diocese ; 


* The bishop shall give direction in writing that the person or persons shall 
not be, or, after such period as he may determine, shall not continue to be 
repelled from the Sacraments on,account of the marriage thus contracted, 
and such decision ought to be communicated to the parish priest and accepted 
as final both in the particular Diocese and in all other Dioceses of the Province, 


IL. That when the bishop has been informed that such a marriage is con- 
templated he shall if possible take counsel with the parties concerned, with 
special reference to the question of their future admission to Holy Communion.” 
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LOWER HOUSE. 
(The Chapter House, Westminster.) 


Address to His Majesty the King. The House concurred with the loyal and dutiful 
Address to His Majesty King George the Sixth. 


The Church and Marriage. (Report No. 599.) The House dealt with the following 
Resolutions of the Report (No. 599) on the Church and Marriage, and carried them 
or modified them as follows :— 


8. “ That while convinced that Christ’s standard of a lifelong and indissoluble 
union provides the only sure ground on which to base the relations of man and 
woman in marriage, and that the Church should therefore commend that standard 
as the true foundation for legislation by the State, this House nevertheless 
recognises that its enforcement by the Civil law upon all citizens as such may 
not always be possible in a State which comprises all sorts and kinds of people, 
including many who do not accept the Christian way of life or the means of grace 
which the Church offers to its members.” 

9. “That it is urgently desirable that steps should be taken to strengthen the 
safeguards against the methods of collusion and perjury which are at the present 
time not uncommonly employed in seeking to secure decrees of divorce.” 

10. “ That the 10th Resolution be omitted.” 

1l. “ That it is essential that the freedom of the Church should be clearly 
recognised in relation to its own members in all legislation with regard to divorce ; 
and that in particular the Church should be free (1) to forbid the use of its build- 
ings for any marriage when one of the parties has his or her former partner still 
living; and (2) to make its own regulations for the admission of such persons 
to the Sacraments and other privileges of the Church.” 

12. “‘ That His Grace the President be requested to instruct the Joint Committee 
on Marriage to compile a service of bestowal of the Church’s blessing on marriages 
which have been contracted before the civil authority, but that such service 
should not be available for those of whom either has a previous partner living.”

Archbishops’ Commission on Church and State. The Bishop of Chichester moved, 
seconded by the Bishop of Southwark, the following Resolutions which were carried 
nem. con. -— 


“(1) That this House commends the Report of the Commission on Church 
and State, together with the volume of evidence annexed thereto, to the attention 
and study of all Church people. 

(2) That this House humbly requests His Grace the President to appoint a 
joint Committee to consider the so-called Interim Proposals (dealing with a 
Synodical Declaration on the meaning of ‘ lawful authority ’ in the Declaration 
of Assent, and with Pastoral Tribunals) and the Recommendation affecting the 
Appointment of Bishops; with power to consult with any similar Committee of 
the Convocation of York.” 


The Status of the Clergy. The Bishop of Chichester explained and read his 
Memorandum upon the précis of proceedings of the Lower House Report No. 605, 
and moved the following Resolution, which was seconded by the Bishop of Lichfield, 
and carried :— 

“With regard to the subject of the Status of the Clergy, this House invites 
the attention of the Lower House to the Memorandum prepared by the Bishop 
of Chichester at the request of the Upper House with a view to ascertaining the

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attitude of the Lower House to the two important issues of (1) the redistribution 
of endowments for the purpose of facilitating a graduated scale of stipends for 
all clergy (beneficed and unbeneficed) ; and (2) the reconsideration of the parson’s 
freehold for the guidance of His Grace the President in considering the request 
of the Lower House for the appointment of a Joint Committee on the whole 
question of ministerial status.” 


LOWER HOUSE. 
(Lhe Chapter House, Westminster.) 


Representation at the Coronation. The following Motion was moved by the Rev. 
R. J. E. Boggis, seconded by the Rev. W. J. Torrance, and carried by a large majority : 


“This House respectfully requests His Grace the President to use his influence 
to obtain for the Lower House of Convocation the privilege of being represented 
in Westminster Abbey at the Coronation of His Majesty the King.” 


The Prolocutor indicated that he would convey the wishes of the House to His 
Grace the President. 

The Prolocutor referred to the courtesy and efficiency with which all arrangements 
for the holding of the present Group of Sessions had been carried out by His Majesty’s 
Office of Works, and announced that he had their necessary permission to continue 
the Sessions of the House at the Chapter House, Westminster, until the rebuilding 
of Church House was completed. 


The Church and Marriage. (Report No. 599.) Resolution 3(b). The Archdeacon 
of Dudley, seconded by Canon N. P. Williams, moved the following Resolution, which 
was carried “ that Resolution 3(b) be omitted.” 


Uncompleted Debates of the previous Group of Sessions Motions. The Rev. W. J. 
Torrance, seconded by Canon Hellins, moved and carried the following Resolution : 


“That in the opinion of this House the overlong tenure of a benefice is not 
in the interests of the Church in general nor of a parish in particular, and that a 
central bureau for the effecting of exchanges is a much-needed reform in 
ecclesiastical organisation.” 


Canon Hellins, who had moved and carried the adjournment of the House at the 
last Group of Sessions, continued his speech on the Motion of the Rev. W. J. Torrance 
as to the overlong tenure of a benefice. 

It was then proposed by Canon Hellins, seconded by the Rey. W. J. Torrance, 
and agreed :— 


“That the Prolocutor be respectfully requested to appoint a Committee of 
this House to consider the subject and present a Report, if possible, at the next 
Group of Sessions.” 


A Motion was proposed by the Rev. H. Gathorne Crabtree, seconded by the Rev. 
H. A. King, and carried :— 


“That this Lower House of Canterbury, being the Constitutional guardian 
of the property of the benefices in this Province and of the interests of their 
incumbents, regards any consultation by the Government of some other ‘ Church 
Authorities ’ not authorised by this Convocation in the matter of any Parlia- 
mentary legislation as an invasion of the Constitutional powers, responsibilities 
and privileges of the Convocation of this Province.” 


A Motion was Se heen by Canon A. L. Woodard, seconded by the Rev. H. W. 
Thorne and carried : 


“That this Lower House of Convocation of Canterbury calls upon the clergy 
to give serious attention both to opportunities of co-operation with administrators 
in education and professional teachers, and to the problems and prospects of 
educational development in this country, as a primary duty of their ministerial 
office.”

Address to the King. His Grace the President explained the circumstances under 
which the Address to the King was presented at Buckingham Palace on March 23, 
1937, with two clauses omitted.

His Grace the President read the following Gracious Reply of His Majesty, the 
House standing :— 


“T thank your Grace for this loyal and dutiful Address upon my accession to 
the Throne. J am deeply moved by your references to the Queen and my dear 
mother. J assure you that I shall ever give my support to your work among my 
peoples.

Order of Deaconesses. The Bishop of Southwark moved a Reolittion which was

the President of the Convocation. of York for a like purpose.” 


The Church and Youth. The Bishop of Southwark moved, and the Bishop of 
London seconded, the following Resolutions, which were carried :— 


1. “That the contents of the Report of the Social and Industrial Commission 
of the Church Assembly on the Church and Youth concerning 


(a) Baptism (Conditions, preparation, form of service), 
(b) Choristers (Duties, after care), 


call for careful consideration of the Church.” 


2. “That subject to a resolution to the same effect being carried in the Lower . 
House, His Grace the President be asked to appoint a Joint Committee to report 
upon the matter of 


Baptism (Conditions, preparation, form of service) ; 


with power to confer with any Committee of the Convocation of York 
appointed for a like purpose.”

Report of the Lower House Committee (No. 614) on Discipline in matters relating 
to Marriage. After introducing Report (No, 614), the Archdeacon of West Ham 
moved :— ; 


(A).—‘‘ That the Resolution appended to this Report be now considered.” 
This was agreed. 
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(B).—* That Resolution No. 5 of the Report of the Joint Committee on 
’ Marriage (No. 599) shall read as follows : 


‘That, after due consideration of all the factors involved, this House 
maintains that the most salutary form of discipline applicable to the circum- 
stances of the day which can be adopted by the Church of England is as 
follows :— 


“Where, under the present statute law of England, as to divorce 
and re-marriage, two persons have contracted a legal marriage during 
the lifetime of a former partner of either, and one or both desire to be 
admitted to the Sacraments of the Church, the bishop shall be informed 
by the parish priest, and if, after full investigation, he is satisfied then 
or subsequently that the admission of the person or persons to the 
Sacraments (a) ought not to give grave offence to the Church nor to 
any member thereof who might feel especially aggrieved and (b) would 
not be to the hurt of their own souls, whether by reason of their im- 
penitence or for any other cause, the bishop shall give direction in 
writing to the parish priest that the person or persons shall not be, or 
after such period as he may determine shall not continue to be, repelled 
from the Sacraments on account of the marriage thus contracted, and 
such decision shall be communicated to the party or parties concerned 
and accepted as final both in the particular Diocese and in all other 
Dioceses of the Province.’ ” 


To this an amendment was moved and carried (see Thursday’s debate).

Canon B. J. Kidd, D.D., then formally moved the fourth Resolution

The Church and Youth. The following Motion was proposed by the Rev. W. J.

“That the contents of the Report of the Social and Industrial Commission 
of the Church Assembly on the Church and Youth concerning baptism (con- 
ditions, preparation, form of service) call for careful consideration, and that 
His Grace the President be respectfully requested to appoint a Joint Committee 
to report on them, with power to confer with any committee of the Convocation 
of York appointed for a like purpose.”

CONVOCATION OF THE PROVINCE OF YORK, 
1937. 


SUMMARY OF PROCEEDINGS. 
1 GEORGE VI. CONVOCATION ELECTED 1935. 
Thursday, January 21, 1937. 


FULL SYNOD. 


The President (a) reminded the Synod of the right of the Convocation to present a 
Loyal Address to the Throne as a token of the place of the Convocations in the consti- 
tution of the realm, (b) spoke of the meaning of the forthcoming Coronation and of the 
recall to religion made by the Archbishop of Canterbury, and (c) referred to changes in 
ite membership of the Lower House which had taken place since the last group 
of sessions. 


Reports of Joint Committees. 
(a) On the status and Work of Lay Readers (No. 481). The report was received. 


(6) On the Position of Chaplains in Public Institutions (No. 482). The report was 
received and the following motions appended to it were passed :— 


(1) “ That the Diocesan Bishops of this province be asked to consent to the 
appointment in each Diocese, by the Bishop of the Diocese, of a Chaplains’ 
Committee ; 

(2) “that this committee should :— 

(a) have the spiritual oversight, under the Bishop of the Diocese, of the 
various institutions, public and voluntary, in the Diocese ; 

(6) secure as far as possible that where chaplains are appointed in these 
institutions the terms of their appointment should be suitable and 
reasonable ; ; 

(c) see that proper provision is made for the pastoral care of the inmates 


of these institutions, and that Divine service and the administration of 
the Sacraments are duly provided for; and 
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(d) give every encouragement to the authority responsible for these institu- 
tions and for cemeteries to provide and maintain suitable chapels ; 


(3) “that His Grace the President be requested to appoint, and the Minister 
of Health be requested to receive, a deputation on the whole question of the 
appointment of chaplains in those institutions that are under the authority of 
the Ministry of Health ; 


(4) ‘“‘ that the Diocesan Bishops be requested to draw up suitable rules for the 
guidance of those authorities in whose areas the public institutions are situated and 
who appoint or may appoint Church of England chaplains, and that the existing 
law which provides that Church of England chaplains should receive the licence ot 
the Bishop of the Diocese be enforced; and 

(5) “that this committee remain in being at least until the report of the 
deputation to the Minister of Health shall have been received.” 


(c) On St. William’s College Finance (No. 438). The report was received and its 
recommendations were approved. 


UPPER HOUSE. 
The Loyal Address to the Throne was read in draft by the President and approved. 


Business from the Lower House. 


(a) Amendment of the canon on the representation of cathedral chapters in Convo- 
cation. The form as submitted to and acquiesced in by the Lower House was adopted. 


(6) Convocation Prayers. The joint committee of both Houses asked for by the 
Lower House in May, 1936, was agreed to, and the Bishops of Bradford and Chester 
were appointed to represent the Upper House on it. 


(c) Report (No. 427) of the committee of the Lower House on Authority. The 
President drew the attention of the members of the Upper House to this report, which 
is printed in the Journal for May 1936. 


Report (No. 429) of the committee of the Upper House on Deaconesses. The 
motions appended to the report were approved as follows :— 


1. ““ That the order of deaconesses is the one existing ordained ministry for 
women, and has historical precedent as such from the fourth century onwards. 
As to the significance of ordination, this House is content to say with the Lambeth 
Conference of 1920 that it confers a distinctive character and that the ordained 
woman is dedicated to a life-long service, and that her status has the permanence 
which belongs to holy orders. If the order is not, in our opinion, precisely parallel 
to any of the three orders open to men, we, nevertheless, think that it is among 
the clergy and not among the laity that the deaconess ought to be ranked, and that 
for all religious and ecclesiastical purposes she ought to be regarded and described 
as a person who is in holy orders. 


2. “ That in a future revision of the Book of Common Prayer, the Form and 
Manner of Making Deaconesses, as already sanctioned by Convocation and now 
in use in the Provinces of Canterbury and York, should be published with the 
Ordinal in the Prayer Book, and that prayers should be offered for deaconesses in 
the offices of the Church as for the rest of the clergy. 


3. ‘That there should be times set apart for the ordination of deaconesses 
and that at these times the prayers of the Church should be regularly asked and 
offered for those admitted to the office of deaconess. 


4. “That all those ordained should take an oath of canonical obedience and 
make a declaration of assent and receive letters of orders, being ordained to some 
definite sphere of work, parochial or other, that they should always work under 
licence from the bishop, and that their names should be entered on the Diocesan 
roll of ordained ministers. 
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5. “(a) That there should be assigned to the deaconess by virtue of her 
office a distinctive seat in church. 


(6) That she may be properly addressed as ‘ Reverend.’ 
(c) That she should wear a special dress or emblem. 


(d) That where a deaconess is licensed to a parish she should be regarded as 
an ordained member of the parish staff. 


“That the licensed deaconess should be eligible for membership of the 
parochial church council under the same rules as licensed assistant curates, and 
that she should be regarded as qualified for membership of the ruridecanal 
conference and chapter. 


7. “That steps should be taken to ensure the eligibility of deaconesses as 
ordained persons for membership of Diocesan conferences and of Convocation. 


8. “ That the functions of the deaconess should include the following, subject 
to the authorisation of the bishop :—(i) to read the services of Morning and Evening 
Prayer, and the Litany, except for those portions reserved to the priest, and to 
lead in prayer ; (ii) to instruct and preach, except in the service of Holy Communion ; 
(iii) to officiate at the Churching of Women; (iv) in the absence of the priest to 
baptise infants. 

“(v) was carried in the following form :— 

“That this House desires that further ee be given to the suggestion 
that where there is special need, as, for instance, in girls’ schools and women’s 
colleges, deaconesses may be permitted to administer the chalice. 


9. “ That the deaconess should be allowed, with the authorisation of the bishop, 
to exercise the above-named functions in.consecrated as well as in unconsecrated 
buildings. 


10 “ Recognising that these recommendations involve sanctions, both legal 
and otherwise, this House requests the committee to confer with a similar committee 
of the Upper House of the Convocation of Canterbury as to the next steps which 
may be appropriately taken.” 


Visits of the Prolocutor. The President informed the Prolocutor :— 


(a) that the Upper House had adopted a form of the Address to the Throne, which 
would be presented (in the form agreed upon by the two Houses) to His Majesty the 
King on Tuesday, March 23rd, and the amended canon on the representation of cathe- 
dral chapters in Convocation ; 


(6) that he approved the appointment of a joint committee on the form of Con- 
vocation Prayers and that the Bishops of Bradford and Chester would represent the 
Upper House on it ; 


(c) that the report (No. 427) of the committee of the Lower House on Authority 
would be considered in connection with the motion of the Bishop of Carlisle on the 
agenda. 


The Prolocutor conveyed to the President the suggestion of some members of the 
Lower House that except when there is a new Convocation the Lower House should 
assemble on the Wednesday afternoon instead of on the Thursday morning. The 
President undertook to consult the members of the Upper House about the suggestion. 

On further visits to the Upper House the Prolocutor informed the President of the 
amendments in the Loyal Address to the Throne suggested by the Lower House; 
and the President informed the Prolocutor that the Upper House (a) desired to confer 
with the Upper House of the Convocation of Canterbury before proceeding further with 
the recommendation of the report (No. 429) on Deaconesses, and (6) had made some 
small verbal alterations in the resolutions of its own committee on the report (No. 419) 
of the joint committee on Holy Matrimony. 
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Report (No. 419) of the joint committee on Holy Matrimony. The resolutions of the 
Upper House sitting in committee were agreed to by the House as follows :-— 


1. “ That this House affirms that, according to God’s will declared by our 
Lord, the true principle of marriage is a personal union, for better or for worse, 
of one man with one woman, exclusive of all others on either side, and continuing 
till the parties are separated by death. 


2. “That this House also affirms as a consequence that both divorce itself 
and re-marriage after divorce during the lifetime of a former partner always 
involves a departure from the true principle of marriage as declared by our Lord. 


3. “ That inasmuch as the Marriage Service of the Church clearly expresses 
the principle of a lifelong obligation the Church should not allow the use of that 
service in the case of anyone who has a partner still living. 


4. “ That while affirming its adherence to the ancient tradition of the Western 
Church, as stated in the first and second of the above resolutions, this House 
recognises that the actual discipline of particular Christian communions in this 
matter has varied widely from time to time and place to place according to the 
needs or distresses of the moment; and holds that the Church of England is 
competent to enact such discipline of its own in regard to marriage (as in other 
cases) as may from time to time appear most salutary and efficacious. 


5. “ That accordingly, after due consideration of all the factors involved, this 
House maintains that the most salutary form of discipline applicable to the 
circumstances of the day which can be adopted by the Church of England is 
as follows :-— 


Where under the present English law as to divorce and re-marriage two 
persons have contracted a legal marriage during the lifetime of a former partner 
of one of them, the case shall be referred to the bishop, who, after being informed 
of all the circumstances of the case, shall decide (having regard both to the 
preservation of the Church’s witness to the standard of marriage and also to the 
Church’s pastoral care of those who have departed from it) whether and on 
what conditions they, while abiding as husband and wife in a marriage so 
contracted, may be admitted to the sacraments of the Church. 


6. “ That serious consideration should be given to the question of the desira- 
bility of extending the grounds of nullity. 


7. “ (a) That the Table of Kindred and Affinity should be speedily revised. 
“«(b) That the President be requested to take the necessary steps to this end. 


8. “That while convinced that Christ’s principle of a lifelong and exclusive 
personal union provides the only sure ground on which to base the relations of 
man and woman in marriage, and that the Church should therefore commend that 
principle as the true foundation for legislation by the State, this House nevertheless 
recognises that its full legal enactment may not always be possible in a State which 
comprises all sorts and kinds of people, including many who do not accept the 
Christian way of life or the means of grace which the Church offers to its members. 


9. “ That it is urgently desirable that steps should be taken to strengthen the 
safeguards against the methods of collusion and perjury which are at the present 
time not uncommonly employed in seeking to secure decrees of divorce. 


10. “ That this House, recognising that the State law relating to grounds of 
divorce needs amendment, is of opinion that the Church should be ready to give 
consideration to proposals for such amendment, provided that any proposed 
amendment does not tend to make marriage a temporary alliance or to undermine 
the foundations of family life. . 


11. “That it is essential that the rights of the Church in the exercise of its 
ministrations should be fully secured in all legislation with regard to divorce; and 
that in particular the Church should be free (1) to forbid the use of its buildings 
for any marriage when one of the parties has his or her former partner still living ; 
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and (2) to make its own regulations for the admission of such persons to the sacra- 
ments and other privileges of the Church. 


12. “ That the law (Marriage and Registration Act, 1856) which permits the 
use of the Marriage Service after a civil marriage should be amended, and that an 
authorised form of service should be provided by the Church appropriate for the 
religious ceremony after the civil contract; but that such service should not be 
used in the case of any person who has a partner in marriage still living. 


13. “That the clergy of the Church should be encouraged to give regular 
and careful instruction within their parishes, both publicly and privately, on the 
nature of holy matrimony, its responsibilities, and the mutual love and forbearance 
which it requires.” 

Report of the Commission on Church and State. The following motion was passed :— 


(a) “ That this House commends the report of the Commission on Church and 
State to the attention and study of all Church people ; 


(bo) “That this House humbly requests His Grace the President to appoint 
a joint committee of both Houses to consider the so-called interim proposals 
(dealing with a synodical declaration on the meaning of ‘ lawful authority ’ in the 
Declaration of Assent, and with pastoral tribunals) and the proposal affecting the 
appointment of bishops, with power to consult any similar committee of the 
Convocation of Canterbury.” 


The Bishops of Carlisle, Manchester and Wakefield were appointed to represent the 
Upper House on the joint committee asked for in this resolution. 


Joint committee on the Status and the Work of Lay Readers. The Bishop of Ripon 
was appointed to represent the Upper House on this committee. 


LOWER HOUSE. 


New members. The following were introduced to the Prolocutor on taking their 
seats for the first time :—the Archdeacons of Blackburn, Nottingham and Newark, 
Canons E. Jackson, A. B. Parry-Evans and A. E. Smallwood, and the Reverend 
N. H. Fogg. 


Messages from the President. 

(a) The Loyal Address to the Throne in the person of His Majesty King George VI. 
Certain amendments to the Address as referred to the Lower House from the President 
and the Upper House were suggested and ultimately accepted, and the Address was 
finally approved. 


(Lhe Address was presented to His Majesty at Buckingham Palace on Tuesday, 
March 23rd]. 


(6) The canon on the Representation of Cathedral Chapters as agreed on by the 
Lower House at the last group of sessions, having been adopted by the Upper House, 
was finally concurred in by the Lower House. 


(c) Report (No. 427) of the committee of the Lower House on Authority. The 
Lower House was informed that the Upper House had asked His Grace the President 
to appoint a joint committee of both Houses to consider the so-called interim proposals 
(dealing with a synodical declaration on the meaning of lawful authority in the Declara- 
tion of Assent and with pastoral tribunals) and the proposal affecting the appointment 
of bishops, with power to consult with any similar committee of the Convocation 
of Canterbury. 

(d) Report (No. 429) of the Upper House on the Status of Deaconesses. The Lower 
House was informed that the Upper House wished to confer with the Upper House of the 
Convocation of Canterbury before proceeding further with the recommendations 
in this report. 

(c) Report (No. 419) of the joint committee on Holy Matrimony. The Upper House 
having decided on its resolutions on this report, these are printed above. 
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Questions. 

(a) “ Whether Convocation could meet on its first day at 2.30 in the 
afternoon ?”’ 

The Prolocutor undertook to consult with the President informally on the 
matter. 

(6) “ By what authority service books were printed ? ” 

(c) ‘‘ Whether the committee on Convocation Prayers could be constituted 
as a joint committee at this group of sessions in accordance with the resolution 
passed at the last group of sessions ? ” 


The Prolocutor replied that the Upper House would that day appoint its representa- 
tives on this committee. 
(d) “ Whether the report of the committee on Authority had yet been 
considered by the Upper House ? ”’ 


The Prolocutor replied that the matter had been referred to the Upper House. 


Report of the joint committee on the Status and Work of Lay Readers (No. 431). 
The discussion on resolutions 2 and 3 appended to this report was opened by Canon 
J. V. Bullard. It was resolved that they be referred for further consideration to an 
enlarged committee. 


Reports of the Lower House. 


(a) On Convocation Dress (No. 480). The following resolutions, appended to this 
report, were passed :— 


1. “ That the report be received.” 
2. “‘ That this House adopts the regulations regarding dress as laid down in 
this report.” 
3. “ That a copy of these regulations be supplied to all members of this House 
with the Standing Orders.” 
(6) Finance (No. 484). Thereport was received and its recommendations adopted. 


Motions of which notice had been given. 


(a) “That His Grace the President be asked to appoint a committee of this 
House to consider the questions of the methods of the administration of Holy Baptism 
and the qualifications of the duties of sponsors in Infant Baptism, and to report 
thereon.” 


Passed with the addition of the words printed in italics, 


Friday, January 22, 1937. 


(6) “That this House respectfully requests His Grace the President after 
consultation with the Upper House to take steps to introduce a measure into the 
Church Assembly facilitating the revision of the Canon Law of the Church of 
England by the Convocations.” 


Passed. 


The Prolocutor expressed the thanks of'the House to Canon Bullard for his untiring 
work in the study and the exposition of the principles of Canon Law. 


(c) “‘ That this House expresses its sense of the importance and solemnity of 
the recall to religion which has recently been made by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury and urges on the clergy of this province the responsibility for giving such 
over within their parishes as shall best make for effective response to this 
recall.” 


Passed unanimously. 
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(d) “ That this House commends the report of the Archbishops’ Commission 
on the Ministry of Women to the careful study of members of this House and 
respectfully asks His Grace the President to appoint a committee of this House 
to examine the report and make a report to this House as soon as possible.” 


Passed. 
Thursday, May 27, 1937. 
FULL SYNOD. 


The President (a) read His Majesty’s reply to the loyal address to the throne, 
(b) spoke of the effect of the Coronation and its connection with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury’s Re-call to Religion, (c) referred to changes in the membership of the 
Lower House which had taken place since the last group of sessions, and to the appoint- 
ment of an assistant Synodal Secretary, (d) spoke of the suggested change in the hours 
of meeting and (e) referred to the resolutions of the four Houses of the Convocations 
on marriage. 


Reports of Joint Committees. 


(a) On Education (No. 485). With one emendation, the report was presented. 

(6) On Convocation Prayers (No. 436). The report was received, and other motions 
appended to it were referred to the consideration of the Houses sitting separately. 

(c) On the Status and Work of Lay Readers (No. 487). The report was received, 
and a motion appended to it :— 


“That Convocation puts on record its high appreciation of the valuable work 
which is being done in the Church by readers.” 


was passed without debate. 


Promulgation of a Canon. The promulgation of the canon on the representation 
of Cathedral Chapters in Convocation was proposed by His Grace the President and 
seconded by the Prolocutor, and the canon was signed. 

His Grace the President and their Lordships of the Upper House then withdrew 
to the Bishops’ Chamber. 


UPPER HOUSE. 


Report of the Joint Committee on Education (No. 435). The report was received 
without discussion. 


Report of the Joint Committee on Convocation Prayers (No. 4386). The House 
accepted :— 
(a) The proposition :— 
“That in the final print of the Convocation Prayers est be substituted for ert 
in the last line but two in the Oratio, page 12.” 
(6) The proposition :— 
“ That this House would prefer that no additional prayers should be added.” 
The following appended resolutions were also carried :— 

“That the litany appended to this report be adopted as the form to be used 
at the opening of Convocation on those occasions on which the litany in Latin 
is wont to be said.” 

“ That 500 copies of this litany be printed and that they be on sale to members 
of Convocation at the cost of one shilling per copy.” 

“ That when occasions arise on which, in the opinion of His Grace the President, 
prayers ought to be offered in circumstances which are not contemplated in the 
petitions of the litany as recommended, His Grace the President appoint special 
prayers to be said in English.” 

An appended resolution :— 

“ That during the recital of the litany the members of Convocation should stand.” 

was not accepted. 
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Report of the Joint Committee on the Status and Work of Lay Readers (No. 4387). 
Consideration of the report was postponed until it had been debated in the Lower 
House. 


Convocation Dress. The regulations regarding dress, as laid down in the report 
approved by the Lower House, were accepted. 


Revision of the Canons. The resolution of the Lower House :— 


“That this House respectfully requests His Grace the President, after con- 
sultation with the Upper House, to take steps to introduce a measure into the 
Church Assembly facilitating the revision of the Canon Law of the Church of 
England by the Conyocations.” 


was brought to their. Lordships’ notice by the President, and it was agreed that he 
should consult with the President of the Convocation of Canterbury. 


The Ministry of Women. The following motion was carried :— 


“That His Grace the President be asked to appoint a joint committee to con- 
sider the resolutions regarding the Status and Functions of Deaconesses passed 
by the Upper Houses of the Convocations of Canterbury and York at their 
sessions held in January, 1937, with a view (a) to arranging for their consideration 
by the Lower House, and (b) to securing for such recommendations concerning 
these matters as may in due course be approved by the Convocations such canonical 
and legal sanctions as may prove to be necessary ; with power to confer with any 
Committee appointed by the President of the Convocation of Canterbury for a 
like purpose.” 

The Bishops of Manchester, Southwell and Blackburn were appointed to serve on 
the committee. 


The Church and Youth. The following motion was carried :— 


“That the contents of the report of the Social and Industrial Commission of 
the Church Assembly on the Church and Youth concerning (a) baptism (con- 
ditions, preparation, form of service), (b) choristers (duties, after-care) call for 
careful consideration, and that His Grace the President be asked to appoint a 
joint committee to report upon them, with power to confer with any committee 
of the Convocation of Canterbury appointed for a like purpose.” 


The Bishops of Bradford and Chester were appointed to serve on this committee. 
Petition. The Bishop of Bradford presented a petition from Clergy of the Northern 


Province regarding the admission of divorced and re-married people to the sacraments 
of the Church. 


LOWER HOUSE. 


The following new members were introduced to the Prolocutor on taking their 
seats for the first time :—The Provost of Wakefield and Canon C, Leeper. 


Appointment of assistant Synodal Secretary. The Prolocutor introduced the Rev. 
H. R. Wilson who had been appointed by His Grace the President. 


Questions. 


(a) Whether the assistant Synodal Secretary would inevitably succeed to the 
position of Synodal Secretary? 


The Prolocutor said this was a matter for His Grace the President. 
(b) “ What body really owned and was responsible for St. William’s College?” 


(c) “* Whether the House was to discuss His Grace the President’s recommendation 
about the method of dealing with the marriage question? ” 


The Prolocutor replied that the President had merely made a statement. 


(d) ‘“‘ Whether the House would have any opportunity of emphasising the suggestion 
made about Prayers? ” 
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The Prolocutor replied that the point would be brought up during the discussion 
of the report. 


The Coronation of His Majesty King George VI. The Prolocutor reported that he 
had been invited to represent the Convocation at the Coronation. 


Reports of the Joint Committees. 
(a) On Education (No. 485). The report, as altered in Full Synod, was received. 


Permission was given to the committee to issue a memorandum on its own authority 
and to distribute it to all the members of the House. 


This memorandum on the Anson By-law was circulated in August, 1937. 


(6) On Convocation Prayers (No. 486). Resolution 2 of the report was passed in 
an amended form as follows :— 
“That the Litany appended to this report be adopted as the form to be used 
at the opening of Convocation on those occasions on which the litany in Latin 
is to be said or sung.” 


The House accepted a suggestion that the Prolocutor should consult with the 
President about the singing of the litany. 


Resolution 3 was accepted by the House. 


“That five-hundred copies of this litany be printed, and that they be on sale 
to members of Convocation at the cost of one shilling per copy.” 


Resolution 4 was withdrawn, and Resolution 5 was not accepted. 


(c) Report on the Status and Work of Lay Readers (No. 487). Resolutions 3, 4, 
7 and 8 were carried :— 

“That, whatever the historical precedents may be, this Convocation is of 
opinion that it is not desirable to formulate a canon declaring the reader to be a 
member of a permanent minor order in the Church of England to-day.” 

“That a canon defining the office of reader be incorporated in any fresh revision 
of the canons.” 

“That the standard regulations for readers be submitted to this Convocation 
for approval and for general acceptance in the Dioceses.” 

“That a conference be arranged with the joint committee of the Convocation 
of Canterbury in order to arrive at common agreement.” 


Resolution 5 was amended and carried in the following form :— 
“That it is desirable that an authorised form of service for the admission of 
lay readers be used in all the Dioceses.” 
On Resolution 6 the House accepted a motion “ that the question be not now put.” 
(d) The Church and Youth. The following motion was passed :— 


“That His Grace the President be requested to appoint a joint committee of 
this Convocation to make recommendations based on the report of the Social 
and Industrial Commission of the Church Assembly on ‘ The Church and Youth ’ 
(C.A. 553, pages 8-10, and 19-20) in regard to :—(a) Baptism (conditions, pre- 
paration, form of service), and (b) choristers (duties, after-care).” 


It was agreed that the existing committee on Baptism should be merged in the 
joint committee. 

Motion of which notice had been given by Canon A. G. Bernard, seconded by the 
Rev. G. R. Lindsay :— 


“That this House would welcome a revision of the Prayer Book, under the 
provisions of the Enabling Act, that would comprise uncontroversial enrichments 
and would relieve the conscientious scruples of the clergy.” 


The debate was adjourned to the next group of sessions. 
Prorogation. The Prolocutor prorogued until Wednesday, January 19, 1938. 


The Lambeth Conference 


THE nature and status of the Anglican Communion may be described 
in the following terms, taken from a Resolution adopted by the 
Lambeth Conference of 1930. 


«* The Anglican Communion is a fellowship, within the One Holy Catholic and 
Apostolic Church, of those duly constituted Dioceses, Provinces or Regional 
Churches in communion with the See of Canterbury, which have the following 
characteristics in common :— 


(a) they uphold and propagate the Catholic and Apostolic faith and order as 
they are generally set forth in the Book of Common Prayer as authorised in 
their several Churches ; 

(6) they are particular or natiorial Churches, and, as such, promote within each 
of their territories a national expression of Christian faith, life and worship ; 
and 

(c) they are bound together not by a central legislative and executive authority, 
but by mutual loyalty sustained through the common counsel of the 
Bishops in conference.” 


ce 


Opportunities for such “common counsel” are provided by the 
Lambeth Conferences which meet from time to time within the walls 
of Lambeth Palace, the official residence of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. The origin of these Episcopal gatherings is not without 
interest. 


The first Lambeth Conference arose out of a resolution passed 
in 1865 at a meeting of the Provincial Synod of the Canadian Church, 
urging that means should be adopted “ by which the members of our 
Anglican Communion in all quarters of the world should have a share 
in the deliberations for her welfare.” The terms of this resolution hay- 
ing been communicated to Archbishop Longley of Canterbury, His 
Grace raised the matter in Convocation, and in spite of the grave 
misgivings of some of his Episcopal Brethren, including the Archbishop 
of York, eventually decided to summon a gathering “ of the Bishops in 
visible Communion with the united Church of England and Ireland ” 
to be held at Lambeth Palace. Out of 144 Bishops who received an 
invitation, 76 accepted—of these, 18 were from England and Wales, 
19 from America and the remainder from Ireland, Scotland and the 
Colonies. Among the absentees were (besides the Archbishop of York), 
the Bishop of Durham and certain other English Diocesans whose 
apprehensions with regard to so dangerous an innovation were not 
allayed by assurances from the Archbishop of Canterbury that it was not 
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contemplated that the Conference “ should assume the functions of a 
General Synod ” or take upon itself “ to enact canons.” 

The full Conference lasted only four days. September 24-28, 
1867. In the course of his opening speech, Archbishop Longley was 
careful to explain the limited scope of their deliberations. “ We 
merely purpose,” he said, “to discuss matters of practical interest, 
and pronounce what we deem expedient in resolutions which may serve 
as safe guides to future action.” 

When the second Lambeth Conference met in July 1878, Arch- 
bishop Tait had already been at paims to assure Convocation that he 
agreed with the limitations imposed by his predecessor. He stated 
emphatically that it was not proposed “that questions of doctrine 
should be submitted for interpretation in any future Lambeth Con- 
ference, any more than they were at the previous Lambeth Conference.” 

All subsequent Lambeth Conferences have followed the general 
lines laid down by Archbishops Longley and Tait. The size of the 
Conference has increased with the lapse of years, as the figures given 
below will show. The volume of work undertaken has grown to 
formidable dimensions. The time devoted to the consideration of the 
agenda has been extended to some six weeks. But the character of the 
Conferences has remained unchanged. The Lambeth Conference is 
to-day, as it was in 1867, a purely deliberative body, meeting in private, 
without either synodical authority or legislative powers. The decisions 
at which the Conference arrives are recorded in a series of resolutions 
based upon the Reports of the various Committees—but those resolu- 
tions are expressions of opinion, and not authoritative decisions binding 
upon the consciences of Anglican Churchmen. At the same time, 
expressions of opinion arrived at after prolonged consideration by a 
majority of the Bishops of the whole Anglican Communion gathered 
from all quarters of the globe must necessarily carry great weight, and 
many of the resolutions passed by successive Conferences have in fact 
exercised a profound influence far beyond the borders of the Crea 
in communion with the See of Canterbury. 

Reference has been made above to the Reports of eae 
These Committees are a most important feature of the Conference— 
they consist of a selected number of Bishops to whom is entrusted the 
detailed consideration of the main subjects on the agenda. At the 
last Lambeth Conference, for example, there were six Committees, 
which dealt respectively with the following subjects: The Christian 
Doctrine of God; The Life and Witness of the Christian Community ; 
The Unity of the Church; The Anglican Communion; The Ministry 
of the Church; and Youth and its Vocation. 

The Report of each Committee, for the contents of which that Com- 
mittee is alone responsible, is laid before the whole Conference, and the 
recommendations of the Committee form the basis of the Lambeth 
Conference Resolutions. Not a few of these Reports are documents 
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of lasting value and of far-reaching importance—as, for example, the 
Appeal to all Christian People incorporated in the Report of the Com- 
mittee on Reunion in 1920 and adopted by the whole Conference, or the 
statement of the Christian Doctrine of God presented to the Conference 
of 1930. 

It may be of interest to show in statistical form the number of 
Bishops attending each of the seven Conferences held hitherto. These 
figures give an indication of the remarkable growth of the Anglican 
Communion during the course of the past seventy years.

During the intervals between the successive Conferences, Com- 
mittees of Churchmen are sometimes appointed by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, at the request of the Conference, to consider special 
questions, such as relations with the Eastern Orthodox Church, the 
Old Catholics, the Church of Scotland, the English Free Churches, the 
Church of Finland and the Moravians. 

Further, the Archbishop of Canterbury is in the habit of summoning 
at intervals, as occasion may demand, the Consultative Body of the 
Lambeth Conference, which acts as a kind of Continuation Committee 
of the Conference, without executive or administrative power. 

This Body consists of not less than eighteen members, “ appointed 
to represent the Lambeth Conference by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
with due regard to regional requirements, after consultation with the 
Metropolitans and Presiding Bishops.” 

Its duties are: (1) To carry on the work left to it by the preceding 
Conference; (2) To assist the Archbishop of Canterbury in the prepar- 
ation of the business of the ensuing Conference; (3) To deal with 
matters referred to the Archbishop of Canterbury on which he requests 
its ald; and (4) To deal (so far as it is competent to do so) with matters 
referred to it by any Bishop or group of Bishops of the Anglican 
Communion. 

The fact that the Lambeth Conferences are held at the official 
residence of the Archbishop of Canterbury is an indication of the 
primacy of honour accorded to the Archiepiscopal See of Canterbury by 
Anglicans throughout the world. 

The occupant of the throne of St. Augustine stands to the world- 
wide Anglican Communion in a relation not unlike that of His Majesty 
King George VI to the world-wide British Commonwealth. 
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It has been truly said that the British Monarchy is “ the keystone 
of the Imperial Arch.”” The same might be said with certain obvious 
differences of the position which the Archbishopric of Canterbury 
occupies in the structure of the Anglican Communion. As Canterbury 
Cathedral may justly claim to be the Mother Church of the Anglican 
Communion, so Lambeth Palace may be said to be its home. Thither 
once every ten years Bishops come from every part of the world to be 
welcomed by the Archbishop of Canterbury as members of one family, 
and to take counsel together as inheritors of a common tradition.

Acting Secretary—Mr. J. D. Walker, M.B.E. - 
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Tue Constitution of the Board, framed in June 1914, was altered by licence 
of the Board of Trade after special resolutions passed on August 31, confirmed 
on September 15, 1921, and ratified by the Board of Trade so as to secure to the 
Church Assembly the control of this central organisation. The first meeting of 
the new Board was held on September 16, 1921. 


Constitution of the Board.—Thus altered, the membership of the Board 
consists of :— 

Presidents: The Archbishops of Canterbury and York. 

One Chairman, appointed by the Assembly. 

One representative of each Diocese—forty-three—in England, elected from 
the members of the Assembly in the manner set forth below. 

Five members, nominated by the two Archbishops jointly. 

Ten members, nominated by the Standing Committee of the Church 
Assembly. 


(Norz.—Nominated and co-opted members need not necessarily be members 
of the Assembly, and may be Clerical or Lay.) 


The Chairman of the Board is always a Lay member of the Assembly, and 
is appointed directly by it. 

The representative of each Diocese may be a member of any of the three 
Houses of the Assembly, and is elected by all the members of the Assembly who 
belong to that Diocese. No member of the Assembly can take part in the election 
of the representative of any Diocese except his or her own. 


The Duties of the Board are :— 


To carry out the instructions of the Church Assembly. 

To raise and administer the Central Church Fund. 

To hold property. 

To present an annual report and budget to the Church Assembly. 

To administer the votes voted by the Church Assembly. 

To co-ordinate the work of existing central organisations raising and 
administering central funds. 


It should be noted that the whole of the Church Assembly Budget is 
apportioned on to the Dioceses who accept responsibility for raising the 
amount, but by a Resolution of the Assembly passed at the summer session, 
1922, contributions may also be sent direct to the Central Board for the 
Central Church Fund (q.v.). Any so forwarded should be addressed to The 
Secretary, Central Board of Finance, Church House, 2 Little Smith St., West- 
minster, S.W. 1. 


The Central Church Fund.—This Fund was established before the Church 
Assembly was constituted, and the subsequent establishment of the Assembly 
has not affected it. For adequate legal reasons it still remains under the control 
and at the discretion of the Central Board of Finance. It was called the Central 
Church Fund, for which in the years 1918 and 1919 a general appeal was issued, 
based upon a carefully considered statement of the home needs of the Church of 
England at that time. A considerable proportion of the amount received was 
expended upon the training of candidates for Holy Orders; upon grants for the 
increase of clerical stipends in the days of acute difficulty at the conclusion of the 
War; wu the renoyation of the Theological College buildings and upon the 
Church Training Colleges for Teachers. 

The residue was invested partly in accordance with the expressed wishes of 
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the donors of large gifts, or partly as representing the view of the Central Board 
of Finance of the proportion which ought to be capitalised in satisfaction of the 
terms of the appeal. From the date of the appeal onwards all legacies, whether 
for the Central Church Fund or for any special trust, as well as a proportion of all 
donations of large amount, have been invested and added to the capital sum. 
The income is at the disposal of the Central Board subject to the observance of 
any trusts declared or implied. 


The Church Assembly Fund.—On the establishment of the Church Assembly 
and the passing of the Church of England (Powers) Act, which conferred upon it 
certain statutory powers and functions, it was arranged that the constitution 
of the Central Board of Finance should be altered so as to allow it to become the 
Financial Executive of the Assembly. The tentative steps which it had taken 
towards raising an annual income by apportionment of Dioceses were developed. 
Gradually all the Diocesan Conferences accepted wholly or partially the measure 
of responsibility which the Church Assembly devolved upon them, and each 
year since 1920 has shown a gradual increase of income from this source, and a 
growing sense of financial loyalty to the Church Assembly. 

Under this procedure the Central Board of Finance presents a Budget to the 
Assembly at its Summer Session each year with a Scheme of Apportionment. 
When approved this is considered by the Diocesan Conferences at their Autumn 
Sessions, and the sum asked from each Diocese is in most instances added to its 
Diocesan Budget. The parishes of the Dioceses are asked in most cases to con- 
tribute a single quota towards the amount required. 

It should be noted, therefore, that the Assembly controls directly the Church 
Assembly Fund, but does not so control the Central Church Fund. Nevertheless, 
since the Central Board of Finance is elected by members of the Assembly from 
their own number, the administration of the Central Church Fund is closely 
associated in practice if not in theory with the Church Assembly Fund, as is shown 
by the fact that for some years nearly all the balance of income of the Central 
Church Fund was transferred yearly for the benefit of Church Assembly work. 
In this way the deficiency on the Church Assembly Fund, which otherwise would 
have been extremely serious, has now been extinguished. 

The difference between the position of the two Funds will be readily under- 
stood by those accustomed to parochial administration, when they remember 
that the Parochial Church Council does not control the income of trusts which were 
in existence before the Parochial Church Council was established. It manages 
only such monies as it raises or receives from Church people. ‘The administration 
of trust funds continues as in the days, and by the same trustees as, before the 
establishment of the Parochial Church Council. Like circumstances govern the 
Central Church Fund, a trust fund with the establishment of which the Church 
Assembly was not concerned. 


Church Assembly Overseas Fund.—This Fund was established in 1926 by the 
Missionary Council, with the co-operation and assent of the Missionary Societies, 
for the purpose of receiving and applying the donations which had been sent in 
response to the World Call. The Central Board of Finance agreed to manage the 
Fund. When this Fund was opened it was decided that 95 per cent. of the 
proceeds should be distributed among the Missionary Societies, and Diocesan 
Missionary Associations in proportion to their income, and that 5 per cent. should 
be retained for allocation at the discretion of the Missionary Council. In fe 
it was decided that the 5 per cent. should be increased to a maximum of 25 
cent. in order that the Missionary Council might have funds at its disposal for 
contribution to objects which are closely connected with the Missionary work of 
the Church, but which are not recognised as the concern of any particular Society. 
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As the Council has been able to contribute to such objects from other funds at 
its disposal, it has been decided that the whole amount contributed to this Fund 
shall be distributed among the Societies, recognised by the Missionary Council, 
on the basis of the current representation of those Societies on the Council. The 
following sums have been distributed since the inception of the Fund :—

Committees.—The Board has the power to appoint its own Committees. 
Its administrative and general work is carried on by Standing Committees : 
Finance, Southern Organisation, Northern Organisation, University Hostels, 
Legal, Trusts, Prayer Book Copyright, Investments, Church Training Colleges, 
Maintenance and Lay Workers’ Pensions. Special Committees are appointed as 
and when required. 


WORK OF THE BOARD IN 1937. 


Central Loan Fund.—The establishment of this Fund was officially authorised 
by the Assembly at the Summer Session of 1931. Asa result of negotiations with 
the Board’s Bankers the Central Board has obtained credit facilities of 500,000/., 
and in January 1937 the Dioceses were informed that the Board was prepared to 
receive applications for loans up to that amount. 

The Dioceses are not to be charged interest on the loans made, but are to be 

‘ asked to repay the capital sum borrowed in as short a time as possible and in any 
case in not longer than 20 years. By the provisions of the Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners (Powers) Measure 1936, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners are able to 
make a grant of up to 10,000/. a year to the Central Board for 20 years to be set 
against the interest charged by the Bank on the money advanced to the Board 
for the purposes of the Loan Fund. In the Budget of the Church Assembly there 
are two votes of 2,500I. each, the first being a first charge on the Church Assembly 
Fund. The Central Board of Finance has also agreed to make a yearly grant 
from the income of the Central Church Fund. These sums, in addition to the 
grants from the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, secure the payment of the necessary 
interest charges and will also enable the Board to build up a reserve. 


Archbishops’ Tithe Compensation Fund.—In 1936 the Archbishops requested 
the Board to organise an appeal for the Archbishops’ Tithe Compensation Fund. 
The appeal was made in the name of the two Archbishops to all tithe payers of ll. 
and upwards that they should contribute to a central fund the difference between 
the original rates payable under the Tithe Act of 1925 and the rates payable 
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under the new Act of 1936. The appeal was carried out during the latter part of 
1936 and was continued in 1937. 


Maintenance Committee.—The wider aspects of the question of Clergy Main- 
tenance caused by the serious loss in clerical income due to the operation of the 
Tithe Act of 1936 received the serious consideration of the Board. In con- 
sequence the Board has decided to establish a committee called the Maintenance 
Committee. The duties of this committee are, subject to the control of the 
Board, to co-operate with (a) the Queen Victoria Clergy Fund in the admini- 
stration of monies available for increasing the stipends of the beneficed clergymen 
and (b) with any other society for the increasing of the stipends of the unbene- 
ficed clergymen. The committee is also to take any steps to add to Diocesan 
efforts in general, and in particular to replace deficiencies caused by the operation 
of the Tithe Act of 1936. Furthermore, the Committee is to initiate any other 
steps necessary to secure adequate stipends for all clergymen. 


Church Assembly Budget.—The Budget for 1938 (see p. 260) was prepared 
by the Central Board of Finance in consultation with the various Departments 
concerned. Before, however, it was finally approved by the Board for presenta- 
tion to the Church Assembly, it was discussed at the Annual Conference of Chair- 
men and Secretaries of Diocesan Boards of Finance. This Conference is held 
each year and affords an opportunity for the Board to ascertain the views of the 
officials of the Diocesan Boards, upon whom rests the responsibility of raising the 
amount required by the Church Assembly. These Conferences, however, are 
only advisory, but they are of value not only because the Central Board can learn 
what is the Diocesan opinion as to the work which should be undertaken by the 
Assembly, and the likelihood of the Dioceses being able to finance that work, 
but also it gives an opportunity for the discussion of difficulties or misunder- 
standings, and for the elucidation of questions by those officials of the Assembly 
who are responsible for the various Departments. At the Conference held on 
April 6th, 1937, the Budget for 1938 and other matters were discussed. It was 
agreed that the total of the Budget should be retained at 145,0007. Consequently, 
the Central Board presented the Budget at the Summer Session of the Church 
Assembly, which included the following items of work :— 


(A) The Church Assembly Organisation: (including the Assembly and 
its Committees, the Convocations, the Central Board of Finance 


and its Committees, the Central Advisory Council of Training for . 


the Ministry, the Missionary Council, the Press and Publications 
Board, the Legal Board, and Statistical Returns of Parochial Work, 
and a grant to the Lambeth Conference of 1940). 

(B) Pensions for the Clergy: The Annual Contribution required for the 
Clergy Pension Scheme. 

(C) Religious Education: (a) amount required for the Sinking Fund and 
interest on the debentures of the Church Training Colleges Capital 
Fund, (6) the amount required for capital grants for Colleges, 
(c) subventions for Hostels in Modern Universities, and (d) a grant 
to help the Central Council of the Church of England for Religious 
Education. 

(D) (i) Special Commissions and Committees: In this section are included 
the Archbishops’ Committee for Lausanne Conference on Faith and 
Order, Christian Social Council, Archbishops’ Doctrinal Commission, 
Continuation Committee of the Stockholm Conference, Church of 
England Council on Foreign Relations, Council for the Church on 
the High Seas.

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(ii) Central Commissions and Boards: recognised by the Church 
Assembly, including the Advisory Board for Moral Welfare, Central 
Council for Women’s Church Work, Central Readers’ Board, 
aa Advisory Council for the Spiritual Care of the Deaf and 

rum b. 

(#) Central Loan Fund: 7,500/. has been included in the estimates as a 
contribution towards the Central Loan Fund, but this estimate in 
1938 has been divided into two parts, 2,500/. being included among 
the first charges on the Budget. 

(F) Training for the Ministry: Central Candidates. It is proposed that 
the monies used be for the complete financing of a certain number 
of Central Candidates, and that the Dioceses should be left entirely 
without central assistance to select and train their Candidates. 
The Central Candidates will thus form a pool, from which men may 
be expected to be drawn for Dioceses who are not able to train all 
those whom they require. 

(G) Central Council for the Care of Churches. 

(H) Maintenance of Assistant Clergy: ‘The number of men ordained has 
shown a satisfactory increase, and recently it has been asserted that 
the supply exceeds the demand. It only exceeds the demand in 
the sense that many large parishes are unable to provide the stipends 
required for the assistant Clergy. There are industrial areas with 
parishes whose population is over 10,000, where only one Clergyman 
is at work. It is suggested that the Assembly should, through 
normal channels of Church administration, undertake the payment 
of a certain number of Clergy for not less than three years in order 
to help the Dioceses to remedy this state of affairs. The Dioceses 
which have this problem to solve are the very Dioceses whose needs 
in other directions are also very great. 

Tt should be noted that the Board was able to make agrant of 
1,800/. from monies received from the Church Assembly Fund in 
1936 for this purpose. 
(1) Pensions for Widows and Dependants of Clergy and for Lay Workers, 
(J) Dioceses with Special Needs. 


The Budget was approved by the Church Assembly. 


Apportionment.—The total amount of the Budget was by Resolution of the 
Assembly apportioned on to the Dioceses in accordance with the scheme of 
apportionment adopted by the Assembly at the Summer Session of 1921. 

The scheme referred to, which was adopted in 1921, is based on :— 


(i) Population. 
(ii) Easter Communicants. 
(iii) The total monies actually raised in the preceding year per individual 
for all Church purposes in the Dioceses respectively. 


On the creation of the new Dioceses it was found that this system imposed 
upon them an apportionment which it would be difficult for them to meet in 
their preliminary stages of organisation, and in 1930 it was agreed to spread the 
increase in the apportionments of divided Dioceses over a period of five years. 

At the Summer Session, 1931, the Assembly agreed that the Diocesan 
apportionments for 1931 (C.A.F. 75) should remain unchanged until 1933, and 
thereafter be reviewed every third year, the calculations to be based on the figures 
of three years preceding that review. Owing, however, to the impossibility of 
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obtaining the revised census figures of the Ecclesiastical areas until the end of 
1933, the Assembly agreed to retain the apportionment for 1933 for 1934. The 
census figures were available at the beginning of 1934 and the apportionments 
for 1935 were based upon the revised population figures. At the same time 
opportunity was taken to use the up-to-date figures for Easter communicants and 
contributions. The Central Board of Finance appointed a Committee to 
examine once again the whole question of the Diocesan apportionments of the 
Church Assembly Fund, with a view to investigating the various criticisms which 
have been raised regarding the present basis of apportionment. The Committee 
has now reported and as a result it has been decided not to change the present 
method of apportionment, but consideration is being given as to how special 
difficulties arising out of the present system can best be met. Pending further 
investigations of this problem the apportionments for 1936 were retained for 1938. 


TRAINING. 


Need of Clergy.—The supply of candidates for the Ministry is still below the 
demand, and, as shown by the ordination statistics printed elsewhere, the question 
of an adequate supply of clergy is still serious. This question has had the constant 
attention of the Central Advisory Council of Training and the Central Board of 
Finance, and on May 27, 1932, a Conference was held between the members of 
these two bodies and representatives appointed by the Diocesan Bishops. 

As a result of this Conference it was decided that no further appeal for Sponsors 
should be made through The Times. Certain proposals were also put forward 
for consideration by the Central Advisory Council of Training and the Central 
Board of Finance. The object of these proposals was to secure closer co-operation 
between the centre and the Diocesan Training Committees not only in the 
administration of funds but also in the securing and supervision of candidates. 
The proposals contained several departures from existing policy, the most 
important being, (1) that the candidates should be graded into categories and 
arranged in two sections, Central and Diocesan. Where a Diocese is unable to 
assist a candidate, his training should not be undertaken centrally if there were 
central candidates of a higher grade to be provided for, and vice versa; (2) that 
candidates helped by the Assembly should undertake to serve for three years 
after Ordination in places selected for them by C.A.C.T.M.; (3) that some part 
of the assistance given to candidates should be by way of loan to be repaid by 
the candidate over a period of five years from ordination to priesthood. These 
proposals are to be considered by Diocesan Training Committees. One of the 
results of these proposals is shown in vote F of the Church Assembly Budget for 
Training of Central Candidates (see above). 

Training for the Ministry Fund.—Although it was decided in 1932 that there 
should be no further public appeal for sponsors, nevertheless through the renewed 
generosity of some of those who had answered the appeal and the contributions 
of those who had been helped from successive funds to assist additional candidates, 
the total received during 1936, including promises, was 3,6301. 6s. 3d. An appeal 
was also made to those Ordinands who had received assistance from the Board, 
and 336/. 2s. was received from this source during 1936. Up to the time of going 
to press 104/. 12s. has been received during 1937 from the same source. 

On the advice of the Board’s auditors it was decided to create, as from the 
beginning of 1934, a Training for the Ministry Fund to include all transactions 
in connection with the distribution of the funds relating to training. The follow- 
ing table, however, is of interest, showing the results arising from the original 
appeal for sponsors :—

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 


The great task of the Central Board of seeing that the 26 Church Training 
Colleges for Teachers in Primary Schools were made efficient in finance and 
equipment is being energetically prosecuted. 

The Board’s first work was to establish a system of annual maintenance 
grants by which the annual finances of the Colleges were strengthened, until 
the normal state of every College to-day is that it is free from debt and has a 
sufficiency of funds to develop its work. The Central Board has also endeavoured 
to help the Colleges by sending its own auditors to examine the College accounts 
and to make recommendations as to economical administration. These visits 
were very generally welcomed, and many of the suggestions made have been 
adopted. 

The Board then found it necessary to turn its attention to the buildings of 
the Colleges, which were in urgent need of reconditioning, if their efficiency and 
influence were to be maintained. Exhaustive inquiries were made into the 
needs of capital expenditure of every College, and they were found to amount to 
not less than 500,000/. during the next 10 years. At the Autumn Session of the 
Assembly in 1930 a Measure was passed empowering the Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners to make loans to the Central Board of Finance up to a total of 500,0001. 
for the purpose of capital expenditure upon the Colleges. The Measure received 
Royal Assent on March 27, 1931, and the Scheme was regarded as effectively 
launched. The Central Board of Finance thereupon entered upon separate 
negotiations with every Training College which required a loan with a view to 
contracting agreements to secure interest and repayment. Unfortunately when 
only a part of this programme had been undertaken the financial crisis of August 
1931 arose, and the Board had to reconsider its position. It was decided, there- 
fore, that no further commitments for financial assistance towards extensions 
and developments could be authorised. The position, therefore, at the end of 
1932 was as follows :—Six colleges had completed their schemes of rebuilding or 
enlargement—Birmingham ; Bishop’s Stortford ; Chichester ; Ripon ; Tottenham ; 
Winchester; eight colleges had partly completed their schemes—Brighton ; 
Cheltenham, St. Mary; Durham, Bede; Durham, St. Hild; Kennington; 
Norwich; Truro; York. Under the stress of national economy the Board of 
Education reduced the number of students in the Church of England Training 
Colleges by 700, and this reduction has diminished the gross income of these 
colleges, by the loss of grants and fees, by approximately 70,0001, per annum. 
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This serious decline in income could be met in part by savings of about 30,000/. 
by consequent smaller expenditure due to the reduction in numbers of students. 
The Board of Supervision for Church Training Colleges proposed to meet this . 
situation by a scheme of concentration involving the closing of three colleges. 
When, however, the proposal came before the Church Assembly for ratification 
at the Spring Session of 1933, it was decided to postpone for twelve months the 
closing of any Church Training Colleges with a view to the policy of concentration 
being reconsidered and for the exploration of all possible alternatives. The 
Board of Supervision therefore appointed a special Committee of Enquiry to 
investigate the whole question. The announcement at this juncture of a further 
cut in numbers of 8 per cent. to take effect in 1934-5 made the situation even 
more serious. The Report. of the Committee of Enquiry, together with the Board 
of Supervision’s Report thereon, was presented to the Assembly at the Spring 
Session, 1934. It propounded two alternative policies : (a) concentration involving 
the closing of certain Colleges, and (b) the maintenance of all Colleges by the 
establishment of a central pool; and recommended the latter. In receiving the 
Report the Church Assembly resolved : to urge the Governing Bodies of all Church 
Colleges to raise their fees and to co-operate fully and without reservation in the 
scheme for a General Pool which the Report proposed; and to desire the Board 
of Supervision to make arrangements to ensure if possible that no Colleges were 
closed in the ensuing three years. A Scheme for a Common Fund was accord- 
ingly prepared by the Board of Supervision in consultation with the General 
Council of Church Training Colleges, and was applied in the years 1934-5, 1935-6, 
and 1936-7, during which period no loans were made under the Hcclesiastical 
Commissioners (Loans) Measure and no scheme for expenditure on new or 
additional buildings was undertaken by any College without consulting the 
Board of Supervision. Contributions to the Common Fund during 1936 amounted 
to 16,890/. 15s. and grants to Colleges amounting to 8,086/. Is. 3d. were made in 
respect of 1935-6. 

On the winding-up of the Common Fund the future of the Training Colleges 
has had to be taken into consideration. Certain proposals for concentration 
involving the closing of two or three colleges have been considered by the Board of 
Supervision and these proposals were placed before the Church Assembly at 
their Autumn Session. 

The third portion of the work undertaken by the Central Board for the 
Training Colleges is completed. It was framed by the Church Training Colleges 
Capital Fund, and consisted of amalgamating the Colleges of St. Mark, Chelsea,” 
and St. J ohn, Battersea, and of rebuilding ‘* Whiteland’s” and * ‘Warrington. a 
A new block of buildings at St. Mark’s was completed in 1927, and there the two 
amalgamated Colleges carry on their work. Whiteland’s College, Putney, was 
completed in 1930, and opened by Her Majesty Queen Mary on June 1, 1931. 
Warrington College, Liverpool, was opened by the Marchioness of Salisbury on 
May 31, 1930. A lease has been granted by the Central Board of Finance to the 
National Society in respect of Whiteland’s College, and to the Council of the 
College in respect of Warrington. 

A debenture issue of 360,000/. was launched to defray the cost of this large 
undertaking, and the total debentures issued amounted to 318,000/. The 
Board is now engaged in redeeming the debentures and 127,400/. has so far been 
redeemed. 


Hostels in Modern Universities.—The work of the Central Board in establishing 
Hostels in the modern Universities has been welcomed everywhere by the Senates 
with cordial approval. A Special Committee of the Board manages this work. 

London University: King’s College. In 1920 an application was received for 
a grant towards the Hostel Building Fund of the College and on the recom- 
mendation of the Advisory Committee on Religious Education a grant of 
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1,000/. was voted to be paid by pro rata instalments as the fund was raised from 
other sources. These conditions have been fulfilled and the grant was paid in 
four instalments of 250]. each, the last being made in 1931. 

New Church Hostel for the University. The Central Board has, for the ik 
three years, been considering plans whereby it would be possible to provide for a 
Church Hostel in the London University. As a result of its investigations the 
Central Board, acting in conjunction with the Central Council for Religious 
Education, has decided to undertake the responsibility of providing a Hostel 
for 210 women students, both post-graduate and undergraduate, It is hoped 
that it will be possible to open the Hostel in September, 1938. 

Manchester. The Hostel at Manchester University, known as St. Anselm, 
was originally intended, under the name of Brassey Hall, to provide residential 
accommodation and tutorial supervision for the Service Candidates at the 
University. In 1921 arrangements were made to incorporate Brassey. Hall with 
St. Anselm, which was then the Diocesan Hostel in Manchester University, and 
the new Hostel, under the name of St, Anselm, was placed under the government 
and administration of a Council, upon which were representatives of the Church 
Assembly and the University. In all matters, however, relating to finance and 
the disposal of property the Central Board of Finance has control. 

In 1926 the Central Board of Finance found it necessary to increase the 
accommodation so as to provide for 32 men with the Resident Warden and 
Tutor. The premises were further enlarged during 1926 and in 1932. During 
that year it was decided to place the Hall on a self-supporting basis with the 
Central Board no longer financially responsible but occupying only the position 
of Founder. The Hall has therefore been incorporated under the Companies 
Acts and the new Governing Body includes representatives of the Dioceses of 
Manchester, Blackburn, Chester and Carlisle, the University of Manchester and 
the Central Board of Finance. The buildings of the Hall are leased by the Central 
Board of Finance to the new Governing Body. It is a matter of satisfaction that 
the Central Board has thus been able to establish this Hostel on a satisfactory 
basis. 

Sheffield. In 1921, on the advice of the Advisory Committee of Religious 
Education, the Central Board of Finance made a grant of 2501. for three years 
to Stephenson Hall as interest upon a loan to be obtained by the Hall for necessary 
alterations to the new premises to be occupied by it, and subject to the condition 
that the lease which the University proposed to grant in respect of the house to 
be occupied by the Hall met with the approval of the Central Board. In 1924 
and 1925 further grants of 250/. were made. 

Upon further application being made for a renewal of the grant, the Central 
Board appointed a Committee of Enquiry to consider the future of the Hall. 

As a result of this Enquiry the Governors of the Hall were advised by the Board 
to apply to the Charity Commissioners in order to obtain a variation of the Trust 
Deed, so as to allow residents to be received who were studying in faculties other 
than Theology. The University are also prepared to extend the buildings so as 
to provide accommodation for fifty men at a total cost of 15,0001., the Governors 
of the Hall to pay rent for the new buildings at the rate of 4 per cent. on the 
outlay. The Central Board informed the Governors that, provided the Hall was 
made self-supporting, a grant of 200/. would be made for 1928. This condition 
was fulfilled and grants of 2001. each were made in 1928 and 1929. A further 
ge for a grant for 250/. was received and approved in 1937. 

Nicholas, Bristol. A grant of 200/. was made for 1933, as in the past 
fou pie The Central Board of Finance was represented on the Governing 
Body of this Hall, and a scheme for the development and extension of the Hall 
was previously under consideration. _In September, 1934, it was reported that 
the Hall had been temporarily closed, and the question of its future was being 
reconsidered.

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Southampton. The Central Board of Finance has two representatives on 
the permanent Inter-Diocesan Committee, which has been appointed to super- 
intend the affairs of St. Mary’s House, South Stoneham, which has been rebuilt, 
and which it is hoped eventually to use as a Warden’s lodgings when the proposed 
Siglo Hostel in connection with the University of Southampton comes into 

eing. 


ORGANISATION. 


There are two Organisation Committees of the Board, one for the Northern 
Province and one for the Southern. 
The Northern Organisation Committee consists of— 


(1) Members of the Board from the Northern Province. 

(2) Two representatives elected by the Diocesan Board of Finance of each 
Diocese in the Province. 

(3) The Secretary of each such Diocesan Board. 

(4) Five other persons co-opted by the Committee who may or may not be 
members of the Board. 


The Southern Organisation Committee consists of not more than ten members 
of the Board, who shall have power to co-opt five other persons who may or may 
not be members of the Board, and one representative from each Diocese in the 
Southern Province. 

The duties of these Organisation Committees are, subject to any instructions 
received from the Board, to keep in touch with the Diocesan Board of Finance and 
to advise the Central Board in respect of the progress of the organisation for 
raising its funds, and to take all possible steps for securing its efficiency. 

Up to 1929 these two Committees met frequently each year in Leeds and 
London respectively, but in 1929 it was decided to appoint a General Purposes 
and Church Electorate Sub-Committee to transact such business as might be 
committed to it by the two Organisation Committees. On the appointment of 
this Sub-Committee it was decided that the two Organisation Committees should 
usually meet three times a year in joint session during the meetings of the Church 
Assembly. To these meetings the General Purposes and Church Electorate 
Sub-Committee presents its Report (see also p. 359). 


CONFERENCE WITH SECRETARIES OF DIOCESAN BOARDS 
OF FINANCE. 


The first Conference of the Secretary and Assistant Secretaries of the Central 
Board of Finance with the Secretaries and Assistant Secretaries of Diocesan 
Boards of Finance, held in 1929, was so successful that the Central Board decided 
to make the Conference an annualevent. The second Conference was held in 1930, 
and the third on June 13-15, 1931, when 32 Dioceses were represented. 

The Secretaries of the Diocesan Boards of Finance who have attended have 
been greatly impressed with the value of such an opportunity for mutual discussion 
of their work in Church Finance. The Conference was abandoned in 1932, for 
reasons of economy, but most successful Conferences have been held each year 
from 1933 to 1937. 


“NEW WAY IN CHURCH FINANCE.” 


The Central Board, through its Organisation Committees, has continued to 
circulate widely The New Way in Church Finance, a revised edition of which 
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has been prepared. The leaflets explanatory of the “ Free-Will Offering 
Scheme ” have also been carefully revised, augmented and brought up to date in 
the light of the experience which has been gained during the past years. 
Increasing use has been made of the Free-Will Offering Schemes and there is 
abundant evidence to show that whenever this method has been adopted by 
Parishes, in accordance with the principles set out in The New Way in Church 
Finance, a satisfactory and encouraging improvement has taken place in the 
finance of those parishes. 

According to the information supplied by the Official Parochial Returns, 
there were, in 1936, 7,893 Parishes using a Free-Will Offering Scheme with 
563,200 subscribers. The amount raised in that year by Free-Will Offerings 
was 837,649/. 


STATISTICAL RETURNS. 


In 1921 the Church Assembly assumed the responsibility of the official 
Parochial Returns which hitherto had been undertaken by the S.P.C.K. In 
1922 it was felt that the time had come to revise the return made by Incumbents 
so as to bring it into conformity with the changes which had taken place in 
Diocesan and Parochial Finance. A revised form was accordingly prepared and 
approved by the Board for use in 1923. The revised return, however, was only 
tentative in character, and the 1924 issue was further revised in the light of the 
experience gained in 1923. The form was further revised in 1925. 

During 1927 several Diocesan Boards of Finance drew attention to the 
desirability of securing a uniform return of benefices income, which could be 
used by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, Queen Anne’s Bounty, Pensions Board 
and the Statistical Returns of the Church Assembly. 

As a result, a conference was held at which representatives of the above 
bodies were present. Steps were taken to secure a uniform return, and the 
Schedule of Benefice Income attached to the Clergy Pensions (Amendment) 
Measure, 1928, provides a statement of Benefice Income which can be used by the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners, Queen Anne’s Bounty, Pensions Board and the 
Statistical Return. This Measure also provides that collection of statistics 
relating to Benefice Incomes shall be undertaken by the Pensions Board; 
consequently in the Statistical Return Forms for 1928, the sections relating to 
the Incomes of the Benefice were deleted. 

It may be noted that more and more use is being made by Diocesan officials 
and others of the information obtained from the returns, and in 1936 the sum of 
741. 18s. 4d. was received for payment in respect of work done for outside 
organisations by the staff of the Statistical Department. 


LEGAL COMMITTEE. 


The Report on the work of the Legal Committee will be found in the Report 
of the Legal Board (see p. 378). 


TRUST COMMITTEE. 


Up to the beginning of 1926 the management of the Special Trusts held 
by the Board was carried out by the Legal Committee. It had been felt for 
some time past that as the number of trusts held by the Board was growing, 
and larger management entailed questions of a financial rather than a legal 
nature, there should be a special committee whose duty it should be to manage 
these trusts. 

Consequently, by resolution of the Board dated May 12, 1927, the Trust 
Committee was accorded the following powers and duties :— 
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“The powers and duties of the Trust Committee shall (subject to the 
control of the Board) be to exercise all the powers of the Board. in 
relation to property accepted by the Board upon any trust under 
paragraph 3 (C) of its Memorandum of Association, to deal with all 
matters relating to such trust and the property thereof, with power to 
refer any legal question to the Legal Committee for its decision, and with 
the like power of instructing solicitors and counsel as is hereby given 
to the Legal Committee and to keep or cause to be kept separate 
accounts of each Trust rendering an annual report to the Board in 
respect of all trusts for the time being under its control, and showing 
the financial position of each trust. Such separate accounts shall be 
kept and financial statements prepared by the Accountancy Depart- 
ment of the Board.” 


The Committee now administers 49 Trusts on behalf of the Board. 


PRAYER-BOOK COPYRIGHT COMMITTEE. 


It has been held by high authorities that the copyright in the Deposited 
Book of 1928 was vested in the first instance in the House of Bishops, the 
members of which assigned it in due form to the Central Board of Finance. The 
Central Board has for some years been empowered under its revised Memorandum 
of Association to hold copyrights in order that any such rights acquired by 
authorship or production of any other kind, either by the Church Assembly or 
by the Convocations, or by any Committee, might be protected from infringement. 
Neither the Church Assembly nor any of its Houses is a body corporate, and the 
Central Board of Finance, as the financial advisory and executive committee of 
the Assembly, with the status of a corporation, was the obvious body to whom 
the copyright of the Deposited Book should be conveyed for protection. 

The administration of this property gives rise to serious problems, and it was 
felt that a committee with expert liturgical and legal knowledge was essential if 
advice as to the rights of the Church was to be immediately available when 
difficulties arose. Accordingly, the Central Board of Finance, acting under the 
powers devolved to it, has established this new committee and nominated to it 
three bishops, three lawyers, two parochial clergymen, and three laymen with 
experience in administration. The Committee made the necessary arrangements 
for the publication of the Deposited Book in a suitable form in order to give effect 
to a Resolution of the House of Bishops which requested the Board to take such 
action. Suitable replies have been returned to the large number of applicants who 
had desired to receive permission to publish either the whole or separate portions 
of the Deposited Book. The three Privileged Presses are responsible for the 
costs of production, none of which falls upon the monies of the Assembly or 
Board. 

LAY WORKERS’ PENSIONS COMMITTEE. 


This Committee was established by Standing Order of the Board in 1931, 
and the Chairman is the Archdeacon of Basingstoke. The scheme has been 
adopted by 41 Dioceses, and it is hoped that before long it will be adopted in the 
remaining Dioceses. Over 307 deaconesses and lay workers are insured. 

The preservation of the rights of insured workers who volunteer for service 
overseas continues to occupy the attention of the Committee. 


BUDGET FOR 1938. 


The Central Board of Finance prepared the following Budget, giving the 
estimates of monies required in 1938 for the general purposes of the Church 
of England.

Diocesan Joards of Finance, 1936. 


THE particulars given in the following pages regarding Diocesan Finance 
during 1936 have been prepared in consultation with Secretaries of 
Diocesan Boards of Finance. 

Broadly the Dioceses may be divided into two classes, viz. those over 
which the control by the Board of organisations is complete, which 
present an account embracing the transactions of all, or nearly all, the 
subsidiary organisations and committees, and those where the Diocesan 
control is divided and responsibility for some of the major departments 
of Church work is vested in committees or organisations which have 
their own separate receipts and payments, and generally receive a block 
grant from Boards in aid of their operations. Naturally the figures of 
the first-named class give the more complete view. 

In February 1926 the Central Board of Finance issued a circular 
memorandum to Dioceses urging that the skeleton of the accounts of 
all Diocesan Boards should be of the same general outline, so that each 
Diocese could easily follow and understand the records of all others, and 
reference to the Central and Diocesan Reports could easily be made 
and checked. The advantage of this proposal has been widely recognised, 
as shown by many of the Diocesan Reports prepared since the issue of 
the circular, and it is hoped the accounts for 1936, when ready, may 
show a further advance. The Central Board of Finance, when requested, 
would be glad to assist any Diocese that desires a closer approximation 
to a standardised form of account. 

A note under the heading “ Conspectus of Accounts” has been 
inserted under each Diocese, with a view to the guidance of those desirous 
of ascertaining where further details of the summarised figures giyen 
may be obtained. 

Owing to the passing of the Diocesan Boards of Finance Measure, 
1925, the tabular statement of the composition of Diocesan Boards still 
appears in this edition in two parts (see p. 306), as, while most Dioceses 
at once complied with its provisions for organisation, three up to July 1, 
1936, have found a longer interval necessary. 


CANTERBURY.

The total amount of the Budget is fixed by the Diocesan Conference, and 
the Board apportions this sum among the Rural Deaneries. 


Conspectus of Accounts (p. 304).—The amount of the Budget for 1936 was 14,5001. 
The amount received was 13,148/. 10s. 9d. representing 90-68 per cent., which was the 
largest sum raised in respect of the quota since the formation of the Diocese in 1914. 
The payment made to the Central Board of Finance amounted to 3,897/. 12s., repre- 
senting 80 per cent. of the apportionment, an increase of 4-99 per cent. on the amount 

aid in 1935. ‘The figures shown in the Conspectus are taken from the Income and 

xpenditure Account printed in the Annual Report of the Board. Additional pay- 
ments are made out of balances and separate receipts under the control of Committees 
of the Board. 


Bishop of Chelmsford’s Fund.—The special effort made by the Bishop, to increase 
subscriptions to the general work of the Board has met with success. The amount 
received in 1936 was 2,592/. 17s. 2d. It is hoped that this subscription list will grow 
to an annual income of 5,000/. In addition, it was decided that the proceeds of the 
Week of a. and Self-Denial should be added to the Fund. This amounted to 
38,0771. 17s, 2d. 


I. Training —D.B.F. 700/. Collections at Institutions or Inductions, etc., 2831. ; 
Sponsorship Schemes (per Rural Deaneries), 1247. Grants were made to 1] new candi- 
dates, each of whom was beginning or had completed degree courses at one of the 
universities. Five exhibitioners were ordained, and at the end of 1936, 33 candidates 
were receiving grants, 9 of whom were to be ordained in 1937. 


Il. Maintenance of the Ministry.—1,573/. was expended in 1936 by the Board in 
grants to Clerical and Lay Workers in Parishes; 255/. in grants in connection with the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners’. Scheme for the augmentation of certain benefices ; 
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1,469/. in grants in augmentation of stipends of beneficed clergy (1,407/. of which 
was expended per L.O.B. Church Fund). In addition to grants made by the Board, 
large sums are expended annually by the L.O.B. Church Fund. A grant of 2201. 
was made to the Diocesan Mission Society. 


III. Pensions Committee.—(a) Clergy Pensions.—463/. was expended in pensions 
to 18 retired Clergy and special grants amounting to 14/. were made in 2 cases. 

(6) Lay Pensions.—Six new policies under the Central Scheme were approved ; 
10 transfers under the Central Scheme, and one under the Diocesan Scheme were 
completed. The Committee has been able to help in the payment of premiums in 
certain cases where workers have been unemployed temporarily. The annuity in 
respect of one worker insured under the Diocesan Scheme became payable in March, 
1936. 


IV. Clergy Aid (Essex Clergy Charity)—The amount expended in grants during 
1936 amounted to 1,193/. 3151. was also paid from a special fund and 20 grants 
were made re Special Exhibition and Schools Fund. 


V. Church Building and Repairs (Outside L.O.B. Area).—Grants amounting to 
9171. were made in respect of Church Repairs and Restoration, renewal of heating 
apparatus, Churchyard walls and fencing, Church Halls, and one grant for a new 
Mission Church. The usual grant of 1007. was made to the Incorporated Church 
Building Society. Loans amounting to 1,580/. were made in connection with restora- 
tion work, enlargement of Church, erection of Parish Halls, ete. The most interesting 
case of restoration was that of the exceptionally valuable and beautiful little Church of 
Tilty, originally the Chapel outside the gate of the Cistercian Abbey of Tilty. 


VI. Religious Education Committee.—The process of reorganisation of schools is 
still giving the Committee much anxiety, in that many of the schools will become 
Junior Schools, and some of them will accordingly be so reduced as to bring them 
into the danger area of about 30 in average attendance. Three building schemes have 
been completed during the year, a Senior School at Romford, and Junior Schools 
at Prittlewell and Bowers Gifford. A new Public School for Girls, St. Monica’s, has 
been built at Clacton-on-Sea; this has been rendered possible by the liberal donations 
of Mrs. Keene and Dame Violet Wills, and by the assistance of the Bishop’s Appeal 
for Essex Churches and Schools. The Diocesan Scheme for Insurance of schools was 
supported by 148 schools, paying premiums amounting to 91/. 3s. Betton’s Charity 
made grants to 10 schools amounting to 110/. 


Dilapidations Board.—The actual number of inspections ordered during the 
year 1936 was 99. Reports received before December 3lst numbered 110. Orders 
made confirming or varying Surveyors’ Reports, 110.

Notes.—In 1936, the income amounted to 13,423/., 9 parishes out of over 300 
made no contribution. 174 parishes received assistance. 

Seventy-eight Benefices were raised to 3721. on a liberal basis, computing income 
without Easter Offerings or pensions to previous incumbents, and making certain 
allowances towards Glebe Repairs; 2 have been raised to 400/.; 20 smaller benefices 
were raised to 320/.; 9 have received special grants. This is made possible by the 
scheme of grants from the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, by the notable additions to 
official income resulting from sales of glebe undertaken on the advice of the Board, and 
by Declarations of unsaleability made by Patrons of Benefices in private patronage. 

The Diocesan Board of Finance has been appointed Diocesan Dilapidations Board 
and is at work administering the “‘ Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923.” The 
first inspection of the buildings of all the Benefices in the Diocese has been completed, 
the majority of the second inspections have been completed and the third inspections 
begun.

EXPLANATION OF TABLE, 


The figures given above have been extracted from the officially authorised Parochial 
Returns of the Church of England, initiated at the instance of the Houses of Conyoca- 
tion, and under the sanction of the Archbishops and Bishops of both Provinces. It 
should be particularly noted that they take account only of sums contributed through 
Parochial and Local organisations. They do not include the very large sums contributed 
for Church work at home and overseas, to Central and Diocesan Societies and Institutions 
and administered by the executives of such organisations. All grants from the Ecclesi- 
astical Commissioners, Queen Anne’s Bounty, or anything in the nature of Goyernment 
aid, have been carefully excluded. 

The inclusion of the item “ General Charitable Objects ”’ in this section is not strictly 
correct, As, however, most of the money raised in this category is for such objects as 
local hospitals, local nursing associations, etc., it has been considered desirable to give 
the total here.

THE CHURCH AT HOME. 
STATISTICS OF WORK AND FINANCE, 1936. 


Tur Tables which follow have been carefully compiled from the Parochial 
Returns of the Clergy furnished in reply to the Form of Inquiry initiated at 
the instance of the Convocations of Canterbury and York and under the sanction 
of the Archbishops and Bishops. The work is, both in its aim and organization, 
entirely distinct from the editing of this book, the idea being to secure one 
Officially authorized record for the service of the Church as a corporate body and 
for the use of all officials, societies, and others, who may wish to avail themselves 
of this source of information. 

The Orriciat YrAR-Boox has throughout been deemed the most suitable 
channel for circulating in summarised form the results of this annual inquiry. 
The Church Assembly through the Central Board of Finance has undertaken 
the work of collecting and tabulating the Returns, as part of the central organisa- 
tion of the Church of England. The Form of Inquiry is issued in nearly all cases 
through the agency of the Rural Deans, and to their courteous co-operation the 
successful working of the scheme may be largely attributed. 


EXPLANATIONS PREFATORY TO STATISTICAL SUMMARIES. 


These tables which follow do not claim to be an exhaustive statement of the 
matters with which they specifically deal, since the inquiry is confined to the 
Parochial Clergy. They embrace the returns from over ninety-nine per cent. of 
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the parishes with regard to matters other than benefice incomes. The Returns 
of Benefice Incomes, from which the figures relating to Gross and Net Income 
have been compiled, have, since 1929, been collected separately through the Church 
of England Pensions Board by direct communication with the incumbents. 

In cases where a Benefice was void or where for any reason a reply was not 
received this year, the figures of the previous return have, where possible, been 
registered. 


I. Period covered by the Returns. 


In accordance with the provisions of the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) 
Measure, 1921, the period covered by this return is now the calendar year, and 
the tables which follow refer to the calendar year 1936. 


I. Parochial Work and Organisation. 


(a) Population.—The figures given are those of the 1931 Census. 

(6) Normal Number of Assistant Curacies.—This column was shown for the 
first time in 1927. The figures represent the number of curacies in each Diocese, 
including those recently vacant. The totals include ‘‘ Curates-in-Charge,” “‘ Mis- 
sioners”” and ‘“ Assistant Curates.” ‘‘ Lecturers’? and ‘‘ Chaplains,” being 
regarded as extra-parochial, are not included. 

(c) Communicants.—The combined total of the two columns shown under 
this head represents the number of Communicants during Easter Week. It 
should be distinctly understood that there is no comparison between the figures 
of these columns and the estimated totals given in years previous to 1905-6. 

(d) Church Accommodation.—The figures include only Churches, Chapels of 
Ease and Mission Buildings, and do not include Parochial Halls, Institutes, 
Schools, etc., except those in which Divine Service is held regularly. The 
apparent decrease in the number of sittings in the years subsequent to 1921 is 
due to the fact that the figures refer to the normal accommodation instead of, 
as in years previous to 1922, to accommodation, which often connoted maximum 
accommodation, i.e. normal accommodation plus the addition of forms, chairs, 
etc. 

(e) Church Services.—The tables are so arranged that the number of churches 
(not parishes) is given in which the Holy Communion is celebrated and. services 
(other than and exclusive of celebrations) are held on the specific occasions. 

(f) Sunday Schools.—In the Form of Inquiry the Incumbent is asked. to 
enter all scholars over 15 under the heading ‘‘ Youth and Adult Religious Educa- 
tion,” but owing to the fact that all Incumbents are not equally careful to draw 
the line between Sunday Schools and those organisations which fall under the 
heading of ‘‘ Youth and Adult Religious Education,’ uniform registration is 
rendered somewhat difficult, especially in the Dioceses of Blackburn, Liverpool 
and Manchester, where there are numerous adult Sunday Schools. 

The heading ‘‘ Youth and Adult Religious Education’’ has been substituted 
for that of ‘‘ Bible Classes,’’ and includes Guilds, Bible Classes, Church Tutorial 
Classes and Fellowships or other meetings for study. The comprehensive nature 
of the new heading accounts for the large increase in the figures as compared 
with those previously shown under the heading of ‘‘ Bible Classes.” 

(g) Electoral Rolls.—The figures for the year 1934 showed the number of 
Electors upon the electoral rolls of each Diocese as certified to the various 
Diocesan Secretaries as at the revision in that year. These figures formed the 
basis of representation of Dioceses in the House of Laity at the General Election, 
1935. 
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The figures given for 1935 and 1936 have been obtained from the annual 
statistical returns supplied by Incumbents, and this course will be followed until 
1938.

IV. Voluntary Contributions. 


(1) The table (pp. 328-329) provides a two-fold classification, namely, (A) 
Parochial Purposes and (B) Extra-parochial Purposes. 

Sums raised for such objects as Endowment of Benefices, Building and 
Restoration of Parsonage Houses, Erection, Restoration and Equipment of 
Churches, Construction of Schools, etc., are shown under sub-section VI (Voluntary 
Contributions to Capital). 

Maintenance of Day and Sunday Schools includes Repair, but not Con- 
struction. 

(2) The figures given on pp. 328-329 (being taken from the aforesaid Parochial 
Returns) show only such sums as are raised by Collections, Subscriptions, etc., 
as pass through the hands of the Parochial Clergy, the Parochial Church Councils, 
or through other recognised Parochial Organisations. They do not include any 
grants from the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, Queen Anne’s Bounty or anything 
in the nature of Government Aid. 

(3) (a) Two tables (pp. 318-319) group the two above-mentioned classifications 
of contributions or offerings—firstly, those for Parochial purposes for the year 
1936, and secondly, those for Extra-parochial purposes for the year 1936, and 
also for the ten years, 1927-1936. 

(6) Two further tables (pp. 314-315) group the contributions for Buildings and 
Endowments, with regard to Dioceses, firstly, for the year 1936, and secondly, 
for the fifty-three years 1884-1936.

Tue Kcclesiastical Commissioners were established and incorporated in 1836, 
and their constitution enlarged in 1840 and amended in 1850. The Acts of 
those years are 6 & 7 Will. IV.: cap. 77; 3 & 4 Vic.: cap. 113; and 13 & 14 
Vie.: cap. 94. The Constitution has been further altered by the Welsh Church 
Act 1914(4 &5 Geo. V.: cap. 91) by which the Church in Wales was disestablished. 
The area of the ordinary operations of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners is co- 
extensive with the two provinces of Canterbury and York, except that of the 
Diocese of Sodor and Man which was originally excluded and has been brought in 
for some purposes only by recent Measures. 

The Incorporated Body is constituted of the Archbishops of Canterbury 
and York, the Bishops of all the English Dioceses (except Sodor and Man), 
the Deans of Canterbury, St. Paul’s and Westminster, five principal Ministers of 
State, two of His Majesty’s Judges, and twelve Laymen, nine of whom are 
appointed by the Crown and three by the Archbishop of Canterbury. In the 
twelve Laymen are included three “‘ Church Estates Commissioners,’’ the first 
and second appointed by the Crown, and the third by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury. The Laymen (whether ex officio or nominated) must be members of the 
Church of England. 

The three Church Estates Commissioners, together with two other Commissioners 
annually appointed by the whole Body, and one of whom must be a nominated 
Lay Commissioner, form the “ Estates Committee,’’? to which is statutorily 
delegated the management of, and all dealings with, the Estates of the Commis- 
sioners. To this Committee the Board also refers, either for action or for inquiry 
and report, the great bulk of the ordinary matters of business which have to be 
dealt with by the Board. The three Church Estates Commissioners are Joint 
Treasurers of the Commission. 

The Commission was called into being for the purpose of carrying out the 
recommendations of the Church Inquiry Commissioners (1835-4) which effected 
a complete re-arrangement of diocesan areas and episcopal incomes and a re- 
organisation of the Cathedral and Collegiate Churches and thereby set free large 
estates and revenues for application to other Church purposes. The revenues 
so coming to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners were directed (3 & 4 Vic.: cap. 
113, sec. 67) to be carried to a Common Fund to be applied by the Commissioners 
“to making additional provision for the Cure of Souls in parishes where such 
assistance is most required,’’ due consideration being first given to the wants 
and circumstances of the places in which the revenues arise. 

It is, therefore, from the ancient estates of the Bishops, Chapters, and Cathedral 
Dignitaries that the disposable revenues of the Commissioners are derived, but 
these have been multiplied by the management and development of these estates 
and the administration by the Commissioners of the funds arising therefrom or 
otherwise committed to the Commissioners in the years which have elapsed since 
the Common Fund was established in 1840. 

The earliest Acts assigned to the Commissioners a number of other duties 
relating to the administration of ecclesiastical affairs, and there have been constant 
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additions to these duties by successive Acts of Parliament, too numerous to 
mention, affecting particular places and benefices, as well as by Acts of a general 
character and by Measures of the Church Assembly. These general administra- 
tive duties relating to ecclesiastical corporations and benefices, parishes, rural 
deaneries and archdeaconries are, for the most part, carried out by schemes of the 
Commissioners ratified by Orders in Council. 

It is desirable to refer to some of the Acts and Measures imposing upon the 
Commissioners duties of a general character. 

The New Parishes Acts 1843 and 1856 (amended by subsequent statutes) 
constituted the Ecclesiastical Commissioners the authority for effecting the 
subdivision of populous parishes by the constitution and endowment of new 
districts and new parishes and altering the boundaries of new parishes. 

The Church Building Acts from 1818 onwards were administered until January 
1, 1857, by a special body of Church Building Commissioners, and from that date 
(by the Act 19 & 20 Vic.: cap. 55) all the duties of those Commissioners were 
transferred to the Keclesiastical Commissioners, who now, therefore, administer 
those Acts which afford the necessary facilities for securing sites for churches, 
churchyards and parsonage houses and for the formation of new districts under 
other conditions than those for which the New Parishes Acts provide. 

The New Parishes Acts and Church Building Acts are interrelated and together 
make the necessary legislative provision for the formation and re-arrangement of 
ecclesiastical parishes in populous districts, and to some extent in rural districts 
also. But some alterations of boundaries and divisions of ancient parishes, 
especially in rural areas, may still be effected under the Pluralities Act 1838, 
and amending Acts administered not by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners but by 
the Bishops of the several Dioceses and the Archbishops. 

The Act relating to unions of benefices in the Metropolis (23 & 24 Vic. : cap. 
142) is administered by the Commissioners. Unions outside the Metropolis 
were formerly effected under the Pluralities Act 1838, but now, under the Union 
of Benefices Measures 1923 to 1936 the responsibility for inquiring into and carrying 
out such unions, as well as divisions and other re-arrangements of parishes and 
benefices, falls upon the Ecclesiastical Commissioners acting in conjunction with 
the Bishops of the several Dioceses. Diocesan Committees are established with 
power of recommending the taking of action in particular cases. The Pluralities 
Measure 1930 added to the variety of the schemes which may be carried out under 
the procedure authorised by the Union of Benefices Measures. 

Under the Saint Albans Bishopric Act 1875, the Bishoprics Act 1878 and 
subsequent Bishoprics Acts and Measures, the duties relating to the carrying out 
of the several schemes for the constitution of new bishoprics and the holding of 
the endowment funds were placed upon the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, and the 
Commissioners now have power, by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners Measure 
1926, and the Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Powers) Measure 1936 to contribute 
under certain conditions towards those endowment funds, or to take over the 
separate endowment fund by consent in exchange for a fixed charge on their 
Common Fund and in such case to augment the income of the See to 3,000/7. They 
also have power to augment the income of the Bishopric of Sodor and Man. 
Under the Episcopal Pensions Measure 1926 the payment of Episcopal Pensions 
is charged on the Common Fund of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners who receive 
the statutory contributions by the Bishops towards providing for these payments. 
By the Episcopal Pensions (Sodor and Man) Measure 1930 the Bishopric of Sodor 
and Man has been brought within the provisions of this scheme. 

Under the Ecclesiastical Commissioners Measure 1926 new duties and powers 
in connection with the maintenance of Episcopal and Archiepiscopal Residences, 
the augmentation of Archdeaconries and other matters have been imposed or 
conferred upon the Commissioners. 

By the Ecclesiastical Leasing Acts (5 & 6 Vic.: cap. 108 and 21 & 22 Vic. : 
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cap. 57) sales, leases and other transactions with the glebe-lands (other than 
parsonage houses) or with the mines and minerals thereunder belonging to Deans 
and Chapters and other Ecclesiastical Corporations, including Incumbents of 
benefices, are effected with the approval of the Hcclesiastical Commissioners 
and for the benefit of the several benefices and ecclesiastical corporations. The 
machinery of these Acts has been revised in some respects by the Hcclesiastical 
Commissioners (Powers) Measure 1936. 

Among other general powers exercised by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
are those affe ting apportionments of income between benefices in the same 
patronage, transfers of patronage of benefices and exchanges of patronage, these 
powers being exercisable, however, not for the purpose of carrying out 
private transactions between patrons, but principally for effecting transfers of 
patronage to public patrons or exchanges between public patrons for the advantage 
of the benefices. 

For the administration of the Cathedral Measures 1931 to 1934, a temporary 
body of Cathedral Commissioners has been set up; but the Hcclesiastical 
Commissioners also have certain duties under these Measures. Under the 
Cathedrals (Houses of Residence) Measure 1936, they have received also new 
duties in connection with the leasing or disposal of canonical and other residences. 

The administration of the Common Fund is that branch of the Commissioners’ 
duties which probably most interests the general body of the Church. The 
““better provision for the Cure of Souls,” to which the Common Fund isto beapplied, 
is made by the Commissioners either by direct charges upon the Common Fund 
or the setting aside, as capital, of portions of the revenues year by year. Grants 
are made mainly for the purpose of augmentation of the endowments of benefices, 
initial endowment of newly formed cures, provision of parsonage houses and 
curates’ houses and stipends of Assistant Curates or Curates in charge of Conven- 
tional Districts. 

These grants are allocated either on the ground of the local claim given by 
the Statute to parishes in which the Commissioners have, or have had estates 
derived from the Bishops, Deans and Chapters and other Ecclesiastical Corpora- 
tions, or in accordance with schemes from time to time published by the Commis- 
sioners for the benefit of parishes independently of any local claim. 

By the Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Provision for Unbeneficed Clergy) 
Measures of 1928 and 1931 the Commissioners are authorised to make grants out 
of their Common Fund to supplement the remuneration of Assistant Curates and 
certain other unbeneficed clergy under special conditions as to age, length of 
service, responsibility of the position in which a Curate is serving, and so forth. 

Under the Ecclesiastical Commissioners (Powers) Measure 1936 the Commis- 
sioners may provide up to 10,000/. a year until 1957 from their Common Fund 
to reduce the interest on loans for churches and church halls under an approved 
scheme designed to meet special difficulties created by the new housing areas and 
administered by the Central Board of Finance. 

Fuller information may be obtained from the Annual Report of the Commis- 
sioners, published as a Parliamentary Paper about the month of April in every year. 

From the eighty-ninth Report of the Commissioners, dated April 1937, of 
their proceedings for the year preceding November 1, 1936, and proposals for 
the then current year, the following statements are extracted :— 


(a) Augmentation and Endowments of Benefices.—Since the Common Fund 
was created in 1840 down to October 31, 1936, the following work has been 
accomplished :— 


(i) Total number of benefices augmented or endowed, upwards of 9,400 in 
England (apart from Wales and Monmouthshire). 
(ii) Total value of grants exceeds 1,839,000/. per annum in perpetuity. 
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(iii) Total value of benefactions to meet grants exceeds 452,0001. per annum 
in perpetuity; in addition not less than 63,000/. per annum is 
contributed to meet certain temporary grants. 

(iv) Increased provision for the Cure of Souls in necessitous parishes thus 
resulting from operations of the Commissioners exceeds 2,354,0001. 
per annum in England. 


This does not take into account augmentations of benefices in Welsh Dioceses 
(the benefit of which, over 101,000/. a year, has in the main been retained by the 
Church in Wales) or the large capital sums (over 1,150,0000.) which the Commis- 
sioners distributed to incumbents during and after the war on the ground of 
emergency. ‘There are also excluded sums provided in recent years for the benefit 
of incumbents of England under Measures in connection with central schemes. 
These sums exceed 2,200,000/. of capital and a further 100,000/. per annum in 
perpetuity. 


(b) Income for Year Preceding November 1, 1936.—The net rental of estates 
produced 1,494,189/., dividends and interest 1,671,566l., and 95,0001. was received 
in repayment of income-tax making, with the balance (298,7201.) brought forward, 
a total of 3,559,475/. Of this amount the payments to Benefices, Bishops and 
Chapters, and charges of administration and income-tax absorbed 2,469,744. ; 
394,446]. was appropriated as capital for the further endowment of benefices : 
80,0007. was transferred to the Minerals Depreciation Fund; and 150,000/. was 
carried to reserve, as a further provision against fall in income upon the redemption 
of securities ; the balance, viz. 465,285/., was carried forward. 


(ec) Appropriation for 1937.—The Commissioners appropriated for allocation 
in grants, during 1937, the sum of 400,000/. of capital as follows :— 


1. 150,000/. for meeting benefactions offered in favour of benefices by grants 
of capital for augmentation of endowments or towards providing and improving 
parsonage houses, and for meeting benefactions towards the maintenance of 
Assistant Curates for parishes where the population is not less than 5,000 and in 
other circumstances. 

2. 120,0001. for endowing with not more than 2501. per annum,New Districts 
in public patronage in populous places. 

3. 34,000/. for meeting local claims. 

4. 69,0001. in providing temporary grants, not exceeding 1501. per annum in 
each case, for curates in charge of conventional districts in new housing areas. 

5. 2,400/. in grants for the year, not exceeding 150/. in each case, for curates in 
charge of conventional districts in new housing areas. 

6. 24,6001. in grants for the year not exceeding 1501. in each case, for assistant 
curates working in new housing areas under Incumbents of existing parishes. 


(d) Augmentations on Ground of Population—Under the Commissioners’ 
present Regulations augmentations of Benefices on the ground of population 
are generally of such amounts as to raise the incomes from all sources. 


(a) of Benefices in public patronage or patronage which though not 
public is incapable of sale 


to 3501. per annum where the population is 300—999 ; 
to 3751. per annum where the population is 1,000—3,999 ; 
to 4001. per annum where the population is 4,000 and upwards ; 


(b) of all Benefices whether in public or private patronage (whene there 
is no special ground for exclusion) 
to 3001. per annum of whatever population 
subject to one-half of the necessary provision being undertaken by or 
through the Diocesan Boards of Finance or other Diocesan Organisations. 
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The Commissioners reserve the right to refuse a grant in any case, and a grant, 
if made, may be subject to limitations and conditions set out in the detailed 
Regulations. — 

The detailed Regulations relating to current schemes of augmentation and other 
grants out of the Common Fund, to Sales and leases of glebe-lands and to other 
branches of the Commissioners’ operations, may be had on application to The 
Secretary : Ecclesiastical Commission, 1 Millbank, Westminster, S.W. 1. 


Note.—A detailed Table of the Grants of the Commissioners will be found on 
p. 836. In addition to the grants there shown, the subsisting grants to unbeneficed 
clergymen under the provisions of the Kcclesiastical Commissioners (Provision 
for Unbeneficed Clergy) Measures, 1928 and 1931, amount to 3,960/. per annum.

* Including conditional grants of 2951. per annum made to meet equivalent payments from Diocesan 
Boards of Finance to raise the incomes of certain Benefices to 3001. per annum, 
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TaE Governors of Queen Anne’s Bounty were incorporated in the year 1704 
when Queen Anne, with the consent of Parliament, transferred to them the 
revenues derived from the collection from Sees, Dignities, and Benefices of the 
“First Fruits” and “‘ Tenths.’’ These charges were originally levied on all 
clerical incomes by the Pope, but were made part of the Crown Revenue by 
Henry VIII. The Bounty of Queen Anne was virtually the grant of these 
revenues (then amounting to about 17,0001. a year) by the Queen to the Corpora- 
tion known as Queen Anne’s Bounty. 

Originally, First Fruits and Tenths constituted the only revenue of Queen 
Anne’s Bounty. These and other gifts to the Corporation had to be administered 
‘for the augmentation of the maintenance of the poor clergy.”’ The manner in 
which this was done is important. Grants were not paid direct to the incumbent 
for his personal use, but under the Royal Charters governing the Bounty were 
administered as capital grants for the purchase of glebe or, under subsequent 
powers, for the provision of a parsonage house or the permanent endowment 
of the benefice. Numerous benefactions of land, tithes and money were trans- 
ferred to the Governors to obtain Bounty grants on behalf of benefices. Surplus 
revenue after payment of interest to incumbents became available yearly (with 
the First Fruits and Tenths revenue) for the further augmentation of benefices, 
and thus, instead of spending the whole income yearly in grants, the Governors 
gradually built up considerable endowments for benefices. Since the establish- 
ment of the Corporation the benefactions and grants for endowment and building 
parsonage houses amount in value to nearly 9,000,000/. 

Various Aets of Parliament have directed other monies to be paid to the 
Governors for administration, and many duties have been laid upon them, includ- 
ing duties not confined to the poor clergy. At the date of the Governors’ last 
annual report (March 18, 1937) the total sums standing in their books to the 
credit of benefices in respect of money held on the Bounty corporate account was 
upwards of 8,650,0001. The stocks held for specific benefices amounted to over 
6,880,000/. (nominal value). Those sums represented capital belonging to upwards 
of 12,000 benefices, involving over 30,000 open accounts. First Fruits and Tenths 
were extinguished by the First Fruits and Tenths Measure, 1926, with the excep- 
tion of those paid by a few sinecures and lay impropriations. The cost of carrying 
out the duties of Queen Anne’s Bounty leaves now only a comparatively small 
amount of their revenue available for grants, and since 1919 they have applied 
the greater part of their surplus revenue towards relieving the burden of 
assessments for dilipidations charged on poor benefices. 

The present chief functions of the Governors are shown hereunder with 
explanatory notes. 


Tithe Rent-charge.—In 1846, the Governors were made trustees for benefices of 
redemption monies paid by landowners for the redemption of benefice tithe 
rent-charge. During the years 1927 to 1936 they had to administer, under the 
Tithe Act 1925, the collection and distribution of all ecclesiastical tithe rent-charge. 

The Tithe Act 1936, under which all tithe rent-charge was extinguished on 
on October 2, 1936, assigned to the Governors responsibilities and duties entirely 
different from those which they had during the years 1927 to 1936. The tran- 
sitional period intervening between the old system of tithe collection and the new

system in its full operation under the Act of 1936 is a particularly busy one for 
Queen Anne’s Bounty. The Governors were required to satisfy the Tithe Redemp- 
tion Commission as to their title to the many hundreds of thousands of tithe 
rent-charges previously vested in them for benefices and ecclesiastical corporations; 
they had to make inquiries as to the nature of the lands from which all the rent- 
charges issued, to investigate the position as to, and to record, all unpaid arrears, 
and they had important duties relating to the compounding by lay titheowners 
of chancel repairs liability. 

Instead of collecting the tithe rent-charge, the Governors will become trustees 
of the redemption stocks representing the extinguished ecclesiastical tithe rent- 
charge. When all the transitional work has been completed, they will have two 
main responsibilities and duties with respect to the extinguished tithe rent-charge : 
(a) the financial control of the redemption stocks or substituted securities, and (6) 
the payment to incumbents of the interest on capital compensation monies 
appropriated, pursuant to the Act, to the tithe-owning benefices, and of supple- 
mentary sums required for the maintenance of “ existing interests.” A total sum 
of about 52,000,000. guaranteed transferable 3 per cent. redemption stock, bearing 
interest half yearly on April 1 and October 1 and redeemable within 60 years, will 
ultimately be issued to Queen Anne’s Bounty. Large instalments have already 
been issued to them. This stock, together with over 1,250,000/. of Local Loans 
3 per cent. stock, already held as a sinking fund under the Act of 1925, represents the 
compensation for the extinguished ecclesiastical tithe rent-charge. A part of these 
funds (about 2,000,000/. stock) relating to tithe rent-charge of ecclesiastical 
corporations—principally deans and chapters—is transferable to the Hcclesiastical 
Commissioners for administration, but as to the remainder, the Bounty will hold 
the funds—except so far as they are drawn upon to prevent losses in income to 
incumbents who held their benefices on October 2, 1936—on their corporate 
account, and will pay the incumbents entitled thereto interest on the monies 
appropriated to the benefices in compensation for the tithe extinguishment. It 
will be realised that the change of system has been responsible for many account- 
ancy problems. 

Under the Act, the power to recover and give a discharge for arrears of tithe 
rent-charge is vested in the Tithe Redemption Commission. It was necessary, 
however, for Queen Anne’s Bounty in conjunction with the Commission to obtain 
a decision of the High Court as to what was included in the term “ arrears.” 
This has now been settled and prescribed notices as to arrears are being delivered 
to the landowners concerned and to the Tithe Redemption Commission. The 
landowner has a right, on notice, to have the matter of recovery from him referred 
to an “Arrears investigation Committee,” and if a tithepayer satisfies the 
Committee that his financial circumstances are such as to render it fair and 
reasonable that a part, or the whole, shall be remitted, or that there should 
be payment by instalments, the Committee, after giving to the titheowner an 
opportunity of making representations, may direct accordingly. The Governors 
are carefully watching, in the interests of the incumbents concerned, the appeals 
to the Committee. 

During the transitional period the Tithe Redemption Commission have paid 
to Queen Anne’s Bounty interest on an estimated amount of redemption stock, 
and interest has been distributed to incumbents—necessarily also on an estimate. 
Tn the case of any incumbent who held his benefice on October 2, 1936, and who 
received tithe income from Queen Anne’s Bounty, the Governors are exercising 
the power given to them by the Act to make good any decrease, occasioned by the 
Act, of his receipts in respect of the tithe emoluments to which he was entitled, 
so long as he remains entitled to receive those emoluments. This maintenance 
of ‘existing interests’’ in income entails the setting aside of 3,000,000. Compen- 
sation Stock, a sum of 2,000,000/. received by Queen Anne’s Bounty from the 
Treasury on April 1, 1937, to mitigate the hardships of the tithe-owning clergy, and 
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500,000/., part of a sum originally estimated at 732,000/., which the Governors 
will receive as representing the capital value of the excess of the redemption 
annuities receivable by the Government in respect of non-agricultural land, out of 
which ecclesiastical tithe rent-charge issued, over the amount which would have 
been received had that land been agricultural land. 

The financial results of the Act, so far as regards the incumbents of benefices, 
may be explained as follows :— 

In the years immediately preceding tithe extinguishment, an average net sum 
of about 95/. 15s. per 100/. tithe rent-charge (commuted or par value) was receivable 
by incumbents. Apart from the withdrawal of the 3,000,000/. redemption stock 
required for the maintenance fund, the average income per 1001. tithe rent-charge 
as payable to an incumbent under the new Act would have been 76/. 12s. 6d. net. 
Thus there would have been an immediate loss to titheowning incumbents of 
approximately 191. 2s. 6d. per 1001. tithe rent-charge, that is approximately 20 per 
cent. The result of using 3,000,000/. of the redemption stock for the maintenance 
of existing interests will, it is estimated, increase the ultimate losses of incumbents, 
who succeed those who were the incumbents on October 2, 1936, from 197. 2s. 6d. to 
231. 14s. 5d. per 1001. tithe rent-charge, that is to say, from 20 per cent. to nearly 
25 per cent. of the net income coming from tithe sources. These figures connote 
an ultimate annual loss to benefices (after the existing interests have terminated) 
of about 474,000/., which, capitalised on a 3 per cent. basis, amounts approxi- 
mately to 15,800,000/. 

In addition to the ultimate losses to benefices after the termination of existing 
interests, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, owners of approximately 274,000/. 
tithe rent-charge, will suffer a loss of approximately 50,000/. per annum, which 
capitalised on a 3 per cent. basis amounts to £1,650,000/., and the ecclesiastical 
corporations suffer a loss capitalised at about half a million pounds. 

The total capital loss to the Church after the termination of all “ existing 
interests’ will amount approximately to 17,750,000/. Under the arrange- 
ments before stated, however, existing interests in clerical income derived from 
tithe rent-charge previously payable to Queen Anne’s Bounty are protected. 
Moreover, no pension payable to an incumbent who retired before October 2, 
1936, is decreased as a result of the act. 

A scheme has been organised by the Central Board of Finance whereunder 
those tithepayers who have neither sought nor desired the reliefs given by the new 
Act, and others who value parochial ministrations, have an opportunity of 
contributing towards making good the heavy losses ultimately to be suffered by 
benefices under the new legislation. The Bounty are happy to furnish particulars 
in their possession as to any proposal put forward towards this object. 

The scheme of extinguishment includes extraordinary rent-charge (a rent-charge 
derived from tithes of hops and fruit) as well as ordinary tithe rent-charge, but 
does not include “ corn rents,” that is to say, payments under local and other 
Acts affecting local tithe commutations before the general commutation in 1836. 
As to extraordinary rent-charge, the Redemption Commission will not collect 
arrears, this being left to the titheowners. A statutory basis for voluntary 
redemption of corn rents is set out in the Act and there are special provisions under 
which these payments may be extinguished and the corn rent owners compensated 
when the Government feel able to deal with the matter. 


Dilapidations.—The Governors, as the Central Authority under the Ecclesias- 
tical Dilapidations Measures, 1923-1929, have to collect the annual payments 
(repair rate, insurance and administration rates) assessed for future repairs, and 
to disburse the sums necessary to defray the cost of the repairs ordered, upon the 
Surveyor’s certificate duly countersigned, und subsequently to decide as to the 
application of the surplus (if any). For ordinary repairs the assessment is for a 
period of five years. If during a quinquennial period the Board certifies for the 
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disbursement of a sum not exceeding in any one year 101. for interim repairs, the 
Governors may disburse such sum without receiving any other authorisation. 

In the case of benefices not exceeding 3001. in annual value the Governors 
have formulated a scheme whereunder they may make grants for Dilapidations. 
Where a benefice is admitted into the scheme, the Governors make a grant for the 
current year equal to one-half of the annual sum payable under the Measures. 
Grants of this nature are made from the Governors’ revenues under Section 41 
of the Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923, and though the grant is made for 
one year only, it is made on the understanding that it will be renewed annually 
during the remainder of the current quinquennial period, if the Governors’ funds 
admit and the benefice remains eligible with regard to income. 

Applications for admission into the scheme are made to Queen Anne’s Bounty 
through the Diocesan Dilapidations Board. The necessary forms can be obtained 
from the Bounty Office. 

During the year 1936 the Governors in respect of repairs collected 30,716 sums 
amounting to 219,236/. and provided by way of loans and grants 16,874/.; and 
they disbursed 10,079 sums amounting to 264,0731. 


Parsonage Houses.—Under the Parsonages Measure, 1930, the parsonage 
house of a benefice with adjoining glebe, not exceeding 12 acres in all, can be 
sold by the Incumbent with the consent of Queen Anne’s Bounty, the Diocesan 
Dilapidations Board, and the Bishop, and (in cases where the property is held 
under any Crown grant) with the consent also of the Commissioners of Crown 
Lands, and subject to certain notices to, and rights of, the Patron and the Parochial 
Church Council, including, in the case of the Patron, a right of pre-emption 
exercisable in certain circumstances. 

During a vacancy in a benefice the power of sale may be exercised by the 
Bishop, subject to the prescribed consents, notices, and rights. The Measure also 
authorises the Incumbent, or (during a vacancy) the Bishop, subject to similar 
consents, notices, and rights, to pull down the parsonage house and, if necessary, to 
sell the site thereof, with or without materials. 

The proceeds of sale are payable to Queen Anne’s Bounty, and the Measure 
directs the Governors to apply the monies, after payment thereout of the costs 
and expenses of the sale, for one or more of the following purposes :— 


(1) the erection, or purchase, with the written approval of the Bishop 
and of the Diocesan Dilapidations Board, of a house ; or the purchase, 
with the like approval, of land for the site of a house; the house or 
land being suitable for the residence and occupation of the Incumbent, 
and the total area of land so purchased, including the site of the house, 
not to exceed six acres ; 

(2) the improvement of any house purchased under the Measure, or of any 
house already the property of the benefice, which with the approval of 
the Bishop, it is proposed to constitute the parsonage house of the 
benefice ; 

(3) in cases where the monies are not wholly expended for the foregoing 
purposes, in erecting, rebuilding, improving, or enlarging any house, 
cottage, or farm buildings required for or belonging to the benefice. 


The Governors’ solicitor acts for the benefice on the purchase of parsonage 
houses or sites without charge to the benefice except out-of-pocket expenses. 

Where it is proposed to apply the monies for any of the purposes mentioned 
in paragraph No. 1, notice thereof must be given by Queen Anne’s Bounty to the 
Patron and the Parochial Church Council, and the Governors are required to 
consider any representations made by them in the matter. 
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Any balance of the sale monies not disposed of is invested by Queen Anne’s 
Bounty for the augmentation of the benefice. 

Pending the disposition of sale monies, the Measure directs that the income 
derived therefrom shall be added to capital by way of accumulation, unless Queen 
Anne’s Bounty shall think fit to pay the whole or any part of it to the Incumbent. 
Each case is decided by the Governors on its merits on the application of the 
Incumbent. 

During the past year Committees of the Church Assembly have given special 
attention to the burden and inconvenience caused to many incumbents in respect 
of their parsonage houses and gardens and amendments in the existing law 
are anticipated. 


Grants.—Benefices not exceeding 3001. in annual value are now eligible for 
grants from the Governors’ revenues for the following purposes :— 


(a) to assist with dilapidations payments (see under Dilapidations) ; 

(6) to help with works to the parsonage—no grant can exceed 100/., and a 
benefaction of at least an equal amount must be provided ; 

(c) to purchase removable fixtures in parsonages. 


Loans.—The Governors are empowered to lend money upon mortgage of 
benefices for (a) the erection, purchase, or improvement of parsonage houses and 
farm buildings ; (0) the division of a parsonage into two or more parts; (c) dilapi- 
dations ; (d) the purchase of removable fixtures. The usual limits of the term for 
repayment are twenty-five years for a new house, fifteen years for additions, 
alterations, etc.; ten years for water supply, sanitary and other improvements, 
and five years for dilapidations. For fixtures, the normal term is seven years, 
but the Governors have decided, with a view to facilitate the acquisition of fixtures 
for benefices, to grant loans for such terms, not exceeding twenty-five years, as 
may be considered advisable, after the views of the Diocesan Dilapidations Board 
as to the life of the fixtures in question have been obtained. There are various 
restrictions, statutory and otherwise, affecting loans to the clergy, and an incum- 
bent, therefore, should not begin any work for which he desires to borrow before 
communicating with the Governors. 


Sales of Glebe.—Lands acquired for a benefice through the Governors can be 
sold through them, and they hold the title-deeds of all such lands. The purchase 
money is paid to the Governors, who, at the option of the Incumbent, invest it 
either (a) on their corporate account, or (b) in approved trustee stocks or securities 
at the risk of the benefice. The Governors’ Solicitor acts for the benefice on the 
sale of lands so acquired, but makes no charge for his services. 


Equal Quarterly Payments to Incumbents.—Under the Queen Anne’s Bounty 
(Powers) Measure, 1937, a scheme is now in operation whereunder equal quarterly 
distributions are made of all net income (that is, gross income less deductions 
for dilapidations, repayment of loans, pensions charges and such like outgoings) 
paid by the Bounty to the clergy, subject to a small flat rate charge to cover the 
interest on necessary advances. This charge is waived, however, in the case of 
benefices not exceeding 350/. in annual value. 


Gifts and Bequests.—The Governors are prepared to receive gifts of money, 
lands, ete., for a benefice. Such property can be left to them by will. An 
appropriate form of bequest will be supplied on application.

Tue Cathedral Commissioners for England were set up by the Cathedrals Measure, 
1931... The following contains brief descriptions of the provisions of that Measure 
and of the work of the Commission :— 


PROVISIONS OF THE MEASURE. 
The following is a summary of the chief provisions of the Measure :— 


Cathedral Commission.—A statutory body is set up under the title of the 
“Cathedral Commissioners for England.’’ The original Commissioners were 
seven in number, of whom six were named in the Measure, and another was to be 
nominated by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. Others, up to a maximum of . 
three, might be appointed by the Church Assembly on the nomination of the 
Chairman, Death and ill-health have brought about changes in the personnel 
and the present members of the Commission are as shown above. The powers 
of the Commissioners will end twelve years after the passing of the Measure, but 
may be terminated by Resolution of the Assembly at any time after the expira- 
tion of seven years. Provision is made for the appointment from time to time 
of special Commissions to assist in carrying out the provisions of the Measure 
after the main Commission has ceased to exist. 

Principal Function of the Commissioners.—Their principal function is to 
provide by means of ‘‘ schemes’ under the Measure for the establishment and 
revision of constitutions and statutes for the various cathedral churches to which 
the Measure applies (i.¢. all cathedrals in England except Christ Church, Oxford), 
and for the administration of their property and revenues. In the performance 
of this principal function the Commissioners are responsible to the Church 
Assembly, and must have regard to any Resolution it may pass relating to the 
manner in which the Measure is to be carried into effect. They are also required 
to make an annual Report to the Assembly on their work. They are to act in 
consultation with the “‘ consenting body ”’ (see below) of each cathedral, to have 
regard in each case to past history and customs, and also to take into considera- 
tion the recommendations made by the earlier Commission in its Report dated 
October 12, 1927. 

_ Consenting Bodies.—In order to avoid any suspicion of bureaucratic govern- 
ment, or any possibility of statutes being framed in a way which a cathedral 
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chapter may regard as injurious to its work, the Measure establishes in each 
cathedral a consenting body to act in close co-operation with the Cathedral 
Commissioners in the preparation of schemes. In cathedrals named in the 
second schedule of the Measure (most of them being what may be called parish 
church cathedrals) the consenting body consists of the bishop (chairman), the 
dean (if any), the incumbent (if any), the canons (whether residentiary or not), 
and (if the church be a parish church) two representatives of the Parochial Church 
Council. (Subsequently, in the case of Liverpool, it was provided by the 
Cathedrals (Amendment) Measure, 1934, that the consenting body should be 
the principal chapter.) For Truro special provision is made in the Measure of 
1931. In all other cathedral churches the consenting body is the dean and 
chapter as at present constituted. 

Powers and Duties of the Commissioners.—The Commissioners are given large 
powers of asking for any information which they may require. It is their duty 
to frame, rescind, amend or vary schemes under the Measure, and they have 
power to promote Measures in the Assembly in addition to, or in lieu of, schemes 
if in their opinion necessity so requires. 

Schemes.—The Measure lays down a few principles or regulations which must 
be observed in the case of every cathedral church; but in regard to most matters 
legislation is effected by means of schemes, each of which is to be so framed as to 
suit the special circumstances of the cathedral church to which it applies. No 
attempt is made to secure uniformity. It is desirable that each cathedral should 
live its own life and develop on its own lines. 

Every scheme is framed after consultation between the Commissioners and 
the consenting body of the cathedral to which it refers, and will define the con- 
stitution and statutes under which the cathedral is to be governed. In its draft 
form it is communicated to every person or body whose consent is necessary, to 
other persons who are affected by the scheme, and to the Church Assembly. 
The Commissioners may then revise the draft scheme, and if they do so must 
communicate the proposed amendments to the same persons or bodies as in the 
case of the original draft. Public notice must then be given that a draft scheme 
has been approved, and any person who desires to inspect it is given an opportu- 
nity of doing so. A draft scheme may not be sealed until a session (commencing 
not less than one month after the date of public notification) of the Church 
Assembly has been held at which no Resolution has been passed requesting the 
Commissioners not to seal. 

Procedure for giving Effect to Schemes.—A scheme, after being sealed by the 
Commissioners, is submitted to His Majesty in Council, and, during the three 
months which follow the publication in the London Gazette of a notice that the 
scheme has been so submitted, any interested person or persons may lodge an 
appeal against it. Ifan appeal is made the Privy Council may dismiss the appeal, 
or it may suggest that the scheme be amended, in which case the whole procedure 
will have to be gone through again ab initio. No objection to the scheme having 
been sustained, it is laid on the table of both Houses of Parliament for twenty 
days. If no Address against the scheme is presented to His Majesty by either 
House, the scheme may then be confirmed by Order in Council and, upon notice 
of such confirmation being published in the London Gazette, becomes effectual 
in law. 

The purpose of this elaborate procedure is to ensure full publicity, to give 
protection to all parties concerned, and to provide that the terms of every scheme 
shall receive most careful scrutiny before becoming law. ‘ 

Consents required to Schemes.—Ng scheme may be sealed by the Commissioners 
without the consent of (1) the “‘ consenting body ’’ of the cathedral church to 
which the scheme relates, and (2) the bishop of the Diocese; but such consents 
are not required in regard to a transfer of land to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, 
or to a scheme relating to a minor corporation. 
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The Bishop’s Powers and Rights.—Kvery scheme must provide that the bishop 
shall be visitor of his cathedral church, and define the powers and duties which 
belong to him as visitor; it must also prescribe his rights to use the cathedral 
and to take part in its services. 

Cathedral Administration.—The Measure sets out at great length the matters 
which must be dealt with in any scheme relating to a cathedral church with a 
fully constituted chapter. The chapter must consist of the dean and all the 
canons, residentiary or non-residentiary. Some of the business of the cathedral 
church must be dealt with by the “ general chapter,’’ but most of it (including the 
regulation of services) will generally be in the hands of the ‘‘ administrative 
chapter,’’ consisting of the dean and residentiaries. The scheme will define the 
duties of all members of the cathedral body. Provision is made for the com- 
pulsory retirement of deans and canons residentiary on reaching the age of 
seventy-five, so soon as a pension scheme has been approved. A scheme may 
also provide for the appointment of residentiary canons for a limited number of 
years. A non-residentiary canon will usually vacate his office on leaving the 
diocese. 

Parish Church Cathedrals—These cathedrals have at present neither chapters 
nor statutes. Schemes will establish a chapter under the presidency of the 
incumbent, generally styled, “‘ provost,’’ and a cathedral council of which the 
bishop will be chairman, and which will include representatives of the chapter, 
the parochial church council and the laity of the Diocese. The respective powers 
of the chapter and of the council will be defined by the scheme. When the council 
has been legally constituted it will become the consenting body of the cathedral. 

Transference of Land to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners.—Most of the land 
(outside cathedral precincts) belonging to cathedral chapters was transferred to 
the Keclesiastical Commissioners under the legislation of the last century. The 
Cathedral Commissioners are directed to complete this transference subject to 
certain specified exceptions. In every case of transference full compensation 
will be made. 

Minor Corporations.—In cathedrals of the Old Foundation there exist minor 
corporations, with separate endowments, consisting of priest vicars or lay vicars. 
The Measure prescribes for the future administration of the property of these 
corporations and provides for their reconstitution or dissolution. 

Grants by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners.—Subject to the consent of the 
Church Assembly the Ecclesiastical Commissioners are empowered to make 
grants from their common fund for the benefit of cathedral churches which are 
in financial difficulty. 

Freehold Offices—Subject to existing rights all freeholds are abolished except 
those which belong to offices which give to the holder a place within the chapter. 

Existing interests are in every case carefully safeguarded. No person holding 
office at the time of the passing of the Measure will suffer, except with his own 
consent, in regard to his position, emoluments or fixity of tenure. 

Repealing Clause-—The chief legal enactment repealed by the Measure is 
that which limits the choice by cathedral chapters of men whom they present 
to benefices to clerks who have served five years in the Diocese. 

It may be well to quote some words spoken by the present Archbishop of 
Canterbury which express the intention of those who were responsible for the 
preparation of the Measure :— 


“ The first and supreme aim of a cathedral is, by its own beauty and by 
the religious services held within it, to give continuous witness to the things 
unseen and eternal, and to offer continuous and reverent worship to Almighty 
God. To this supreme object all others must be subsidiary. 

“ A cathedral, as the place of the bishop’s seat, is the mother church of 
the Diocese. To it, as the centre of their diocesan life, the clergy and people

will be encouraged to come; within it they will be made welcome; from 
it will go out into the Diocese many activities helpful to the religious life of 
the people.” 


THE WORK OF THE COMMISSION. 


The Commissioners had been hampered in their work by certain doubts and 
difficulties arising in the Cathedrals Measure, 1931, and by the fact that peculiari- 
ties, for which no provision had been made in that Measure, were found to exist 
in some of the Cathedrals. A Measure of an omnibus nature, calculated to deal 
with these points, was accordingly drafted, was passed by the Church Assembly, 
and received the Royal Assent. Among its more important provisions is included 
the power to establish bodies corporate and to confer appropriate rights and duties 
upon the Cathedral Councils which are being set up in Parish Church Cathedrals. 
The Measure is entitled “‘ The Cathedrals (Amendment) Measure, 19347’; and 
the two Measures are cited together as “‘ The Cathedral Measures, 1931 and 1934.’ 
The Commission have also promoted two other Measures, which have become law, 
namely, the Parish of Manchester Revenues Measure, 1933, and the Cathedrals 
(Houses of Residence) Measure, 1936. 'The former applies exclusively to Man- 
chester Cathedral and to Parishes formed within the ancient Parish of Manchester, 
and the latter is of general application, relating to the disposition of residence 
houses belonging to members of Cathedral Chapters. A third Measure has also 
been promoted by the Commissioners and, having received the final approval 
of the Church Assembly, has recently received the Royal Assent. This is the 
Southwark Cathedral Measure, 1937, which, subject to certain safeguards, con- 
firms a Scheme establishing a Constitution and Statutes for the Cathedral 
Church of Southwark, which is appended to the Measure as a schedule. The 
promotion of a special Measure in this case was attributable to the peculiar 
circumstances of the Cathedral. A further Measure of general application is 
under review by the Commissioners dealing with augmented pensions for 
members of such Chapters and for the vacation of their offices in certain 
circumstances. It is possible that, before the work of the Commissioners is 
ended, other cases requiring legislation may arise. 

The Church Assembly has approved the making of a grant for Cathedrals out 
of the Common Fund of the Kcclesiastical Commissioners for a period of ten 
years. The maximum is £18,000 a year. The amount allocated for the year 
ended March 25, 1937, is approximately £15,710, including a special non-recurring 
grant to Wells Cathedral. As the work of making Schemes advances, further 
calls are likely to be made upon the sum available. f 

Forty-three Schemes have already been confirmed by Orders in Council. 
Others have been submitted to His Majesty in Council and are awaiting con- 
firmation. The total number of Schemes required to complete the task imposed 
upon the Commissioners is likely to be about eighty. 


“Friends” of the Cathedrals. 


In connection with many of the Cathedrals, Collegiate Churches and some 
other Churches there now exist bodies known as “ Friends” of. the Cathedral 
or with some similar title. Brief particulars of such organisations are given 
below :— 


Canterbury.—The object of the [riends of Canterbury Cathedral (formed 
by Dean Bell in 1927) is to form, in association with the Dean and Chapter, 
a body of supporters who will take some share in preserving the Cathedral 
.for posterity. The first name entered on the Roll is that of H.M. the King, 
and the total membership is now 4,930. There are 300 Members of Youth. 
The Friends have repaired (1) the unique Norman Water Tower of the Cathedral 
at a cost of some 1,700/.; (2) the All Saints’ Treasury at a cost of 400/.; (3) the 
Royal Window of Edward IV. This has been re-leaded and cleaned (500/.), 
and a grant of 1,600/. made for the repair of the 8.E, Transept. A grant of 
4,000/. was made towards the repair of the Corona and one of 250]. towards the 
repair of registers and early printed books. The Christ Church Gateway has been 
repaired at a cost of 6,000/., and the Turrets rebuilt at a cost of 3,200J., while, 
under the direction of Professor E. W. Tristram, the roof of the Great Cloister 
with 800 shields is being preserved and recoloured. This work has cost 3,000. 
The tombs of Edward the Black Prince, of Archbishop Peckham, of Henry IV, 
Joan of Navarre and of Archbishop Courtenay have been cleaned and repaired 
at a cost of 3,000/. Donations from individual Friends for (a) reparations ; 
(6) reconstructions by Prof. E. W. ‘Tristram of twelfth, fourteenth, and fifteenth 
century paintings; (c) furnishings—notably of the Chantry founded by Henry IV 
and dedicated to Edward the Confessor—amount to about 5,000/.; and (d) 
books for the High Altar, the Archbishop’s Throne and the Choir Lectern to 1751. 
The interest of the Friends is maintained by the publication of an Annual Report, 
and an illustrated quarterly publication entitled Canterbury Cathedral Chronicle. 
A Festival Service is held each year in the Cathedral. The minimum annual 
subscription is 5s. ; Life Membership, 20/.; Corporate Membership, 10s. ; Member- 
ship of Youth, 2s.

York.—The Friends of York Minster were founded in 1928 in order to 
link together in a common fellowship of love and loyalty towards the great 
Cathedral Church all those actuated by a common desire ‘to help to ensure 
its well-being. An annual subscription of 5s. admits adults to membership, 
while 2s. admits boys and girls under eighteen. Corporate bodies are 
admitted to membership for a minimum subscription of 10s. Boys and girls 
within such corporate bodies may become individual Friends for 1s. annually. 
There are over 1,350 members.

Durham.—The Friends of Durham Cathedral (an association founded in 
October 1933) held its fourth annual meeting on May 29th, 1937, at which 
date the membership was 1,149. The objects of the association are defined as 
being to assist the Dean and Chapter, who annually expend some 2,000/. on 
the Fabrice, to carry out work for which their ordinary funds are inadequate 
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and in particular to restore the damage done by past generations, to complete 
the Organ, to help the Library and to add to the amenities of the River Banks. 
A sum of 50/. has been voted for the report as in past years, 551. for the completion 
of the work on the Choir Stalls, 200]. towards the completion of the Clock-case, 
501. towards the restoration of the colours on the Bishop’s throne and 200/. 
towards the cost of production of a book to be printed by the Clarendon Press 
showing some of the early treasures possessed by the Library in illuminated 
MSS. The minimum annual subscription is 5s., or 10s. for corporate membership 
(for parishes, colleges, schools, etc.). The next annual meeting will be held on 
May 28, 1938.

Winchester.—The Friends of Winchester Cathedral were founded in 1931 
to bind together all those who love the Cathedral and to help the Dean and 
Chapter to do what is needed to preserve it for posterity. The unique series of 
embroidered cushions and kneelers in the Choir, the repair of niches and mullions 
in the Cathedral fabric, the rearrangement of the medieval sculpture, and the. 
rehanging of the bells are examples of work which has been made possible by the 
support of the Friends in recent years; and they have also helped largely with 
the installation of the new heating and lighting systems. An annual subscription 
of 5s. admits adults to membership, while 2s. admits boys and girls under eighteen. 
Schools and similar corporate bodies and associations are admitted to membership 
for a minimum subscription of 10s. Life Membership is 20/. The annual Festival 
is held on St. Swithun’s Day.

Carlisle—Friends of Carlisle Cathedral, Company of.—This association 
was formed on June 25th, 1934, being the year of the eighth hundred anniversary 
of the foundation of the See. The most urgent of the tasks to be attempted is 
the repair of the existing building, which needs a new lead covering for the roof 
and the replacement of decayed exterior stonework. It is estimated that these 
repairs alone will cost between 12,000/. and 15,000/., but it is also felt that the 
restoration of the Norman nave and the provision of vestry accommodation 
cannot much longer be postponed. The Company numbered 850 on April 30th, 
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1937, and a sum of 6,665/. had been contributed to that date. As a result of this 
help the South Transept, the Nave, the Choir and the Choir Aisles have been 
re-roofed. A sum of 1,335/. has been contributed towards new vestries, in 
addition to a legacy of 1,000/. The minimum subscription for membership of 
5s., or 10s. for corporate membership (for schools, etc.), may be sent to the 
Dean or to T. B. Harston, Hon. Treas., Friends of Carlisle Cathedral, 18 Bank St., 
Carlisle.

The 
objects in view are to bind together all who love the Cathedral and who desire to 
take their part, however small, in preserving it for posterity, or in adding to its 
adornment. The number on the Roll is 941, and a sum of £400 was contributed 
during the first year, and devoted to the special repair fund. The minimum 
annual subscription is 5s.; Corporate Membership (for Schools, Colleges, etc.)

Liverpool.—An organisation known as the Cathedral Builders was formed in 
May 1925, in order to extend as widely as possible popular interest in the comple- 
tion of Liverpool Cathedral, and to encourage systematic giving to the Building 
Fund; it now has a membership of well over 1,600 and has raised 25,000/. since 
its foundation. There are two classes of members—those who pay direct to the 
office, either annually or quarterly, and those who pay through collectors in the 
various areas into which the diocese is subdivided. There is no maximum limit 
to subscriptions, but monthly subscribers are asked to give not less than 1s. 
per month, and annual subscribers not less than l/. 1s. per year. All subscriptions 
received are paid over without deduction to the Building fund; working expenses 
being met from other sources. Members receive an enrolment certificate and an 
illustrated Quarterly Bulletin. In the summer an annual service is held at the 
Cathedral, after which ‘‘ Builders” have the privilege of viewing the progress of 
the work and inspecting the Cathedral and its treasures. Particulars can be 
obtained from the Secretary, “ Cathedral Builders,’’ The Cathedral, Liverpool, 1. 


Norwich.—A society known as the Friends of the Cathedral Church of 
Norwich was formed in 1930, in order to bind in fellowship together all who 
love the Cathedral as a centre of religion, history and art. There are nearly 
650 members. The minimum subscription is 5s., but many give considerable 
sums. There is a special badge, in silver and bronze, which incorporates the 
arms of the priory (Argent, a cross sable). Since 1930 the north and south transepts 
of the Cathedral have beén completely re-seated, the new High Altar has been 
completed, and the early and medieval mural paintings restored under the 
direction of Professor EK. W. Tristram, who is now supervising the cleaning and 
colouring of the bays of the Cloisters. The Society has published an Official 
Handbook to the Cathedral and also An Introduction to the Obedientiary and. Manor 
Rolls of Norwich Cathedral Priory, by Dr. H. W. Saunders.

The constitution of the Board as settled by the Church Assembly in 1923 pro- 
vided that it should consist of 8 members nominated by the Standing Com- 
mittee, 4 elected by the members of the Central Church Committee for Defence 
and Instruction, and 2 nominated by the Archbishops. 

The experience of two years’ working showed that the representation of the 
Assembly thus provided was insufficient, and accordingly, under the authority 
of the Standing Committee, the constitution was revised so as to provide that the 
Board should consist of 23 members, 17 nominated by the Standing Committee, 
4 elected by the members of the Central Church Committee, and 2 nominated by 
the Archbishops. This much larger representation of the Assembly produced 
satisfactorily attended meetings of the Board and a more efficient administration. 
In March, 1932, the Board decided to introduce the practice of monthly meetings 
for the conduct of its work in place of the quarterly meetings which it had hitherto 
regarded as sufficient for the purpose. As some of the members of the Board live 
at great distances from London, this was accomplished by the appointment of an 
Executive Committee which meets in every month in which there is no session ot 
the Board itself. Thus there are in each year four meetings of the Board and eight 
of the Executive. The Executive Committee, of which Sir Humphrey Milford is 
chairman, consists of six persons elected by the Board, and has power to co-opt 
three others with a proviso that there shall be always a majority of members of 
the Assembly upon the Committee. In the intervals between meetings of the 
Board the Executive Committee now exercises a general supervision over any 
business undertaken or proposed in the name of the Board, and any publications 
to be issued under its imprint. 


POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE BOARD. 


Subject to any instructions which may from time to time be given by the 
Church Assembly or the Standing Committee, and in so far as means admit, 
it is the duty of the Press and Publications Board to diffuse information with 
regard to the activities of the Church of England regarded as a whole and especially

in reference to the work of the Church Assembly, its Boards, Committees and 
subsidiary organisations, in the following among other ways: 


(1) By arranging a service of news in the Press. 

(2) By publishing or making arrangements for the publication of litera- 
ture for the Church Assembly, its Boards, Commissions, and 
Committees, including official publications when officially desired. 

(3) By promoting the sale of such literature. 

(4) By organising lectures, including lantern lectures, and promoting 
in such ways as may be desirable the objects of the Central 
Church Committee for Defence and Instruction. 


After a conference held at Lambeth Palace, the Press and Publications Board 
appointed a new standing committee to be known as the Defence and Instruction 
Committee, whose duties comprise those of the old Central Church Committee 
for Defence and Instruction and include (a) the compilation and distribution of 
leaflets, pamphlets and books designed to fortify the Church of England against 
hostile attack, by instructing its members in its history, tradition and practice; 
(6) a constant supply of articles for the same ends; (c) the examination of the 
newspapers in order that representations may be made or suitable replies be sent 
to unfair statements or letters attacking the Church’s position or practice; and 
(d) any other business committed to it by the Board. 


GENERAL ORGANISATION. 


Both branches of the Board’s work continue to be carried on according 
to the principles laid down in the past. In regard'to the Press work the Board has 
the assistance of diocesan representatives, who are appointed for the purpose of 
keeping the Board in touch with such events in the Dioceses as might otherwise 
escape notice. The diocesan representatives are invited to a Conference with the 
Board during the summer of each year in order that suggestions for making this 
branch of the work of the Board more useful and effective may be fully discussed. 


CHURCH DEFENCE WORK. 


The Defence and Instruction Committee held its first meeting on November 
24th, 1936, when it appointed two sub-committees, namely, a Literature 
Sub-Committee, the Chairman of which is Professor Norman Sykes, Canon 
Theologian of Liverpool Cathedral and Professor of History in London Uni- 
versity; and a Press Sub-Committee, under the chairmanship of the Rev. C. B. 
Mortlock. The Literature Sub-Committee has since undertaken the publication 
of a series of informative pamphlets and leaflets. The Press Sub-Committee 
has prepared a scheme for submission to the Dioceses designed to bring about a 
more effective organisation of local Church defence work and the promotion of 
schemes of “‘ newspaper evangelism ’’ through the Provincial Press on lines which 
have proved successful in Liverpool, Salisbury and elsewhere. 


PRESS WORK. 


The Board continued its service during 1936-37 to London and provincial 
newspapers; to other publications, including the Church papers and diocesan 
gazettes; to the news agencies, including the photographic news agencies and the 
news film companies ; and to the British Broadcasting Corporation. Asin previous 
years, journalists, art-editors and others seeking information on matters affecting 
the Church made extensive use of the Board either by personal call or by telephone ; 
and the Board continued its endeavours to use the services of the Press to keep the 
Church, its mission and its bearing on the national life always before the eyes of 
the nation. ; 
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The regular daily, weekly and monthly news services concerning the Church 
Assembly, its Boards, Councils and Committees, and concerning the work of the 
Church in general, were continued and in some cases augmented. In particular, 
the Board greatly increased both the number of items circulated to weekly pro- 
vincial newspapers and the range of their circulation, It also distributed a larger 
number of notes and articles to educational, literary, architectural, musical and 
other specialist journals. On occasion matters affecting the Anglican Communion 
overseas were despatched to news agencies with cable services and to the British 
Broadcasting Corporation. The Empire Press Section of the latter also received 
the regular news services. The service of news in the form of leaderettes and 
notes was continued each week to 200 provincial weekly newspapers; and notes 
on the work of the Church Assembly were circulated each month to the diocesan 
gazettes and leaflets. The annual review of the Church events during the year 
was issued to the Press of the whole country, including the daily Press, local 
weeklies, news agencies, Church papers, diocesan gazettes and the B.B.C. and 
satisfactory use was made of this. Among the events for which special publicity 
arrangements were undertaken were the visit of the Patriarch of Rumania, whose 
arrival was broadcast and recorded by the news film companies; and the laying 
of the foundation-stone of the new Church House, Westminster, by H.M. Queen 
Mary on June 26th, 1937. 

The Press and Publications Board continued to co-operate with Queen Anne’s 
Bounty in the refutation of popular mis-statements concerning tithe. The Board 
was glad to be able to serve the Archbishops’ Tithe Compensation Fund Appeal, 
and undertook its defence against criticism. 

The value of this Press branch of the Board’s work cannot well be represented 
statistically, as it is impossible to collect every item published in every paper based 
on the information supplied by the Bureau. It may, however, be of interest to 
record that 6,817 items were observed during 1936 by the reliable Press Cuttings 
Ageney employed by the Board, as compared with 6,179 in 1935. 

There was a full attendance of Press representatives at all the meetings 
of the Assembly during 1936-37, and steps were taken as usual to provide, 
so far as possible, for their comfort and convenience. 


PUBLICATION WORK. 


The publication work of the Board is principally the production for the various 
Committees, Commissions and Boards of the Church Assembly, of the reports and 
other publications issued under the authority of the Assembly. The official 
responsibility for the contents of such publications rests with the body which 
compiles them, and not with the Press and Publications Board, which is only 
responsible for the books and pamphlets compiled by it for its own purposes. 

The chief publications of 1936-37, apart from The Official Year Book of the 
Church of England, were The Advancing Church, the Missionary Council’s fifth 
Unified Statement. of the Work and Needs of the Church Overseas; ‘‘ The 
Church, the School and the Home,”’ “‘ It Can be Done ”’ and “‘ Instead of Sunday 
School’’ for the Central Council of the Church for Religious Education (the 
National Society); and a “Second Survey on the Affairs of the Orthodox 
Church’’ and a ‘‘ Fourth Survey on the Affairs of the Continental Churches 
(German Evangelical Church) ’’ for the Church of England Council on Foreign 
Relations. : 

Other publications issued by the Board included many new and revised forms, 
leaflets, lantern lectures, etc. There was again a large demand for Rogationtide 
and §. Andrewstide literature. Over 33,000 copies of a Rogationtide envelope, 
with leaflet attached and 20,000 copies of “‘ Three Whys,’’ were issued; while 
St. Andrewstide publications had a circulation of 139,470. 
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THE CHURCH ASSEMBLY NEWS. 


During 1936-37 this 24-page illustrated monthly, published for the Central 
Board of Finance, was circulated free to every incumbent by that Board, and in 
consequence an edition of 20,000 monthly was published. In October 1937 the 
Press and Publication Board took over the editorial work of this publication, 
subject to the general control of the Central Board of Finance. 


THE OF FICIAL YEAR BOOK, 1938. 


The present issue of this book was published as usual in the middle of Decem- 
ber, 1937, thus again making available the general information and statistical 
tables at the moment when they are chiefly required. This issue is an Empire 
Number, and contains authoritative articles on the work of the Church in various 
Empire lands. All the usual features of the publication are retained. ‘The cir- 
culation of The Official Year Book is more than four times as large as it was when 
the Board took over the editorial control. The Board are deeply indebted to 
Anglican officials throughout the world, whose kind co-operation has been invalu- 
able in securing comprehensive, accurate and up-to-date information. 


MISSIONARY COUNCIL NOTES. 


On behalf of the Missionary Council the Board publishes a quarterly 
publication entitled Missionary Council Notes. 


THE CHURCH OVERSEAS. 


The Missionary Review, The Hast and West Review, owned by the S.P.G. 
and the C.M.S8., with whom the Missionary Council are associated on the editorial 
board, is published by the S.P.C.K. in association with the Press and Publications 
Board. 


TYPOGRAPHY OF CHURCH PUBLICATIONS. 


Advice on typographical matters was again given to various diocesan and 
other Church authorities who asked for it. 


BOOKST ALLS. 


The work of the bookstalls was continued on the same lines as in recent 
years. Bookstalls were arranged at 60 Diocesan Conferences, representing a 
slight decrease of 4 as compared with the previous year. Fifty-five Ruri-decanal 
Conferences were supplied with literature, an increase of 41 as compared with 
1935. Literature was sent to 35 Archeological Lectures, 24 Lectures at Church 
Training Colleges and Theological Lectures, 18 Church Electors’ Meetings, and 
44 Archdeacons’ Visitations, the last figure being the same as for 1935, and the 
other three representing increases of 24 and 8 and a decrease of 8 respectively. 
Literature was supplied to 172 parishes for Student Missionary Campaigns as 
compared with 109 in 1935, the sales amounting to approximately 33} per cent. 
of the literature sent out; to 61 sales and other meetings of a missionary character, 
and to 7 Missionary Schools. The figure 61 represents an increase of 36 as com- 
pared with the previous year and the figure 7 a decrease of 1. If the figures for all 
the meetings, lectures, conferences, etc., are added together, they give a total of 
655, which represents an increase of 180 as compared with 1935, and of 148 as 
compared with 1934. 7 
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BOOK ROOM. 


The Book Room maintained by the Board again acted also as an information 
bureau on Church Assembly affairs and on matters pertaining to books and other 
Church publications. 


TEMPORARY OFFICES. 


Owing to the rebuilding of the Church House, Westminster, the Board moved 
in July, 1936, into temporary offices at 55 Tufton Street, Westminster, S.W.1, 
where those calling in person will find the Secretary, the Press Bureau, the Book 
Room and the Editor of Uhe Official Year Book of the Church of England. All 
correspondence, however, should be addressed to the Board at Church House, 
2 Little Smith Street, Westminster, S.W.1. 


The Loducation of the Church 
Electorate. 


GENERAL PURPOSES AND CHURCH ELECTORATE Sus-ComMMITTEE. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Tunis Sub-Committee of the Northern and Southern Organisation Committees 
had its origin in a Syllabus Committee of the Southern Organisation Committee 
which was appointed in 1927. To it was entrusted the preparation of a syllabus 
of study in the organisation and administration of the Church for the use of 
Church electors. 

This Syllabus Committee was subsequently reorganised as the Education 
of the Church Electorate Committee, with a membership consisting of repre- 
sentatives of the Southern and Northern Organisation Committees and persons 
of wide educational experience, in order to bring the Church electorate into a 
closer and better-informed contact with Church affairs than had existed since 
the establishment of the Church Assembly. The Education of the Church 
Electorate Committee published a Handbook outlining plans for study, a series 
of important pamphlets by eminent authorities dealing with such subjects as 
Church history, government, administration and property in a reliable, simple 
and non-controversial manner, and prepared a parallel series of lantern lectures. 

In 1929, the Central Board of Finance adopted resolutions of the Northern 
and Southern Organisation Committees recommending that the Education of 
the Church Electorate Committee should be dissolved and that a General Purposes 
and Church Electorate Sub-Committee should be appointed, to consist of ten 
members of the Southern Province and six of the Northern Province, the majority 
to be members of the Northern and Southern Organisation Committees, to transact 
such business as should be committed to it, and the first meeting of the Sub- — 
Committee was held in January, 1930. The General Purposes and Church 
Electorate Sub-Committee drew up in 1934 a scheme, in conjunction with the 
Press and Publications Board, for the appointment of a Publicity and Electorate 
Committee in each Diocese, which should work in co-operation with the Centre, 
i.e. by arranging mass meetings for Church Electors, providing lantern lectures, 
supplying news to the local Press and to the Press and Publications Board, etc. 
As a result of the circulation of the scheme to the Dioceses, several Diocesan 
committees have been appointed, while some Dioceses have delegated the work 
to existing committees. 


WORK OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE IN 1937. 


The work of the Sub-Committee during the past year can be summarised 
under two headings: (1) Organisation work, and (2) Propaganda work. 


1. Organisation Work. 


(i) Meetings of Parochial Church Councillors and LElectors.—The Sub- 
Committee continued to organise the series of meetings inaugurated in 1930 
with the approval of the Central Board of Finance. The aim of these meetings 
is to educate the Church Electorate in the work of the Church Assembly, especially 
in showing its relation to the Parish, the Diocese, the Central Organisation, and 
the Church overseas. The meetings as a rule are organised on a ruridecanal or 
archidiaconal basis, and are addressed for half an hour by a speaker selected from 
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the central panel of speakers drawn up by the Sub-Committee, who then invites 
questions from anyone in the audience who may wish to gain information on any 
relevant matter. 

During 1937 10 meetings were held. Meetings are in course of preparation 
for 1938. The Committees are in close touch with Diocesan Organisation Com- 
mittees (where they exist) so that there may be no overlapping in the arrangements 
for meetings of Church Electors and Church Councillors. 

(ii) Conferences for Parochial Clergy.—ln addition to meetings for parochial 
church councillors, the Sub-Committee approached certain archdeacons with a 
view to their organising conferences for the parochial clergy of their archdeaconries. 
Several conferences were held, and it is hoped to arrange further conferences in 
1938. 

(iii) Lectures in Training and Theological Colleges.—As in 1936, lectures were 
given in the Church of England Training Colleges for Men and Women, and also 
in the Theological Colleges. The subject was Christian Stewardship, and the 
Committee offered prizes for the best essays submitted by the students on this 
subject. A large number of the Colleges have agreed to the Committee’s 
suggestion that a lecture should be given in every Academic Year, and lectures 
have been arranged in the Colleges during the year 1937-8. 

(iv) Circulation of Notes to Archdeacons.—The Sub-Committee renewed the 
scheme adopted in previous years on the recommendation of the Central Board 
of Finance of sending Notes on the Work of the Church Assembly to Archdeacons 
for use in the preparation of their archidiaconal charges. Seventy-eight Arch- 
deacons availed themselves of the Sub-Committee’s offer. 


2. Propaganda Work. 


(i) Why Quotas? (O.C. 293). A new four-page leaflet entitled ‘‘ Why 
Quotas?’ has been issued at an unusually low price, namely 4d. each; 9d. for 
50 and Is. 3d. for 100. An edition of 20,000 was printed and a reprint has already 
had to be made. 

(ii) The Church: Your Church ? (O.C. 292). A series of twelve leaflets on 
the organisation of the Church has been published: each leaflet deals with one 
point, and each leads on to the next, so that the twelve make a useful body of 
instruction. The leaflets are specially intended for insertion in diocesan and 
parish magazines and cost $d. each, 50 copies 1s., 100 copies 1s. 9d. A complete 
set costs 3d., 50 sets 8s. 6d., 100 sets 15s., including postage. 

(iii) Rogationtide Papers. The Committee issued the following papers for 
use at Rogationtide, 1937—

A series of simple Church History lectures are in course of preparation and 
also a lecture on ‘‘ The Advancing Church.” 

Two lectures entitled ‘“‘ The Staffing of Parishes ’’ and “ Training of Teachers ”’ 
have been revised. 

A great demand has been found for film slides and 30 lectures are now available 
in this form. 


The Church house. 


Tue Church House has in the past represented only the partial 
fulfilment of the ideals of those who founded it. 

In Queen Victoria’s Jubilee Year the Church lacked any building 
which could claim to be an administrative headquarters of the 
Church, although most of the other religious bodies in the country 
had already provided themselves with such buildings. Even the 
Convocation of Canterbury was dependent for a meeting-place on 
the hospitality of the Dean and Chapter of Westminster. 

The chief mover in the attempt to provide a central Church 
House as the Church’s memorial of the Queen’s Jubilee was Harvey 
Goodwin, Bishop of Carlisle (1869-91), although the idea had been 
mooted by Robert Nelson and a similar scheme had been advocated 
by Sir Robert Phillimore. 

Bishop Goodwin’s ideal, which received the strong support of 
Archbishop Benson, was a building which should serve not only as 
a meeting-place for Convocation and of the then recently formed 
Canterbury House of Laymen, but as the common home of the 
offices of many Church agencies, and a centre for all the manifold 
activities of the Anglican Communion. 

Like most great ideas, the project met with much ill-informed 
and prejudiced criticism from the parochially-minded, but sufficient 
support was received to render possible the incorporation by Royal 
Charter of a body of Churchmen, to be known thenceforward as the 
Corporation of the Church House. 

The sum of 33,000]. was raised for building, and an ideal site 
having been acquired on historic ground, by the purchase of property 
abutting on Great Smith Street, Little Smith Street, Tufton Street, and 
Dean’s Yard, the foundation stone of a building designed by Sir Arthur 
Blomfield was laid by the Duke of Connaught on June 24, 1891. Prior 
to this a beginning had been made by converting Nos. 10 and 11 
Dean’s Yard into one house and the provision of a library, reading, 
writing and committee rooms. 

The Great Hall and the buildings on the south side of the site 
were completed in 1896, and the building was largely used in connec- 
tion with the meetings of the committees of the Lambeth Conference 
in 1897. By July 1901, the West Block, providing additional 


accommodation for Societies and for the Library, was completed, 
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and in the following year the Hoare Memorial Hall was formally 
opened. 

The establishment of the Church Assembly revealed at once the 
indispensability of the Church House, where most of its work has been 
centred. The Church Assembly is now the chief tenant of the 
Corporation, but between forty and fifty Church Societies have had 
their offices in the building, and the halls for public meetings and 
the Committee rooms have been in constant request. 

At the end of 1932 all the outstanding leases on the property 
acquired in 1891 had fallen in and a further scheme of development 
became possible. It appeared that the most satisfactory plan was 
to clear the whole site and to reconstruct all the buildings to suit 
modern needs. A design prepared by Sir Herbert Baker was accepted 
by the Council, and by the Church Assembly so far as its own accom- 
modation is concerned. A full description of the plan to be followed 
was given in The Churchman’s Handbook for 1934. 

The boarding house for Westminster School and the new Gateway 
contemplated by the scheme were completed in 1936 and general 
rebuilding is taking place and the new building is expected to be ready 
for occupation by the end of 1939. This will include halls for 
meetings of the Assembly and Convocations, a Chapel, Library, 
Offices, Shops and spacious Club Rooms. 

Membership of the Church House is obtained after nomination 
of another member through election by the Council. In the new 
building it 1s proposed to provide also a Club for Town, Country and 
Overseas Members. During rebuilding a reading and writing room is 
provided for members in Grand Buildings, Trafalgar Square, W.C. 2, 
where some of the former tenants have their temporary offices.

THE CLERGY PENSIONS MEASURES, 1926 to 1936, THE CLERGY PEN- 
SIONS (OLDER INCUMBENTS) MEASURE, 1930, AND THE CLERGY 
PENSIONS (WIDOWS AND DEPENDANTS) MEASURE, 1936. 


Tue Clergy Pensions Measure 1926 brought into being for the first time a 
compulsory contributory Pensions Scheme for the clergy of the Church of England. 

Before 1926, retiring clergymen had to depend for their maintenance upon 
such allowances as could be furnished for them out of the benefices from which 
they retired, from diocesan funds and from the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, 
and upon such pension and other payments as they were entitled to receive as 
beneficiaries of the Clergy Pensions Institution. 

The Measure of 1926, however, introduced pensions for the clergy, both 
beneficed and unbeneficed, according to the length of their service, provided 
partly by contributions paid by them and partly by payments made by the 
Church Assembly and the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. 


A corporate body known as The Church of England Pensions Board was 
created to administer the Scheme. This body is responsible for all receipts and 
payments, the granting of pensions, the keeping of proper accounts and the 
preparation each year of an audited statement of accounts which is submitted 
to the Church Assembly with the annual report required by the Measures. 

The accounts are audited each year by auditors appointed by the Board of 
Trade. 

At the end of every five years the funds administered by the Board are 
valued by an actuary, and a report of this valuation is made to the Church 
Assembly. 

The Pensions Authority, as the Church of England Pensions Board is called 
in the Measure, comprises a Chairman appointed by the Church Assembly and 
twenty-five Members. It is at present constituted as follows :—

CLERG@YMEN TO WHOM THE CONTRIBUTORY SCHEME APPLIES. 


(a) The scope of the contributory scheme is defined in the Measures, and 
includes all cathedral clergy and all parochial clergy duly instituted or licensed, 
and also all other clerks in Holy Orders who hold a Diocesan Bishop’s Licence 
under Seal, and are engaged in rendering ecclesiastical work, provided in every 
case— 


(i) that the clergyman concerned holds his office or discharges his functions 
within the provinces of Canterbury and York (including the Isle of Man and 
the Channel Islands), 

(ii) that his annual ecclesiastical emoluments exceed 100I., and 

(ili) that he bad not attained the age of 55 years before the Ist January, 
1927. 


(b) The Scheme may also be applied by agreement to any clergyman who has 
been a compulsory contributor but has ceased to contribute and has taken up 
some ecclesiastical, educational, charitable or other public work. This pro- 
vision enables the authority to include missionaries in the scheme whilst they 
are serving abroad. The annual contributions are determined by agreement 
with the Pensions Authority, the arrangement in effect constituting the clerk a 
compulsory contributor and his service pensionable service. 

(Clergymen taking up work abroad may continue to contribute in this way 
only if they are not eligible for inclusion in any other established Pensions Scheme.) 

(c) The Scheme may also be applied by agreement to any clergyman who 
does not come under (a) above and is engaged in ecclesiastical, educational, 
charitable or other public work, even though he has not been a compulsory 
contributor, but the contributions of such a clerk must be equal to the full 
actuarial payments which would be required for purchasing the benefits of the 
Scheme for him. 

(d) The Authority has power to enter into reciprocal arrangements with the 
Pensions Authorities of other Churches of the Anglican Communion and has 
already entered into several such arrangements so that contributory members 
may be transferred from one area to another and their service rendered anywhere 
within these areas will go towards quilifying them for pensions upon retirement. 

A contributor arriving from or expecting to leave for work abroad should 
therefore put himself into touch with the Pensions Authority in order to secure, 
if possible, continuity of his pensionable service. 

(e) Any clerk may apply in writing to the Pensions Authority for temporary 
exclusion from the Scheme whilst he is entitled to not less than equivalent benefits 
under some other approved pension or superannuation scheme or if he is a Member 
of a Religious Community whose rules make adequate provision for the old age 
or infirmity of its members. 

(f) The Pensions Authority is empowered to grant complete exemption from 
- the Scheme to a clerk who was over 42 years of age on January Ist, 1927, or who 
cannot qualify at age 70 for the minimum pension under the Measures, if he 
applies in the prescribed manner and is able to prove to the satisfaction of the 
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Authority that he is in receipt of a secured income at least equal to the pension 
which he would otherwise have obtained under the Scheme. The grant of 
exemption is in the discretion of the Board and once made is irrevocable. A 
clerk who is exempted will not be able to apply for a pension under the old 
system, as the Scheme contained in the Measure of 1926 supersedes the Scheme 
set up by the Incumbents Resignation Acts and The Deans and Canons 
Resignation Act, which do not apply to clergy who are eligible to come under the 
new contributory Scheme. 


Basis or ASSESSMENT OF ANNUAL CONTRIBUTIONS. 


(a) The rate of contributions of a beneficed contributor is based wpon the net 
income of his benefice as shown in the statutory form for the year preceding the 
year of assessment, such return being made by the incumbent direct to the 
Pensions Authority at the beginning of each year upon the form supplied for 
the purpose. If an incumbent has held his present benefice for part only of 
the preceding year the earned income accruing to the benefice for the whole year 
must be shown, but assessment will be made upon a proportion of this income 
and the income previously earned in that year. 

The details of income derived from tithes are supplied by Queen Anne’s 
Bounty and will be entered on the form before this is sent to the incumbent. 
Incumbents, sequestrators and others whose duty it is to fill up the forms should 
read the notes for guidance printed on or supplied with them. 

(b) The rate of contribution of an unbeneficed contributor is based upon his 
emoluments of office earned in the year preceding the year of assessment as 
shown in the statutory form of income which he is required to complete and 
return to the Authority each year. 

(c) A contributor holding more than one of such offices as are mentioned 
in the Measures will pay contributions calculated upon the aggregated incomes of 
all the offices held by him. 

(d) A contributor who in addition to performing ecclesiastical work holds 
an educational, charitable or other public office and whose annual ecclesiastical - 
income is less than 600/. will be assessed upon the emoluments of both the 
ecclesiastical and non-ecclesiastical work, the amount of non-ecclesiastical income 
included, however, being limited to such an amount as is necessary to raise the 
total assessable income to 6001. 

(e) A contributor who has not been liable to pay contributions during the 
whole of the year preceding the year of assessment will be assessed upon his 
estimated assessable income of the current year. 


CONTRIBUTIONS. 


(a) The annual contributions of compulsory contributors are payable half- 
yearly on June 30th and December 31st in each year. Assessment notices and 
requests for payment (or, alternatively, assessment notices stating that arrange- 
ments for collection from the Ecclesiastical Commissioners or Queen Anne’s 
Bounty have been made) are sent to all contributors twenty-one days before the 
June instalment is due and if a contributor wishes to make any objection to the 
rate of his assessment he should do so within that period. 

(6) The minimum contribution is 3/. 15s., and 3 per cent. on 251. (7.e. 15s.) 
is added for each additional 25/. of income over 1251. 

(c) If a contributor has held office for a part only of any half-year the 
instalment of his annual contribution for that half-year will be reduced according 
to the number of calendar months of his service and the reduced period only 
will count as pensionable. : 
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A contributor may elect, however, to pay for a half-year during any part 
of which he has held office, and if he does so the whole of such half-year will be 
counted as pensionable. 

(d) Copies of Assessment Notices are sent by the Authority to the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners and Queen Anne’s Bounty, whose duty it then becomes to deduct 
the contributions of beneficed contributors from payments made by them to such 
contributors, and at the same time, when required to do so by the Authority, 
to deduct from incumbents the contributions payable by their assistant curates, 
and to forward to the Authority the sums so deducted. Where this procedure 
is not practicable the Authority must collect contributions from incumbents by 
direct application or, where contributions from curates are concerned, by appli- 
cation either to them or to the incumbents with whom they work. When a 
curate’s contribution is collected from his incumbent, the Measure empowers 
the incumbent to withhold the amount from the curate’s next stipend payment. 

(e) Under the Queen Anne’s Bounty (Powers) Measure, 1937, all income due 
to incumbents in respect of interest, dividends, Tithe Relinquishment payments 
and Tithe Redemption annuities is distributed by four equal quarterly payments 
on April Ist, July Ist, October Ist and January Ist, and this Measure also pro- 
vides that certain charges (including contributions and pension charges under 
the Pensions Measures) should now be deducted in quarterly amounts and not 
half yearly as hitherto. 

(f) Every annual contribution under the Pensions Measures is allowed as a 
deduction from the contributor’s income for income-tax purposes. 


ASSISTANCE BY DrocEsAN BoarpDs AND ParocHiaL CHuRcH COUNCILS. 


Under the Measure of 1926 Diocesan Boards of Finance are invited to 
co-operate with their Parochial Church Councils or Churchwardens in framing 
Schemes for exonerating, in part or in whole, the parochial clergy from charges 
imposed upon them by the Measure. 


QUALIFYING PENSIONABLE SERVICE. 


Pensionable service may be continuous or otherwise, but the periods of which 
it is made up, calculated in years and completed calendar months, must amount 
to not less than 15 years. A further condition is that the latest period of service 
must not have terminated more than 10 years before the date at which the 
contributor applies for a pension. 

The following abbreviated definitions give a general indication of the service 
which will be counted as pensionable :— 


(a) Ecclesiastical service at home prior to January Ist, 1927. 

(6) Ecclesiastical service abroad prior to January Ist, 1927. 

(c) Ecclesiastical service abroad since December 31st, 1926, of a clerk who 
went abroad prior to that day and who subsequently becomes a compulsory 
contributor. 

(The Authority, however, reserves to itself the right to require payment 
for so much of the service referred to in paragraphs (b) and (c) as entitles the 
contributor to a pension from some civil or other authority.) 

(d) War service between the dates of commencement and cessation of 
hostilities, not otherwise pensionable. 

(e) Ecclesiastical service since December 3lst, 1926, for which contributions 
have become due under the Measures. 

(f) Any period during which a former compulsory contributor either at home 
or abroad has contracted to pay contributions under an Agreement with the 
Authority. 

(g) Service which the Authority has undertaken to include under a Scheme 
of reciprocity entered into with the Authority controlling the pensions scheme 
of some other church of the Anglican Communion. 
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(A) Other service as a clerk in Holy Orders for which the contributor has made 
a payment by agreement with the Authority. 


RETIRING AND Disapinity PENSIONS, APPLICATION AND RATES. 


(a) Application for a pension must be made before retirement. There is 
a statutory form upon which the application should be made, and copies of this 
may be obtained on request from the Authority. 

The application should be completed by a contributor who is contemplating 
retirement or by someone on his behalf some time before the retirement is to take 
place so that the necessary steps may be taken without inconvenience to him. 

(6) The pensions of clergy who had been appointed Deans or residentiary 
Canons before January Ist, 1927, and who would have been entitled to a pension 
under the Deans and Canons Resignation Act, 1872, if the Pensions Measure 
of 1926 had not been passed, are payable at the following rates, namely, to a 
clergyman who retires as a Dean 450/., and to a clergyman who retires as a Canon 
3001. a year. 

(c) For all other contributors the rates of pension payable on retirement 
at or after the age of 70 are governed by the first schedule of the Measure of 
1926 and section 12 of the Measure of 1936. For 40 years or more of pension- 
able service the pension is 200/. For less than 40 years the pension is smaller, 
and the minimum pension is 34/. for 15 years. 

(d) So long as a compulsory contributor has completed 15 years’ pensionable 
service terminating not more than 10 yéars before retirement under the Measures, 
he is entitled, upon satisfying the Authority that he is permanently disabled 
for the performance of his work or duties, to a disability pension. 

The amount of a disability pension is one-half the pension the contributor 
would have received had he continued to render pensionable service until the 
age of 70, with an additional 2/. a year for each year of pensionable service over 
15 years already rendered by him, up to a maximum of 1501. 

(e) Where the total period of qualifying pensionable service of a retiring 
contributor is less than 40 years and includes a completed number of years and 
one or more months in addition, the rate of pension for the completed number 
of years is increased for each additional month by one-twelfth of the difference 
between the pension for the completed years and the pension for the next higher 
number of completed years. 

(f) The Measures lay down the conditions under which pensions under the 
Measures are payable, the most important of which are :— 


(i) The pensioner must continue in retirement (but he may hold an 
ecclesiastical office with a stipend not exceeding 201. a year and may undertake 
ecclesiastical duty for remuneration with the express written consent of the 
Bishop of the Diocese.) 

(ii) He must continue to be a Member of the Church of England and must 
not belong to any religious body which is not in communion with the Church 
of England. 

(iii) He must not have incurred a forfeiture or suspension of his pension 
or be incapable of holding preferment in the Church. 


A pensioner may forfeit or incur a suspension of his pension by reason of 
disciplinary action taken against him in an Ecclesiastical Court. Payments to 
him will also be discontinued if he takes up again such office as brings him within 
the compulsory provisions of the Measure. 

Payments which have been discontinued will be resumed as soon as the 
pensioner is again able to fulfil the conditions laid down (by a fresh retirement 
or by removal of the ban placed upon him) and he will then be reinstated as 
recipient of the pension. 
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The rate of pension will be re-calculated, the additional service (if any) being 
taken into account. The amount payable on a second or subsequent retirement 
may be higher but will not be lower than the original pension. 

(g) All pensions under the Scheme are, for income-tax purposes, treated as 
“earned ’’ income and, except for pensioners resident abroad, are payable without 
deduction of income-tax. 


REPAYMENT OF CONTRIBUTIONS. 


Should a compulsory contributor, upon retirement at or after the age of 70 
or by reason of permanent disability before that age, fail to qualify for a pension, 
by reason, for example, of having performed less than 15 years pensionable 
service, a sum equal to his contributions together with compound interest at the 
rate of 24 per cent. per annum is immediately repayable to him. If he dies before 
entering upon the receipt of a pension the contributions and interest will be paid 
to his representative, that is to say, his executor if he has made a Will, or, if he 
has died intestate, the person to whom administration of his estate is granted. 

If a contributor who was ordained after December 31st, 1926, dies before 
entering upon receipt of a pension and the amount of his contributions and interest 
fall short of 200/., then the amount-repaid will be made up to that sum. 

Should an application for return of contributions be made by a former 
contributor who either has not performed the minimum length of service required 
by the Measures or may still forfeit his right to a pension by reason of the lapse 
of more than 10 years before the normal retiring age, the Authority may in its 
discretion repay the contributions with interest immediately and not wait until 
his retirement. If, however, the service and age of the former contributor are 
such that he is already entitled to a pension (although he must wait until he 
attains the age of 70 or becomes incapacitated before receiving it) the Pensions 
Authority has no power to make such repayment. 

The provisions as to repayment contained in the preceding paragraphs do not 
apply to a contributor ordained after the day appoinied for commencement of the 
Clergy Pensions (Widows and Dependants) Measure, 1936. The contributions 
paid by a clergyman io whom that Measure applies will be used to provide a pension 
for his widow or dependant. If he is not a contributor under that Measure, similar 
provisions to those referred to above will apply. 


TRANSITION FROM THE INCUMBENTS’ RESIGNATION AocTs. 


No pensions may now be granted under the Incumbents Resignation Acts 
1871 and 1887 to incumbents unless they had attained the age of 55 years before 
January Ist, 1927. The provisions for these ‘‘ Older Incumbents ’’ are contained 
in The Clergy Pensions (Older Incumbents) Measure, 1930. 

Some of the procedure laid down by the Resignation Acts, however, is still 
used (as amended by the Measure of 1926) on the retirement of beneficed 
compulsory contributors who were ordained prior to January Ist, 1927. 

The provisions for these clergy are as follows :— 


(i) Upon the retirement of a contributor under the Measure of 1926 from a 
benefice which he has held continuously since January 1st, 1927, and which has a 
net annual value exceeding 5251. who claims before the Commission which will 
be appointed by the Bishop of the Diocese—at the request of the Authority— 
that his pension should be augmented, the Commission will report what (if any) 
augmentation should be granted and such augmentation (which with the 
statutory pension under the Measure of 1926 must not exceed one-third of the 
certified net annual value of the benefice) will be added to the statutory pension 
payable by the Authority, who, in turn, will collect both pension and augmentation 
by means of a charge upon the benefice income. 
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(ii) Upon the retirement of any other beneficed contributor ordained before 
January Ist, 1927, the net annual value of whose benefice exeeds 3501. (and also 
where the value is in excess of 525/. and the retiring incumbent has held the 
benefice since January Ist, 1927, but does not wish to claim an augmentation 
of his statutory pension) the Bishop of the Diocese may either appoint a Com- 
mission to report upon the value of the benefice, or he may with the consent 
of the Patron accept the certificate of the Pensions Authority as to the value 
of the benefice, and in either case the benefice revenues will be charged with the 
least of the following sums which will be collected by the Authority in respect of 
the statutory pension upon which the retiring contributor is about to enter :— 


(a) The difference between the value of the benefice and 3501. 
(6) One-third of the value of the benefice. 
(c) The statutory pension granted to the retiring contributor. 


If at the date of retirement of the contributor there is already a charge upon 
the benefice income in respect of a former pension, the charge created as above 
will be suspended until the former charge has terminated. 

(iii) Upon the retirement of any contributor ordained before January 1st, 
1927, from a benefice whose income does not exceed 3501., no charge is placed upon 
the revenues of the benefice, but the pension is paid wholly out of the Pensions 
Fund. 


Nore.—It will be observed, and the Authority wishes to emphasise the fact, that the 
provisions of the Pensions Measures which create charges wpon benefice 
incomes are purely transitional and will gradually disappear as incumbents 
ordained before the Pensions Measure, 1926, are replaced by those ordained 
after the day (January 1st, 1927) upon which that Measure came into 
operation. 


UNBENEFICED CLERGYMEN OVER 55 YEARS OF AGE ON JAN. Ist, 1927. 


Under the Measure of 1926 the Authority is empowered to grant pensions 
not exceeding 75/. per annum to certain elderly unbeneficed priests who, by 
reason of age, pay no contribution under the Measures. These ‘“ Non- 
Contributors ’’ must have attained the age of 55 years before January Ist, 1927. 
Their pensions are payable in the discretion of the Board and are granted for the 
most part to aged and infirm assistant parochial clergy who find themselves no 
longer able to continue their work and whose incomes are insufficient to enable 
them to live in retirement. Application forms, together with copies of the 
regulations governing these grants, will be sent on request to the Secretary. 


SprcraL AUGMENTATION FUND. 


The Authority is empowered to place donations and bequests to the credit 
of a Special Fund and so make available an immediate relief fund for cases of 
extreme hardship. The income of this Fund, although very small, is being used 
by the Authority to augment pensions which, in the special circumstances of 
the case, are found to be inadequate for the needs of pensioners. 


EMERGENCY FUND. 


The Authority is also empowered to administer the income of a small fund 
held by the Central Board of Finance of the Church Assembly out of which grants 
may be made in cases where the income of the Donations and Bequests Fund is 
insufficient or not applicable. 
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Tur CLERGY Prensions INSTITUTION. 


A number of compulsory contributors are also beneficiaries of the Clergy 
Pensions Institution, which formulated many years ago a voluntary contributory 
pensions scheme. 

The new compulsory scheme brought into being by the Measure of 1926 
superseded this voluntary scheme and provided for its ultimate winding-up. 
The liabilities to beneficiaries are guaranteed by the Pensions Authority, and 
since 1926 no new beneficiaries can be admitted to the Institution. 

Beneficiaries pay annual contributions under the rules and receive an annuity ° 
either at the age of 65 or on retirement. They also receive on retirement, if 
they satisfy the conditions laid down by the Institution, a substantial 
augmentation to the small annuity purchased by their own contributions. 

Beneficiaries who are also compulsory contributors under the new Scheme 
may, if they so wish, cease to pay contributions to the Institution and receive 
a reduced annuity at the maturity age or cease to pay contributions and withdraw 
all the contributions and interest standing to their credit (so losing the annuity), 
without losing their right to receive any augmentation which might otherwise 
be paid to them on retirement. This augmentation is additional to the pension 
payable under the new compulsory scheme and is guaranteed by the Pensions 
Authority. 

Beneficiaries, whether they are under the new compulsory contributory 
scheme or not, should write to the Secretary to the Institution (who is also the 
Secretary to the Pensions Board) on any matter of doubt or difficulty. 

The Institution is under the control of the Pensions Authority, and in addition 
to the Annual Report and Accounts which are sent to each beneficiary every 
year, reference is made to the Institution by the Authority in its annual report 
to the Church Assembly. 


THE CLERGY PENSIONS (WIDOWS AND DEPENDANTS) MEASURE, 
1936. 


Tuts Measure, which came into force on July Ist, 1936, introduces for the 
first time a contributory scheme for securing pensions benefits for the widows 
and dependants of clergymen residing in the Provinces of Canterbury and York, 
including the Channel Islands and the Isle of Man. 

The Measure is divided into three parts, namely :— 


Part I.—Containing a compulsory contributory scheme for married clergymen 
ordained after this Measure came into force who are contributors under the 
Clergy Pensions Measures. Unmarried clergymen ordained after the day when 
the Measure came into force may contribute under this Part of the Measure upon 
application to the Pensions Authority. 


Part II.—Containing a voluntary contributory scheme enabling any clergymen 
residing within the area to which the Measure applies, whether ordained before 
or after this Measure came into force, to make provision for their widows and 
dependants by agreement. 

Part III.— Dealing with general administration, and providing for the creation 
of an augmentation fund which it is hoped will be built up by contributions from 
the Church Assembly and other Church Authorities, by private and public grants, 
and by donations and bequests. The income of this fund is intended to 
supplement the pensions which are provided by clergymen themselves. under 
this Measure. 


Part III. also provides for the formation of a Diocesan Widows’ and 
Dependants’ Committee in each Diocese. 
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Part I. 


This Part (Sections 2 to 9) of the Measure contains the new contributory 
scheme which applies compulsorily to all married clergymen, ordained since the 
Measure came into operation, who are or become compulsory contributors under 
the Clergy Pensions Measures, 1926 to 1936. 

Unmarried compulsory contributors under those Measures, ordained after 
the day when the Measure came into force, may elect to come under Part I. 
of the Widows’ Measure if they wish to take advantage of the lower contribution 
rate by beginning to pay annual contributions at once. 

Every clergyman to whom Part I. applies will be called upon to pay, in addition 
to his own pension contributions, a fixed annual contribution according to his 
age at the time when he first contributes under the Widows’ Measure as shown 
in the following Table :—

In order to secure the highest rate of pension available for his widow or 
dependant, the contribution (at the rate originally fixed) must be paid annually 
until the contributor attains the age of 70, unless he dies or enters upon a disability 
pension at any earlier age. So long as he is a contributor under the Pensions 
Measures the added sum will be collected by the Pensions Authority at the same 
time as the contributor’s own pension contribution, 7.e. in two instalments on 
June 30th and December 31st in each year, or as soon after those dates as shall 
be conveniently possible. 
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A former contributor, who is not for the time being liable to contribute under 
the Pensions Measures, may nevertheless in certain circumstances continue 
to pay his ‘“ Widows’ Contribution,’’ by agreement, or, after a lapse of time during 
which he has not done so, and after he has again become a contributor under the 
Pensions Measures, he may pay a sum equal to the arrears with interest, and so 
revive the full benefits of the Measure which had lapsed in the meantime. A 
clergyman who does not avail himself of this provision causes a proportionate 
reduction to be made in the pension payable to his widow or dependant on his 
death. 

The annual contributions payable under the Widows’ Measure will be treated 
for income-tax purposes as life assurance premiums. 

Contributions under The Clery Pensions (Widows and Dependants) Measure 
are non-returnable. 

A contributor under this Part of the Measure may by agreement with the 
Authority pay in one lump sum or otherwise an amount which will be determined 
by the Authority in lieu of the annual contributions payable under this Part 
of the Measure. 

The following are the Bee bene fits which are provided for widows and 
dependants under Part I. : 


(1) The contributions payable as described above will provide a sum of 2001. 
at the death of every contributor, whenever that takes place, which will be converted 
into a pension of an amount depending on the age at that time of the widow or 
dependant. 

(2) If a contributor dies before entering upon a pension himself, a sum equal 
to the contributions paid by him for his own pension, together with compound 
interest at 23 per cent. per annum, or 2001., whichever is the greater, will be added 
to the 2001. mentioned in (1) above, giving with it a sum of not less than 4001., 
and the whole will be converted into a pension of an amount depending on the 
age at that time of the widow or dependant. 

(3) If a contributor dies after having retired upon a disability pension before 
age 70 and leaves a widow, a sum of 200/. will be added to the 2001. available under 
(1) above and the 400/. will then be converted into a pension of an amount 
depending on the age at that time of the widow. 

The following table gives examples of the rates of pension having a capital 
value of 4001. at the various ages shown :—

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Pensions under Part I. and Part Il. of this Measure will be paid without 
deduction of income tax unless recipients are residing outside the United Kingdom, 
and when pensioners complete their Income Tax Returns each year they will 
show their pensions as earned income. Estate duty is not chargeable on the 
capital value of pensions payable under this Measure unless the pension exceeds 
521. per annum. 

If a contributor at the time of commencement of liability under this Measure 
holds a fully paid-up policy of assurance securing upon his death a sum of 2001. 
or more, or a policy having a surrender value of 200]. or more, he may be 
exonerated from payment of contributions under this Part of the Measure upon 
assigning the policy to the Pensions Authority, who will hold it in trust for the 
widow or dependant of the contributor as to 2001. (to be converted into a pension 
in accordance with the Measure) and as to any balance thereof in trust for his 
legal personal representatives. 


Part II. 


This Part (Sections 10 and 11) of the Measure enables the Authority to provide 
pensions benefits for widows and dependants similar to the benefits arising under 
Part I. by means of agreements entered into with clergymen residing within the 
Provinces of Canterbury and York, including the Isle of Man and the Channel 
Islands. , 

The pension may be provided by one or more of the following methods :— 


(a) (i) By periodical payments for a specified number of years or for 
life, made by the contributor ; 

(ii) By the application of part (not more than one-half) of the annual 
pension payable to a clergyman under any of the Clergy Pensions Measures 
if arrangements are made to this effect within three months before actual 
retirement under those Measures. 


(6) (i) By a capital sum payable immediately ; 
(ii) By the application of all or part of the contributions repayable to a 
contributor under the Clergy Pensions Measures upon his death. 


tenerally, annual contributions under Part If. will be payable half-yearly 
in advance on January Ist and July Ist (a proportionate payment being made 
for the first period if less than six months). 


Parr IIl. 


This Part (Sections 12 to 23) of the Measure deals principally with 
administration. It provides for the method of payment of pensions—quarterly 
in arrear. It provides against pensions being charged, assigned or anticipated, 
but if at the death of a contributor contributions are owing by him, these may be 
deducted from pension payments under this Measure. 

Pensions may be renounced by an instrument in writing by those who do not 
wish to take them. 

Tn cases where any dispute arises the Authority is empowered to decide such 
dispute at a specially convened meeting. 

e provisions of the Clergy Pensions Measures relating to the administration 
of the funds, the audit and quinquennial valuation apply to all funds created 
under this Measure. 

A Donation and Bequests Fund is created, into which all testamentary and 
other gifts and grants made to the Authority for the benefit of widows and 
dependants of clergymen are to be paid. The Authority was enjoined by the 
Measure to frame a Scheme for administering this Fund, and to submit such 
Scheme for approval to the Church Assembly, and such a scheme is now in 
operation. 
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The Measure requires that every Diocesan Board of Finance shall, within 
one year from the commencement of the Measure, appoint a Diocesan Widows 
and Dependants Committee, which shall include representatives of diocesan 
charities. 

The Measure further requires that each Diocesan Board shall appoint an officer 
whose duty it will be to bring before the Committee information of widows and 
dependants of deceased clergy of the diocese, to help such widows and dependants 
to make applications for pensions and grants and to advise them generally in 
such matters. 

The Authority is empowered to enter into reciprocal arrangements with other 
Churches for the transfer of any rights accruing to a clergyman under the Widows’ 
Measure to the Scheme of another Church in which he may take up office and 
vice versa. 

The above explanation is only intended to be a general guide. Detailed 
information will be given by the Pensions Authority upon request.

The Church of England has in its possession the major proportion of the 
artistic treasures in this country, and it is probable that no other great owner 
of heirlooms has evolved so efficient a system of protection for the historic 
wealth entrusted to it as the Church. 

Part of the recent far-reaching reforms in ecclesiastical administration 
include measures to increase these safeguards and to place within the reach 
of every parish the advantages of expert advice on the maintenance and repair 
of the building to which with its fittings they act as guardians. Before any 
change or addition can be made to the fabric of a church or to its fittings, orna- 
ments or monuments, the law requires that a licence or faculty be obtained from 
the Chancellor of the Diocese. Any considerations of law are then dealt with by 
the Consistory Court, whose authority is final; but it is now the practice of the 
Court to require investigation to be made into the artistic, architectural and 
archeological questions involved, to ensure both the protection of the ancient 
buildings and the treasures they contain, and the increase and maintenance of 
the artistic standard of new work. For this purpose the Bishops and Chancellors 
of every Diocese in England have appointed technical Advisory Committees 
to whom the clergy, churchwardens and intending donors of memorials or gifts, 
and those contemplating any scheme of change or improvement affecting their 
church or its fittings, should apply for advice before committing themselves. 
Such advice is given free, although it is only reasonable that, in most cases, 
out-of-pocket expenses be repaid. 

Neglect to consult the Advisory Committee at an early stage may mean 
that a scheme is developed which has to be opposed when the faculty is applied 
for. In no case should any order be given, or any commitment made involving 
expenditure, until the faculty is actually granted. 

While additions and alterations to churches and their contents are the concern 
of the Diocesan Consistory Court, the care and maintenance of what already 
exists is supervised by the Archdeacons and their officials, the Rural Deans. 

Uniting the Diocesan Committees there is a Central Council in organic 
connection with the Church Assembly, with two Provincial Committees for 
the Northern and Southern Provinces. By this arrangement is assured the 
possibility of any Diocesan Committee obtaining the best technical advice in 
the country without difficulty or cost to themselves. 

Although the system is not quite complete and has not yet, by reason of its 
youth and inexperience reached full efficiency, it is hoped that its very dependence 
upon goodwill and higher education rather than upon compulsion will provide 
an added security for the future and development of the system. 

It is being increasingly realised by church people, architects and others 
that an honourable obligation is laid wpon them to co-operate with the authorities 
in these matters, even when it involves some sacrifice of the independenee they 
once possessed or of long cherished ideas which the best authorities of the present 
day feel that they cannot support. 

There is special need for caution where bells, stained glass windows and 
memorial tablets are concerned. Cases frequently arise in which avoidable 
expense is incurred through needless recasting of bells and the unnecessary 
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renewal of their frames. In all cases where proposals are made regarding bells, 
advice independent of that offered by the contractors should at once be sought 
from a competent architect through the Advisory Committee. 

There is a growing feeling that memorial tablets have been too readily intro- 
duced into ancient churches in recent years, and that some considerable limitation 
will have to be imposed in the future governing the number and character of these 
additions. Also a good deal of stained glass of mediocre quality has been put 
into our churches during the last century, and though the general standard is 
improving, it should always be remembered that some ancient churches never 
seem to have had a large quantity of coloured glass in them and that plain 
glazing is everywhere preferable to poor stained glass. 

Attention is also directed to the need for careful cleaning and upkeep of 
valuable monuments, particularly those of the Renaissance period so undeservedly 
despised and maltreated in the Victorian era. 

The wrongful stripping of plaster from internal walls of churches, especially 
when of rough or soft stone to which the plaster was a necessary preservative, 
is greatly to be condemned. It is becoming very strongly felt among artistic 
and thoughtful people that this destructive skinning is one of the mistakes of 
Victorian times to which the Church, as a guardian of national treasures, is 
honourably pledged to put an end. 

The Council has repeatedly pointed out the general advisability of returning 
to the traditional custom of whitening the internal walls of churches. A very 
slightly broken white may be used, but cream, grey, yellow or stone colour are 
to be avoided. 

It is not sufficiently realised that ancient walling may be actually injured 
by bad forms of pointing, and that cement should as a rule be avoided. Good 
pointing should be finished flush, with a brush, not sunk or marked out, and the 
sand used should be coarse. This is a matter in which skilled guidance is necessary, 
as most masons do not know how to adapt modern preservative methods to 
ancient surfaces. It is now universally recognised that ivy is a great danger to 
the fabric and should always be removed. ‘he regular inspection and cleaning 
of gutters and down pipes would also do much to obviate damp walls and the 
consequent decaying of stonework. 

The substitution of electric light for gas is always to be commended, but 
certain cheaper forms of wiring, tolerable in buildings which can be replaced 
through insurance, are not allowable in ancient churches. Many recent electric 
light installations leave much to be desired from the point of view of adequate 
protection from fire. Most dioceses now issue electric lighting regulations, 
copies of which should be applied for to the Registry, or the Secretary of the 
Advisory Committee, before any contracts are drawn up. 

These are but a few of the points which are generally agreed upon as vital 
for the proper preservation of our churches. . 

The question of the protection of our churchyards from disfigurement by 
unworthy monuments, and the desirability of using English stone, wood or 
slate in preference to foreign and especially Italian marbles, has been carefully 
considered and a report on “ The Care of Churchyards ”’ is obtainable from the 
Press and Publications Board, Church House, 2 Little Smith Street, Westminster, 
S.W. 1 (1s. net., by post 1s. 1d.), also a leaflet, “‘Churchyards and Monuments ”’ 
(1d., by post 14d.). 

The Central Council has issued six full descriptive reports containing a full 
account of the Council’s work and advice in the care of churches, and a complete 
list of the members of the Central Council and the Diocesan Advisory Committees. 
Copies, ls. each, can be obtained from the Press and Publications Board, or 
through any bookseller.

1. Constitution and Membership.—The present Board was appointed in 
October, 1935, by the Standing Committee of the Church Assembly in accordance 
with a resolution passed by the Assembly in 1924. 

By a resolution passed under its Standing Orders, the Central Board of 
Finance has resolved that the Legal Committee of the Central Board of Finance 
shall consist of the members for the time being of the Legal Board. 

During the above period the Board has received with regret the resignation 
from its membership of the Dean of Ely, and desires to place on record its appreci- 
ation of the services rendered by him. Canon E. W. J. Hellins has been appointed 
a member of the Board in his place. 


2. General Procedure of the Board in Advising.—The Board has usually 
followed its established practice. Points of difficulty placed before the Board 
have generally been referred to one or more members for consideration and report. 
Such reports have subsequently been considered at a meeting or meetings of the 
Board, and the members of the Board have in most cases been able to arrive at a 
unanimous decision on the points before them and have advised accordingly. 
The advice so given has nearly always been followed. 

The Board has had to confine itself to questions which are of general interest 
to the Church and clergy. 


3. Statutes and Measures upon which Advice has been Given.—The advice of 
the Board has been sought upon points of difficulty arising mainly under the 
following Statutes and Measures :— 


Measures.—Representation of the Laity Measure, 1929; Parochial Church 
Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921; Benefices Act, 1898 (Amendment) 
Measure, 1923; Benefices (Transfer of Rights of Patronage) Measure, 
1930; Benefices (Exercise of Rights of Patronage) Measure, 1931; Cathedral 
(Houses of Residence) Measure, 1936; Benefices (Sequestrations) Measure, 
1933; Banns of Marriage Measure, 1934. 

Statutes.—Land Drainage Act, 1930; Guardianship of Infants Act, 1935 ; 
Marriage Act, 1823 ; Unemployment Insurance Act, 1935; Pluraliti¢s Act, 
1838; Tithe Act, 1936; Public Works Facilities Act, 1930; Local 
Government Act, 1933; Town and Country Planning Act, 1932; London 
County Council (General Powers) Act, 1935; Disused Burial Grounds Act, 
1884; Settled Land Act, 1925. 
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4. Some Important Matters Considered during the Period.— 


(A) Cromwell Road Extension Scheme. 


The Petition presented against the London and Middlesex (Improvements, 
etc.) Bill by the incumbents of St. Paul’s and St. Peter’s, Hammersmith, was 
considered by a Committee of the House of Commons on April 22, 1936. In the 
course of such consideration the London County Council undertook to take less 
of the two churchyards belonging to the incumbents of the benefices before- 
mentioned than they had originally intended to take, and to take a right of user 
only over such part of the consecrated ground as they required and not a convey- 
ance of the freehold. The form of undertaking was subsequently received and 
agreed to by the Board. Beyond this the Petition was not successful, and the 
Committee refused to accept any proposals for the alteration of the clause relating 
to the removal of human remains. In view of the undertaking given by the 
London County Council, which the Board considered to be of great value, the 
Board decided not to hazard the withdrawal of the undertaking by opposing the 
Bill or any part of it formally in the House of Lords, and in due course the Bill 
received the Royal Assent. Subsequent negotiations took place between re- 
presentatives of the Board and Counsel advising the Chairman of Committees of 
the House of Lords and an amended form of the Model Clause relating to the 
removal of human remains has been submitted by the Board and is under 
consideration. 


(B) Rutslip-Northwood Urban District Council Town Planning Scheme No. 2. 
Ringing of Bells. 

The Board advised that every church must at common law have at least one 
bell, and that the local authority could not, when granting permission under a 
town planning scheme for a church to be built, impose a condition that there 
should be no ringing of bells. In cases where such a condition was imposed, or 
permission to build was only given with such a condition, an appeal was advised 
under the Town Planning Act, 1932 (sec. 16 (3)). 


(C) Marriages in Chapels of Conventional Districts. 


The last Annual Report of the Lega] Board explained that there was some 
doubt as to the validity of marriages solemnised in the chapels of conventional 
districts taken from more than one parish, and that the Home Office had been 
asked to promote legislation to remove such doubts. A list of the chapels of 
conventional districts affected was sent to the Home Office, but that Department 
felt that it would be very difficult to insure that such a list was complete, and in 
the circumstances considered that legislation by means of a Provisional Order 
Bill to validate marriages already solemnised in such chapels was impracticable. 
The Standing Committee of the Church Assembly has been asked to introduce a 
Measure into the Assembly to remove doubts both as regards the past and the 
future, and the Board understands that this Measure is about to be introduced. 


(D) Unemployment Insurance Act, 1935. 


The question of whether vergers should be included within the Unemployment 
Insurance Scheme has been considered, and the Ministry of Labour has been 
approached with regard to the matter. The Minister states that he is now 
advised that any verger who is ordinarily required to render twenty-four or more 
hours’ personal service weekly, otherwise than on Sunday, in duties of any kind 
as a verger should be regarded as coming within the provisions of the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Scheme. 

This also applies to persons employed as beadles, sacristans, sextons, chapel- 
keepers, church officers and pew-openers or door-keepers, and the exception from 
insurance under the Unemployment Insurance (Excepted Subsidiary Employ- 
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ments and Inclusion) Special Order, 1931, will not apply to such employments 
unless the total hours of employment, otherwise than on Sunday, do not amount 
to twenty-four hours’ personal service weekly. 


(E) Compulsory Acquisition of Consecrated Ground. 


The Board by means of negotiation with the Ministry of Transport has sought 
to prevent a local authority from acquiring compulsorily part of a parish church- 
yard which the Council was proposing to acquire by means of an Order under the 
Public Works Facilities Act, 1930. The Ministry is of the opinion that consecrated 
ground which can still be used for burials should not be compulsorily acquired in 
this way, but the matter has not yet been finally settled. 


(F) Advowsons owned by Roman Catholics. 


The Board received notice of the following motion carried in the Church 
Assembly at the Autumn Session, 1936 :— 

“That the Legal Board of the Assembly be requested to consider the 
question of preparing a Measure relieving Roman Catholic owners of advow- 
sons from the limitations imposed upon them by the Statute 11, Geo. II, 
ch. 17, sec. 5, or by other statutes (if any) obliging them to transfer their 
advowsons only ‘ for a full and valuable consideration to and for a Protestant 
purchaser,’ and to report to the Assembly.” 


The Board duly considered the question, and desires now to submit the 
following Report to the Church Assembly :— 

We think a Measure should be prepared relieving Roman Catholic owners 
of advowsons from the limitations imposed upon them by the Statute 11, Geo. IT, 
ch. 17, section 5, so far as to enable them to effect assurances of advowsons to 
archbishops, bishops and cathedral chapters as ecclesiastical corporations, or to 
diocesan boards of patronage or to diocesan authorities, on behalf of parochial 
church councils. 


5. Further Matters Considered and Opinions Given.— 
(1) Representation of the Laity Measure, 1929. 
(a) Duration of term of office of parochial church councillors; elections in 
1935; no revision of roll; annual parochial church meeting held in 
1936 adjourned without any election having taken place; Rules 8 (5),

(c) Access to parochial funds where there was no parochial church council 
nor any churchwarden.

6. Work of the Legal Committee.—During the past year the Legal Committee 
of the Central Board of Finance has been asked to consider questions relating to— 


(1) Income tax. 


(a) Allowances to sequestrators. 

(b) Easter offerings. 

(c) The advisability of considering amendments to Clauses 120 and 123 of 
the proposed Bill to codify Income Tax Law. These clauses relate 
(among other things) to the occupation of the property of a charity 
by an officer or servant of the charity. 

(d) The bearing, if any, of the case of Reed v. Catiermole (Inspector of Taxes) 
relating to the taxation of a Methodist minister’s manse on the 
position of incumbents of parishes. 


(2) Forms of covenant for use in connection with subscriptions to charities 
during a period of seven years or the individual lives of subscribers, 
whichever period should be the shorter. 

(3) The assessments for rates on new parsonage houses. 

(4) The steps to be taken to protect the interests of the Central Board of 
Finance in relation to the administration of an estate alleged to be 
insufficient to meet the terms of the trust. 

(5) The revision of the Standing Orders of the Central Board of Finance. 

(6) Chattels in Lambeth Palace and other episcopal residences. 

(7) The Church plate at The Hague. 

(8) Estate duty on gifts inter vivos for public or charitable purposes. 


The Committee considered the following Resolution passed at the Summer 
Session of the Church Assembly in 1936 :— 


*“ That in the opinion of this Assembly the time has come for remedying 
the injustice and inconvenience caused by the imposition of estate duty on 
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gifts for public or charitable purposes at rates varying with the quantum of 
the estate of the donor.” 

After communicating with the National Council of Social Service and certain 
hospitals and institutions, the Committee held a conference on Friday, February 
12, at which thirteen societies and institutions were represented. The hospitals 
were represented by the British Hospitals Association. 

The individual opinions of the representatives of these societies and institutions, 
and that of Mr. W. Marshall Freeman, the mover of the resolution at the Summer 
Session of the Church Assembly, were obtained on the question involved in the 
resolution, and after considerable discussion it was agreed that no action be taken 
to approach the Chancellor of the Exchequer to obtain exemption, either in part 
or in whole, from estate duty on gifts inter vivos or testamentary gifts, for charitable 
purposes on the following grounds :— 

(a) There was insufficient evidence of hardship according to the evidence 
given ; 

(b) An appeal at the present time to the Chancellor might have jeopardised 
various exemptions from taxation already granted to charitable 
societies ; , 

(c) Further exemption at a time when considerable extra expenditure 
would be provided for in the Budget would mean the placing of an 
additional burden on the other members-of the community. 


The Committee therefore recommended to the Central Board that no further 
action should be taken. 


(9) Legal Panvphlets. 

The Committee have revised the pamphlet setting out the duties of sequestra- 
tors during a vacancy (L.C. 42), and have under consideration the issue of a 
comprehensive pamphlet on the subject of income tax and the clergy. 


7. Opinions of the Legal Board: New Edition.—The Board has recently 
decided to prepare a new edition of the Opinions of the Legal Board. The last 
edition was published in 1932 and is in some respects out of date. Furthermore, 
the Board has since 1932 given many opinions which it is thought are worth 
publishing in book form. The preparation of the new edition is a work of some 
magnitude, and it has been thought best to ask some barrister to undertake the 
work under the supervision of members of the Board and the Secretary. 


8. The Legal Summary in “ The Official Year Book of the Church of England.’’ 
—The Summary of Legal Information compiled under the authority of the Legal 
Board, and originally published in The Official Year Book for 1931, has been again 
revised, and is to be found below. 


ALPHABETICAL SUMMARY OF LEGAL INFORMATION 
FOR THE GUIDANCE OF CLERGY AND OTHERS. 


CoMPILED UNDER THE AUTHORITY OF THE LEGAL BoaRD OF THE 
CuuRCH ASSEMBLY. 
Norse.—This summary, which is not to be regarded as exhaustive, is intended to help 
the clergy and others in the general problems arising in the ordinary life of the Dioceses 
and parishes. It is intended to supplement the information from year to year. 


ACCOUNTS.—See Churchwardens ; Parochial Church Council. 


ADVISORY COMMITTEE.—In most Dioceses an Advisory Committee exists to 
assist the clergy and others where alterations or additions to churches or their contents 
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are contemplated, and the Chancellors resort to such Committees as consultative bodies. 
There is also a Central Committee to deal with questions of difficulty relegated to it by 
the Diocesan Committees or the Chancellor. The Committees consist of clergy and 
laymen appointed as to Diocesan Committees by the Bishop on account of their 
familiarity with various aspects of Church archeology and art. Chancellors usually 
expect persons who contemplate applying for a faculty for works involving renovations, 
alterations or additions in or to a church or its contents to consult the Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Diocese at the earliest possible moment; they also expect before dealing 
with a Petition for the sanction of such contemplated work, to have before them the 
views of the Committee, not necessarily as a guide, but as a measure both of assistance 
and of precaution. If desirable they ask for further information from the Committee. 
The discretion, however, to grant or refuse an application remains with the Chancellor 
alone ; and Petitioners are free to apply to him notwithstanding that their designs may 
not have been considered by or have not met with the approval of the Committee. 
The Committees do not deal with the legal or religious aspects of an application. Their 
functions are purely consultative, and their decisions are given for the purposes only of 
an immediate or eventual application for a faculty. 
See also Faculties. 


ADVOWSON. 


ALMS AND COLLECTIONS.—The Communion alms, or money given at the 
Offertory in the Communion Service, are to be disposed of in accordance with the Rubric 
placed at the end of that Service in the Book of Common Prayer, that is, for such 
“ pious and charitable uses ” as the Minister and churchwardens think fit. If these 
cannot agree, the Bishop decides how the money shall be used. The churchwardens 
should keep an account of these moneys. The Parochial Church Councils (Powers) 
Measure, 1921, has not substituted the P.C.C. for the churchwardens for the disposal of 
these moneys. (See Sec. 6 (iv) of that Measure.) 

Other Collections in church.—The purposes to which these are to be allocated are to be 
determined by the Parochial Church Council, jointly with the Incumbent, and in case 
of disagreement the Bishop may give directions. (See Sec. 6 (iv) and Sec. 16 (i) of the 
Parochial Church Council (Powers) Measure, 1921.) The Parochial Church Council 
must keep accounts of all moneys so collected. The Treasurer or Treasurers of the 
Council are the responsible officers of the Council for this purpose. The church- | 
wardens are the proper officers to make the collection, either alone, or with the aid of 
the sidesmen or other persons selected by them, and, where they are not themselves the 
Treasurers, they hand over the moneys (other than the Communion alms) to the 
Treasurers of the Council. 


See Patronage. 


ARCHDEACON.—An Archdeaconry may be coterminous with a Diocese, but 
is usually smaller. It is presided over by the Archdeacon, who is usually appointed by 
the Bishop. He must be over thirty years of age, and must have been at least six 
years in priest’s orders. 

Subject to the paramount rights of the Bishop of the Diocese, an Archdeacon has the 
power of visitation within his jurisdiction, and it is at his visitation after Easter (when 
the Bishop does not hold one) that churchwardens and sidesmen are admitted to office. 
In respect of such admissions his functions are purely ministerial, and can be enforced 
by mandamus. He is the person who of common right has power to “ induct ” clergy 
who are presented to benefices, i.¢., place them in possession of the temporalities of the 
benefice, though others may make inductions by prescription. 

The two senior Archdeacons who are willing in every diocese are ex officio members of 
Convocation, and all Archdeacons are ex officio members of their diocesan conference. 

An Archdeacon has a court and an “ official,”” who advises the Archdeacon upon any 
legal matter referred to him, and can admit churchwardens for him. Litigation in 
the Archdeacon’s court is practically extinct, but during his visitation he is technically 
holding a court. 

The 86th Canon directs that every Archdeacon shall survey the churches of his 
jurisdiction once in every three years. But this does not preclude more frequent 
visitations. 

An Archdeacon conducts the elections of Proctors for Convocation, and is 
responsible for the examination and presentation of ordination candidates. 
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Under the Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923, Section 7 (1), the Bishop may 
delegate to the Archdeacon the exercise of any of the powers or duties assigned to him 
by this Measure, other than the issuing of sequestrations. (This exception is removed 
by the Benefices (Sequestrations) Measure 1933, Section 2 (3).) 

Under Rule 12 (1) of the Rules scheduled to the Representation of the Laity Measure, 
1929, the Archdeacon may convene an extraordinary meeting of the Parochial Church 
Council if requested to do so by not less than one-third of the lay members of the 
Council, or an extraordinary parochial church meeting if requested to do so by one-tenth 
of the persons on the electoral roll. 

Under various other Measures, e.g. the Benefices (Ecclesiastical Duties) Measure, 
1926, the Benefices (Exercise of Rights of Presentation) Measure, 1931, the Benefices 
(Diocesan Boards of Patronage) Measure, 1932, ex officio membership of Diocesan 
Boards or Committees is given to the Archdeacon. 


BANNS OF MARRIAGE.—Scee Marriage. 


BAPTISM .—A rubric in the office for Holy Baptism enjoins that the baptism of 
infants is to take place within a fortnight of birth, and from this it appears that the 
Incumbent of a parish must be prepared to baptise his infant parishioners at any 
reasonable time, but notice must be given to him. In the case of adults at least one 
week’s notice must be given to the Bishop “‘ or whom he shall appoint for the purpose,” 
presumably the Incumbent himself. No fee or reward may be demanded for the 
celebration of this sacrament or for the registering thereof. 

All public and private baptisms must be registered in a book provided for the 
purpose at the expense of the parish and kept in the custody of the Incumbent in an 
iron chest, or preferably, a fire-proof safe, similarly provided. Under the 11 Geo. IV. 
and 1 Will. IV. s. 28 errors may be corrected within one month of their discovery in 
the presence of the ‘‘ parents of the child baptised,” but under s. 20 of the same Act 
there are severe penalties on the making of false entries, and as to forging entries, see 
8. 3 (2) of the Forgery Act, 1913. 


BENEFICE.—See Enforcement of Duties of Benefice ; Induction to Benefice ; 
Institution to Benefice; Loans to Benefices; Plurality; Parochial Registers ; 
Presentation ; Sequestration ; Union and Disunion of Benefices ; Vacancy in Benefice. 


BISHOP.—The only essential unit of ecclesiastical organisation is the diocese, 
just as the only essential officer is the Bishop who presides over it. All spiritual 
authority in the diocese comes from him, and he has a cure of souls over the whole 
diocese, though he delegates a share in it by institution or licence. At his consecration 
he takes the oath of canonical obedience to the Archbishop, and he is bound to govern 
his diocese in accordance with ecclesiastical law. 

The Bishop may hold a visitation of his diocese when he pleases, though in practice 
he usually does so triennially, the visitations in other years being held by the Arch- 
deacons, or more rarely by the Chancellor. During an episcopal visitation the Arch- 
deacons are inhibited from visiting. 

See also Consistory Courts. 


BRAWLING.—Scee Churchwardens and Sidesmen. 


BURIAL.—Every parishioner has the right of burial in the burial-place of his 
own parish, that is, the parish where he resides, and the body of a person dying in a 
parish, or a body found in or cast on shore within a parish from tidal or nayigable 
waters, is regarded as the body of a parishioner. A poor person dying in a poor law 
institution is regarded as dying in the parish in which he resided immediately before 
his removal to the institution. Parishioners (including persons who for this purpose 
are regarded as parishioners) are entitled to Christian burial except those who die 
unbaptised, or excommunicate, or have laid violent hands upon themselves. In 
practice the last-named class is restricted to those who have died knowingly by their 
own hands; those who were not responsible for their action are usually allowed the 
Church service. 

Apart from these special cases, the Incumbent is bound to say the Burial Service 
in its entirety over every parishioner, upon pain of three months’ suspension, But 
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he is entitled to convenient warning of the funeral. Since 1880 it has also been lawful 
for a Clerk in Holy Orders to use at the burial (a) in any case when the Prayer Book 
service may not be used, and (b) in any other case when requested to do so, such service 
consisting of prayers taken from the Book of Common Prayer and portions of Holy 
Scripture as may be prescribed or approved by the Bishop. 

The same Act allows parishioners to be buried in the churchyard without any 
religious service or with such Christian and orderly religious service as the person 
responsible for the burial may think fit. 

It should be noted that whereas parishioners have the right of burial in the church- 
yard, they have no right to be buried in any particular spot, nor have they any right to 
the exclusive property in a grave. The selection of the particular grave is a matter 
which is within the discretion of the Incumbent, but he cannot give any person exclusive 
rightsina grave. This can only be done by Faculty. 

It is most desirable that a complete list of fees should be displayed, and that 
it should be sanctioned by the proper authority. Practically in all parishes the 
Keclesiastical Commissioners can establish tables of fees, on the application of the 
parochial church council. 

See Fees. 


CHANCELLOR.—The Chancellor is the Bishop’s Official and Vicar-General, 
appointed by him to exercise his “‘ Ordinary ” jurisdiction, whether in the Consistory 
Court (q.v.), or in granting marriage licences or otherwise. He is the principal lay 
officer of the Diocese, and holds his office “‘ for life,” so that he cannot be removed either 
by the Bishop who appointed him or by any succeeding Bishop. His fees in the 
matters there mentioned are governed by the Order in Council of the 6th October, 
1908 (post, p.415). When the Bishop holds his visitation of the Diocese, he is some- 
times accompanied. by his Chancellor, who then charges and admits the churchwardens. 

The Chancellor frequently acts unofficially as the adviser of the Bishop when legal 
or other questions arise in the administration of the Diocese; though these in the first 
instance are generally referred to and dealt with by the Diocesan Registrar or the 
Bishop’s Legal Secretary. 


CHOIR.—See Organist and Choir. 


CHURCH.—The persons having recognised rights or duties in the church are— 
(1) the Rector (if.any), who has the freehold in the whole church. He may have 
the right to the chief seat in the chancel, and should be consulted as to any alterations 
in the chancel; if a lay Rector he is generally liable for its repair unless his liability has 
ceased by the substitution of Redemption Stock under the Tithe Act, 1936; (2) the 
Vicar, who (if no Rector) is generally entitled to the freehold, and in any case to access 
to, and the use and control of, the whole church for church purposes; (3) the Church- 
wardens, who have a right of access for the purpose of their duties (see Churchwardens) ; 
(4) the Parochial Church Council for the like purpose (see Parochial Church Council), 
and (5) the Parishioners for church services, and other officers. 

No alterations in or additions to a church, or anything in it, can be lawfully 
made without a Faculty ; and any repairs (beyond ordinary current repairs) and any 
repairs involving removal outside the precincts of the church, require a Faculty (see 
Faculties, Seating). 


CHURCH ASSEMBLY.—The Constitution of the National Assembly of the 
Church of England, commonly called the Church Assembly, is printed on pages 
105-107. This Constitution was framed, before the passing of the Enabling Act, by 
the Convocations of Canterbury and York, 

The Assembly consists of three Houses—the House of Bishops, the House of 
Clergy and the House of Laity. The House of Bishops consists of the members 
for the time being of the Upper Houses of the Convocations of Canterbury and York. 
The House of Clergy consists of the members for the time being of the Lower Houses 
of the two Convocations. The House of Laity consists of representatives of the laity 
of the two Provinces, elected formerly in accordance with the “ Rules for the Repre- 
sentation of the Laity ” set out in the schedule to the Constitution. These Rules were 
superseded by the Representation of the Laity Measure, 1929; and the Rules now in 
force are those contained in the Schedule to that Measure, which are printed at length 
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on pages 111-130. Under the House of Laity (Co-opted Members) Measure, 1937, the 
House of Laity has power to co-opt not more than ten additional members. 

The Assembly was created ‘to deliberate on all matters concerning the Church 
of England and to make provision in respect thereof.’ Its functions are more fully 
defined in Article 14 of the Constitution (g.v.), and the rights of the Convocations are 
specially safeguarded by Article 15. Article 11 provides for the appointment of a 
Legislative Committee of the Assembly to which all Measures which it is desired should 
pass into law are to be referred. 

By the Church of England Assembly (Powers) Act, 1919 (commonly called the 
Enabling Act), powers in regard to legislation were conferred on the Church Assembly. 
This Act (which is printed on pages 108-110) provides the machinery by which 
Measures passed by the Assembly and referred to the Legislative Committee may 
obtain the approval of Parliament, and ultimately the Royal Assent. Before being 
laid before Parliament, every Measure is submitted to an “‘ Ecclesiastical Committee,” 
appointed by the Lord Chancellor and the Speaker of the House of Commons, whose 
duty it is to examine the Measure and make a report to Parliament stating its nature 
and legal effect, and the Committee’s views as to the expediency thereof, especially with 
relation to the constitutional rights of all His Majesty’s subjects. Hvery Measure 
receiving the Royal Assent has the force and effect of an Act of Parliament. 

In addition to legislative work, the Assembly may debate and formulate its 
judgment upon any matter concerning the Church of England or otherwise of religious 
or public interest. Through its financial organ, the Central Board of Finance, it is 
responsible for raising and expending a large sum of money annually for Central Church 
purposes. It also exercises control in a greater or less degree over various other central 
administrative bodies, such as the Missionary Council, the Legal Board, the Central 
Advisory Council of Training for the Ministry, the Press and Publications Board, the 
Social and Industrial Commission, the Church of England Pensions Board, the Cathedral 
Commissioners for England and the National Society. 

The proceedings of the Church Assembly are governed by a code of Standing 
Orders, last revised in 1934. In these Standing Orders careful provision is made for 
the introduction and consideration of Measures, on Parliamentary lines, so as to give 
the fullest possible opportunity for criticism and revision. 

The Church Assembly met for the first time and began its work on 30th June, 1920. 
It now holds normally three Sessions in every year (in February, June and November), 
lasting for about five days each. 

Further information, including a “‘ Who’s Who in the Church, Assembly,” lists 
of members and officers, a list of Committees, and a summary of the Measures passed 
by the Assembly, will be found in the earlier Sections of The Official Year Book 
(ante, pp. 161-224). 


CHURCHWARDENS AND SIDESMEN.—By Canon 89 of 1604, “all 
churchwardens or questmen in every parish shall be chosen by the joint consent 
of the minister and parishioners, if it may be; but if they cannot agree upon such a 
choice, then the minister shall choose one and the parishioners another; and without 
such a joint and several choice none shall take upon them to be churchwardens.” By 
custom in most ancient parishes the Incumbent chose one churchwarden and the 
parishioners in vestry the other, or others where there were more than two in all. 

The choice of churchwardens has now passed from the vestry to a joint meeting 
consisting of the vestry and the parochial church meeting (s. 13 of the Powers Measure, 
1921). Having regard to Canon 90, this joint meeting should apparently be held 
during Easter Week; but an earlier election, though irregular, would not necessarily 
be invalid. Having regard, however, to the necessity of admission by the Ordinary, 
this course is hardly feasible. The sidesmen, however, are in all cases elected by the 
parochial church meeting and the incumbent (s. 14 of the Parochial Church Councils 
(Powers) Measure, 1921, and Rule 8 (3) of the Rules scheduled to the Representation 
of the Laity Measure, 1929). As their duties are to assist, particularly in matters of 
public worship, the churchwardens, by whose instructions they should be guided, it 
is desirable that they should be elected at about the same date. Sidesmen must be on 
the electoral roll. 

In distinct or district parishes formed under 58 Geo. III, ch. 45, s. 73, and 8 & 9 
Vic., ch. 70, s. 6, the churchwardens are to be chosen, one by the Incumbent and 
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the other by the inhabitant householders. In district chapelries and consolidated 
chapelries the churchwardens must be resident in the district. In particular districts 
provided under section 2 of the Church Building Act, 1831, the churchwardens are 
chosen, one by the Incumbent and one by the pew-renters.. The same applies to 
a church built on a site vested in the Ecclesiastical Commissioners without a district, 
but if no pew-renters, the minister of the church chooses both churchwardens. 

The usual method of choosing a “ people’s ” churchwarden is by show of hands. A 
poll may be demanded, however, even if no show of handsis taken. Detailed directions 
as to a poll in connection with the annual meeting are contained in Appendix V. to 
the Rules scheduled to the Representation of the Laity Measure, 1929, but s. 13 of the 
Powers Measure prescribes for the joint meeting the ordinary Vestry procedure 
(including a poll) though limiting every person qualified to vote to one vote only, 
save a casting vote for the chairman. The cost of a poll demanded by a candidate is 
borne by him. Under the ordinary Vestry procedure, the chairman fixes the duration, 
time and place, and all other details, of the poll. 

But nomination by the Incumbent or election by the parishioners is not in itself 
sufficient. Before entering upon their duties the churchwardens must each year be 
admitted or readmitted to office. ‘This takes place at the visitation. In the year of an 
episcopal visitation the admission takes place before the Bishop or Chancellor or his 
deputy. In other years before the Archdeacon or his official. 

The Powers Measure provides that, without prejudice to existing qualifications, any 
person who is eligible as a member of a parochial church council is eligible as a church- 
warden. Thus, a person who is a “ non-resident” elector and a person who is not a 
householder may now be elected. 

Minors, aliens, Jews, and persons who have been convicted of felony, perjury or 
fraud are absolutely disqualified from serving ; and by s. 15 (2) of the Powers Measure 
a person is disqualified from being elected or acting as churchwarden or sidesman 
if a conviction order or finding becomes or has become conclusive against him, which, 
if a clergyman, would render him incapable of holding preferment under s, 1 of the 
Clergy Discipline Act, 1892. 

Subject to the foregoing rule as to disqualification, and certain professional claims 
pe may be made for exemption, every householder is liable to serve as a church- 
warden. 

Churchwardens vacate their office on and their duties continue up to the admission 
to office of their successors. Before finally quitting office they must hand over to 
their successors all the funds and other property and documents belonging to the 
church which are in their possession, and they may be sued if they do not do so, 
A churchwarden can resign with the consent of a joint meeting of the Vestry and 
Parochial Church Meeting called for that purpose, and (if chosen by the Incumbent) of 
the Incumbent. If he dies in office his colleague may act alone, or another person may 
be chosen to fill his place. If a churchwarden permanently quits the parish, and has 
no property there, his place should be filled, as soon as his name ceases to be on the 
electoral roll. In addition, the office is vacated if the churchwarden is convicted of 
treason or felony and if sentenced to death, penal servitude, or imprisonment with hard 
labour or for more than twelve months. He may also be removed from office by an 
ecclesiastical court for misconduct. See leaflet L.C. 40 issued by the Legal Board of 
the Church Assembly. 

Churchwardens have a right of access to the church for the purpose of their duties, 
but they have no right to possession of the key. The property in the goods of the church 
is vested in them, though the care, maintenance, preservation and insurance of such 
goods is in the Parochial Church Council. In case such goods are unlawfully taken 
away, they are the persons entitled to recover them, and this is one of the purposes for 
which admittance to their office is essential. It is their duty to maintain order in the 
ehurch and churchyard, and they may remove persons who disturb divine service. 
Under the Ecclesiastical Courts Jurisdiction Act, 1860, they can arrest persons guilty 
of bad behaviour in the church or churchyard, and bring them before the magistrate. 
They seat the congregation, and act in general as officers of the ordinary. They have 
various statutory duties under the Charitable Trusts Amendment Act, 1855, s. 44, the 
Benefices (Transfer of Rights of Patronage) Measure, 1930, and the Benefices (Exercise 
of Rights of Presentation) Measure, 1931, and they frequently act as sequestrators (as 
to which see Sequestration). 
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See also Alms and Collections ; Parochial Church Council ; Requisites for Worship, 
etc., Provisions of ; Seating of Congregation ; Vestries. 


CHURCHYARD.—The freehold in the churchyard is in the Rector (if any); if 
no Rector, generally in the Vicar. It gives certain rights of herbage, ete. He also can 
enter into agreements for using a disused burial-ground as an open space under the 
Open Spaces Act, 1906. § 

The Parochial Church Council have the care and maintenance of the churchyard, 
including, in most cases, a closed churchyard. They and the Incumbent together have, 
subject to the jurisdiction of the ordinary, and any rights by faculty, complete control 
of the churchyard, and of the type of memorials that may be placed there. The 
Parochial Church Council can recover the costs and expenses certified as such of keeping 
a closed churchyard in decent order and repair from the overseers, under see. 18 of the 
Burial Act, 1855; if they do so in any Parish in a Borough or Urban District, or in a 
Rural Parish having a Parish Council, the functions and liabilities of the Parochial 
Church Council with respect to the maintenance and repair of the churchyard is trans- 
ferred to the Council of the Borough or Urban District, or to the Parish Council as the 
case may be (see s. 269 (2) of the Local Government Act, 1933). 

As to trees in a churchyard, see leaflet L.C. 35, issued by the Legal Board of the 
Church Assembly, and as to closed churchyards, see leaflet L.C. 43; leaflet L.C. 45 is a 
form of the certificate above referred to. 


CLERGY DISCIPLINE.—Since the year 1840 criminal proceedings in ecclesias- 
tical matters have been regulated by the Church Discipline Act, 1840, and also in more 
recent years by the Public Worship Regulation Act, 1874, and the Clergy Discipline Act, 
1892. The Church Discipline Act, 1840, empowers the Bishop to issue a Commission of 
Inquiry in cases of an alleged offence by a Clergyman in ecclesiastical matters, such as 
Doctrine, Ritual, and the due performance of the services of the Chureh, or alternatively 
the Bishop may by letters of request send the case to the court of appeal of the Province. 
If the Commission report a prima facie case or letters of request are issued, the matter 
proceeds to a hearing, and suspension or deprivation may follow. The proceedings 
must be taken within two years from the offence. Offences against morality no longer 
come under this Act. Under the Public Worship Regulation Act, 1874, there is a more 
simple form of procedure where a clergyman is charged with the use of unlawful orna- 
ments or decorations, with interfering unlawfully with the fabric of the church or with 
using unlawful services, rites or ceremonies. The Clergy Discipline Act, 1892, deals 
with offences by the clergy against morality in its widest sense as distinguished from 
offences in respect of doctrine or ritual or breaches of ecclesiastical regulations. Certain 
convictions in the criminal courts accompanied by imprisonment with hard labour or 
any greater punishment, or a bastardy order, or adultery proved in a divorce or 
matrimonial cause, involve immediate deprivation. Otherwise if a clergyman is 
convicted in the temporal courts of an ecclesiastical offence, or is alleged to be guilty of 
immorality, he may be prosecuted by any parishioner or by the Bishop or anyone 
approved by him in the Consistory Court before the Chancellor sitting with or without 
assessors, and if found guilty may be sentenced to suspension or deprivation, and, in 
case of deprivation, he may be deposed from Holy Orders. Proceedings must be taken 
within five years from the offence. 

The Bishop may exercise a veto against the taking of proceedings under all three 
Acts, and in each case an appeal may be made against the decision or sentence. 

See also Enforcement of Duties of Benefice. 


CONSISTORY COURT.—Every diocesan Bishop has a Court for administer- 
ing ecclesiastical law within his Diocese. In the diocese of Canterbury this court is 
known as the Commissary Court, and elsewhere as the Consistory Court. The judge 
of the court is in Canterbury styled the commissary-general, and in other dioceses 
the Chancellor (q.v.). The status of the Bishop himself in his Court depends upon the 
terms of the patent appointing the judge. In some cases the Bishop expressly reserves 
to himself the power to sit and try certain cases. But except so far as this power 
is reserved, the commissary-general or chancellor is the sole judge, and indeed may try 
cases to which the Bishop is himself a party. There is no appeal from him to the 
Bishop. An appeal lies from the Diocesan Court to the Provincial Court, and thence to 
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the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, except in cases under the Clergy Discipline 
Act, 1892, where the appeal is either to the Provincial Court or the Judicial Committee. 
Cases under the Church Discipline Act, 1840, may be sent direct to the provincial court 
by a process known as “ Letters of Request.” See Clergy Discipline. 


CONTROL OF SERVICES.—The Incumbent’s control of the arrangements for 
Divine Seryice is absolute, but he must, of course, comply with the provisions of the 
Book of Common Prayer. He must hold morning and evening service on Sundays and 
certain Holy Days, but the times fixed for such services are matters for him, He 
must celebrate the Holy Communion as directed by the Prayer Book, but the frequency 
of celebrations is within his discretion. ‘‘ He may direct when the organ shall and shall 
not play, and when the children shall or shall not chant.” 


CONVENTIONAL DISTRICT.—See Districts and New Parishes—Forma- 
tion of. 


CONVOCATION .—The Convocation of each Province consists of two Houses, an 
Upper anda Lower. The Upper Houses consist of the diocesan Bishops of the Province, 
and the Archbishop is President of the whole Convocation. 

In the Lower House of the Convocation of Canterbury the following persons sit as 
members :— 


(1) The Dean of every cathedral church in the Province and the Deans of the two 
collegiate churches of 8. Peter in Westminster and of 8. George, Windsor; if the 
Dean of any such cathedral or collegiate church be unwilling or unable to act, one 
proctor elected by the Dean and Chapter; when there is no Dean, one proctor elected 
by the Chapter from among the members of the Chapter; the Provost of Eton, if in 
priest’s orders in the Church of England. 

(2) The two Archdeacons in each Diocese who are senior by date of appointment as 
Archdeacons in the diocese, or if either of them is unwilling or unable to act, the 
Archdeacon who is next in seniority of appointment. 

(3) The proctors for the clergy, elected in the manner following in such proportion 
to the number of electors as shall from time to time be determined by Convocation, 
provided that no Diocese shall have less than three proctors :— 


(a) The electoral area is the Diocese. — 

(b) The electors are all clergymen beneficed in the Diocese, or licensed under seal by 
the Bishop, or holding office either in a cathedral or in the above-mentioned collegiate 
churches, provided that they be not ex officio members of Convocation, and that no one 
shall be entitled to vote in more than one Diocese. One proctor is elected for every 
hundred electors in the Diocese. 

(c) All clergymen in the Church of England who have been admitted to priests’ 
orders are eligible for election. 

(d) The mode of voting is determined by Convocation, at present by the method of 
proportional representation. 


In the Province of York the same rules apply, except that the Diocese of Sodor and 
Man returns only one proctor. The electors are all the clergy beneficed in the Diocese, 
and all unbeneficed clergy who hold the Bishop’s licence to officiate in the Diocese, and 
are resident therein. One proctor is elected for each seventy electors in the Diocese. 
No one votes in more than one Diocese, and only priests entitled to vote are eligible as 
proctors of that Diocese. The method of voting in every Diocese is to be decided by 
the Bishop of the Diocese subject to the approvalof the Archbishop. In future regard 
must be had to the Canons of 1936. 

The Chureh Assembly, or more correctly the National Assembly of the Church of 
England, consists of the Convocations and the House of Laity. 

See Church Assembly. 


COURTS.—Scee Archdeacon ; Clergy Discipline ; Consistory Court ; Faculties ; 
Provincial Court. 


CURATE.-—See Curate-in-Charge ; Perpetual Curate ; Stipendiary Curate. 
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CURATE-IN-CHARGE.—(See also wnder Districts and. New Parishes ; 
Conventional Districts.)}—Apart from the case of a Conventional. District, there are 
from time to time circumstances (e.g. the vacancy of a benefice or the inhibition of the 
Incumbent) in which a clergyman is placed temporarily in charge of a parish to per- 
form the duties of the Incumbent, and placed for all practical purposes in the same 
relation to the Bishop as an Incumbent, not, however, instituted as to a benefice but 
licensed as to an assistant curacy or stipendiary curacy. - A Curate so appointed is 
styled “ Curate-in-charge.”” His tenure of office in some measure depends upon the 
circumstances in which he is appointed, but it is not the tenure of an Incumbent of a 


benefice. 


DILAPIDATIONS.—The law relating to the dilapidations of benefice buildings 
is now for the most part contained in the Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923, as 
amended by. the Ecclesiastical. Dilapidations (Amendment) Measure, 1929. These 
Measures have no application to buildings annexed to Archbishoprics, Bishoprics, 
Deaneries or Canonries. 

The chief principle of the Measures is that an incumbent’s liability for dilapidations 
(other than wilful dilapidations) is limited to an annual payment. This annual 
payment, however, may be varied at the discretion of the Diocesan Dilapidations 
Board, 

The result is that an Incumbent has the assurance that on his vacating the benefice 
no claim for dilapidations can be made against him or his estate except in respect of 
(1) any annual sums due from him and in arrear and the proportion of the current 
annual sum up to the date of vacation, or (2) wilful dilapidations, i.e. dilapidations 
caused by his deliberate action or gross neglect. 

The buildings of a benefice are liable to an official survey under the Measures every 
five years. 

Phe “* buildings ”’ of a benefice liable to survey include all such houses of residence, 
glebe buildings, walls, fences and other buildings and things as the Incumbent is by 
law or custom bound to maintain in repair, and the drainage and water supply thereof, 
but do not include churches or chancels, or buildings vested in trustees for a 
benefice. 

The repairs which can be ordered under the Measures are such repairs as are needed 
in order to put the buildings in good and substantial repair. Papering and other 
decorative work are not included in this category. 

The Measures contain special provisions as to buildings let on lease, but these pro- 
visions apply only to leases for lives or years entered into by the Incumbent in such a 
form as to be binding on a successor for the term of the lease. No lease of this kind is 
legally possible in the case of the parsonage house of a benefice. 

The estimated cost of the immediate repairs and future repairs respectively, and also 
the estimated sum for which the buildings ought to be insured, are based on the figures 
given in the surveyor’s report as confirmed by order of the Diocesan Dilapidations 
Board, with or without variation, after consideration of objections made by any person 
sought to be made responsible for the dilapidations. 

Notice of any objections must be given in writing to the Board within one month 
after service of the report. The Board may require the person objecting to pay a sum 
not exceeding 5/. to meet the cost of inquiry, and the Board, if it finds an objection to 
be well founded, is to refund the whole or so much of the amount paid as in the 
circumstances may seem to be reasonable. 

The Measures contain provisions under which the Diocesan Dilapidations Board 
can order superfluous buildings either to be removed or to be allowed to dilapid ate. 

Future repairs are divided into two categories: (a) repairs which in the opinion of 
the surveyor, and upon the assumption that the immediate repairs will be duly carried 
out, will be required to be carried out during the next five years (quinquennial repairs), 
and (b) any additional future repairs for the execution of which during a period exceed- 
ing five years from the date of his report it is, in the opinion of the surveyor, desirable 
to provide a fund (deferred repairs). 

A copy of the Board’s order is sent to Queen Anne’s Bounty, who then proceed to 
issue a formal Assessment or Assessments, based on the estimated amounts for future 
repairs and fire insurance stated in the surveyor’s report as confirmed by the Dilapida- 
tions Board. 
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An assessment to provide for the quinquennial repairs is called an “‘ Ordinary Assess- 
ment,” and an assessment to provide for the deferred repairs is called a ‘“‘ Long 
Assessment.” 

The annual sum payable under an Ordinary Assessment is made up of three 
components— 


(a) The “ Repair Rate ” to meet the estimated cost of the quinquennial repairs :— 

(b) The “Insurance Rate ” to provide the premium to insure the benefice buildings 
against fire for the capital sum stated in the surveyor’s report as confirmed ; 

(c) The “ Administration Rate” (not to exceed 10 per cent. of the Repair Rate) 
towards the expenses of the Diocesan Dilapidations Board, including the salaries or fees 
of the Surveyors. 


In some Dioceses no Administration Rate is at present being levied, the expenses of 
the Dilapidations Boards being met from other sources. 

An additional Administration Rate (not to exceed 1 per cent. of the Repair Rate) 
can be charged towards the administrative expenses of Queen Anne’s Bounty, but Queen 
Anne’s Bounty have decided to waive the charge until further notice. 

The first annual payment for future repairs becomes due to Queen Anne’s Bounty on 
the date named in the Assessment and subsequent payments fall due at equal intervals 
of twelve months, beginning from the date fixed for the first payment. The payments 
are a charge on the revenues of the benefice and can be recovered by sequestration or 
distraint. 

The Repair Rate as received by Queen Anne’s Bounty is credited in their books to 
the Repair Account of the benefice, and can be disbursed by them for repairs ordered 
by the Dilapidations Board on the certificate of the diocesan surveyor, countersigned by 
the Incumbent. 

As from the due date of the first annual payment under the first Ordinary Assess- 
ment in respect of each benefice, Queen Anne’s Bounty insures the benefice buildings in 
their own name for the capital sum stated in the surveyor’s report as confirmed. This 
sum is normally the sum estimated by him as adequate to reinstate the buildings of the 
benefice in the event of destruction by fire, but, if any building is considered by the 
Dilapidations Board unsuitable to the needs of the benefice, the insurance can be 
reduced by them to the sum estimated as necessary to provide an adequate building. 

Ti a benefice building is destroyed by fire, the Incumbent should report the fact 
without delay to the Dilapidations Board, and obtain their instructions as to 
procedure. 

For the purposes of apportionment as between an outgoing Incumbent or his repre- 
sentatives and the incoming Incumbent, the annual sum accruing under an Ordinary 
Assessment or under a Long Assessment at the date of vacancy is apportionable on the 
footing that the liability to the whole annual sum accrues de die in diem. 

A“ Long Assessment ”’ is similar in form to an Ordinary Assessment, except that (i) 
the annual payments are spread over such a period longer than five years as the 
Dilapidations Board may think reasonable, and (ii) no insurance rate is included. 

The main object of a Long Assessment is to provide in good time for the cost of 
some expensive work of reconstruction or renewal (e.g. the provision of a new roof) 
which can be foreseen at the time of survey, although not likely to be necessary during 
the next five years, and thus prevent this heavy charge having to be raised wholly in 
bs a period. Long Assessments are therefore the exception rather than 

e i 

The Repair Rate included in a Long Assessment when received by Queen Anne’s 
Bounty is carried to the Deferred Repair Account of the benefice, and can be disbursed 
by Queen Amne’s Bounty on certificate in the same manner as money standing to the 
credit of the Repair Account. 

Queen Anne’s Bounty have power to retain from any sum payable by thém to an 
incumbent any sum due from him to them under the Ecclesiastical Dilapidations 
Measures 1923 to 1929, and the Ecclesiastical Commissioners also have power, out of 
any sum payable by them to an Incumbent, to pay to Queen Anne’s Bounty any sum 
due from him to the latter body under the Measures. 

The Measures contain provisions for the variation of Ordinary or Long Assessments 
as may be necessary for special reasons, such as sale or purchase of buildings. 

It is the duty of the Incumbent or (if the benefice is under sequestration) of the 
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sequestrator to execute the repairs ordered by the Diocesan Dilapidations Board under 
the Measures, but neither is under an obligation to execute any repairs the cost of which 
exceeds the sums actually standing to the credit of the Repair Account, or in the case 
of deferred repairs to the credit of the Deferred Repair Account of the benefice, plus (in 
the case of an Incumbent) any sums due from him to Queen Anne’s Bounty to the 
credit of those accounts respectively. 

If an Incumbent, after entering into a contract to execute the repairs, vacates the 
benefice before they are completed, he or his representatives, subject to certain limita- 
tions, are entitled to complete the repairs. 

Queen Anne’s Bounty, however, have power under the Measures to make good a 
deficit either in the Repair Account or in the Deferred Repair Account of a benefice b 
advancing such sum as may be required and charging the revenues of the benefice with 
the repayment of the advance by annual payments over a term of years with interest. 
The usual term of a loan for repairs is five years. Queen Anne’s Bounty, however, do 
not as a rule create such a charge except with the concurrence of the Incumbent (or 
the sequestrator), and the length of the term is decided by the Governors with the 
consent of the Diocesan Dilapidations Board. The instrument creating the charge is 
made under the seal of Queen Anne’s Bounty, and is termed a “ Charging 
Assessment,” 

In the case of benefices having an annual value not exceeding 3001., Queen Anne’s 
Bounty make grants out: of their corporate funds towards the cost of any repairs 
ordered under the Measures, and also towards the annual sums payable under the 
Measures in order to provide for future repairs, whether quinquennial or deferred. 
Under a scheme established by the Governors in relation to benefices of this class, the 
grants towards the annual sums are usually one-half of the sums payable. 

An Incumbent wishing to apply to Queen Anne’s Bounty for an advance towards the 
cost of repairs ordered under the Measures or for a grant under the scheme aboye referred 
to should apply to the Bounty Office for the necessary application forms, but should 
forward his application through the Dilapidations Board, 

If, after the requirements of the Kcclesiastical Dilapidations Measures in respect of 
the repairs of the buildings have been satisfied, there remains a surplus to the credit of 
the Ordinary Repair Account or Deferred Repair Account of a benefice, it can be paid to 
the Incumbent (or to the late Incumbent or to the Parochial Church Council or to any 
Diocesan Body) proportionately to the amount contributed by them, unless it is applied 
in payment or reduction of an outstanding loan under the Measures. 

In the event of interim repairs becoming necessary during a quinquennial period, it 
is open to the incumbent to apply to the Dilapidations Board to allow the cost to be 
paid by Queen Anne’s Bounty out of the Repair Account or Deferred Repair Account of 
the benefice as the case may be. If the amount applied for does not exceed 10J. in any 
one year, it can be disbursed by Queen Anne’s Bounty on certificate by the Dilapidations 
Board. | Otherwise a formal order is necessary. The application to the Board should 
be made before the repairs are executed. It is not, however, contemplated that every 
trifling repair (e.g. a broken window) should result in a special payment by Queen 
Anne’s Bounty. 

if the amount to the credit of the benefice is insufficient to meet the cost of the 
interim repairs, or if the amount required is so large as unduly to deplete the sum 
available for repairs at the end of the quinquennial period, Queen Anne’s Bounty can, 
if they think fit, advance the amount for a term of years on a Charging Assessment... 

The Measures empower Queen Anne’s Bounty, with the consent of the Dilapidations 
Board, to deal in certain ways with repair money appertaining to benefice buildings 
which have been sold or removed unrepaired. 

An Incumbent who, as Rector or otherwise, was solely liable under the old law for 
the repair of the chancel of his parish church is now relieved from this liability, but an 
Incumbént who, as Incumbent, owns impropriate property in another parish may still 
remain liable for the repairs of the chancel of the church of that parish. It is poset 
under the Measures to compound this liability by a capital payment. 

It should be noted that, having regard to section 48 of the Wacladiaatiend Dilapi- 
dations Measure, 1923, it is now unlawful for an incumbent to make any additions 
to or alterations of the buildings belonging to a benefice without the sanction of the 
Dilapidations Board and the consent in writing of the patron, and that if he makes 
unauthorised additions or alterations he can be compelled to bear the cost of rein-

statement. ‘The expression “ additions ”’ includes not only additional buildings in the 
ordinary sense, but also additions to the permanent fittings of a house, e.g. new electric 
light or hot-water installations. This article is for convenience also published as a 
separate leaflet, L.C. 46. 


DILAPIDATIONS BOARD.—See Diocesan Conference, etc. 


DIOCESAN CONFERENCE.—The Diocesan Conference now has statutory 
functions and consists of three houses, the Bishop and the Chambers of Clergy and 
Laity. Its constitution must comply with the Diocesan Conferences Regulation, 1922, 
as amended by subsequent Regulations, but apart from this it may vary in different 
dioceses. The Diocesan Board of Finance, which in some cases is incorporated under 
the Companies Acts, is the finance department of the Diocesan Conference and acts 
under its directions. The body which acts in a diocese as the Diocesan Trust is either 
the Board of Finance or some other body recognised for the purpose by the Diocesan 
Conference. The Diocesan Dilapidations Board is constituted by a scheme framed by 
the Diocesan Conference. Some important functions of the Diocesan Conference are 
the election by the Chambers of Clergy and Laity of the members of the Diocesan 
Board of Patronage and of the Advisory Body for the purposes of the Benefices 
(Exercise of Rights of Presentation) Measure, 1931: also the appointment of a Com- 
mittee to survey conditions in the diocese in relation to the Union of Benefices, and of 
a panel of persons eligible to serve on commissions of Enquiry under the Union of Bene- 
fices Measures, 1923 and 1936. 


DISTRICTS AND NEW PARISHES—FORMATION OF.—Parishes 
may be divided and new ecclesiastical districts constituted under a variety of Acts of 
Parliament, as, for instance, the Pluralities Act, 1838, and amending Statutes, the 
Union of Benefices Measure, 1923, the Church Building Acts and the New Parishes 
Acts; anda special form of district (known as a Conventional District) may be created 
for which no statutory authority provides. It is not proposed to deal in this place 
with any such ecclesiastical districts except Conventional Districts and Districts and 
New Parishes formed under the Church Building Acts and the New Parishes Acts, these 
being the ways, in fact, in use for making those rearrangements of parishes which are 
necessary by reason of growth and redistribution of population. 

The administrative authority for the Acts and Measures above mentioned (other 
than the Pluralities Act, 1838) is the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. The Acts deal 
also with the steps to be taken for the due conveyance of sites for new churches, for 
churchyards or for additions to existing churchyards and the approval of churches 
intended to become parish churches. 


Conventional Districts—Where a large new population comes into an existing 
parish, especially if it is brought notin the ordinary way by gradual extension 
of building developments but by some definite and considerable housing scheme, 
whether of a municipality or of private owners, the question has often to be dealt 
with of making special provision for them by building a new church convenient for 
them and of constituting the newly populated area a separate parish. In such cases the 
Incumbent and the Diocesan Authorities may come to the conclusion that it is advisable 
that the new area should be given a measure of independence before a church is built or 
the provision of the other equipment of a new parish far advanced. A convenient 
method of doing this is to constitute the area a ‘“‘ Conventional District,” which means 
that by an agreement made between the Bishop and the Incumbent of the parish (or the 
several Incumbents if the area lies within more than one parish), the area is taken out 
of the charge of the Incumbent or Incumbents, and a “‘ Curate-in-charge ” or Minister 
is appointed, who may be licensed to the Bishop or to one of the Incumbents, but is 
given in a greater or less degree (as may be arranged at the time) independence of 
the Incumbent or Incumbents for the purpose of ministering to the population of 
the “‘ Conventional District ’ and carrying on the work towards the legal separa- 
tion of the District and formation of a new Ecclesiastical District under one 
or other of the groups of Acts of Parliament mentioned above. Such an 
agreement would generally deal with (inter alia) the mode of choosing the Curate-in- 
charge and of providing a stipend for him. Obviously there may be considerable 
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variety in the arrangements made by such agreements to meet the variety of 
circumstances and conditions, but, as these are mainly agreements or conventions 
between the Bishop and the Incumbents, the legal position of the parishioners 
remains unaffected—they remain parishioners of that parish of which the area in 
which they dwell forms part. Their rights of marriage, burial, attendance at their 
parish church and so forth remain unaltered. The District as a whole is, however, 
able practically to proceed to organise itself as a distinct parochial unit, and in par- 
ticular, under the Rules for the Representation of the Laity, the Conventional District 
may have its own separate Parochial Church Council with all the rights of any other 
P.C.C. For that purpose it falls within the definition of a parish under the Rules. 

The Ecclesiastical Commissioners are in some circumstances able to help towards the 
provision of the stipend for the Curate-in-charge, and where the question of forming a 
Conventional District is under consideration by an Incumbent and the Diocesan 
Authorities, it would be wise to consult the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, although the 
arrangements for its formation are not made by them or under the authority of any 
scheme prepared by them. 


Peel Districts —The formation of a “ Peel District” is often a step succeeding the 
creation of a Conventional District, but it is not necessary that it should be preceded 
by a Conventional District. A Peel District is formed under the 6 & 7 Vic., ch. 37. It 
is not necessary here to set out the procedure. The necessary concurring parties are the 
Bishop and the Keclesiastical Commissioners, who act by Scheme which is submitted for 
ratification by Order of His Majesty in Council. The thing that differentiates a Peel 
District from all other Statutory Districts is that it is formed before any church has been 
accepted and approved as the Parish Church for the District, and even before any church 
has been built in the District. Nevertheless, as soon as the Peel District has been 
formed (by virtue of an Order in Council as above mentioned) it constitutes a separate 
ecclesiastical District (independent of any parish or parishes out of which it has been 
formed), and its Minister holds his office by the same tenure as a Perpetual Curate. 
As, however, there is no parish church, the Minister has no right of marrying or 
burying his parishioners, who for those purposes retain their rights in their old parish. 
The patronage of a Peel District is exercisable by the Crown and the Bishop alternately, 
unless by Scheme of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners and Order in Council the 
patronage is assigned to some other body or person, as under the Acts it may be 
if a consideration satisfactory to the Neclesiastical Commissioners and the Bishop has 
been provided, by way of contribution to the endowment of the District or towards the 
building of a parish church for the District. A Peel District cannot be formed unless 
a permanent endowment of an amount and kind sufficient in the opinion of the Com- 
missioners has been provided. Vo what extent the Commissioners are able under 
certain conditions to aid in the provision of this initial endowment is explained in 
their Annual Regulations (which may be obtained on application to their Secretary). 
When a suitable church has been built, consecrated, and also approved by the Com- 
missioners, the Peel District becomes under the 19 & 20 Vic., ch. 104, a New Parish, 
and is then for all purposes a separate ecclesiastical parish. Under s. 11 of that Act 
the Ecclesiastical Commissioners may, upon the application of the Incumbent to which 
a district shall belong, with the consent in writing of the Bishop, make an order authoris- 
ing the publication of banns, and the solemnisation therein of marriages. 


New Parish.—This is a separate ecclesiastical parish for all purposes, and comes 
into being as above explained (under “‘ Peel District”), or by the development of the 
Districts formed under the Church Building Acts, which are mentioned below, into 
New Parishes. Such development takes place as soon as the Incumbent of any such 
Church Building Act District becomes entitled to perform all offices in his church and 
to receive the fees in respect thereof for his own benefit without accounting to the 
Incumbent or Incumbents of the parish or parishes out of which the District has been 
formed, or at the moment of formation, if there be within the District a consecrated 
church and this be specified in the Ecclesiastical Commissioners’ Scheme as the parish 
church for the District. 


District Chapelry and Consolidated Chapelry.—Where in a new area a church suitable 
to be the parish church has been built and consecrated, it is often more convenient to 
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constitute a District under the Church Building Acts by assigning to the church a 
District Chapelry (where the area comes out of one parish), or a Consolidated Chapelry 
(where the area comes out of more than one parish). A District Chapelry or Consoli- 
dated Chapelry is from the date of its formation entirely separate from the parish or 
parishes out of which it is formed, but the fees received by the Incumbent of the 
Chapelry for marriages and burials may be reserved for his Incumbency, or until he 
voluntarily surrenders them, to the Incumbent of a mother cure, who was such In- 
cumbent at the time when the Chapelry was cut off. When these fees fall in to the 
Incumbent of the District or Consolidated Chapelry his cure becomes a new parish. 
In the case of these Districts the patronage is settled either by an agreement between 
the Bishop, the Patron of the parish in which the church was built and the Incumbent 
of that parish made before the church was consecrated, or by a surrender prior to the 
assignment of the District made by the Incumbent of the parish in which the church 
stands with the approval of his Patron and his Bishop, where the church has been 
consecrated without any prior agreement as to patronage having been made. If no 
agreement before consecration nor surrender after consecration and before the con- 
stitution of the District were made, the patronage of the District would belong to the 
Incumbent of the parish in which the church was built. 

As soon as any project has taken definite shape for the formation of a new ecclesias- 
tical District it is advisable that the parties promoting the scheme should communicate 
with the Secretary of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners in order that the appropriate 
procedure may be adopted and advantage taken of any regulations of the Commissioners 
that may be in force in relation to endowment, and that steps may not be taken which 
might make it impossible or difficult to comply with conditions as to church accommo- 
pian approval of plans and so forth, upon which formation or endowment might 
depend. 


EASTER OFFERINGS.—The ancient “ ecclesiastical duties’ accustomably due 
to the Incumbent of a parish at Easter rarely survive to this day, but, founded on 
these, there has grown up a very general pactice of the parishioners making to their 
Incumbent at Easter a special voluntary offering known as the “ Easter Offering,” 
given to the Incumbent for his own use. It has become an important method of 
adding to the often inadequate provision for Incumbents arising from the endowments 
of their Benefices. They are voluntary offerings made or collected in a variety of ways, 
most generally by collections in church on Easter Day, but sometimes by collections 
supplemented by individual gifts from parishioners or other well-wishers, or wholly by 
way of private gifts or gifts specially collected out of church. The ways in which the 
offering is raised or the grounds upon which it is given may affect its liability to 
income tax, but in accordance with decisions in the Courts the Inland Revenue Com- 
missioners are usually in a position to claim payment of income tax in respect 
thereof.

ECCLESIASTICAL COMMISSIONERS.—See pp. 331-336. 


ELECTORAL ROLL.—The basis of lay representation in the Parochial Church 
Council, Ruridecanal Conference, Diocesan Conference and House of Laity of the Church 
Assembly is the Church Electoral Roll which is directed to be kept in every parish. It 
is of the utmost consequence, therefore, that this Roll should be kept in accordance with 
the statutory directions. These are set out in detail in the Rules for the Representation 
of the Laity scheduled to the Representation of the Laity Measure, 1929. See pp. 
111-130. The Rules prescribe the qualifications of electors, both resident and non- 
resident, the mode of preparing and revising the Roll, and the rights of appeal of any 
person who may have had his application for enrolment refused or his name taken 
off the Roll. On these and all other points relating to the Roll, reference should be 
made to the Rules. 


ENFORCEMENT OF DUTIES OF BENEFICE.—The Bishop has power 
to enforce the performance of the duties of a benefice by virtue of the Benefices 
(Ecclesiastical Duties) Measure, 1926, the effect of which is that he may appoint a 
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commission of inquiry consisting of six persons, to which the Incumbent may 
nominate a seventh. 

The duties to be performed by the Incumbent of a benefice are stated to include the 
observance of the promises made on Ordination, the duties he is bound by law to 
perform or imposed on him by the Rules for the Representation of the Laity, and an 
observance binding him to manifest in his acts, conduct and course of life due respect 
for his sacred office and a due solicitude for the moral and spiritual welfare of his 
parishioners. 

If the commission reports after due inquiry that the ecclesiastical duties of the 
benefice are inadequately performed, and that this is due to the negligence of the 
Incumbent of the benefice, the Bishop may appoint a curate and may also inhibit the 
Incumbent from performing any duty in the parish. If the inhibition continues for 
five years the benefice becomes vacant. If the commission reports that the duties are 
inadequately performed, but that this is not due to the negligence of the Incumbent, 
the Bishop may require him to nominate a curate with a stipend at the rate laid down 
by the Measure, and if the nomination is not made within three months the Bishop 
may himself nominate and license a curate. There is an appeal from either action of 
the Bishop to a special court consisting of the Archbishop of the Province and a judge 
of the Supreme Court. 


Note.—At the Session of the Church Assembly held in June, 1937, two new Measures, 
replacing the Benefices (Ecclesiastical Duties) Measure, 1926, received final approval. 
These two Measures are entitled respectively The Incumbents (Misbehaviour and 
Negligence) Measure and The Cure of Souls Measure. At the time at which this 
section of The Official Year Book goes to press, neither of these Measures has received 
the Royal Assent, and an exposition of them would accordingly be premature. 


EXCHANGE OF BENEFICES.—Pefore an exchange of benefices (properly so 
called) can be made, a licence must be obtained from the Ordinary to treat for an 
exchange. Itis then carried out by an instrument in writing by which the parties agree 
to an exchange, and for that purpose resign their respective benefices into the hands of 
the Ordinary. Provided (as should always be done) the resignation is expressed to be 
conditional on an exchange taking full effect, and is accepted by the Ordinary on that 
footing, there is no vacancy of either benefice pending the institution and induction of 
both parties, and consequently no sequestration issues. The exchange dates from 
the approval of the Ordinary. If one party is instituted and inducted and the other 
dies before institution or refuses to go on, the whole proceedings are void, and the 
party instituted remains in his old benefice. The law of simony applies to an 
exchange, and no consideration must pass. 


FACULTIES.—The consecrated buildings and lands situated within a diocese and 
all the contents of such buildings are in the ultimate guardianship of the Bishop, who 
exercises his authority through his Chancellor. Applications for Faculties to authorise 
additions to or alterations in churches or churchyards are made by way of petition 
to the Chancellor, and instructions on the subject are to be found in the Diocesan Year 
Books and other publications. They are usually made in the name of the Incumbent and 
churchwardens, but any parishioner may make them. Any such work done without 
a Faculty is unlawful, and it is open to any parishioner to apply for a Faculty authorising 
the removal of the work. Though unauthorised it cannot, however, be removed with- 
outa Faculty. It is frequently supposed in respect of churches and their contents 
that any matters which can properly be described as ‘‘ replacements” or “ substitu- 
tions”’ or ‘‘repairs”’ are matters which the Incumbent and Churchwardens can lawfully 
carry out (provided that the Parochial Church Council do not object) without obtain- 
ing a Faculty. But this view is not well founded. The following words of the late 
Sir Alfred Kempe are a useful summary of the true position :— 


‘So far as jurisdiction is concerned, the Ordinary has the fullest authority to 
direct and control any dealings with the fabric, decoration, fittings, furniture, and 
ornaments of a church, and can properly insist that even in matters of mere repair 
no church shall be injured or deformed by the caprice of individuals.” 
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Such “ direction’ and “ control”’ is exercised by the Ordinary, 7.e. the Bishop 
acting by his Chancellor, by means of a Faculty or (in cases of trifling moment) an 
informal licence. It should be observed that the term “‘ ornament’ in Ecclesiastical 
Law is not confined, as by modern usage, to articles of decoration or embellishment, 
but is used in the larger sense of the word ‘“‘ ornamentum,”’ which is used “‘ pro quo- 
cumque apparatu seu mnstrumento.” 

As the whole of the contents of a church, no less than the church itself, are by 
law placed under the care of the Ordinary, it is illegal without a Faculty or licence to 
remove anything from the church even for a temporary purpose. There have been 
many cases in which plate, bells, pictures, glass and other objects have been lost or 
injured through having been thus unlawfully sent away for repair, valuation, exhibition, 
or other purposes. Thus “ replacements ”’ and “‘ substitutions ’? may normally involve 
a dual illegality, namely, the removal of one object and the introduction of another. 
The “ replacement of lighting ”’ and ‘‘ renewal of bells ’’ are typical instances of matters 
for which a Faculty is not only theoretically necessary, but also in practice most desir- 
able, for they are matters in respect of which much serious damage has been done by 
ill-considered proposals and inferior work. 

Again, under the pretext of “* mere repairs,”’ too trifling to require the attention 
of the Ordinary, such matters have been unlawfully perpetrated as (i) pointing ancient 
stone or brickwork with an unsuitable mixture ora disfiguring finish, such as “ strap ”’ 
or “line”’ marking, (ii) putting paint or varnish on ancient woodwork, (iii) removing 
canons from bells or attempting to tune them in a manner unsuited to ancient bells 
and (iy) ‘‘ patching ’’ plate. No doubt mere ‘“‘ mending,” where the proper method 
of doing it is obvious and involves neither alteration or addition, nor removal from the 
church, is within the discretion of the temporary custodians of the church and its 
contents, upon the principle of de minimis non curat lex. Common sense is the only 
guide to the solution of the problem of whether any particular proposal is or is not a 
minimum, but it may safely be said that, however innocuous a proposal may appear, 
it is, nevertheless, always potentially one upon which the Ordinary ought to be con- 
sulted. It is, for example, sometimes argued ad absurdum that no faculty would be 
required for a set of new kneeling hassocks, but even in such an extreme case it is 
conceivable that harm might be done by the selection of unsuitable colours, shapes or 
sizes. There are various matters of repair or preservative treatment where methods 
or materials customary in former days have been superseded, and where an uninstructed 
craftsman may with the best intentions carry out some apparently simple repairs in a 
way which is now recognised as injurious. 

See also Advisory Committee. 

The Clergy should be encouraged to inquire at the Diocesan Registry whatioues 
there is the least doubt as to whether a F aculty isneeded. Such inquiries are frequently 
made, and when the Chancellor rules, as he often does, that no Faculty is required and 
no fee payable, he is enabled first to assure himself that the proposal (whatever it is) 
has been carefully considered, and is likely to be competently and sensibly carried out. 
The Consistory Courts repose confidence in the Incumbent and Churchwardens, who will 
not be liable to censure if in good faith they undertake matters of small moment 
without a Faculty. It is, however, most important that they should know that 
“ replacements,” ** substitutions ’’ and ‘‘ repairs ” are all of them descriptive of matters 
which are essentially under the control of the Ordinary, who has full power to order 
what they have done to be undone, if on investigation it proves to be improper, and 
to censure them if they have acted in wilful impatience of his control or disregard of 
his authority. 

A Faculty is also necessary for the removal of a body buried in consecrated ground, 
for the reservation to a particular person of the exclusive right of burial in a grave, and 
strictly for the erection of a monument in a churchyard, though in practice the require- 
ment of a Faculty is confined to cases where the monument is of unusual size or 
character. Faculties may be granted for the widening of a highway at the expense of a 
‘portion of the churchyard, or for the erection of certain buildings in a churchyard. 


FEES—RECOVERABLE BY THE CLERGY.—These are among the 
sources of clerical income though not ordinarily considerable in amount. They are 
payable to Incumbents for certain services (2.g. in relation to marriages, burials, etc.) 
or for privileges granted (e.g. in relation to the erection of monuments in a churchyard, 
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etc.). Some fees are fixed by statute, as for inspection of Tithe Maps. and Awards, for 
searching registers of marriage and burial and issuing certificates of entries therein. 
Other fees, e.g. for publishing banns of marriage and solemnising the marriage, for 
burial and matters in relation thereto, are either based upon custom or have been fixed 
as part of a Table of Parochial Fees for the particular parish by the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners or other lawful authority. 

In all but a few anomalous cases, whether of old or new parishes, the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners have power upon application made to them, and with the consent in 
most cases of the Parochial Church Council and the Bishop, to fix a comprehensive 
Table of Fees to be received by the Incumbent, Clerk and Sexton of the parish for all 
matters for which fees are payable. No fee may be charged for baptism. Fees in 
respect of burials elsewhere than in a churchyard or additional burial-ground attached 
to a church (7.e. fees for burials in cemeteries and burial-grounds under a civil burial 
authority) are fixed by the civil authorities. 

Where an existing Table of Parochial Fees is felt not to be satisfactory, whether it 
be a Table of customary fees or a Table fixed by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, 
application should be made to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for anew Table. They 
will furnish all necessary instructions. 

It is essential to fair dealing with the persons concerned that the fees charged 
should have been properly authorised.. Incumbents and Churchwardens should make 
it their immediate duty to ascertain that fees are not being paid or received under 
some mistaken assumption. The Table, properly authenticated (where the fees are 
not purely customary), should be exhibited in some prominent place. 


FEES PAYABLE BY THE CLERGY.—These are payable to Bishops’ 
Secretaries, Diocesan Registrars and others in respect of institution and induction, 
licence to a perpetual curacy, resignation of a benefice and other matters, and are for 
the most part fixed by an Order of the Privy Council made the 6th day of October, 
1908, in pursuance of the provisions of the Pluralities Act, 1838, and other Statutes. 
See Tables of Ecclesiastical Fees (pp. 415-421). 


GLEBE.—Where the endowments of a benefice include land of any variety, or 
houses, or other buildings, whether anciently belonging to the benefice or acquired by 
gift or otherwise in modern times, such lands, etc. (other than the parsonage house and 
grounds occupied therewith) are commonly called the glebe of the benefice. Except in 
exceptional cases this glebe is vested in the Incumbent for the time being, and he is 
entitled to the rents and profits and liable for the outgoings in respect thereof. He 
is, however, unable, without the sanction of other persons or bodies, to make a lease 
of any such glebe to extend beyond his own Incumbency of the benefice, or to sell the 
land, or to authorise the working thereout of any minerals. If there were no means of 
doing these things the Incumbent would be practically unable to develop the glebe 
property or to realise in the form of rent or otherwise its full value. Accordingly, 
authority has been given by various Acts of Parliament, and glebe and the minerals 
thereunder can now be leased or be sold by the Incumbent with the consent of the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners and the Patron under the Keclesiastical Leasing Acts. 
Alternatively glebe can be sold by the Incumbent (a) where the land was acquired 
with money appropriated to the purpose by Queen Anne’s Bounty with consent of 
Bishop, Patron and Queen Anne’s Bounty, and also if the glebe is within the parish or 
an adjoining parish of the Archbishop ; (6) with the approval of the Minister of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries and after notice to the Bishop and the Patron in any ease where 
the Incumbent is in receipt of the rack rent and the land is not in lease for a term 
originally exceeding 21 years (provided the minerals if of value be reserved). 

Incumbents, like other owners, are subject in respect of their glebe to any com- 
pulsory powers of acquisition given to any public Authority or Statutory Undertaking 
by Act of Parliament. 

Where there is any question of a lease or sale of glebe, Incumbents would do well 
at an early stage to get into touch with the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, who will 
furnish any information necessary as to procedure. These observations do not relate 
to the parsonage house or house of residence of a benefice and the lands (up to a 
maximum of twelve acres) occupied therewith. For these see Parsonage Houses. 
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INDUCTION TO BENEFICE.—Induction is performed by the Archdeacon 
acting on a mandate from the Bishop, or by the Rural Dean or some other clergyman 
acting on a precept from the Archdeacon. By it the incumbent is placed in possession 
of the temporalities of the benefice, and becomes entitled to receive the accounts 
of the sequestrators who have been receiving the rents and profits during the 
vacancy, 


INSTITUTION TO BENEFICE.—By the process of institution the Bishop 
places a clergyman in possession of the spiritualities of the benefice, i.e. places in his 
hands the cure of souls in the parish. Before this takes place, notice of the intention 
to institute is sent to the churchwardens and by them affixed to the church door, where 
it must remain for one calendar month. The clergyman must also make his declaration 
of assent to the XX XIX Articles and the Book of Common Prayer, and the declaration 
against simony, and must take the oaths of allegiance to the King and of canonical 
obedience to the Bishop. 


LITANY.—The Litany is ordered to be used on Sundays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays, and it should be noted that the private use of the Litany on the two latter 
days is not sufficient, Canon 15 of 1603 requiring that the Minister is to “‘ resort to the 
church or chapel, and, warning being given to the people by tolling of a bell, shall say 
the Litany.” 


LOANS TO BENEFICES.—Queen Anne’s Bounty is the principal body which 
make loans to the clergy. The Statutes and Measures under which loans can be 
granted by Queen Anne’s Bounty are— 


(1) The Acts commonly known as “‘ Gilbert’s Acts.” 

Under these Acts Queen Anne’s Bounty can lend for (a) purchasing a parsonage 
house or site or land for occupation with the parsonage house, (6) building or improving 
parsonage houses, (c) building, improving or purchasing farm-houses, farm buildings or 
labourers’ dwelling-houses belonging to or desirable to be acquired for any glebe farm or 
lands, (d) purchasing removable fixtures in parsonage houses, or (e) dividing a parsonage 
house into two or more parts. 

The consents of the Bishop and of the patron are necessary, and it is essential that 
no work, for which a loan under these Acts is required, should be executed without the 
previous authority of Queen Anne’s Bounty. 

As under section 48 of the Ecclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923, an incumbent 
cannot make any addition to or alteration of the buildings of his benefice without the 
sanction of the Diocesan Dilapidations Board and the written consent of his patron, the 
consent of the Diocesan Dilapidations Board, as well as the consent of the Bishop and 
of the patron, is required to any loan involving such an addition or alteration. 

(2) The Peclesiastical Dilapidations Measure, 1923 to 1929. 

Under these Measures Queen Anne’s Bounty can lend, with the concurrence of the 
Diocesan Dilapidations Board, to meet the cost of repairs ordered by the Diocesan 
Dilapidations Board (see Dilapidations). 

(3) Private Street Works Act, 1892. 


Under this Act Queen Anne’s Bounty can lend towards the expenses apportioned to 
a parsonage house or glebe in respect of the sewering, making up, etc., of a private street 
by an Urban Sanitary Authority which has adopted the Act or (in some cases) by a 
Rural Sanitary Authority. Loans under this Act are not, like loans under the pre- 
viously mentioned Acts, secured by a charge on the revenues of the benefice, but by a 
charge on the particular house or glebe land affected. 

Queen Anne’s Bounty cannot lend under the before-mentioned Acts or Measures 
in respect of houses of residence vested in trustees or for the drainage of glebe lands, 
or for the development of glebe land for building purposes; but loans for the two 
last-mentioned purposes can be made, with the consent of the Bishop and patron, 
by the Lands Improvement Company, 58 Victoria Street, Westminster, S.W. 1. 

Loans by Queen Anne’s Bounty are made for a term of years, and are repayable by 
annual instalments of principal with interest on the balance for the time being out- 


standing. 
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MAINTENANCE OF ORDER IN CHURCH.—See Churchwardens. 


MARRIAGE.—Speaking generally, all persons above the age of sixteen have the 
right to be married in the parish church, or in the church which is his or her usual 
place of worship. No church is to be deemed the usual place of worship of any person 
unless he or she is enrolled on the church electoral roll of the area in which such church 
or chapelis situate. Persons may not marry within the prohibited degrees, and though 
the marriage of a man with his deceased wife’s sister or his deceased brother’s widow 
and other marriages of a like nature have now been legalised, an Incumbent can refuse 
to officiate or to allow the use of his church for such a marriage. In the case of a 
person who has been divorced for his or her adultery, the Incumbent can refuse to 
officiate, and can refuse to permit any other minister of the Church of England to 
perform the marriage service in his church or chapel. 

The marriage may be after publication of banns or by licence (¢.v.). Banns and 
licences alike hold good for three months only. Marriages after banns or by general 
licence must be celebrated between 8 a.m. and 6 p.m. 

After the marriage the officiating clergyman must register the marriage in duplicate 
Register Books provided by the Registrar-General. Where the marriage is in the usual 
place of worship as distinguished from the parish church, it may be well to add a note 
as to the parties or one of them being on the church electoral roll. Copies of the 
Registers are to be certified and sent to the Registrar quarterly, and when the books are 
full, one must be sent to him and the other kept by the Incumbent with the Registers 
of Baptisms and Burial. 


MARRIAGE AFTER BANNS.—Notice of the intended marriage must be given 
to the Incumbent of the parish in which he or she resides, and if the marriage is to be 
solemnised outside the parish in the usual place of worship of either of them, also to 
that Incumbent. An Incumbent may claim seven days’ notice in writing by the 
parties giving their Christian names and surnames, their respective abodes, and the 
time during which they have dwelt there. The particulars must be entered in a book 
provided for this purpose by the churchwardens, and the banns must be published from 
this book on three Sundays. The actual time for this publication has given rise to 
considerable difference of opinion even among judges. The original rubric in the 
Marriage Service directed publication immediately before the Offertory Sentences. The 
Marriage Act, 1823, provided for publication during morning service or (if none) during 
evening service immediately after the second Lesson. The Act of Uniformity. Amend- 
ment Act, 1873, has added to the difficulty. It is thought that whichever time is 
selected, the banns would be held to have been duly published. The rubrical form of 
publication should be followed, but in cases of a marriage in a church which is only the 
usual place of worship, it seems permissible to substitute for the words “ of this parish,” 
the words “ on the electoral roll of this parish.”” Certificates of publication must be 
sent before the marriage by the other Incumbent to the Incumbent of the church where 
the marriage is to be. Under the Banns of Marriage Measure, 1934, where a Clerk in 
Holy Orders does not officiate at the service at which it is usual in that church to 
publish banns, then such publication may be made (a) by a Clerk in Holy Orders at 
some other service at which banns may lawfully be published, or (b) by a layman subject 
to the following conditions : (i) Such publication must be made during a public reading 
authorised by the Bishop of portions of Morning or Evening Prayer, such Toe reading 
being at the hour when the service at which banns are usually published is commonly 
held, unless the Bishop shall authorise otherwise; and (ii) The Incumbent or Minister 
in charge or some other Clerk in Holy Orders nominated by the Bishop must before the 
first publication have made or authorised to be made the requisite entry in the register of 
banns. A layman publishing banns must sign the register of banns, and for that 
purpose is to be deemed to be the officiating Minister; and a certificate of due publi- 
cation signed by the Incumbent or Minister in charge, or by some other Clerk in Holy 
Orders nominated by the Bishop, is equivalent to a like certificate given by a Clerk in 
Holy Orders who has published banns. A certificate by a Superintendent Registrar 
under the Act of 1836 takes the place of publication of banns. 

Banns can only be published of a marriage to take place in England, or in some 
cases in Ireland. 
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MARRIAGE BY LICENCE, ETC.—Marriage may also be upon a licence 
obtained from the Ordinary. Such a licence is, in fact, a dispensation from the necessity 
of publishing banns. ‘In rare cases a special lience can be obtained from the Archbishop 
of Canterbury enabling a marriage to be solemnised at any convenient time and 
place. 


MARRIAGE OF MINORS.—The necessary consents to a marriage by licence 
are now defined by the Guardianship of Infants’ Act, 1925. In the case of a marriage 
by banns the persons entitled to give notice of dissent under s. 8 of the Marriage Act, 
1823, are now, it is thought, the like persons. The section of the above Act dealing 
with such marriages (s. 9 (3)) is not happily worded, but the above construction is in 
harmony with marriage law as it existed before that Act, requiring actual consent in 
the case of marriages by licence, and absence of dissent in the case of marriages by 
banns, a distinction due to the publicity in one case and not in the other. There is 
nothing in the Act to suggest a drastic change in this respect by making consent 
necessary in the latter case as well as the former, particularly in view of the fact that 
no minister is punishable by ecclesiastical censure for solemnising such marriages by 
banns unless he has notice of dissent. If, however, any one of the persons entitled to 
dissent does so at the time of publication of the banns, such publication is void (s. 8 of 
the Marriage Act, 1823). 

In cases where the Registrar’s certificate supersedes publication of banns or the 
marriage is by licence, regard must be had to the consents required by the 1925 Act, 
and to the various dispensing powers thereby given which enable the Court to override 
refusals to consent. It is obvious that difficulties may easily arise in ascertaining 
whether the proper consents have been given, and in any such case the minister should 
act with caution, and consult the diocesan registry if he feels a real doubt. 


MORNING AND EVENING PRAYER.—The offices of Morning and Even- 
ing Prayer are to be said daily throughout the year, either privately or openly, by all 
priests and deacons, “‘ not being let by sickness or some other urgent cause.’”’ It follows 
that an Incumbent is not under a positive duty to say Morning and Evening Prayer 
publicly in church except on Sundays. Moreover, by the Pluralities Act the Bishop 
may at his discretion order that there shall be two full services, each of such services, if 
he so directs, to include a sermon or lecture on every Sunday throughout the year, or 
any part thereof, and also a third service if there is not otherwise sufficient opportunity 
for all the parishioners to attend Divine Service when performed twice only. 


ORGANIST AND CHOIR.—tThe direction and control of the Organist and 
Choir in so far as they play a part in Church services is with the Incumbent alone. 
He is therefore the proper person to engage and dismiss them. It is the duty of the 
Parochial Church Council to supply the necessary moneys; and if they do so they 
should, of course, be consulted. The Organist has no legal status as such, and the 
terms of his engagement depend upon the contract entered into, which should always 
bein writing. In the absence of any specific contract, the ordinary rules of law relating 
to employees will apply as to his dismissal and otherwise. Before engaging him, an 
Incumbent should obtain a resolution by his Parochial Church Council providing for 
payment of the agreed salary, and generally for indemnity, including insurance. The 
same course should be taken in respect of a paid Choir. 


PARISH CLERK AND SEXTON.—Prior to 1921 the office of parish clerk, 
as also that of sexton, was in ancient parishes a freehold for life, and the appointment 
rested normally with the Incumbent. In churches and chapels provided under the 
Church Building Acts the clerk was appointed year by year by the Minister, and in new 
parishes he was appointed by the Incumbent for an indefinite period, and could not be 
removed from office except with the consent of the Bishop. 

By the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921, the power to appoint 
and dismiss the parish clerk and sexton, and to determine their salaries and the con- 
ditions of their tenure of office or employment, is vested jointly in the Incumbent and 
Parochial Church Council. These offices have therefore become merely the subject of a 
contract of service between the parish clerk or sexton on the one hand, and the Council 
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and the Incumbent on the other ; and the ordinary law as to contracts of service applies 
to the case. 

The Measure does not affect the rights of any person holding the office of parish 
clerk or sexton at the date of the commencement of that Measure. 

The office of parish clerk may be held by a layman or by a person in Holy Orders. 
If a layman, the clerk must be at least twenty years of age. Apart from any salary 
payable under his contract (if any), he is remunerated by the accustomed fees on 
marriages and burials, and he can sue for his fees either the Incumbent or the church- 
wardens to whom they have been paid. 

The office of sexton may be held by a woman. 

In some cases the sexton is paid by fees and in others by salary, 


PAROCHIAL CHURCH COUNCILS .—The Constitution of a Church Council 
is governed by Rules 10 and 11 of the Rules for the Representation of the Laity (pp. 
117-118), which should be consulted. It consists (Rule 10) of (i) the minister of the 
parish, (ii) certain ex officio members, (iii) such number of lay representatives as the 
Annual Parochial Church Meeting may decide, and (iv) if the Council so decides, a 
limited number of co-opted members. 

Special provision is made for parishes of which the total population does not 
exceed 300. d 

Under Rule 11, the minister of the parish is the Chairman of the Council, and a lay 
member of the Council must be elected Vice-Chairman. As to the powers of the Vice- 
Chairman, see Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921, Section 11 (p. 135). 

The method of electing lay representatives to a Church Council is also governed by 
the Rules for the Representation of the Laity; see especially Rules 8 (2), 13 and 18 
(pp. 116-121). 

Phe powers and duties of a Church Council are defined by the Parochial Church 
Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921 (pp. 130-138), which should be consulted, 

Under Section 2 of this Measure, it is the primary duty of the Council to co-operate 
with the incumbent in the initiation, conduct and development of Church work both 
within the parish and outside. 

By Section 3, every Council is made a body corporate. 

By Section 4, certain powers are transferred to the Council (a) from the Vestry of 
the parish, and (b) from the churchwardens. The latter include all the powers, duties 
and liabilities formerly attaching to churchwardens in relation to the financial affairs 
of the church; the care, maintenance, preservation and insurance of the fabric and 
ornaments of the church; and the care and maintenance of the churchyard, 

By Section 5, the Council of every parish is given power to acquire any property 
real, or personal for any ecclesiastical purpose affecting the parish, subject to the 
conditions mentioned in that section. 

By Section 6, various new powers are given to the Council, mainly with regard to 
finance and the appointment of church officers. Some of these powers are exerciseable 
by the Council jointly with the incumbent; and where this is so, the incumbent as an 
individual must concur with the Council in the exercise of the power. ‘ 

By Section 7, the Council is given the right of representation on the governing 
bodies of any parochial charities which are ecclesiastical charities. 

Under Section 8, the Council must keep accounts of the money administered by 
them, and submit these accounts to the Annual Parochial Church Meeting, together 
with a Report upon the fabric, goods and ornaments of the Church. 

A Schedule to the Measure (pp. 136-138) contains Rules of Procedure, which apply 
to all Councils except so far as they may be varied with the consent of the Diocesan 
Conference. 

See also Parochial Church Meeting; Patronage; Union and Disunion of 
Benefices ; Standing Committee ; Vestries. 


PAROCHIAL CHURCH MEETING.—The procedure for convening and 
holding the Annual Parochial Church Meeting and the business to be transacted 
thereat, are prescribed by Rules 5-8 of the Rules for the Representation of the Laity 
(pp. 115-116). Special Parochial Church Meetings may be held, if required, under 
Rule 9, 


Legal $nformation. 403 


Under Section 13 of the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921 
(p. 135), the Vestry and the Parochial Church Meeting sit together for the election of 
churchwardens. Under Section 14 of the same Measure (p. 135) sidesmen are elected 
by the Parochial Church Meeting and the Incumbent. 


PAROCHIAL ELECTORS.—See Electoral Roll. 


PAROCHIAL REGISTERS.—The following statement of the law is taken 
from the Report (C.A. 227) of a Commission appointed by the Church Assembly in the 
autumn of 1925 to investigate the subject of the custody of parish registers and docu- 
ments of similar character :— 


Under 52 George IIT., c. 146 (commonly called George Rose’s Act), it seems 
clear that the registers of baptisms, banns and burials, as well as the parish 
duplicate of the marriage register, belong to the parish, and, technically, to the 
churchwardens on behalf of the parish. 

The duty of providing the registers (except for marriages) anda “‘ dry, well- 
painted iron chest’ for their safe-keeping, lies upon the parish (i.e: upon the 
Parochial Church Council, under the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 
1921). 

Once these are provided, the onus of their custody is on the Incumbent. They 
are to be kept by him and to remain in his power and custody “ in some dry, safe 
and secure place’ either at his residence (if it is in the parish) or in the parish 
church. 


During the vacancy of a benefice the custody of the register books rests with the 
churchwardens. 

By the Parochial Registers and Records Measure, 1929, Bishops are empowered to 
give directions for the better care of parochial registers and other records in ecclesiastical 
custody. Under the same Measure diocesan record offices may be established in which 
register books and other documents may be deposited; either voluntarily by the 
minister of the parish with the consent of the Bishop and Parochial Church Council 
(Clause 3), or compulsorily by order of the Bishop, if the books and documents appear 
to be exposed to danger of loss or damage (Clause 4). 


PARSONAGE HOUSE.—‘ee also Dilapidations. The parsonage house with 
adjoining glebe (not exceeding in all twelve acres) can now be sold or the parsonage 
house pulled down with certain consents under the Parsonages Measure, 1930. 


PARSON (THE).—The Incumbent of a parish, whether rector or vicar, is 
an ecclesiastical corporation sole. The residence house and glebe are vested in him as 
owner upon whatever tenure they are held. ‘The church and churchyard are ordinarily, 
unless there be a lay rector, the Incumbent’s freehold subject to the rights of the 
parishioners and the jurisdiction of the Ordinary. But in respect of all these freehold 
rights the Incumbent for the time being is a limited owner—for his incumbency only— 
and is subject to restrictions as to his dealings with the properties. 

He is instituted or licensed to a benefice, and on his admission thereto becomes 
entitled to hold it for a freehold estate, namely for life, or until he resigns or is deprived 
by lawful authority. 

See also Induction ; Institution ; and Vacancy in Benefice. 


PATRONAGE.—The right to present or appoint a person to a benefice is called 
an adyowson, and the patron may be a private individual or any other person or 
corporation recognised by the law. 

See also Presentation to Benefice. 

But if an alien or lunatic or Roman Catholic owns the patronage, he cannot present, 
and the right is exercised by the Crown, the Lord Chancellor or one of the Universities 
of Oxford and Cambridge. 

If a patron neglects to present within six calendar months of the vacancy arising 
(omitting the period allowed for under the Benefices (Exercise of Rights of Presenta- 
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tion) Measure, 1931, s. 5), his right is said to lapse, and passes for that turn to the 
Bishop. If the Bishop fails to collate within a further six months, the right lapses 
to the Archbishop, and in the event of the Archbishop failing to collate within a 
similar period, the right to present passes to the King. ; 

Where prior to 1921 the patronage of a benefice was vested in or in trust for the 
parishioners it was transferred to the Parochial Church Council by s. 4 (1) (i) of the 
Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921, and by s. 6 (v) of that Measure 
the Council may in other cases make representations to the Bishop on the subject of 
the patronage of a vacant benefice. 

By the Benefices Act 1898 (Amendment) Measure, 1923, which came into force on 
July 14, 1924, an advowson cannot be sold after the next two vacancies in the benefice 
subsequent to that date, and a patron may by declaration under seal filed in the 
Diocesan Registry declare his intention that his right of patronage shall not thereafter 

carry with it the power of sale, and thereupon the advowson at once becomes incapable 
of sale. By the same Measure a presentation to a benefice of which the presentee or his 
wife or someone on his or her behalf has since the passing of the Measure become the 
patron is void. By the Benefices (Transfer of Rights of Patronage) Measure, 1930, 
which came into force in August, 1930, provision has been made to secure publicity 
for transfers of advowsons. 

Under the Benefices (Exercise of Rights of Presentation) Measure, 1931, the 
Parochial Church Council may, upon a vacancy or impending vacancy, make repre- 
sentations to the patron as to the conditions, needs and traditions of the parish, but 
without mentioning the name of any particular clerk. If the Parochial Church 
Council passes a resolution bringing the provisions of s. 3 of the Measure into effect, 
the patron cannot exercise his right of presentation without either the consent of 
the churchwardens acting as the representatives of the Parochial Church Council 
or the Bishop’s approval of the clerk presented as being suitable for the duties 
attaching to the cure of souls in the particular benefice concerned. A body of advisers 
is set up in every diocese, and such body may be consulted by the Bishop before 
giving or withholding his approval, and must be so consulted if required by the 
patron or Parochial Church Council. There is an appeal from the Bishop to the Arch- 
bishop where s. 3 is brought into effect ; if the Bishop is patron he is obliged to consult 
the churchwardens before making an appointment, and he must also consult the body 
of advisers if the churchwardens-so require. The Measure does not apply to rights of 
patronage vested in the Crown. 

Under the Benefices (Diocesan Boards of Patronage) Measure, 1932, a Board of 
Patronage has to be established in every Diocese consisting of the Diocesan Bishop 
(who is Chairman), three clerks in Holy Orders and five laymen elected respectively by 
the Chambers of Clergy and Laity of the Diocesan Conference, and, for the purpose 

of transacting any business relating to any particular benefice, the Archdeacon and 
Rural Dean, of the Archdeaconry and Rural Deanery in which the benefice is situate. 
The Board has power to acquire rights of patronage and to exercise the same, and such 
rights may also be transferred by the Board with the consent of the Parochial Church 
Council concerned, or without such consent if the transfer is to the Board of Patronage 
of another Diocese of which the parish becomes part. 

Under the Benefices (Purchase of Rights of Patronage) Measure, 1933, which came 
into force on June 1, 1933, if a transfer of the right of patronage of a benefice has been 
registered since July 14, 1924, and at the date of such registration two vacancies of 
such benefice since July 14, 1924, have not occurred, the right of patronage may be 
compulsorily acquired by the Parochial Church Council. If the transfer was before 
June 1, 1933, the necessary resolution by the Council must have been passed within 
three years after that date, but if the transfer is after that date then the resolution 
must be passed within three years after the registration of the transfer. The resolu- 
tion in either case requires confirmation within three months at a Special or Extra- 
ordinary Parochial Church Meeting and the patronage when acquired will be;vested 
in the Board of Patronage of the Diocese. In some cases it may be possible for the 
price to be agreed with the patron, but where this is impracticable it is to be fixed by 
an arbitrator chosen by the parties (or failing their agreement by the Bishop) from a 
panel of three persons appointed from time to time by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
with the approval of the Lord Chancellor. 4 

There is a further provision that where the incumbent of a parish, of which the 
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advowson has been transferred within the period mentioned, is by virtue of his office 
patron of other benefices, then the parish of which he is incumbent may put the 
Measure into operation as regards the patronage of the daughter parish, the purchase 
money being in such a case applied as increased endowment of the mother parish. 

If action is taken under the Measure by the Parochial Church Council of a mother 
parish there is a process by which the Council of one of the daughter parishes instead 
of leaving its own patronage in the incumbent of the mother parish may take steps 
to get it invested in the patron who has:acquired the patronage of the mother parish, 
but who is being dispossessed. This is to meet the case of a daughter parish which 
approves the transfer which has taken place, and does not desire to have an incumbent 
who would be its own patron appointed by the Diocesan Board of Patronage. 

The Measure does not apply to Crown Patronage or any patronage vested in an 
Archbishop, Bishop or Dean as such or a Dean and Chapter, or transferred in conjunc- 
tion with a manor or an estate of not less than 100 acres in the parish or adjoining 
parish, or by operation of law, or on the appointment of a new trustee where no 
beneficial interest passes. 

There are necessarily several technicalities to be observed, and any parish which 
desires to take action should obtain expert advice. 


PENSIONS.— Until the recent legislation by the Church Assembly, Bishops and 
Clergymen of the Church of England could only receive pensions on retirement at the 
expense of their successors in office. Contributory schemes have now been set up, 
and when existing interests expire will be universal. 


(i) Archbishops and Diocesan Bishops.—Under the Episcopal Pensions Measure, 
1926, Archbishops and Diocesan Bishops, in return for a premium of 3} per cent. on a 
varying proportion of the income of the See, are entitled, on retirement by reason of 
age or incapacity, to a pension of from 800J. to 1500/. per annum, payable out of the 
Common Fund of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. 

(ii) Deans and Residentiary Canons——Deans and Residentiary Canons who 
were 55 years of age or over on the lst January, 1927, on resignation by reason of age 
or mental or permanent physical disability, may receive a pension of one-third of the 
income of their preferment or, alternatively, in the case of a Dean 4001., or in the case 
of a Canon 250/., whichever sum is the greater. This pension is payable out of the 
income of the preferment. (Deans and Canons Resignation Act 1872.) Deans and | 
Canons who were not 55 years of age on the Ist January, 1927, pay contributions and 
are pensionable under the contributory scheme of the Clergy Pensions Measures 
applicable to other clergy (see below), except that on retirement from a preferment 
held on 1st January, 1927, a Dean is entitled to receive a pension of 4501., and a Canon 
one of 300/. per annum. Under the Cathedrals Measure, 1931, new Cathedral Statutes 
may provide for additional pensions payable out of the capitular revenues and for a 
fixed retiring age. 

(iii) Beneficed and Unbeneficed Clergy.—The pensions of the clergy, both bene- 
ficed and unbeneficed, are now governed by the Clergy Pensions Measures, 1926-36, 
and the Clergy Pensions (Older Incumbents) Measure, 1930. Full details will be found 
at p. 165, and in the explanatory leaflets (numbered C.100 and C.110) obtainable on 
request from the Pensions Board. 

(iv) Widows and Dependants of the Clergy—The Clergy Pensions (Widows and 
Dependants) Measure, 1936, which came into force on July 1, 1936, provides that 
married clergymen ordained after that date must secure a pension for a widow or 
dependant by the payment of an additional premium or its equivalent. An unmarried 
clergyman may make similar provision for a dependant. Clergymen ordained before 
the commencement of the Measure may obtain similar benefits for their widows or 
dependants on actuarial terms, either by the payment of an additional premium, 
the surrender of their own rights to a return of premiums under the Clergy Pensions 
Measures, or by the acceptance of a reduced pension themselves. The Measure is 
administered by the Pensions Board. A leaflet (CII) on the Measure is obtainable 
from the Pensions Board. 

(v) Deaconesses and Lay Workers.—A pensions scheme for Deaconesses and 
authorised whole-time, lay, Church workers has been approved by the Church 
Assembly and adopted by 42 Dioceses. Under the scheme a pension of 52/. per 
annum at the age of 65 can be provided for those to whom it is applied by means 
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of Insurance Policies, the premiums upon which are payable jointly by the person 
insured and the employer. The scheme is administered by Diocesan Boards of 
Finance and a Committee of the Central Board. 


PERPETUAL CURATES.—At the dissolution of the monasteries, when 
appropriations were transferred to lay persons, and there was no regularly endowed 
vicar, the lay impropriator had to nominate some person to the Bishop for him to 
licence to serve the cure. Such curates became perpetual, and are now for most 
purposes on the same footing as vicars. Ministers of new churches of separate parishes, 
ecclesiastical districts, consolidated chapelries, and district chapelries are perpetual 
curates, and licensed as such. So also are ministers to new districts or parishes under 
the Church Building and New Parishes Acts. The Plurality Acts apply to perpetual 


curacies. 
PEW RENTS.—Scee Seating of Congregation. 


PLURALITY.—By plurality is meant the holding of more than one benefice by 
one person at the same time. Under the Pluralities Act, 1838, the holding of more 
than two benefices with cure of souls was prohibited. Subject to the special provisions 
hereinafter mentioned, that is still the law. Moreover, for the holding of more than 
one benefice with cure of souls, a dispensation from the Archbishop of Canterbury is 
required, and the granting of this is in the discretion of the Archbishop (subject to a 
limited right of appeal against refusal). To be instituted to a second benefice with 
eure of souls while holding one without this dispensation involves as a consequence 
the loss of the first benefice. (There are special provisions relating to Archdeacons and 
Cathedral clergy whose offices though benefices are not ‘‘ with cure of souls’ and as 
to deans of cathedral or collegiate churches.) 

The conditions under which a holding in plurality of two benefices with cure of 
souls may be allowed (by dispensation as above mentioned) were laid down by the 
Pluralities Act, 1838, and have been subsequently altered by more than one statute. 
Now by virtue of the Pluralities Measure, 1930, they are that the distance between the 
two benefices (church to church) does not exceed four miles and that the annual value 
of one of the benefices does not exceed 4001. 

Under the second section of the Pluralities Measure, 1930 (with like dispensation 
from the Archbishop of Canterbury), any two or more benefices may be held in plurality 
without regard to the limits of distance or annual value, but only if this be recom- 
mended by a commission of inquiry appointed under the Union of Benefices Measure, 
1923, and the recommendations be approved by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, 
the Bishop or Bishops and the Patron or Patrons concerned. 

As before, the granting of the dispensation is a matter for the discretion of the 
Archbishop. 


PRESENTATION TO BENEFICE.—A clergyman is presented to the Bishop 
by the patron, except when the Bishop is himself the patron. This process is called 
“ presentation.’”? It must be in writing, and is in effect a nomination of the clergyman 
to the Bishop by the patron, the patron being the person having the legal estate in the 
advowson. If the patron fails to exercise his right within a certain period (see 
Patronage), the right of nomination for that turn lapses to the Bishop. In this case, 
and also when the Bishop is himself the patron, there is no “* presentation,’ but the 
clergyman is said to be ‘“‘ collated ’’ to the benefice. In the case of a presentation, the 
Bishop may refuse to accept the clergyman on grounds of want of learning, or be- 
haviour, or relating to doctrine or ritual, and this refusal may be contested in the 
courts. The presentation may be withdrawn before institution. The presentee must 
not be under twenty-four. 

See also Patronage. 


PROVINCIAL COURT.—Each Province has a Provincial Court, in Canterbury 
the Court of Arches, in York the Chancery Court of York. 


QUEEN ANNE’S BOUNTY.—A full account will be found at pp. 337-342 ante. 
See also Loans to Benefices ; Tithes. 
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REQUISITES FOR WORSHIP, ETC., PROVISION OF.—The goods, 
utensils and ornaments deemed necessary for the service of the Church (the provision 
of many requisites is a duty expressly imposed on the churchwardens by the Canons of 
1604), include a copy of the Book of Common Prayer, a “‘ carpet of silk or other decent 
stuff” for the Communion table and a fair linen cloth, a large Bible, the Book of 
Homilies, a stone font, a pulpit, a reading desk, a surplice, sacramental bread and wine 
(the wine to be brought to the Communion table ‘‘ in a clean and sweet standing pot or 
stoop of pewter if not of purer metal ”’), an alms-chest, a parchment book for registering 
baptisms, marriages and burials, and a chest with three locks for keeping it in, a book 
in which to enter the names of visiting preachers, and a table of the prohibited degrees. 

The Book of Common Prayer also directs the provision of a decent basin for the 
reception of the alms, and the Marriage Act, 1823, a banns book. 

The duties imposed by the Canons as to the provision of register books are inde- 
pendent of the duties imposed on the clergy by the Parochial Registers Act, 1812, 
and the Births and Deaths Registration Act, 1836. 

Reference should be made also to the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 
1921, section 4 (i), as to the care, maintenance, preservation and insurance of the goods 
and ornaments of the Church. 


RESIDENCE BY INCUMBENT.—It is the duty of an Incumbent to reside 
within his parish, and if there is a house of residence he must inhabit it unless he 
has the licence of the Bishop to reside elsewhere. If he is absent without such licence 
for more than three months in any year he is liable to certain penalties, and residence 
may be enforced by sequestration of the benefice. If the benefice remains seques- 
trated for a whole year or is twice sequestrated in any year it becomes void without 
further formality unless otherwise directed by the Bishop. An appeal lies to the 
Archbishop against the refusal of a licence or the revocation of an existing licence. 
An Incumbent who is also a member of a cathedral or collegiate body may reckon his 
residence at the latter as equivalent to residence in his parish provided that he is not 
absent from his parish for more than five months altogether in any calendar year. 


RESIGNATION.—See Vacancy in Benefice. 


RURAL DEAN.—Every parish is included in an area known as the Rural 
Deanery. A parish is always wholly within the same deanery and a deanery is 
wholly within one archdeaconry. The boundaries of a Rural Deanery can be altered 
under the Archdeaconries and Rural Deaneries Act, 1874 (37 and 38 Vict., c. 63). 
The head of the deanery is the Rural Dean, who is appointed by the Bishop and 
may by him be removed at any time. He is usually, though not necessarily, a 
beneficed clergyman. The office was formerly of considerable importance, but the 
duties appear to have been gradually absorbed by the Archdeacons, and it is only in 
comparatively recent years that the Rural Dean has again become an essential unit of 
ecclesiastical organisation. 

The duties of Rural Deans are not clearly defined. They consist generally in 
carrying into effect within their area the expressed wishes of the Bishop. Rural Deans 
are members of various statutory commissions issued by the Bishop, and they are 
sometimes charged with inspecting the churches and reporting generally on the con- 
dition of Church property. They notify vacancies in benefices to the Bishop, examine 
the licences of assistant curates, receive notice of appeals under the Rules for the 
Representation of the Laity, and are the presiding officers at elections to the diocesan 
conference, where representatives in that conference are elected in the ruri-decanal 
conference. 

See also Election to Parochial Church Council. 


RURIDECANAL CHAPTER AND CONFERENCE.—The Rural Dean 
is president of the ruridecanal chapter and conference. The former is exclusively 
a clerical body and normally consists of the incumbents and clergy licensed under the 
Bishops’ seal who are resident in the deanery. The latter comprises the chapter and 
the laymen elected to the conference by the Parochial Church Meetings. In this way 
the Rural Dean becomes the normal channel_of communication on matters of diocesan 
policy between the Bishop and the parishes. In some cases the lay members of the 
conference elect the members of the diocesan conference. 
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SEATING OF CONGREGATION .—The churchwardens are entrusted with 
the duty of providing seats for the parishioners. In this capacity they act as the 
officers of the Ordinary. Their rights and duties may be limited by some. over-riding 
right of a private person, e.g. when a particular pew is attached to an estate by 
preseription or held under a Faculty. Subject, however, to such rights, the church- 
wardens may direct persons where to sit, and where not to sit, and may do this 
beforehand or for a particular service or for an indefinite period. But they cannot 
legally give the right to a particular seat for all time, because to do so would divest 
themselves or their successors of the liberty to rearrange the seating accommodation 
at a future time. Seats can legally only be assigned to parishioners, and before 
dispossessing a parishioner of a seat usually occupied by him, the churchwardens would 
be well advised to give him notice of their intention, in order that he may show cause 
why he should not be so dispossessed. 

This control of the seating accommodation. belongs to the churchwardens in the 
interests of good order. They cannot exclude an orderly person on the ground 
that the church is full if he can stand in such a part of the church as will not 
interfere with the conduct of the service, If a parishioner intrudes himself into a seat 
contrary to the directions of the churchwardens, they may remove him, provided that 
they do not use unnecessary force or cause a scandal by disturbing the worship of the 
church. 

It is illegal to require payment for the use of a seat except in the case of pew rents 
charged under the Church Building Acts. 

These Acts provide for a proportion, generally one-fifth, of free seats, and the 
letting of the other seats to parishioners at a rate to be fixed by the Heclesiastical 
Commissioners. ‘The rents have generally to be paid in advance, and go to form a fund 
out of which provision is made for the minister and clerks, any surplus being applicable 
for various Church purposes. 

Pew rents may be made to cease by a permanent endowment: and pews and sittings 
may be surrendered to the Bishop, or to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, and then 
become the same as pews and sittings in an ancient parish church. 


SEQUESTRATION.—When a vacancy in a benefice occurs sequestrators are 
appointed by the Bishop, who are usually (but not, invariably) the churehwardens. 
Sometimes the Rural Dean is appointed to act jointly with the churchwardens.. A 
“ Writ of Sequestration ”’ is issued by the Bishop, and under it the income is ordered to 
be taken by the sequestrators and to be applied by them in manner required by the 
circumstances of the case. The sequestrators pay out of the rents and profits received 
by them all legally chargeable outgoings and the cost of serving the cure during the 
vacaney. Great care needs to be exercised to keep the cost within proper limits. ‘They 
account to the new Incumbent, and pay him any balance which they have in hand, or, 
on the other hand, receive from him any sum which they have properly paid in excess 
of what they have received. 

The purpose of a Writ of Sequestration during a vacancy is to put the church- 
wardens in the legal position to take charge of the benefice for the good management 
of the properties belonging to it and the protection of its interests, as well as to enable 
them to receive the income for the purpose of providing for the duties of the cure. 
Sequestrators receive their authority from the Bishop, and on any matter of doubt 
they should consult the Bishop’s Legal Secretary. 

The recent Benefices (Sequestrations) Measure, 1933, has cleared up various doubtful 
points relating to the powers of sequestrators, and should be consulted. Clause 1 gives 
the bishop power to fix the amount of remuneration payable to clergymen undertaking 
occasional duty. Clause 2 makes it clear that the sequestrators may, in proper cases, 
and subject to the approval of the bishop, provide out of the income of the benefice for 
the care and custody of the house of residence and the upkeep of its garden, pay for 
professional assistance, and overdraw their banking account. Clause 3 enables the 
sequestrators to obtain payment of any income of the benefice which may have acerued 
during the vacancy, even after the institution of a new incumbent. 

Although sequestrations during a vacancy are by far the most common case, a Writ 
of Sequestration may also be issued when the Incumbent becomes a lunatic or of un- 
sound mind, or on a judgment for the recovery of a debt from him, or on his bank- 
ruptcy or as a consequence of proceedings taken against him in an ecclesiastical court 
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and in certain other cases. See the Memorandum on the duties of sequestrators during 
a vacancy, L.C. 42 (revised), issued by the Legal Committee of the Central Board of 
Finance. 


SHORTENED SERVICES.—By the Act of Uniformity (Amendment) Act, 
1872, a shortened form of Morning and Evening Prayer (set out in the Schedule to the 
Act) may be used in lieu of the Prayer Book services on days other than Sunday, 
Christmas Day, Ash Wednesday, Good Friday and Ascension Day ; special services for 
special occasions may within strictly defined limits be authorised by the Bishop; 
additional services within similar limits may be used on Sundays and Holy Days; and 
provision is made as to the separation of services. Under the last-mentioned heading 
it is provided that Morning Prayer, Litany and Holy Communion may be used 
together, or in varying order as separate services; or that the Litany may be said after 
the third collect at Evening Prayer, either in lieu of or in addition to the use of the 
Litany at Morning Prayer. Any of such forms of service may be used with or without 
the preaching of a sermon or lecture or the reading of a homily. 


SIDESMEN.—See Churchwardens and Sidesmen. 


STANDING COMMITTEE, PAROCHIAL CHURCH COUNCIL.—By 
s. 10 of the Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921 (p. 135), the chairman 
and the churchwardens, if members of the Council, are constituted the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Council, with additional members if the Council think proper to appoint 
them. Though a Parochial Church Council cannot delegate its powers, or abdicate 
its functions in favour of any Committee, the Standing Committee can between the 
meetings of the Council “ transact the business ” of the Council, subject to any direc- 
tions which the Council may have given to it. Apart from any limitation which 
may have been set by such “ directions,” practically every power which the Council 
itself possesses can, in appropriate circumstances, be exercised by the Standing 
Committee in the course of its interim transaction of the Council’s business. A 
Committee is, however, by its nature a subordinate body and answerable to the 
higher authority for which it acts. The real purpose of the Standing Committee of 
a Parochial Church Council is to carry on the routine work of the Council between 
the meetings, and while it has powers which may be conveniently extensive for the 
purpose of enabling it to deal with matters of real urgency, it would be an abuse of 
such powers if they were so exercised as to usurp the functions of the Council, or 
unnecessarily to preclude it from coming to free and unfettered decisions on matters 
of moment, at its next meeting. The Standing Committee is and should act merely 
as a Commitiee, dependent upon and responsible to the Council. 


STIPENDIARY CURATE.—The position of a stipendiary curate is the same 
whether he comes to a parish on his ordination or from another parish. He must first 
be nominated to the Bishop by the incumbent, and his letters of orders (both deacon’s 
and priest’s if he is a priest) sent to the Bishop together with letters testimonial 
under the hands of three beneficed clergy. He must then make the Declaration of 
Assent and take the oaths of allegiance and canonical obedience, The Bishop then 
licenses him to the parish to which he has been nominated. 

The effect of the licence is that the Incumbent cannot terminate the stipendiary 
curate’s engagement without the latter’s consent, except by leave of the Bishop and on 
giving six months’ notice. But if there is a change of incumbency the new Incumbent 
may, without leave of the Bishop, terminate the engagement on giving the stipendiary 
curate six weeks’ notice, provided that the notice is given within six months from the 
date of the new Incumbent’s admission. This special right of dismissing a predecessor’s 
stipendiary curate lapses on the termination of the six months. 

A stipendiary curate may terminate his engagement by giving his Incumbent and 
the Bishop three months’ notice at any time. 

A Bishop may revoke a licence at any time, but in such a case the stipendiary curate 
has a right of appeal to the Archbishop. 

It is a term of the licence that the Incumbent shall pay to the stipendiary curate 
such a stipend as is named in the licence. The Incumbent is liable for the payment 
of this stipend without any deduction except the payment for the contribution which 
the stipendiary curate is liable to pay as a compulsory contributor under the Clergy 
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Pensions Measures. Any agreement to pay or to receive less than the stipend (apart 
from pensions contributions) is void. The liability of the Incumbent is not affected 
by any undertaking by the Parochial Church Council or other person to be responsible 
for the stipend. 


TITHE.—All-tithe rent-charge was extinguished on October 2nd, 1936, under the 
Tithe Act, 1936. For a statement as to the effect of the Act on Incumbents of 
benefices see under Queen Anne’s Bounty, p. 337, and under Central Board of Finance, 
p. 251. 


TREES.—For information relating to the felling of timber on glebe land and in 
churchyards, and to liability for damage caused by trees falling or being blown down, 
the Memorandum on Trees prepared by the Legal Board, indexed L.C. 35, should be 
consulted. 


UNION AND DISUNION OF BENEFICES.—Unions and Disunions of 
Benefices elsewhere than in the Metropolis are carried out under the Union of Benefices 
Measure, 1923, and the Union of Benefices (Amendment) Measure, 1936, administered 
by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. The procedure for a union is briefly as follows :— 

1. The Diocesan Conference may appoint a Committee to survey the conditions 
in the diocese and recommend inquiries as to unions and other rearrangements of 
benefices which it may think should be the subject of inquiry. 


2. As a result of any such recommendation if approved by the Bishop, or of their 
own motion, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners may ask the Bishop to constitute a 
Commission of Inquiry as to the desirability of any union or other rearrangement 
between two or more benefices. 

3. The powers exercisable under the Measure (as extended by the Pluralities 
Measure, 1930) include— 


(a) the union of two or more benefices ; 
(b) the division of any benefice and the union of the several parts to other benefices ; 
(c) the severance from a benefice of any part or parts and their union to another 
benefice or other benefices ; 
(d) the alteration of the boundaries of contiguous parishes or extra-parochial 
laces ; 
(e) a recommendation of the holding in plurality of any two or more benefices. 


4. The Commission is quasi-judicial, and includes nominees of the Bishop, the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners, the Diocesan Conference and the patron and parochial 
church council (jointly) of each of the benefices concerned. The Incumbents and 
licensed curates of the benefices concerned may not be Commissioners. 

5. The Commission holds a public inquiry, and its recommendations, if approved 
with or without modification by the Bishop, are carried into effect (except in the case 
of (e)) by a Scheme of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, ratified by an Order of His 
Majesty in Council. Before sealing their Scheme, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
are bound to consider objections duly submitted to them, and if they proceed never- 
theless, the objectors have a right to appeal to the Privy Council. 

A Scheme may provide among other things :— 


(a) for the union of the benefices only, or of both the benefices and the parishes. 
In the former case, each parish retains its separate Parish Church, while 
in the latter, one Church becomes the Parish Church and the other may 
(i) become a Chapel of Ease, or (ii) be appropriated for secular purposes 
connected with the Church, e.g. a Church hall, or (iii) be demolished and 
the site and materials sold ; 

(6) for the sharing of the patronage between the patrons ; 

(c) when the union is to take effect (note that no Scheme can operate to aflect the 
tenure of an existing Incumbent without his consent) ; 

(d) for the sale of any surplus parsonage house (either for the benefit of the United 
Benefice or some other benefice or for the ‘“‘ Diocesan Expenses Fund,’’ to 
which reference is made later), and for the diversion of what may be deemed 
“‘ surplus ’’ income of the United Benefice in favour of other benefices, or 
proposed benefices, within the Diocese. 
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On the sale of a surplus parsonage house or of the site ofa church, if the proceeds 
are not specially allocated to the benefit of some other benefice or parish by. the Scheme 
itself, they fall into what is (not very happily) named the ‘‘ Expenses Fund”’ of the 
Diocese. In fact this “‘ Expenses Fund ”’ of each Diocese, after providing for the ex- 
penses of the administration of the Measure in the Diocese, is to be: applied by the 
Keclesiastical Commissioners, with the approval of the Diocesan Board of Finance, 
for the benefit of any benefice or benefices within the Diocese. 

Where a scheme provides for the demolition or disuse of a church, provision is 
made for the seemly preservation of the Communion Table and Plate and of other 
Church furniture and fittings and of memorials to the dead. Before any church site 
is sold, any bodies buried in it are removed and reinterred. 

Where benefices have been held in plurality for a long period, or where proposals 
for alteration of boundaries only are made, a shortened procedure without a public 
inquiry may be adopted provided no objection is made. 

By similar procedure to that described above, united benefices may be disunited 
and a single benefice may be divided. (See also Plurality.) 


VACANCY IN BENEFICE.—When an Incumbent ceases as such to serve the 
duties of the cure there is said to be an ‘‘ avoidance of the benefice.”’ This may occur 
by death, resignation, exchange, cession or deprivation, as well as by sequestration 
which has lasted for a whole year consequent upon the absence of the incumbent in 
spite of a monition to reside, or by inhibition (continuing for five years) under the 
Benefices (Ecclesiastical Duties) Measure, 1926. 

A benefice may be resigned either personally before the Ordinary or by a deed duly 
excuted and sent to him. It may be made to take effect at a future date, but must, 
except on an exchange, be unconditional. It only becomes valid when accepted by the 
Bishop either personally or in writing. 

Cession takes place when an Incumbent is created a diocesan Bishop or when he 
is appointed to another benefice or preferment which he cannot lawfully hold with 
the benefice which he holds at the time of his creation or appointment. Depriva- 
tion takes effect when there has been simony in connection with the presentation, 
institution, collation or admission to the benefice, whether the Incumbent was or was 
not a party thereto, or when the Incumbent was disqualified from holding the benefice, 
or by sentence of a court for an offence by the Incumbent. 

An Incumbent ceases to have any rights to the emoluments of his benefice on the 
date when his incumbency ceases, and those emoluments as from that date become 
the property of his successor when appointed, subject to the cost of providing for 
the performance of the duties during the vacancy. If the avoidance is brought about 
by his death, and he was residing at his death in a parsonage house annexed to his 
benefice, his widow may continue to occupy and enjoy the parsonage house and 
garden, etc., for two calendar months thereafter.

VESTRIES.—The Local Government Act, 1894 (replaced by the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1933, s. 269), took away the powers, duties and liabilities of the Vestry 
except (inter alia) so far as they related to the affairs of the Church, or to charities. 
The Parochial Church Councils (Powers) Measure, 1921, has again taken away these 
powers, duties and liabilities relating to the affairs of the Church except as regards 
the election of churchwardens (which see under Churchwardens and Sidesmen), and as 
regards the administration of ecclesiastical charities. Under sec. 7 of the Measure, 
where the governing body of any parochial charity which is an ecclesiastical charity 
does not include any persons appointed by the Parochial Church Council, the Parochial 
Church Council may appoint additional members not exceeding the number allowed 
by the Charity Commissioners. The vestries are entitled to accounts of Ecclesiastical 
parochial charities under s. 44 of the Charitable Trusts Amendment, Act, 1855. 

Meetings of the Vestry are summoned by the incumbent or churchwardens, and 
the Minister of the parish is ex officio chairman. Any person assessed and rated for 
the relief of the poor in respect-of any property in the parish can attend, and they 
have votes in certain proportions according to rateability except at the joint meeting 
with the Parochial Church Meeting for election of Churchwardens when each elector 
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has one vote only. A poll can always be demanded. The minutes must be entered 
in a book and signed by the chairman at least. 
See also Churchwardens and Sidesmen. 


VISITATION .—See Archdeacon, Bishop. 


WHITSUN OFFERINGS.—In more recent years a practice has grown up 
of inviting parochial contributions at Whitsun under the name of “* Whitsun Offerings,”’ 
generally for the benefit of the Assistant Clergy. These offerings may take the form of 
collections in church on Whitsunday or contributions to a Whitsun offerings fund, or 
partly the one form and partly the other or even the form of direct personal gifts. 
They differ from Easter offerings in that they are not founded upon or substituted for 
any former “‘ dues ”’ of legal obligation: they are also, as above-mentioned, generally 
for the benefit of the Curates or clergy who assist the Incumbent in the performance of 
the duties of his benefice, and obviously the “ office’ held by an Assistant Curate 
differs in material elements affecting the mode of his remuneration from that of the 
Incumbent of the benefice. Whitsun Offerings are presumably promoted for the pur- 
pose of encouraging the parishioners by their gifts to render friendly financial aid to 
men whose circumstances often call for such assistance, by which aid also they can 
testify their appreciation of the qualities and services of the Assistant Curate. Not- 
withstanding differences, as above indicated, from Easter Offerings the High Court 
has found sufficient resemblance to Easter Offerings to declare these Whitsun Offerings 
also to be taxable income for Income Tax purposes, under the same conditions as the 
Easter Offerings. 


Gifts and Bequests to the Church. 


The following Memorandum has been prepared by the Legal Committee of the 
Central Board of Finance of the Church of England as to Gifts and Bequests to the 
Church :— 


1. The attention of solicitors and others is drawn to the fact that Churchmen 
frequently desire to make gifts, by way of donation or bequest, to the Church of 
England as such, rather than to any particular section of its work, and that until com- 
paratively recently there was no central body competent to receive or administer such 
gifts. 

2. The National Assembly of the Church of England, called “ The Church Assembly,” 
has now certain rights conferred and defined by statute, which enable it to undertake 
both legislative aid administrative work within the sphere of the Church of England, 
and to speak and act for the Church as a whole. 

3. The Central Board of Finance of the Church of England (incorporated on the 
15th June, 1914) acts as the Financial Committee of the Church Assembly, and 
administers the capital and revenues of the Church Assembly subject to its directions. 

4. Those who desire to benefit the religious, educational or other work of the Church 
of England, or of any of the bodies of Christians in communion with it, throughout the 
world, may now by Deed or Will give or leave to and vest in the Central Board of 
Finance of the Church of England any real or personal property whatsoever. to be held 
or applied either— 


(a) exclusively for the benefit of the Church of England under the directions of the 
Church Assembly (see paragraph 5); or 

(b) for the general purposes of the Central Board of Finance of the Church of 
England (see paragraph 6); or 

(c) upon any special trusts, or as custodian trustees, for any trust connected with 
the Church of England or its allied Churches, or with any branch of their 
work, and the Central Board of Finance of the Church of England has also 
power to act in any such trust, whether new or old jointly with any other 
person or persons (see paragraph 7). 


5. Funds vested in the Central Board of Finance of the Church of England on 
behalf of the Church of England as suggested in 4 (a) may be applied, subject to any 
directions given by the Church Assembly, in the following ways, among others :— 

To promote the objects and work of the Church of England, or of any Province or 

Diocese thereof, in England and Wales particularly in relation to— 


(i) Training for the Ministry and work of the Church; 

(ii) Maintenance of the Clergy and other persons connected with the Ministry ; 

(iii) Provisions of pensions for, and the assistance of, Ministers, teachers, and 
workers, and of the widows, children and dependents of any such 
Ministers, teachers, and workers; 

(iv) Erection and repair of churches and church buildings; 

(v) Education of the young, particularly religious education; and 

(vi) The expenses of any organisation or work carried on wholly or partially by 
the Board or by any Province or Diocese. 


6. In addition to holding the funds entrusted to it on behalf of the Church Assembly 
and held subject to the directions of that body, the Central Board of Finance of the 
Chureh of England is empowered to hold other funds, such as those which may be 
vested in it as suggested in 4 (b) and to perform other duties, for the benefit of the 
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Church of England, and of other bodies in any part of the world in communion there- 
with. In particular its powers include the following :— 


(a) To promote (in such manner as may be sanctioned by the Archbishops of 
Canterbury and York) the objects and work of the Church of England or any 
Province, Diocese or Branch thereof beyond the borders of England and 
Wales, or any Mission, Church or body of Christians in communion therewith 
in any part of the world. 

(b) To aid and assist Missions, Schools, Colleges, Institutions, Societies, Trusts and 
Charities connected with the Church of England. 

(c) Subject to the usual statutory limitation, to purchase, hire and hold sites for 
building, and to build, enlarge, maintain, furnish and endow Churches, 
Churchyards, Buildings used for Church purposes, Mission Halls, Offices 
for Organisations, Societies or Charities, Schools, Colleges, Residences for 
Ministers or for School Masters, School Mistresses or Teachers, Homes, 
Refuges, and Club Buildings. 

(d) To exercise any power which may be confided to it of appointing officials of 
any such Missions, Schools, Colleges, Institutions or Charities as are before 
referred to, and to take over the work of any Association, Society, Organisa- 
tion or Body carrying on any work or enterprise which it has power to 
carry on. 

(e) To act as a consultative and advisory body to which all Diocesan or Central 
bodies may look for advice, guidance and assistance in developing their 
financial organisations, and to act as a consultative and advisory body in 
relation to any financial questions affecting any such Churches, Provinces, 
Dioceses, Missions, Schools, Colleges, Institutions or Charities as are before 
referred to. 

(f) To promote or oppose legislative and other measures affecting, or likely to 
affect, any of the objects or work of the Board, and, if thought desirable, to 
join with other persons or bodies in so doing. 


In pursuance of these powers the Central Board of Finance of the Church of England 
now performs both by itself, and by its Committees, various duties with great advan- 
tage to the Church at home and abroad, for which funds are required, 

7. The Central Board of Finance of the Church of England is also empowered to 
accept and hold real and personal property vested in it, as suggested in 4 (c), wpon any 
Trust connected with the Church of England, or any body of Christians in communion 
therewith, in any part of the world or any work thereof, but in particular— 


(1) Upon any special trusts; or 
(2) As a bare or passive or custodian trustee; or 
(8) Upon a general trust for any of the other objects for which it is established. 


It is duly authorised to act as a ‘‘ Trust Corporation.”

Disbursements. 


1. The fees include postages, telegrams, carriage and transmission of documents, 
office expenses, stationer’s charges, and all other similar disbursements. 


Annual Value. 


2. The net annual value of a Benefice shall, for the purposes of the Scale of Fees in 
respect of Collation, Institution, Induction, and Licence to a Perpetual Curacy be 
computed as provided by the Pluralities Acts, 1 & 2 Vict. cap. 106, and 13 & 14 Vict: 
cap. 98, and shall be the gross amount of the annual value of such Benefice after 
deducting all taxes, rates, tenths, dues, and permanent charges and outgoings to which 
such Benefice shall be subject, but without any deduction or allowance for any stipend 
or stipends to any stipendiary Curate or Curates, nor for such taxes or rates in respect 
of the house of residence of the Benefice or of the Glebe Land belonging thereto as are 
usually paid by tenants or occupiers, nor for moneys expended in the repair or improve- 
ment of the house or residence and buildings and premises belonging thereto. , 

Unless the fee payable under the said scale shall have been previo agreed 
between the Incumbent and the Secretary, the Incumbent shall within one week of the 
issue of the Bishop’s notice under the Benefices Act, 1898, of intention to collate, insti- 
tute or admit, furnish to the Secretary particulars in writing of the gross amount of 
the annual value of the Benefice and of the deductions to be made as aforesaid in 
estimating the net annual value thereof, and if thereupon the Incumbent and the 
Secretary mutually agree as to such net annual value such agreement shall be conclusive 
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and the fee shall be computed and paid accordingly; but if the Incumbent omits to 
send to the Secretary such particulars as aforesaid, or if the Secretary claims that the 
Benefice is of a higher net annual value than the Incumbent estimates it to be, the 
Secretary shall furnish to the Incumbent a statement in writing of the gross and net 
annual values as computed by the Secretary and of the fee claimed, and if the Incum- 
bent is not satisfied he shall transmit his own and the Secretary’s statements of annual 
value to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England, who shall thereupon in a 
summary manner and upon such estimate as they may in their uncontrolled judgment 
think proper determine the amount of the fee to be paid, and their decision shall be 
final and conclusive and binding upon all parties, and a certificate under the hand of 
the Secretary or Acting Secretary for the time being of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
shall be sufficient evidence and record of such decision. 

The net annual value of a Benefice in cases under the Incumbents Resignation Acts 
shall be the amount thereof as computed by the Commissioners appointed pursuant to 
the Incumbents Resignation Act, 1871, in ascertaining the amount of the pension to be 
allowed to the retiring Incumbent. 


Ordination, 


3. The Registrar’s Fee is for registering the names and titles of the Candidates in 
the Register Books of the Diocese. The Secretary’s fee is for correspondence with the 
candidates, the drawing of papers and instructions prior to examination, attendance at 
the Ordination, preparing the letters of orders, and other necessary documents, and 
entering the names and titles of the candidates in the Bishop’s Act Book. 


Collation. 


4. The Secretary’s fee for Collation includes all charges for correspondence with the 
clerk to be collated, for all searches in the Registry, for all communications with the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners, for examining the letters of orders and letters testimonial, 
for all communications with the Registrar of the Diocese, for the entry of the Collation 
in the Bishop’s Act Book and obtaining the seal of the Bishop to the instruments con- 
nected with the Collation in all cases where the same are sealed with such seal, and the 
return to the Judges of the King’s Bench Division of His Majesty’s High Court of 
Justice when made by the Bishop. 

The fee of the Registrar or other officer by usage performing the duty, includes all 
charges for preparing the sentence of Collation, for preparing the certificate of subserip- 
tion to the 39 Articles, and all other necessary certificates, declarations, and instru- 
ments, for attending on the Bishop when the Collation takes place, and the necessary 
oaths and declarations are made, taken, and subscribed, for entering the Collation in the 
Register Books of the Diocese, and for preparing letters testimonial and the mandate 
of Induction addressed to the Archdeacon, and obtaining the seal of the Vicar- 
General to those instruments in all cases where the same are sealed with such seal, 
and the return to the Judges of the King’s Bench Division of His Majesty’s High. 
Court of Justice, when not made by the Bishop himself. 


Institution. 


5. The Secretary’s fee includes all charges for correspondence with the presentee for 
examining the deed of presentation, the letters of orders and letters testimonial, for all 
communications with the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, for preparing the Bishop’s Fiat 
or his commission when the latter is issued, for all communications with the Registrar 
of the Diocese, for the entry in the Bishop’s Act Book and obtaining the seal of the 
Bishop to the instruments connected with the institution in all cases where the same 
are sealed with such seal, and the return to the Judges of the King’s Bench Division 
of His Majesty’s High Court of Justice when made by the Bishop. 

The fee of the Registrar or other officer by usage performing the duty includes all 
charges for preparing the instrument of Institution, for preparing the certificate of sub- 
scription to the 39 Articles and all other necessary certificates, declarations, and instru- 
ments for attending on the Bishop or his Vicar-General when the institution takes place 
and the necessary oaths and declarations are niade, taken, and subscribed, for drawing 
when necessary a notarial Act of the proceedings and entering the same in the Register 
Book of the Diocese, for preparing the letters testimonial and the mandate of induction 
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to the Archdeacon, and obtaining the seal of the Vicar-General to the several instru- 
ments in all cases where the same are sealed with such seal, and making the return to 
the Judges of the King’s Bench Division of His Majesty’s High Court of Justice, when 
not made by the Bishop himself. 


Licences to Perpetual Curacies. 


6. The Secretary’s fee includes all charges for correspondence with the Clerk to be 
licensed, for examining the nomination, the letters of orders and letters testimonial, 
for all communications with the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, for preparing the 
Bishop’s Fiat or his Commission when issued, for all communications with the Registrar 
of the Diocese, for the entry in the Bishop’s Act Book, and obtaining the seal of the 
Bishop to the instruments connected with the licence in all cases where the same are 
sealed with such seal, and the return to the Judges of the King’s Bench Division of His 
Majesty’s High Court of Justice, when made by the Bishop. 

The fee of the Registrar or other officer by usage performing the duty, includes all 
charges for preparing the licence, for preparing the certificate of subscription to the 39 
Articles, and all other necessary certificates, declarations, and instruments, for attend- 
ing on the Bishop or his Vicar-General when the necessary oaths and declarations are 
made, taken, and subscribed, and for entering the licence in the Register Book of the 
Diocese, and obtaining the Vicar-General’s seal in all cases where the instruments 
connected with the licence are sealed with such seal, and making the return to the 
Judges of the King’s Bench Division of His Majesty’s High Court of Justice, when not 
made by the Bishop himself. 


Induction. 


7. The fee of the Archdeacon’s Registrar is for preparing all necessary documents 
and transacting and doing all matters and things in relation to the induction and 
making the proper records thereof. 


Installation and Induction to Cathedral Preferment. 


8. The fee of the Registrar, or other officer by usage performing the duty includes 
all charges for preparing and engrossing all necessary instruments and certificates, for 
entering the several Chapter Acts and Schedules, for Attendances, and for registering 
the whole proceedings in the Chapter Book. 


Consecration of Churches, Burial Grounds, or Cemeteries. 


9. The Chancellor’s fee includes the approval of plans, the perusal of the petition 
and other papers, the settling the sentence, and the approval of the Draft Act. The 
Registrar’s fee includes the perusal of the deeds of conveyance, the drawing and 
engrossing of the petition, and the sentence and the notarial Act, the necessary attend- 
ance at the Consecration, and the registering the Deeds and the Act in the Register 
Book of the Diocese. The Secretary’s fee includes the inspection of plans and corres- 
pondence prior to the papers being sent to the Registry. The Apparitor’s fee includes 
all necessary citations and attendance on the Bishop at the Consecration. 


Faculties. 


10. The Chancellor’s fee includes the perusal of the petition, the order for the 
notice of citation, as the case may be, the persual of the certificate and other papers, 
and making the decree. The Registrar’s fee includes the perusal of the minutes of the 
Vestry and the petition, the drawing of the notice or citation and other necessary 
documents, and attending the Chancellor for his order, the preparation of the certificate 
and attendance on the Chancellor for his decree, and the drawing and signing the 
faculty. The Apparitor’s fee includes the service of the notice or citation, but is 
exclusive of one shilling a mile for travelling expenses, if the citation is to be personally 
served in the country. 


Visitation. 
11. The Chancellor’s fee includes the attendance of the Chancellor or his Surrogate, 
the examination of the presentments of the outgoing Churchwardens, and the admission 
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of the new Churchwardens to office. The Registrar’s fee includes the drawing and 
issuing of the inhibition and of the Mandate for the citation of the Clergy, the prepara- 
tion of the Visitation Books, and of the articles of enquiry and the presentment papers, 
the attendance at the Visitation and attesting the presentments and declarations of the 
Churchwardens, the registering the papers exhibited by the Clergy, the tabulating in the 
Registry the copies of the Register Books of Baptism and Burials, and other papers 
required to be annually transmitted. The Apparitor’s fee includes the preparation 
and delivery of the citations to the Clergy and Churchwardens, and the attendance 
at the Visitation.

For the Archbishop’s permission, under the Colonial Clergy Act, there is payable to his Secretary 
a customary fee, for a period not exceeding a year 10s. 6d., for a longer period £1 1s., for consent to 
hold a Benefice £1 1s., for permanent Licence £1 1s., with, in the last case, 5s. to the Registrar of the 
Province, 

For all other work than that specified in the above Tables the usual professional charges are to be 
payable subject to the revision of a Taxing Master. 

If either party requires, the amount to be paid may be taxed or settled, whether it arises by 
authority of Parliament, Order in Council, custom or otherwise, by one of the Chancery Taxing Masters 
of the High Court of Justice who has been nominated for the purpose. His decision shall be final and 
he will also decide as to the amount (if any) to be paid by either Party for costs of taxation. 


The Ecclesiastical Courts. 


INTRODUCTION—PROVINCIAL COURTS—DIOCESAN COURTS. 
INTRODUCTION. 


TueE Ecclesiastical Courts consist of (1) the Diocesan or Consistory Courts, and (2) the 
Provincial Courts. From these there is an appeal to the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council. 

(1) The Diocesan Courts.—Every diocesan Bishop has a Court for administering 
ecclesiastical law within his Diocese. In the Diocese of Canterbury this Court is 
known as the Commissary Court, but elsewhere as the Consistory Court. The 
judge of the court is in Canterbury styled the commissary-general, and in other 
Dioceses the chancellor. The status of the Bishop himself in his Court depends upon the 
terms of the patent appointing the judge. In some cases the Bishop expressly reserves 
to himself the power to sit and try certain cases. But except so far as this power 
is reserved, the commissary-general or chancellor is the sole judge, and indeed may try 
cases to which the Bishop is himself a party. There is no appeal from him to the 
Bishop. The principal jurisdiction of the chancellor is (a) the granting of Faculties 
(z.e. licences to permit something to be done) in regard to alterations in the fabrics or 
fittings and ornaments of churches and consecrated chapels, and the erection of 
monuments therein, the removal of a body buried in consecrated ground, the reseryva- 
tion of grave spaces, and the laying out of closed churchyards as open spaces; (0) the 
granting of marriage licences. He may also be required to hear cases under the Clergy 
Discipline Act, 1892, and the Church Discipline Act, 1840. An appeal lies from the 
Diocesan Court to the Provincial Court, and thence to the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, except in cases under the Clergy Discipline Act, 1892, when the appeal 
is either to the Provincial Court or the Judicial Committee. Cases under the Church 
Discipline Act, 1840, are frequently sent direct to the Provincial Court by a process 
known as “‘ Letters of Request.” 

(2) The Provincial Courts are the Courts of the two Archbishops. The Court of Arches 
is the Provincial Court of the Archbishop of Canterbury, and the Dean of the Arches is 
its Judge, acting by delegation from His Grace. The Chancery Court of York and its 
Judge occupy similar positions with regard to the Northern Province. As already 
stated these Courts hear appeals from the Consistory Courts, and that is their primary 
function. In most cases, however, it is possible for the parties to a cause to carry their 
case direct to the Provincial Court without a preliminary hearing in the Consistory 
Court by means of ‘‘ Letters of Request.” 

Under the Benefices Act (61 and 62 Vic.: ch. 48) a quasi-Ecclesiastical Court has 
been constituted to deal with cases of refusal by a Bishop to institute to a benefice the 
presentee of the patron, and with cases in which, as a result of proceedings under the 
Benefices (Ecclesiastical Duties) Measure, 1926, taken on the ground of an incumbent’s 
negligence in the performance of the duties of his benefice, a Bishop is empowered to 
appoint a curate to the benefice, and to inhibit the incumbent from performing the 
duties thereof. Both the patron and the presentee in the former class of cases, and 
the incumbent in the latter class, have a right of appeal to this Court, which consists 
of the Archbishop of the Province in which the benefice in question is situate, and of a 
Judge of the Supreme Court nominated by the Lord Chancellor. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, in his capacity of Primate of All England, and since 
the breach with Rome in the sixteenth century, exercises certain powers without 
restriction of area. These are, chiefly, the granting of special marriage licences, which 
may allow the solemnisation of marriages without compliance with the usual conditions 
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of time and place, the grant of ordinary marriage licences to parties resident in any 
Diocese of either Province, the conferring of Degrees, the appointment of Notaries 
and the granting of dispensations for holding two benefices in plurality. These powers 
are exercised in part by the Archbishop personally and in part by His Grace’s Master 
of the Faculties to whom certain of these powers are delegated. The duties of the Master 
of the Faculties are mainly administrative, but when matters of dispute arise with 
regard to cases within this jurisdiction, he sits as a Judge in the Court of Faculties 
in order to decide them. 

Each Archbishop has an officer—the Vicar-General of the Province—who has 
certain administrative powers, especially as to the granting of ordinary marriage licences 
to parties resident within the Province, and who acts as the adviser of the Archbishop 
in legal matters. The Vicar-General of Canterbury also advises Convocation when 
requested to doso. The Vicar-General of each Province sits as a Judge in the Court of 
Confirmation, which is held for the purpose of confirming the election of a new Bishop 
by the Chapter of his Cathedral. 

In former days there were a great number of minor ecclesiastical jurisdictions, of 
which those attached to Archdeaconries and to Peculiars were the most numerous. 
Peculiars have almost entirely disappeared, and their jurisdictions have been merged in 
those of the Bishops and Archbishops. Archdeacons’ Courts are in the present day 
chiefly confined to the administrative work of Visitations, namely: the admission of 
churchwardens, enquiry into the condition of churches, the conduct of the clergy, 
and the giving of such advice and directions as the Archdeacon or his representative 
may think necessary. Archdeacons have jurisdiction to deal with complaints of neglect 
or misconduct against parish clerks and (if necessary) to suspend or remove them 
from office (7 and 8 Vic.: ch.59). But this jurisdiction israrely invoked. Every Arch- 
deacon has a Registrar for the conduct of legal and official business. In the Dioceses 
of London, Winchester, Rochester, St. Albans and Southwark, the Archdeacons, in 
most cases, have an official who occupies much the same relation to them that a 
Chancellor does to a Diocesan Bishop. ; 

At the Summer Session, 1923, the Church Assembly agreed to the setting up of a 
Committee to consider the question of reconstituting the Diocesan and Provincial Courts 
and the Court of Final Appeal with a view to preparing a Measure for the consideration 
of the Assembly, and at the Autumn Session of the same year this Committee was 
constituted a Commission of the Assembly by the addition of some outside members. 
The Commission presented its Report (C.A. 200) in April 1926, and on the motion 
of the Archbishop of York (Chairman of the Commission) the Report was received by 
the Church Assembly after a general debate at the Summer Session 1926; butno further 
action has so far been taken upon it.

OFFICIAL PROVISION FOR TRAINING. 
CENTRAL ADVISORY COUNCIL OF TRAINING FOR THE MINISTRY. 


Te Council was established in 1912 as the result of Resolutions passed by the Con- 
vocations of Canterbury and York. In 1924 its constitution was altered in order 
to bring it into direct relationship with the Church Assembly. Its functions and 
composition are as follows :— 


I.— Functions. 

1. To watch the supply of Candidates for Holy Orders, and its sources. 

2. To consider the best methods of training ‘and testing Candidates, and to 
control the General Ordination Examination. 

3. To provide for the inspection of Theological Colleges and any other institutions 
offering similar preparations to candidates for Holy Orders; and to advise 
as to the formation and supply of new Theological Colleges. 

4, To receive money in order to finance individual candidates and make grants in 
aid of Diocesan Ordination Candidates Funds, and other bodies engaged 
in the work of preparing Candidates for Ordination. 

. Generally to promote unity of action between all those concerned in the train- 
ing of Candidates for Holy Orders, and to collect information and make 
suggestions for the guidance of the Bishops. 


II.—Composition. The Council is constituted as follows :—(a) Ordinary members : 
Twenty-one members to be appointed by the Church Assembly, viz., seven by the 
House of Bishops; seven by the House of Clergy; and seven by the House of Laity. 
(6) Representative Members: Five members representing Theological Faculties at 
Universities, and seven members representing the Principals of Theological Training 
Colleges. (c) Co-opted Members: not more than seven members to be co-opted by the 
Ordinary and Representative Members : it being understood that all questions involving 
expenditure of funds provided by the Church Assembly shall be decided by the votes of 
the Ordinary Members. 

III.—Meetings. The Council meets not less than twice ineach year. As C.A.C.T.M. 
is an Advisory Council to the Bishops, and deals with matters concerning Ordination, 
it is not asked to report to the Church Assembly except on matters that concern the 
administration of the funds entrusted to it by the Assembly, but a summary of the 
proceedings of the Council is published each year.

CANDIDATES COMMITTEE. : 
When the work of testing and selecting for training the Candidates who had 
seryed in H.M, Forces was completed, the Service Candidates’ Committee was discharged 
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and its place taken by the Candidates’ Committee of the Central Advisory Council 
of Training for the Ministry. The duties of this Committee are :— 


(a) To deal with Candidates who, for one reason or another, cannot be or do not 
wish to be classified as Diocesan ; 
(6) To help the Diocesan Committees to give a fuller training to their own 
Candidates ; 
(c) Generally to give any advice or help that may be required to Diocesan 
Committees. 
(d) To give advice and help to Candidates who are thinking of offering themselves 
for Holy Orders, but have not decided on their course of training, even 
though they may not require financial help. 


The Chairman is the Bishop of Winchester, and the Rey. I. D. Edwards, Millbank 
House, 2 Wood St., Westminster, S.W. 1, is acting Secretary. 


In recent years the Church Assembly has been unable to supply the Central Ad- 
visory Council of Training for the Ministry with funds for grants in the ordinary way, 
but much has been done through the Scheme for Sponsors. This was inaugurated 
by an appeal in The Times of June 4, 1927, and in that year the training of 163 can- 
didates, at a cost of 30,000/., was made possible. A second appeal for Sponsors 
was made in Holy Week, 1928, and followed by another letter in The Tvmes of June 
9, in the hope that money would be forthcoming for the candidates provisionally 
accepted for that year, and as a result 142 men were adopted at a cost of 24,3511. 
A third appeal was made on June 18, 1929. By this means a sum of 25,1621. was 
raised, which provided for 145 candidates. arly in 1930 a fourth appeal appeared in 
The Times on behalf of a further 163 candidates, and in that year 26,1567. was raised 
and 147 candidates were assisted. A fifth appeal in 1931 resulted in the raising of 
11,646/., and during that year assistance was given to 112 candidates. Though no 
further appeals will be made through The T'imes, the Scheme for Sponsors is being 
continued in a modified form, and during 1932 it was found possible to help 67 
additional men, while 63 were aided during 1933, 63 during 1934, 65 during 1935, 
61 in 1936 and 75 in 1937. 


BISHOPS’ REQUIREMENTS FOR ORDINATION. 


Requirements vary in different dioceses (e.g. some bishops do not accept non- 
graduate candidates), but the following regulations have been made by the bishops as 
a body : 


(a) graduate candidates must have at least eighteen months’ theological, practical 
and devotional training at a Theological College or under some other 
authorised supervision, and they should be encouraged, by grants in aid or 
otherwise, to spend two years over their post-graduate course. 

(b) non-graduate candidates must have a training of three years’ duration at a 
Theological College. Before entering upon this course they must have 
passed an examination of matriculation standard. 


All candidates, whether graduate or non-graduate, are expected to pass the General 
Ordination Examination or one of its recognised equivalents. The Secretary of this 
examination is Canon G. W. Evans, The College, Ely.

II._DIOCESAN.

UNIVERSITY OF OXFORD.

and appointed by the Regent House; and (c) co-opted by the Faculty Board. 


University Scholarships, ete.—-Crosse Studentship : For advanced study or research 


in the Holy Scriptures, Ecclesiastical History, and Christian Theology; value about 
1451. for one year. Students are eligible for re-election. 

Lightfoot Scholarships : The examination is in Kcclesiastical History ; value about 
781. a year for three years. 

John Stewart of Rannoch Scholarships : These Scholarships are awarded for Greek 
and Latin, for Hebrew, and for Sacred Music. Value: in Hebrew and. Music 60. a 
year; in Greek and Latin 40/. a year; for three years. Jf two or more candidates 
show equal proficiency, preference is given to natives of the counties of Wilts, Somerset, 
and Gloucester, including the City and County of Bristol, 

Tyrwhitt Hebrew Scholarships : of 1001. and 601. for two years. 

Burney Studentship : assigned to study or research in the Philosophy of Religion ; 
value 200/. for one year. Students are eligible for re-election. 

Peregrine Maitland Studentship in Comparative Religion : of about 2161. (triennally) 
open to all graduates of the University, but preference is given to candidates wishing 
to prepare themselves for missionary work. 

Hort Memorial Fund : Grants may be made to any person engaged in Biblical, 
Hellenistic, or Patristic Research. 

Theological Studies Fund : Grants to Students in need of pecuniary assistance to 
engage in the study of theology. 


Barnard Randolph Exhibition : for a graduate student of Divinity who is in need 
of pecuniary assistance; preference is given to St. Paul’s, Merchant Taylors’ and 
the City of London Schools; value about 30/. for one year. 

Patteson Missionary Studentships : established for the purpose of Missionary Educa- 
tion, in memory of Bishop John Coleridge Patteson ; open to men intending to become 
missionaries, but elected candidates must be or become members of Selwyn College. 
Value about 401. per annum. ; 

Steel Studentships : awarded to students intending to prepare for Holy Orders. Value 
30/. to 607. for one or two years. 

Tancred Studentships : Successful candidates for the studentships in Divinity are 
required to become members of Christ’s College. Value 1001. a year. . 

Wordsworth Studentships : for those intending to take Holy Orders in the Church 
of England. Preference is given to those candidates who have been educated for two 
years at Harrow School or Winchester College. Value about 401. 


Selwyn College.—This College was founded by public subscription in memory of 
George Augustus Selwyn, late Bishop of Lichfield, and formerly Bishop of New Zealand. 
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By the terms of its Charter it is founded ‘‘ with the especial object and intent of 
providing persons desirous of academical education, and willing to live economically, 
with a College wherein sober living and high culture of the mind may be combined 
with Christian training, based upon the principles of the Church of England.” It was 
incorporated by Royal Charter on September 13, 1882, and in 1926, by Statute of the 
University, became an Approved Foundation. The internal administration of the 
College is in the hands of an administrative body consisting of the Master and Fellows. 
In addition to scholarships and exhibitions 4 in the ordinary University subjects there 
are the following special scholarships, etc. 


(i) Two Barwell Scholarships of 607. per annum were founded in 1914 upon the 
benefaction of the late Prebendary H. 8, Barwell. They are given in the first instance 
to candidates who desire to devote their lives to the spread of the Gospel in the Mission 
Field abroad. 

(ii) An Orpen Scholarship of 607. per annum, vacant from time to time is open to 
the sons of clergy 

(iii) The income of the Mitchell Bequest is applied from time to time to assist poor 
and deserving members of the College who are candidates for Holy Orders in the Church 
of England to obtain the necessary education. 


One Patteson Missionary Studentship is offered for award annually in March to a 
candidate who intends to become a missionary. An elected Student must join the 
College if he is not already a member. He may be of the status of Undergraduate, 
Research Student, or Graduate. The Studentship is only tenable during residence at 
the College. The award is made in the first instance for a period not exceeding two 
years, but it may be renewed for a further period or periods of not more than one year 
at atime, The value of the Studentship is about 40/. a year. Applications should be 
sent to the Master not later than March Ist in each year. There is no competitive 
examination. 


The following Colleges offer Scholarships and Exhibitions which are open to Sons of 
Clergy, or for those intending to take Holy Orders :—1 


Clare College.—Beck Exhibition: for a student intending to take Orders in the 
Church of England, with preference to one who is preparing for an Honours Examina- 
tion or is engaged in Research. Value 40/. per annum. 

Three Scholarships, with preference to sons of Clergymen, founded by Mrs. 
Tyldesley de Bosset. 


Gonville and Caius College-—Two Exhibitions of 30/. per annum to resident 
Bachelors of Arts who are candidates for Holy Orders. 

Yatman Exhibition of about 40/. per annum given to a student, without competitive 
examination, who needs help and declares his intention of being a candidate for Holy 
Orders. It normally becomes vacant once every three years and is awarded for three 
years. The next award will probably be made in October, 1938. 

In connection with the chapel of the College the following are awarded with no 
restriction as to denomination or vocation : one Organ Scholarship of 100/. per annum, 
tenable for three years; three Choral Exhibitions of 40/. per annum, tenable for 
three years; and three Chapel Clerkships (one of them as a rule Choral) of 301., tenable 
for one year. 


King’s College.—Morton Exhibition: for a student intending to take Holy Orders. 
Three exhibitions. 


_ Queens’ College.—There are two Sedgwick Exhibitions of about 201. per annum, 


for which the sons of poor Clergymen, already in residence, are preferred. 
In 1920 Canon A. J; Glendinning Nash left by will 1,000/. to found a Glendinning 
Nash Scholarship for the sons of poor clergymen destined for Holy Orders.

The Associateship of King’s College is recognised as a qualification for admission 
to Holy Orders, provided that candidates shall have resided for three terms in the 
Theological Hall.

degree, the Lambeth Diploma (S. Th.) or the University Diploma in Theology.

Residence :—King’s College, Theological Hall, which occupies a splendid site in 
Vincent Square, Westminster, is within easy reach of the College. ees for residence,

London College of Divinity (St. John’s Hall, Highbury).—The College is a School 


in. Divinity of the University of London, and matriculated students of that University 
who enter the College are eligible after a three-years’ course of study for the degree of 
B.D. The College is also connected with the University of Durham, and matriculated 
students may be prepared for the degree of L.Th. (Those who have taken the L.Th. 
are eligible for the degree of B.A. after one year’s residence at Durham.) 

All the College Examinations are conducted by the Tutorial Staff in conjunction 
with an External Examiner appointed by the Central Advisory Council of Training for 
the Ministry. Students who pass the Third Year Examination are exempt from the 
General Ordination Examination. 

The College fees (including residence) amount to 90/. per annum. There are 
scholarships and exhibitions for both graduates and non-graduates. Accommodation 
for 80 students.

UNIVERSITY OF DURHAM. 


The Board of the Faculty of Theology consists of 6 Professors, 1 Reader and 5 


Lecturers, together with one member appointed by the Senate and others co-opted by 
the Board. 

Foundation Scholarships in Theology of the maximum value of 60/. per annum are 
awarded by Examination annually in March. Scholars are required to read for Theo- 
logical Honours in the Final Examination. Five Exhibitions, also, of the annual 
value of 30/. are offered in the course of the year to candidates for the L.Th., tenable 
for three terms during residence in Arts. Various scholarships and prizes offered by the 
University are available for students in residence. These scholarships and prizes 
may be held by students residing at University College, Hatfield College, St. Chad’s 
College, St. John’s College, Bede College, or as Non-Collegiate Students. 


St. Chad’s College.—St. Chad’s College is a constituent part of the University of 


Durham, founded in 1904, to provide an efficient University training for candidates 
for Holy Orders. All members of St. Chad’s College are members of the University. 

The St. Chad’s course of training for the ministry extends, as a rule, oyer four 
years at least, and non-graduates are required to read for the degree of B.A. and for 
the post-graduate Diploma in Theology. Candidates for admission must possess a 
Matriculation qualification. 

The annual expenses, inclusive of University dues, board and lodging may be 
computed at 110/. 
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Many Exhibitions and Bursaries are available for Ordination Candidates. There is 
one Fellowship, tenable for two years or more by a graduate in honours of the College. 

Pontesbury Manor, Shrewsbury, belongs to St. Chad’s College, and there students 
who haye finished their university courses may have a quiet time of reading and 
devotion before ordination.

St. John’s College.—St. John’s College is a constituent College of the University of 


Durham, founded in 1909, to provide University training for candidates for Holy 
Orders. All members of the College are members of the University and have the same 
privileges as other members of the University, and must conform to all University 
regulations. All University scholarships, exhibitions, prizes and sports are equally 
open tothem. All students must read either for a degree or, if graduates, for a diploma 
of the University in Theology, or the Practice and Theory of the Art of Teaching. 
Graduates may also be prepared for the B.D. examinations. The annual expenses, 
College and University fees, amount to 1111. 

A number of Exhibitions and Bursaries are available for the help of needy candidates. 
These are awarded at the discretion of the Principal. For fuller particulars, apply 
The Principal, St. John’s College, Durham. 


University College.—Annual charges (including board and lodging for three terms 
of nine weeks each, tuition, composition and sports fees) for Arts, Theology or Educa- 
tion, 113/., and for Science, 1197.

UNIVERSITY OF MANCHESTER.

CHURCH HOSTELS AT MODERN UNIVERSITIES, ETC. 


Stephenson Hall, Sheffield University.—The Hall is a Church Hostel for men 
students of the University. The terms are the same as those of the University in the 
Faculties of Arts and Pure Science, namely three terms of ten weeks. The inclusive fee 
for residence is 801. for the year. A certain number of bursaries are available. 
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Membership of the Hall is open to all men students of the University, but special 
provision is made for Ordinands who are reading for degrees in Arts or Science; the 
latter are under the special supervision of the Warden.

University College, Southampton.—As the outcome of co-operation between the 


Winchester, Chichester, Salisbury and Portsmouth Diocesan Boards of Finance, a 
centre has been provided at St. Mary’s House, South Stoneham, which was blessed 
and formerly opened by the Bishop of Winchester on October 9, 1933. The Bishop 
spoke of the determination of the Church to do all in its power to provide for the 
spiritual welfare of the students of University College, Southampton. It was im- 
possible at present to proceed with the original scheme of building a Church hostel on 
the site of the recently demolished vicarage of South Stoneham, but the present scheme 
provides a new house as warden’s quarters, which, besides serving as a vicarage, has a 
large room suitable for meetings and lectures. The parish of South Stoneham has been 
reduced by a recent division to enable the vicar (the Rev. R. C. Rham) to fulfil his 
duties as warden of the house, and while occupying no official position in the college, 
he will be able to devote himself to religious work among the students, especially those 
of the Church of England.

Knutsford Test School, Hawarden.—The School was started in September 1922, to 


carry on, as far as possible, the work of the old Ordination Test School. But the 
present school, though it has the approval of the Central Advisory Council of Training 
for the Ministry, has no Church Assembly funds behind it. It prepares men between 
the ages of eighteen and twenty-five for Matriculation, and is intended specially to help 
those whose education has suffered through having had to leave school at an early age. 
There is room for thirty-eight men. Three terms, of 13 weeks each, in the year. Fees 
(payable in advance) are 35/. per term. This figure includes everything but books and 
laundry. There is a bursary fund, supported by voluntary contributions, from which 
grants are given to suitable candidates towards the payment of their fees.

Central Society of Sacred Study for Clergy of the Church of England.—Oxnsnor: To

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‘Chantry, Monmouth. Subscription 5s. The Society is now able to provide the books 
that it recommends.

Associates of the late Rev. Dr. Bray.—The Rev. Dr. Thomas Bray, to whose in. 
ception the 8.P.C.K. and the 8.P.G. both owe their origin, began in 1697 to provide 
Libraries for the Clergy. He soon afterwards enrolled those who worked with him in 
this endeavour as his ‘‘ Associates.’’ This title was legally confirmed by the Master of 
the Rolls in 1731. In 1905 a fully defined Constitution was granted by the Charity 
Commissioners. In the following year a new system for Libraries was started. The 
revised rules provide for groups of Clergymen and Lay Members of the Church 
(numbering not fewer than twenty-five, and each subscribing four shillings a year) to 
have every year new books to the value of at least 9/., and at the end of the year to 
have the opportunity of buying them for half the net price. There are one hundred 
and fifty Libraries in the British Isles and over one hundred, and sixty abroad to which 
grants have been made.

HOSPITAL AND HOMES OF REST FOR CLERGY. 


Tue attention of the Church has frequently been called to the extreme 
usefulness of making some provision for the overworked Clergy, by which 
they may be enabled to secure a short interval of rest. The following

CLERGY CHARITIES: (I) GENERAL. 


SONS OF THE CLERGY CORPORATION (1655).—The operations of this Corpor- 
ation, which is the oldest and most widely extended Ecclesiastical Charity, are directed 
to the following purposes : ;

4. Toapprentice Clergymen’s sons and daughters to.schools, professions, and trades ; 
to assist in education at school or college, to provide outfits, and to help in other ways 
towards their being placed out in the world.

(i) RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. REVIEW OF THE YEAR. 


By E. R, J. Hussny, C.M.G., M.A. (Secretary of the Central Council of the Church for 
Religious Education—National Society). 


A.— INTRODUCTION. 


In this section the activities of the National Society, the Central Council of the Church 
for Religious Education, are included under the ‘“‘ Review of the Year’’ instead of 
appearing as a separate contribution, which was the case in former issues of The Year 
Book. In accordance with the terms of its 1934 Charter, the Society has responsibility 
for all branches of the Church’s educational work, and the sphere of Elementary 
Schools, which occupied the Society under its earlier Charter, is now one compartment 
of the larger province which has been assigned to it by the Church Assembly. 

All the developments which are commented upon in the Review of the Year are 
directly or indirectly the concern of the Central Council, and to write about the work of 
the National Society in a separate article would therefore imply a distinction which 
does not exist. Included in this Review is an account of Adult and Adolescent Religious 
Education from the pen of Canon Woodard as in former years, also a contribution by 
the Rey. R. E. Parsons on the work of the Central Council under its new Charter, and 
another by the Rey. F. C. Pond on the Organising Secretaries’ Department, 


B.—ELEMENTARY EDUCATION, 


During the year 1937 attention has been concentrated upon the problem of taking 
advantage of the opportunities offered by the 1936 Act to found Senior Church Schools. 
All over the country proposals have been considered, and in some cases have got near 
to the stage of agreement with the Local Education Authorities. A disturbing factor 
has been the very great increase in building costs, and this may make a considerable 
difference to the number of schools to be built or adapted for seniors, as even with the 
75 per cent. grant the amount to be raised by the proposers will be very considerable. 
Diocesan Appeals have been started in almost every Diocese, and great efforts are 
being made by the Church throughout the country to retain its hold over senior children 
by means of Church Schools. 

Although it is obviously impossible, in view of the cost, for the Church to own many 
such schools, yet the possession of a few, well-equipped and comparable in every way 
on the secular side to those built by the Local Education Authorities, and haying the 
religious atmosphere which should be the main characteristic of Church Schools, will be 
of extreme value as an example of what can be done. 
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An APPEAL. 


The Central Council (National Society) has through its Chairman, Lord Sankey, 
its Treasurer, Archdeacon Thicknesse, and the Chairman of its Finance and General 
Purposes Committee, Col. Martin, issued an Appeal to its own subscribers, asking them 
to give or raise a sum of 10/. each, in order that a Fund may be available for assisting 
local efforts from the centre. There are 7,000 subscribers, including parishes, and if 
an average of 10]. each were contributed, the total amount of 70,000/. would go a 
long way towards assisting with grants the proposers of schools all over the country. 
At the time of writing it is not possible to say what the result of the Appeal will be, but 
it has started well, and there is reason to hope that the subscribers will rise to the 
occasion. 

Meanwhile the work of assisting Junior Church Schools in the country goes on. 
During 1936, 304 Church Day Schools have been helped by the Society; 13 of the 
grants were for new buildings, while 51 schools have been improved so extensively as 
to amount practically to a rebuilding. In other cases repairs of a more or less extensive 
nature were undertaken. The total cost of the buildings, improvements and repairs 
towards which the Society contributed was about 210,000/., and the Society voted a 
total of 11,258/.; and 729]. was also voted towards the cost of books for religious 
instruction in Day and Sunday Schools, and towards the cost of Diocesan Inspection. 

It must, of course, be obvious that when the country has been completely re- 
organised, in the sense that senior children are everywhere attending special schools 
for seniors with first-class accommodation and equipment, the problem of bringing 
Junior Schools up to a standard which is now considered necessary will be taken in 
hand, and the Church will be faced with the task of renovating or completely re- 
building many schools, which, built as long as from sixty to a hundred years ago, are 
now completely out-of-date. 


Tse Primary OpsEot. 


The new Central Council of the Church has many activities in connection with 
education in the widest sense. These activities are described in subsequent sections. 
The primary object, however, of the National Society for Promoting Religious Educa- 
tion, out of which this Central Council has grown, was the care of the Elementary 
Schools of the Church. The position of the Church, as owning a section of the schools 
through which the national system of education is being developed, is becoming more 
and more difficult as the demands of that system become more exacting, and it will 
tax to the utmost the generosity of those people who appreciate the value of education 
permeated with the Christian influence to maintain that share of the system which 
they now possess. 


C.—CHURCH TRAINING COLLEGES. 


As has been so often explained in articles in The Official Year Book, there 
are twenty-six Church Training Colleges in England and two in Wales, which are 
federated under a Board of Supervision by an arrangement between the President 
of the Board of Education and the Archbishops made in 1918. Each College, of course, 
has its own Governing Body, but the Board of Supervision has the duty of satisfying 
itself that the Colleges are maintained as regards staff, buildings and equipment in a 

«thoroughly efficient manner. The Board of Supervision is also the intermediary 
between the Training Colleges as a whole and the Board of Education, as regards the 
national system of teacher-training, in which the Church plays so honourable a part. 


SHORTAGE OF APPLICANTS. 


The financial strain which the Training Colleges suffered during 1935, owing to 
reduction in the number of places recognised by the Board for grant, has been in- 
tensified during 1936 by a shortage of applicants. It is generally believed that this 
shortage represents a phase, and will not be permanent. The same shortage is ex- 
perienced in regard to students from Secondary Schools, who are required for work of 
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various kinds, and may be traced to the decline in the birth-rate at the close of the 
War. It may be also that the fact that a certain number of teachers are unable to 
find employment has caused men and women to hesitate from undergoing what is a 
comparatively long period of training. 

As regards the future, it is generally believed that the position will be improved in 
a year or two, although to many it seems that the Church has at present a larger 
number of Colleges for the number of students to be trained than can be economically 
financed. Conditions vary in different parts of the country, but, generally speaking, 
the economic number of students is not far short of 150. This question has. been 
exercising the attention of the Board of Supervision and the General Council of Church 
Training “Colleges, but there will doubtless be considerable discussion before a satis- 
factory solution is found. 

By the middle of 1937 all the Colleges had been visited by members of the panel of 
Visitors selected for the purpose. The object of these visits was to assess as far as 
possible the value of the training given in the Colleges on the religious side, both as 
regards the students themselves as Churchmen and Churchwomen and as regards the 
steps taken to equip them as teachers.of this subject when they go out into the schools, 
A summary of all the Reports has been made and circulated to the Colleges and to 
many others who are interested in them. The Report, which contains some fruitful 
suggestions, shows that the Colleges, led by able and enthusiastic Principals, . are 
making a very real contribution to the work of the Church in Religious Education. 


D.—THE BOARD OF SUPERVISION FOR CHURCH 
TRAINING COLLEGES. 


1. The Board of Supervision for Church Training Colleges was the outcome: of a 
travelling Commission appointed by the Archbishops of Canterbury and York, which 
in 1916 visited and reported upon all the Training Colleges belonging to the Church in 
England and Wales. 

At a special meeting of representatives of all the Colleges specially nominated for 
the purpose and held at Westminster on December 4th, 1917, it was agreed that the 
Church Colleges should be forthwith federated under a Board of Supervision. Corre- 
spondence took place between the Archbishop of Canterbury and the Right Hon. 
H. A. L. Fisher, M.P., then President of the Board of Education, and it was settled 
that the President and the Officers of the Board would gladly co-operate in the new 
departure and enter into working arrangements with the Board of Supervision. 

2. The functions of the Board of Supervision are limited to securing that the 
Colleges are made and kept thoroughly efficient as regards buildings, staffs, and equip- 
ment in all respects, and as regards secular as well as religious réquirements. All 
details of patronage and general management are left as before to the diocesan and local 
Governing Bodies, subject to the following conditions :— 

3. The Board of Supervision requires as conditions of support from Central 
Funds :— : 


(a) To be satisfied that any persons proposed for appointment to the office of 
Principal should be qualified for the post and should be, subject to those qualifica- 
tions, the best available; 

(b) To be supplied in advance each year with an estimate of the receipts: and 
expenditure for the year; 

(c) To be supplied at the end of each year with a copy of the audited accounts 
in the form presented to the Board of Education; 

(d) To be supplied with a copy periodically kept up to date oe the staff register; 
giving the names, qualifications, and record of all members of the College Staff 
in the form in which it is kept for the Board of Education ; 

(e) To have access at any time to the file of official correspondence with the 
Board of Education ; 

(f) To be informed of any proposals involving finance proposed to be made by 
the College to the Board of Education; 

(g) To have the right of efficient inspection in respect of the whole work and 
equipment of the College. 
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It is further provided— 


(i) That every College Principal shall be entitled to make direct representations 
to the Board of Supervision ; 

(ii) That when important matters concerning a particular College come under 
discussion, the Board of Supervision will summon representatives of the dear 
College to meet them; and 

(iii) That there shall be no suggestion of interference with the direct access of 
the individual Colleges to the Board of Education. 


4, The Board of Supervision consists of sixteen members appointed as under :— 


a) Chairman nominated by the Archbishops of Canterbury and York; 

) Treasurer nominated by the Central Board of Finance; 

) Two representatives nominated by the Standing Committee of the National 
Society ; 

) Two representatives nominated by the Central Board of Finance ; 

) Ten representatives of the Governing Bodies of the Training Colleges who may 
or may not themselves be members of a Governing Body. No Principal or 
other member of a College staff is eligible for nomination.

The members of the Board of Supervision are elected triennially. Retiring members 
are eligible for re-election. Casual vacancies are filled by the Board itself, but only 
for the unexpired portion of the current triennial term.

F.—PRINCIPLES AND PROSPECTS OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 
By Canon A. L. Wooparp, M.A. 


Iy previous years the writer of this article has concerned himself, of necessity, with a 
record of educational movements and organisations. The Central Council of the 
Church for Religious Education was created in order that it might become an authori- 
tative body into which would flow, and from which would circulate, all corporate service 
of the Church on this side of its life. Considerable development in the year under 
review is evidenced by the report of the Director of Religious Education. The survey 
under his name prepares the way for more general reflection on the situation as a 
whole. ‘ 

An unusual stimulus to religious thought has been given by the Archbishop’s Recall 
to Religion. Events in Church and State in a notable year have illustrated and 
emphasised the opportunity and urgency of the widely circulated message from the 
Primate, 


Tue PurrPosE AND Function or Epucation. 


Tn circles of responsive Churchmen there is a vague desire to be up and doing which 
is shadowed by a cloud of bewilderment. Through this mistiness of his immediate 
surroundings the man in the pew discerns no clear and distinct guiding light. Consider, 
for instance, the confusion of thought about the purpose and function of Education 
in the life of the Church. Most religious societies have an educational department, 
but the work involved means in many cases no more than instruction. It may become 
confined to that kind of instruction which is favoured by the members in order to 
promote an informed interest on lines of their single vision. They would enfold such 
as will turn to them for teaching within the defined activities resultant from a particular 
series of intellectual lessons of greater or less number and range. To the Council for 
Education the man is of primary importance. The teaching is adapted to the need of 
the individual that he may grow in fellowship with others to the potential fullness of 
his being, and then, and out of that, express himself in the best possible way in terms 
of personal service. 

It would be well if those who are thinking on these matters would offer their help 
to the Director of Religious Education, 19 Great Peter Street, Westminster, S.W. 1. 
The Council for Education is endeavouring to emerge from a motley host of aspirations 
and intentions with a single though corporate purpose. The Council needs for this 
the manifold contribution of thoughtful men and women who will reconsider and 
reset the conceptions of our Branch of the Church Universal as essentially, and not by 
accident or merely human design, the constant mother of her members. 

The encouragement of the year is in the fact of the necessity to avoid competing 
interests. The parochial clergy, from whom for the most part the laity of the Church 
take or neglect to take a lead, await a simplification of ministerial life. In every 
parish religious education, with all the varying definitions attached to it, has its place. 
Our progress in the immediate future is largely dependent upon a true and full con- 
ception of what education is, and of what it involves in relation to a Parish Church. 


CONFERENCES AND CONCLUSIONS. 


These perplexities are the more troublesome to the minds of Churchmen owing to 
the prevalent restlessness of corporate and co-operative inquiry. We have during the 
year received the impress in our thinking of a conference at Oxford on ‘‘ Church, 
Community and State.” We have witnessed the World Conference on Faith and 
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Order, which was held at Edinburgh in August. We await the possibility of a meeting 
of the International Missionary Council at Hangchow in 1938. It must needs be that 
such occasions give rise to new hopes of co-ordination, fresh visions of unity, and 
unexpected demands for readjustment of traditional thoughts and ways. 


EpUCcATION AND KNOWLEDGE. 


Amidst the almost overwhelming energies of those thinkers who would lead us into 
new paths, we have to ask for a reaffirmation of that which is constant in the expressed 
life of the Church on earth. What is the motive of the Church on the educational 
plane? It is not inappropriate as we approach the fourth centenary of the translation 
of the Bible into the English tongue to remind ourselves of the relation of Education to 
Knowledge. 

The Church, as the nursing mother of her sons and daughters, is ever learning and 
ever teaching. She has an immense store of information concerning God and His 
Purposes which she is willing to share with all His children. Knowledge however, 
even wherein it has attained its fullness in unclouded and irrefutable Truth, is subject 
to limitations. Forasmuch as it concerns only part of the being who is to be educated 
it cannot be, with all its splendid usefulness, more than an instrument in the 
construction of life. It may be used well or ill by teacher and taught. Yet without the 
effort to attain knowledge, an abiding effort for an increasing and developing attain- 
ment, a man cannot tread the ladder of education. 

In our day we are not left without a large measure of information as to the progress 
of the Church. The Missionary Council has expended much time in recent years in 
the valuable work of surveying the wide fields of the world in which the Church of 
England has accepted opportunities of service. In no previous issue of a Unified 
Statement has intelligence of what the Church is doing exceeded that given in The 
Advancing Church.1 This compendium of missionary information finds focus in a 
chapter by Mr. Arthur Mayhew on “‘ The Relevance of Christian Education.” 


Epvucation AND EVANGELISM. 


For many months voices have been heard calling the Church to express itself anew 
in Evangelism at home. We are bound to seek the synthesis of Education and 
Evangelism. Evangelism is a function of the Church manward by which “ The 
glorious Gospel of the Blessed God ”’ is presented with attractive force to the responsive 
nature of man. In this side of its work the Church gives out in a special kind of way 
the Light and Love which it has received. The message is attuned to the receptive 
qualities of those to whom this service is offered at any time. Education precedes and 
follows Evangelism in every case for those who are its agents, and in most cases for 
those towards whom this ministry of the Word is exercised. 


EpUCcATION AND WORSHIP. 


Amongst professional teachers and those clergy who would train their congregations 
to an understanding Faith, there is even more concern recently about the relation of 
Education and Worship. There is no small stir to discover whether it is reasonable 
for congregations of men and women to repeat much that is irrelevant, and even more 
that is beyond their comprehension, in the general Services of the Church. The 
translation of liturgical Services into the vulgar tongue has long preceded the inter- 
pretation of Psalms and other portions of the Services to the native mind. _, 

Worship is a result of the educational process Godward. It is in itself an instructive 
exercise, but its motive is altruistic. Incidentally, and in the cause of devotion, the 
worshipper draws to himself supplies of grace which further his development of 
personality. It is no wonder that from many sides, parochial and academic, comes a 
plea for forms of Service not only appropriate in verbal expression, but adequate as a 
means of devotional exercise for Christians assembled in fellowship. In many schools 
this is regarded as a matter of urgency. It is not enough that every part of a Service 
should be intelligible to the people using it. That is generally so in communities which

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select their own Psalms, Lessons, Prayers and Hymns for use in their own chapels. 
More is needed. There is a proper sequence for every exercise of corporate worship. 
An infinite variety of school and college Services seldom provide reliable preparation 
for the active enjoyment of the traditional Morning or Evening Prayer of a Parish 
Church. On educational grounds it is urged that the general opinion of the Church 
would do well to move towards the placing of the Holy Communion, in fact as well as 
in theory, as the Service in which all other acts of worship find consummation and 
interpretation. 

The severance between groups of homogeneous worshippers, encouraging one 
another by the sense of mutual interests and a more or less common outlook, and 
congregations of unrelated personalities is considerable. There must come, however, 
in any normal life the time when the boy is translated from the circle of his fellows 
into a mixed congregation. For this reason it is being laid upon us to find anew the 
Service which will suffice for men of every kind of experience. At the same time 
we are reminded that we cannot achieve our purpose unless Services are arranged so as 
to contain all the elements of worship in the order which is proper and convenient in 
the expression of the soul towards God. 


Prosiems or To-Day. 


Mr. Arthur Mayhew affirms that “‘ The tone of the English School is set by the 
community it serves. It does not mould, but is moulded by society.’’! Mr. Mayhew 
has in mind the public and secondary schools. No doubt this is more true of schools 
which draw their students from far and wide than of those which serve a fairly defined 
neighbourhood. The impact upon society is very slight where boys and girls from a 
school are scattered to every quarter of the globe. The Christian founders of many 
of our public schools certainly cherished the hope that boys would be trained to set the 
stamp of Christian character upon the community. There is good evidence that 
classes or grades of society were prominent in their thought as an incentive to them in 
educational planning. The advocates for the continuation of non-provided schools for 
primary end post-primary service to the State, stress the value of such schools as 
setting a standard of life and thought for the whole parish or neighbourhood in which 
they are maintained. 

The Church exists to promote a way of life. The extension of her influence in this 
direction depends upon a sufficient quality and quantity of teachers. The public and 
boarding schools have not as yet responded in any fullness to the claims of the Church 
for their assistance in schools of other types. The Church in the schools of greater 
privilege does not as yet enter into teaching fellowship with the Church in the schools 
of smaller opportunity. Moreover, in a generation when secondary education has 

rogressed by leaps and bounds, the Church has withdrawn from the field of new 
Foenstalicied for a class of boys and girls who are more likely than any others to control 
the destinies of our nation in the time of their maturity. 

Meanwhile, a somewhat strained and rather sporadic endeavour is made at all 
costs to continue for the sake of the nation the school buildings in which the Church 
has inheritance or, less frequently, ownership recently acquired. We cannot place in 
antithesis the relative values of life and material in this connection. It is to be noted, 
however, that an increasing body of opinion in the Church inclines to regard the train- 
ing of teachers as of more importance than the maintaining of school buildings. 

The habit of this generation is encircling a distracted clergy in the tentacles of an 
octopean energy. The layman on the fringe of the fellowship judges the Church by 
the cular activities of the clergy whom he happens to know personally. Lest 
the Church be regarded by indiscriminate critics as a failure the clergy strive to emulate 
the theory of constant motion as an indication of success. There is from some Dioceses 
evidence that discipline, self-imposed as well as authoritative, is being exercised in 
the direction of thought and study. This is specially true of the younger clergy. 
The Council for Religious Education has not been able thus far to take any large share 
in persuading the clergy to a renewal of their teaching office. There are, however, 
departments within the National Society which are alive to and in touch with the 
clergy.

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ORGANISATION AND Mztuop. 


The generous provision of books under the administration of Associates connected 
with the name of Dr. Bray 1 continues to the advantage of clerical readers, with whom 
it is possible to include lay students. The Central Society of Sacred Study still holds a 
unique place in offering for individual reading valuable outlines in syllabus form with 
bibliographies. In the current year a detailed syllabus was prepared by Professor 
H. L. Goudge on The Divinity of Our Lord. At the same time a most opportune course 
of reading was introduced under the heading of Coronation Rites by the Rey. E. C. 
Ratcliff. Weshould welcome greater response to these and similar scholarly productions 
on the part of clergy who are in the earlier years of their ministry. In some Dioceses 
the corporate study encouraged under “‘ A Way of Renewal” finds many adherents. 
Valuable work is in hand where diocesan leaders are persevering in the discovery of 
the actual demand, and able to discern and meet the need of clergy in the varying 
circumstances of their engagements and interests. 

Experience shows how willingly in town and country alike members of the Church 
take part in prolonged courses of study which allow them opportunities of expressing 
themselves in discussion. The arguments against such methods on the score of in- 
superable difficulty are proved to be groundless in practice. Tutorial, and less exacting 
classes, such as those promoted by the Missionary Council, require considerable time, 
thought, and patience on the part of leaders. The expenditure of effort receives a full 
reward. It may be that hesitancy to make a beginning in any parish is being over- 
come by the evidence of results, and by the steps taken in Theological Colleges to 
familiarise ordinands with the methods of teaching adults and adolescents. 

A Church bestirring herself on the side of evangelism has reminded her members 
that in any congregation the clergy are not separate from the laity in evangelistic 
responsibility. The whole Body is the instrument of God for the proclamation of the 
Gospel. We need not stay to stress the richness of the gain in religious experience 
and conviction to those who take their part in acts of witness to their Faith. There 
is, however, no doubt that on the side of knowledge and thought men and women in 
like professions and occupations are approachable by those whom they meet in the 
daily round of work and social fellowship. The clergy may seem to many of them to 
be somewhat remote, and the avenues of introduction to the study of religion with the 
clergy may be closed by insurmountable barriers. 

We look to the day when we can record that the study of our religion is a usual 
and general practice amongst groups of Christian friends and inquirers led by one of 
themselves as a natural consequence of his conviction and Faith, 


G.—'* SUNDAY ”’ AND ‘HIGHER ”’ RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 


By the Ruv. R. E. Parsons (Director of Religious Education, 
the National Society). 


Epvcation is, or should be, a unity, and a Central Council has been established on 
that principle. But the problems of the Elementary (Senior and Junior) Day Schools 
are peculiar; and this present section deals with all those branches of the subject 
lying outside those schools. It thus covers the religious education of boys and girls 
not in such schools, of adolescents either in schools or in industry, of students at 
universities or colleges, and of adults of whatever age or position. 

In charge of this sphere of the Central Council’s work is the Director of Religious 
Education. He is Secretary of two Committees—the ‘‘ Sunday Education Committee ” 
and the ‘‘ Higher Education Committee ’’; and he also acts as liaison officer auangree® 
the Central Council and other organisations engaged in the work of religious education. 
The Director’s first task has been to become familiar with the many aspects of the 
work, to form contacts, and to study the problems requiring attention. 


SUNDAY EDUCATION COMMITTEE. 


This Committee, under the chairmanship of the Bishop of Rochester, was appointed 
by the Standing Committee in February, 1936. It is concerned, broadly speaking, with

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those branches of education previously dealt with by the Sunday School Institute. It 
consists of sixteen members nominated by the Standing Committee, two representa- 
tives of the Church in Wales, and four representatives each from the Northern and 
Southern Provincial Councils for Sunday School and Youth Movements. It has 
appointed two Sub-Committees—for organisation and for publications. 


ORGANISING SUB-COMMITTEE. 


This Committee is responsible for the organisation of Training Weeks for teachers, 
courses of lectures in the Theological Colleges and the arranging of Conferences. This 
work is carried out by a staff of lecturers whose number has been increased during the 
past year. To meet the needs of teachers who are unable to make use of such opportuni- 
ties, the Correspondence School, originally started by the Church of England Sunday 
School Institute, has been maintained, and in 1936 about 680 students took the 
various courses. 

In most of the Dioceses are Sunday School Organisers, and it is hoped that those 
Dioceses (nine in England and four in Wales) which have no such Organisers will be 
able to appoint them. Where they exist the Central Council can better be kept in 
touch with the needs and problems of this branch of education and can give more 
effective help. Efforts are being made to raise the standard of such education, the 
importance of which for the rising generation increases with the unfortunate diminution 
in the number of Church day schools. 

With a view to closer co-operation between the Committee and the Diocesan Sunday 
School Organisers, a conference was held at Chester in January 1937, and was attended 
by more than fifty representatives of Dioceses. The main subject discussed was the 
problem of the “ over-elevens,” i.e. the children who, under the accepted Hadow 
Report, will pass from the junior to the senior day schools, and it is in this category 
where the leakage from the Sunday Schools is most apparent. The conference was very 
fruitful in suggestions; some of the recommendations are being worked out, and a 
further conference for that purpose was held at Whan Cross in July. The proceedings 
of the Chester Conference have been published by the Press and Publications Board 
of the Church Assembly under the title Ji Can be Done: price 6d. 

St. Christopher’s College, Blackheath, remains a focus of training and activity on 
behalf of Sunday Education. On the incorporation of the Sunday School Institute, 
the National Society became the holding trustee of St. Christopher’s College, which is 
governed by a Council, to which the Sunday Education Committee appoints six 
members. During the year ended April, 1937, the College was full, the average number 
of students being thirty-six, the majority of whom were taking the full two-years 
course. Short courses of one week each are provided for clergy, ordinands and day- 
school teachers respectively. The annual courses for ordinands and younger clergy 
are being increasingly used, and last year seven Theological Colleges sent ordinands for 
training. Improvements and additions have been made to the College buildings. 


Pusrications SuB-ComMMITTER, 


This Committee is responsible for literature in connection with Sunday Religious 
Education. Lesson Notes, pictures, and other graded literature are issued. A compre- 
hensive and graded syllabus has been prepared, and the question of new methods suited 
to the needs of the “‘ over-elevens ” is being worked out. 


Hieuer Epucation Commirtrer. 


This Committee, of which the Bishop of Peterborough is chairman, is responsible 
for a very wide area: schools and parishes, youth and those of riper years, come 
within its care. 


Sreconpary, Purpric AND PRrEePraRAToRY SCHOOLS. 


The increase in numbers and standard of teaching of the Secondary Day Schools 
imposes on the Church an urgent duty to secure, to the utmost, the religious training 
of the pupils in those schools; indeed, the Archbishops, in their appeal for the National 
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Society in 1936, referred to those schools as “‘ the centre of gravity of the whole system 
of national education.” Following a memorandum sent out to all Dioceses in the 
autumn of 1935, local conferences were arranged in certain Dioceses attended by the 
Heads of Secondary Day Schools, the Director of Religious Education being present. 
In November 1936 a central conference was held at Elfinsward, Haywards Heath, which 
was attended by representatives from forty Dioceses and many organisations. A 
report under the title of The Church, the School, and the Home has been issued (Press 
and Publications Board: price 6d.), summarising the addresses and group findings 
and the action being taken by the Higher Education Committee in reference to certain 
of the recommendations of the Conference. These conferences have shown how desirous 
the Heads of Schools are of welcoming advice in regard to school worship, the syllabus, 
and the training of the teachers. 

Conferences of pupils from boys’ and girls’ Public Schools are convened annually 
by the Teaching Church Group. 

The Preparatory Boarding Schools have been approached by the Central Council 
and a conference held with members of the Incorporated Association of Preparatory 
Schools, as a result of which a Joint Standing Committee has been formed. 


Apvutt ReEtigious Enucation. 


In fulfilling its co-ordinating task in the field of Adult Religious Education, the 
Central Council has to co-operate with the Dioceses and with organisations already 
engaged in such work. The Committee of the Teaching Church Group are collaborating 
in the Council’s plans, and a very important step is the affiliation of the Church Tutorial 
Classes Association, whose headquarters was transferred in September 1937 to 
19 Great Peter Street. S.W.1. In 1936-37 the Association had 173 classes at work 
—a net increase of thirty-five over the figures of the previous year. (For further 
particulars of the aims, methods, etc., of this Association see page 491). 

An advance in adult education, no less than in the education of the young, is 
dependent on a high standard of teaching and leadership among the clergy and among 
laymen required as lecturers, leaders of study-circles, and the like. A memorandum 
on the training of ordinands and younger clergy in the principles and methods of 
teaching has been submitted by the Central Council to the Commission on Training 
for the Ministry; and the more effectual supply of qualified laymen is one of the urgent 
questions to which the Committee will direct itself. 

The relevance of adult education to the Archbishop of Canterbury’s Recall to 
Religion is evident, for if the response to this Recall is to be effective and lasting, it 
will need to be expressed in regular teaching and study of the fundamentals of the 
faith. To this end consultations are in progress with the Archbishops’ Evangelistic 
Committee. The admirable educational work designed by the Missionary Council 
of the Church is common ground for co-ordinated action with that body; and the 
Director of Religious Education serves on the Education Committee of that Council, 
as well as on the Youth Council of the Church and on the Committee on Worship of 
the Industrial Christian Fellowship. 

So far as regards central organisation. But, clearly, it is in the Dioceses and parishes 
that the actual development of religious education has to be evolved, and is in fact in 
progress. It is hoped to arrive at a greater interchange of knowledge and experience 
both among the Dioceses and between the Dioceses and the Central Council, and 
among the bodies within each Diocese. And if adult education in every Diocese were 
to be made the special concern of an appointed person or representative committee, 
and in every parish were made the acknowledged duty of priest and parochial church 
council, an immense advance might be made towards the ideal of “ every parish a 
School of Religion.” ; 


FINANCE. 


In facing its tasks and endeavouring to seize the opportunities presented to it, the 
Central Council for Religious Education must be limited by the financial resources 
available to it. The Church Assembly has not hitherto subsidised the work, though 
provision is now made in its Budget, after the First Charges, and the contributions 
of the supporters of the National Society are at present in the main directed to the 
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cause of the Church Elementary Schools. Churchmen and Churchwomen should note 
that in the Appeal issued by the three Archbishops in February, 1936, specific reference 
was made to “ the opportunities in the fields of higher education generally, including 
adolescent and adult education and the Secondary Schools,’’ and they stressed the 
inadequacy of the present resources and that ‘‘ it would not be easy to set a limit to 
what it could usefully administer in the efficient discharge of its enlarged responsibilities 
if the funds were forthcoming.” 

As a concluding thought—throughout the earnest consideration given in recent 
years to the whole subject has run the constant theme of the weaving together of learn- 
ing and worship—the deeper understanding of the nature and purpose of God ever 
combined with adoration and communion. To quote from the Report of the Lambeth 
Conference, 1930, “ Religious thought and study cannot be divorced from the devotional 
life. And the quality of a man’s worship and prayer must always depend on his 
conception of God.” 


H.—THE ORGANISING SECRETARIES’ DEPARTMENT. 
By the Rev. F. C. Ponp. 


Tue work of the Organising Secretaries consists principally in trying to secure support 
for and interest in the Society’s work. Parishes are asked to give the Society their 
prayers and their alms, and to bring its work to the notice of their people by means of 
pend ieyk The support of individual Churchpeople throughout the country is also 
sought. 

People will not support an object of which they may be largely ignorant; there- 
fore, propaganda work is the foundation stone upon which all our efforts must be built. 
As soon as the Church at large realises the importance of religious education, and the 
place which education should take in the life of the nation, then and not till then, shall 
we receive the prayers and alms of an increasingly large number of people. 


Tur Task. 


The difficult task which has to be accomplished is to make the Church realise that 
the Society has now become the Central Council of the Church for Religious Education, 
and as such is concerned with every branch of the Church’s educational work. The 
average Churchman, hearing of the National Society, either thinks of it as a Society 
whose work is solely concerned with day schools, or wonders what the Society is. I 
am frequently asked the question, ‘‘ What is the National Society?” or ‘‘ To which 
National Society do you refer?’’ The London Telephone Directory has fourteen 
National Societies amongst its subscribers. 

Those who know the Society still regard it as working solely in the interests of 
Church Day and Sunday Schools. It is almost a daily occurrence to receive a letter 
from a parish priest stating, ‘‘ I have no Church Schools in my parish; therefore I 
am pth to help the Society.’ Or, “‘ I do not believe in Church Schools; therefore 
I am unable to help the work of your Society.” The enlargement of the scope of the 
Society’s operations must affect its propaganda methods. Prior to 1934 we were 
merely one of the Church’s many Societies; a very important one, but nevertheless a 
Society. Our methods of propaganda were of necessity those of a Society. To-day we 
are the Church’s Central Council in our sphere. Methods which were suitable for a 
Society are not necessarily the best to meet the needs of a Central Council. 

Formerly the practice was for the Society to send a deputation to a parish, 7#.e. a 
special preacher who was usually paid a fee in addition to travelling expenses, and in 
return the Society received the collection. The objections to this method were that 
it was a costly form of propaganda and in too many cases the financial gain to the 
Society was small. It was often impossible to find an adequate number of priests 
who were both free on Sundays and competent to do this work. Moreover, a very 
large number of parishes, whilst capable of giving some help, were not able to give the 
Society a whole Seaiays collection. Probably the greatest difficulty was due to the 
fact that an Organising Secretary could not adequately plead the Society’s cause 
through the post. It was felt desirable that he should be able to call on the clergy 
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personally and talk to them in their studies, telling them what the Society ‘as the 
Central Council was trying to do for the Church and Nation, and then pleading for their 
support. : 


Figurrs oF Surrorr. 


The following figures are interesting and apply to England. Only 3,777 of the 
13,401 parishes have helped the Society’s work on at least one occasion since 1932. 
There are therefore 19,624 parishes which have not helped, and of this number 558 
have received financial help from the Society in recent years. Less than 30 per cent. 
of the parishes of the country are at present helping our work. 

On the other hand, it is interesting to refer to Wales. Five years ago the Society 
provided its Organising Secretary with a car, and his district was confined to the six 
Dioceses of that country, an area which it is possible to visit. Intensive visiting in 
Wales has resulted in about half of the Welsh parishes helping the Society’s work. 
This is undoubtedly due to the fact that our representative is able to call wpon the 
clergy and plead our cause in person. The Society therefore decided to apply its 
Welsh methods to the English Dioceses. These’ new methods were introduced in 
January, 1937. 

The Society’s staff for this side of its work consists of four whole-time and five part- 
time Organising Secretaries. A part-time Organising Secretary is usually an. in- 
cumbent of a small parish who, with the permission of his Bishop, acts as the Organising 
Secretary for his own Diocese. The Society would welcome the help of other parish 
priests for this work in those Dioceses where at present it has no Organising Secretary. 


A PANEL OF SPEAKERS. 


One immediate and urgent thing is the formation of a panel of speakers and 
preachers. The Society frequently receives invitations from all over the country to 
address meetings or conferences. We should value the assistance of either active or 
retired members of the teaching profession for this type of work, and at the moment 
efforts are being made to form a panel of speakers. Our staff of preachers is far too 
small for the demands made upon it... The result is that many preaching invitations 
must be declined. The Society is helped in this work by a certain number. of parish 
priests who help voluntarily, and by others who receive fees and are free to preach on 
most Sundays of the year.. We are grateful for the valuable help we receive from this 
source, but we need further preaching assistance. 

The fact that we are no longer a Church Society, but that we have become the 
Central Council, now makes it possible for us to ask the Church’s help for our work. 
Certain Church authorities are therefore being approached with the request that they 
may suggest the names of priests who will be willing to preach for the Society occasion- 
ally in their own Dioceses without fee. In this way we are gradually endeavouring to 
build up a panel of voluntary preachers. In many cases we are urging the parish priest 
himself to preach to his own people. In order to help any priest who might desire to 
receive assistance, the Society recently produced informative literature. Until last 
September the Society’s propaganda literature dealt exclusively with elementary 
education. During the last few months new leaflets and pamphlets to cover every 
branch of the Society’s work have been issued, and in the early part of the year 
1937 an intercession leaflet was also published. : 


Tue Epucation Acr or 1936. 


It is important to point out how the Education Act of 1936 and the claims of re- 
organisation are affecting the Society financially. The Act makes provision for building 
grants under certain conditions of from 50 per cent. to 75 per cent., and the Society 
will inevitably receive an increasing number of applications for help to meet the 
Managers’ share of the expenditure. On the other hand, a certain number of Dioceses, 
e.g. Hereford, Oxford, Truro and others, have launched Diocesan schools appeals. In 
addition, other Dioceses have launched general Diocesan appeals which are to cover 
the present needs of the Diocese, e.g. new housing areas and the like. Many parishes 
in these Dioceses which have normally helped the Society in the past, have written to 
say they must help their own Diocesan appeals and, therefore, they cannot assist the

Society this year. School Managers faced with reorganisation proposals naturally 
look to the Society for grants towards the cost. Many parishes which are re-organising 
their existing schools write to say that they cannot help the Society until they have 
finished raising the necessary funds. These facts explain some of the practical difficulties 
with which the Society is faced at the moment.

CHURCH TUTORIAL CLASSES ASSOCIATION (affiliated to the

Aim.—To provide opportunities for the continuous and thorough study, under 
competent guidance, of the fundamental principles of Christian faith and practice; of 
the Bible; of the nature and history of the Church; the origin and growth of its con- 
stitution, its creeds and its worship; of the work of the Church overseas; of the relation 
of religion to science; of Christian ethics and the application of Christ’s teaching to 
the life of to-day; and of other religious subjects. 
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Method.—The method of conducting these classes is generally along the lines of the 
University Tutorial Classes system. Classes are of three kinds: (1) A Church Tutorial 
Class is one in which the members pledge themselves to attend regularly for a session 
of normally twenty-four and not less than twenty meetings in each of three years; 
each meeting normally continues for not less than one and a half hours, not more than 
half of which is normally devoted to the tutor’s lecture, the rest being free for discus- 
sion and other expression work; the members also pledge themselves to a reasonable 
amount of reading and written work or some other form of self-expression. (2) A 
Sessional Church Tutorial Class is one in which the members pledge themselves at the 
outset to attend for one year, and in which they are expected to undertake a reason- 
able amount of reading and other expression work. (3) A Terminal Class is one 
which works on the same lines as a Sessional Class, but only holds a session of twelve 
weekly meetings. 

A Class normally consists of not more than thirty or less than ten members. The 
students choose their own subject, time and place of meeting, and fee. The tutor 
must be a member of the Church of England who has adequate scholarship and is 
interested in teaching adults.

(ii) SOCIETIES AND ORGANISATIONS ENGAGED 
IN RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 


SOCIETY FOR PROMOTING CHRISTIAN KNOWLEDGE. 


8.P.C.K. are familiar initials, and to the minds of many persons represent the pro- 
duction and circulation of Church literature and official publications of the Church of 
England. But this is a very limited view of its operations. The publication of Church 
literature is, indeed, an important part of its work, but it is not that part for which the 
gifts of Churchpeople are sought, except for the production of vernacular literature for 
the mission field.. The production and sale of English literature is a business matter and 
is carried on without any subsidy except in a very few instances; profit, if any, assists 
the charitable side of the Society, and therefore the purchase of books (whether issued by 
8.P.C.K. or other publishers) from the Society is always a help, and in these days, 
when profit is a difficult matter, Churchpeople can support the missionary work of the 
Church by giving their orders for all books to the Society. That states briefly the 
position of the Society as a publishing house and the relation of that work to its charit- 
able and missionary work. 

The General Fund, to which legacies, subscriptions of members, and the alms from 
Churches and collections at meetings are devoted, with an income of less than 45,000/. 
from all sources, provides the means from which grants are voted. What is the range 
of these grants ? 

First, let mention be made of the help given to the supply of books for native races. 
The cost of production in the numerous languages of peoples among whom the Church 
has missionary work exceeds the purchasing power of those people. The difference 
is supplied by a grant from the General Fund, and in the present year the sum needed 
will be at least 4,000/., while a far larger sum could well be employed, if the needs of 
mission Church and School were adequately supplied. 

Secondly, the training of missionary doctors (men and women) is the Society's 
contribution to medical mission work. Candidates are recommended by other Church 
Societies, which promise employment when the students have obtained their medical 
qualification. There are at present some 60 students in England, and several in Africa, 
India and China, who are receiving help towards the cost of their medical training, 
and who without such help would be debarred from reaching the service for which 
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they have offered themselves. The cost of these grants exceeds 6,000/. each year, 
and the students are recommended by 8.P.G., C.M.S., U.M.C.A., C.E.Z.M.S., Church 
Missions to Jews, and B.C.M.S., as well as by Bishops overseas. 

Thirdly, the training of Candidates for Ordination in overseas Dioceses is a constant 
call on the Society’s funds. The grants are not given to men from England who are 
seeking ordination overseas: the Committee have always preferred to help men who 
belong to the country, as being more likely to strengthen the Ministry by permanent 
service, 

Fourthly, the building of churches, colleges, and schools for Colonial and Mis- 
sionary Dioceses has for a long period been a contribution by 8.P.C.K. to overseas 
work. The newly settled district on the prairie in Canada, the veldt in South Africa, 
or the bush of Australia, without church or school, looks to us for help. Our heritage 
of ancient churches throughout the land should be a constant reminder of our 
privileges, and those who subscribe to §.P.C.K. are helping to provide buildings for 
Sacrament and Service and Education in Colony and Mission field, for people of our 
own race and for those of other races. 

Fifthly, the Society has its College at home for the training of schoolmistresses, At 
St. Katharine’s College, Tottenham, founded in 1878, 160 students can be trained for 
future work in the schools, and some of them go overseas. A large expenditure of over 
60,0001. was undertaken a few years ago, to provide, improve, and extend buildings for 
an increased number of students. A new wing with 77 study-bedrooms was opened by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury in October 1931. A building loan by S.P.C.K. was 
arranged, to be repaid over a period of thirty years, but this has meant a diminished 
income for other purposes, until the capital is replaced. 

Sixthly, the offer of books for churches and schools by grants, free to the recipients, 
but provided at the cost of the Society’s funds, provides equipment without which 
Church work would be hampered in many a poor parish. Gifts of books for personal 
use are also provided for men and women going to work overseas for the first time. 

Seventhly, the Society cares for the blind, by the production of Church literature in 
Braille. The Church Messenger, a monthly magazine, issued for 12s. a year, has a circu- 
lation of more than 300 copies. Those who have the blessing of sight have a chance of 
helping the blind by paying their yearly subscription for this magazine. The deaf- 
blind live in isolation; unable to read for themselves, unable to hear the voices of 
others, their relief can only come from literature in Braille type. Miss Causton, c/o 
§.P.C.K., supervises the work, and will be glad to give any information about the 
numerous books in Braille, or about persons who want the Church Messenger, but are 
unable to pay the subscription. Volunteers for Braille work can be instructed. 

Eighthly, the care of British Empire Settlers at ports and on board ship by the supply 
of Chaplains is an important work, which is dealt with elsewhere. (See p. 561.) 

The foregoing statements do not exhaust the various ways in which 8.P.C.K. is 
distributing the gifts of Churchpeople, but lack of space forbids more particulars. A 
copy of the Society’s Annual Report and Quarterly Record will be sent free on applica- 
tion by those who wish to have more information. 

Ladies’ Association (in aid of Medical Missions)—The work of this auxiliary is 
increasingly useful, not only for the amount of money received, but because the members 
of the Committee and the collectors are constantly enlarging the circle of interest by 
obtaining fresh subscribers. The aim of the Association is to enlist the help of those 
who are only able to give small contributions, or to provide articles for the stalls at the 
annual sale held in October. 

Lady Aldenham is President and Mrs. Matthews is Vice-President. Miss Gillett 
(3 Stanley Crescent, W. 11), who acts as Hon. Sec. of the Ladies’ Association, will 
be glad to hear from any able to help as workers for the annual sale or as 
collectors of subscriptions.

ORGANISING AND DIOCESAN SECRETARIES.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS AND YOUTH MOVEMENTS. 


Central Youth Council of the Church of England.—This Council was set up in 1935 
by mandate of the Archbishops of Canterbury and York. It had its origin in a Youth 
Conference held at Swanwick in January 1935. This Conference was organised by 
the Youth Committee of the Missionary Council of the Church Assembly, which had 
already initiated valuable experiments in youth work throughout the country. It 
was felt that the time had come for a Central Council to be set up and at its first meet- 
ing it was resolved that its functions should include :— 


(1) The survey of existing youth work in the Church of England. 

(2) The co-ordination and encouragement of the various youth movements within 
the Church. 

(3) The initiation of future work and the publication of accounts of experiments 
which are being made. 

(4) The examination of literature at present available and the production of further 
literature on youth work. 


The Chairman of the Council is the Archbishop of York and the members are 
representatives of the Northern and Southern Provincial Councils for Youth work 
and the Missionary Council Youth Committee, together with co-opted members. The 
Council meets twice a year, and the Executive Committee at frequent intervals. It 
is in close touch with Diocesan Youth Councils throughout the country and has helped 
to initiate youth work in areas where none existed. It takes part in the various 
Oecumenical movements and is in touch with youth movements in a number of 
countries.

Canterbury Provincial Council for Sunday Schools and Youth Movements.—The 
purpose of the Council is to assist in the developing of Sunday Schools and Youth

and to promote diocesan recognition and organisation of all such work. A Joint 
Conference was held at Birmingham in 1937 in conjunction with the York Provincial 
Council. The general subject for the Conference was “‘ Youth and Christian Citizen- 
ship.” This was discussed in two sections, that is, Sunday School section (ages 11-15) 
and Youth section (ages 15-18). The supply and training of teachers and leaders was 
also considered.

The 1937 Council was held at Birmingham under the chairmanship of the Arch- 
deacon of Furness in the absence of the Bishop of Wakefield. The Bishop of Bradford 
was elected Chairman of the Sunday School Department and the Rev. A. Langford 
Jones, Hon. Secretary ; for the Youth Movements’ Department, the Bishop of Barrow- 
in-Furness was elected Chairman, and Canon W. E. Wilkinson, Hon. Secretary.

The group discussion questions and 
reports are included and these, as in the past, will be studied in the regular meetings 
of the Ruri-decanal Sunday School and Youth Associations throughout the Province.

Canterbury.—The Canterbury Diocesan Sunday School Teachers’ Association was 


established in 1887, and in 1928 it was made a Committee of the Diocesan Conference. 
A new Constitution was adopted in 1931. The Association is responsible, in conjunction 
with the Diocesan Education Council, for maintaining and strengthening Sunday 
Religious Education among young people in the Diocese. It holds a Festival every 
year; it arranges for a Summer School, Training Weeks, Days of Instruction, ete. ; it 
awards certificates of efficiency to teachers; it offers grants towards the training of 
teachers at St. Christopher’s College, and also helps towards the equipment of Sunday 
Schools in poor parishes, and the expenses of lectures, etc., arranged by Ruridecanal 
Associations; it provides the services of the Sunday School Visitors free of cost to 
parishes. 

The affiliated Ruridecanal Associations hold special services and devotional 
meetings for teachers, and arrange courses of lectures. It is the policy of the Couneil to 
make the Ruridecanal Sunday School Teachers’ Associations as strong and active as 
possible. Since 1925 a ‘“‘ Summer School,” of four separate weeks, has been held each 
August at Hythe in conjunction with the Diocese of Rochester.

THE ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY’S EXAMINATION IN 
THEOLOGY .—This was instituted by Archbishop Davidson in 1905 primarily for 
the purpose of training women to become qualified teachers of Theology. Candidates 
are prepared by a careful course of theological instruction under expert guidance, which 
can be carried on at home if necessary. The preparation in most cases takes about three 
years, and is under the direction of Canon J. K. Mozley, D.D. The Examination com- 
prises Old Testament, and New Testament with knowledge of the Greek text, Christian 
Doctrine, and at least one optional subject. Candidates who are successful in the 
Examination, which is of an Honoars Standard, receive from the Archbishop at his 
discretion the Diploma of ‘‘ Student in Theology” (S. Th.). “The Licence to teach 
Theology ” is conferred by the Archbishop at his discretion on holders of the Diploma, 
being communicants of the Church of England, who desire to make Church Teaching 
their special work, and of whose personal fitness and teaching capacity the Archbishop 
has satisfactory evidence. In 1936-37 the Students numbered 153, of whom 101 held 
the Licence.

Schools existed at 
Canterbury in the time of Theodore of Tarsus, and at York in the days of Alcuin. The 
following is the list of schools still on the Foundation of Cathedral Churches, and 
recognised as Church of England Schools by the Endowed Schools Act, 1869.

CORPORATION OF SS. MARY AND NICOLAS. 


This Society was founded in 1848 by the late Canon Nathaniel Woodard to establish 
and conduct schools in which should be taught, “‘ together with sound grammar learn- 
ing the fear and honour of Almighty God the Father the Son and the Holy Ghost 
according to the doctrines of the Catholic Faith as it is now set forth in the Book of 
Common Prayer and Offices of Administration of the Sacraments of the Church of 
England.” The Corporation embraces both Boys’ Schools and Girls’ Schools, conducted 
by persons in communion with the Church of England. All the schools have always 
been opened as Public Schools irrespective of grade or class, but different scales of 
charges are made in the various schools. There is no conscience clause in operation. 
The Corporation is intended to work in five divisions, each having its own Provost 
and Fellows. The Provost of the Southern Division is also Provost of the Corporation.

Bradfield College.—Opened as a school in January 1850, and by deed of settlement 
dated 1859 was made a perpetual Foundation “ for the encouragement of religious and 
useful learning, and for the careful education of boys, as loving children of the Church 
of England.” In 1862 the School was incorporated by Royal Charter. The College 
offers each year an Open Scholarship and Open Exhibitions. There are also Foundation 
Scholarships, which are limited to boys whose parents are in need of financial help for 
educational purposes. 


St. Edmund’s School, Canterbury.—Ior boys from nine years of age. Fees 1201. 
(senior school), 1107. (junior school), yearly. Governing Body—The Clergy Orphan 
Corporation. The school is a public school, and the Headmaster is a member of 
the Headmasters’ Conference. 

Headmaster : Rey. H. Balmforth. 


Cranleigh School.—Founded in 1863 and incorporated by Royal Charter in 1898. 
The object of the School is “* to provide a sound and liberal Public School education in 
accordance with the principles of the Church of England.” The buildings comprise : 
(1) The Senior School (divided into six Houses, but run on the Hostel system); 
(2) The Junior School, a building with accommodation for 50 boys under 133. The 
Fees are 150/. per annum inclusive, and 130/. per annum inclusive in the Senior and 
Junior Schools respectively. Entrance, Choral, and Musical Scholarships, 100/. to 501., 
are offered in March and June. Three Peek Foundation Scholarships of 501. per 
annum, open to sons of clergy in the Dioceses of Winchester, Salisbury, Portsmouth 
and Guildford. Bursaries for the sons of clergy and officers. Three leaving Scholar- 
ships of 80/7. a year open to boys desirous of taking Holy Orders. Number of boys, 
about 360. 2 

Headmaster : Rev. D. G. Loveday, M.A. 


Dean Close School, Cheltenham.—210 boarders. The buildings are large and 
convenient. The playing fields cover more than 40 acres. There is a large pro-

portion of sons of clergy amongst the pupils, and a thoroughly organised junior 
school. Terms, 136/. per annum senior school, 1201. per annum preparatory depart- 
ment. Several Exhibitions (30/.) for Sons of Clergy are available each term. 
Scholarships (80/7. to 25/.) are awarded on examination held early in June. Leaving 
scholarships to the universities.

The College, Cheltenham.—By a system known as Clerical Nomination the sons of 
the Clergy may be received here at a reduction of about 10/. per term, making the fees 
in such cases 144/. per annum.

Francis Holland (Church of England) Schools, Trust.—These schools were estab- 
lished in 1879 in order to provide an education for girls of the upper and upper-middle 
classes in accordance with the principles and teaching of the Church of England. There 
are two schools, both with preparatory departments, one in the neighbourhood of 
Regent’s Park; the other in the neighbourhood of Eaton Square. In these about 350 
girls are being educated. There is a boarding-house in connection with the latter school.

Sherborne School.—Pre-Reformation School, re-founded by Edward VI. in 1550. 
The school was reconstituted in 1870 to “ supply a liberal education in accordance with 
the principles of the Church of England.” 

St. Catherine’s School, Bramley, Guildford.—Recognised by the Board of Education. 
The School (incorporated by Royal Charter) was founded to provide education for 
girls according to the principles of the Church of England. Fees 123/. per annum. 
Provision for 85 boarders.

St. James Secondary School, Grimsby.—A secondary school for boys, who number 
210. It originated as “ The Choir School,” and is still so known. It includes a separate 
preparatory department, and supplies a grammar-school education for boys of the whole 
town and neighbourhood.

St. Lawrence College, Ramsgate.—Founded by the South Eastern Clerical and Lay 
Church Alliance, 1879. Incorporated 1892. The College is a Church of England Public 
School, the religious training being definitely on Evangelical lines. Junior School for 
boys from 8 to 13 in a separate building and with separate playing-fields and organisa- 
tion, etc. The number of boys in the School is about 300. Inclusive fees: Sons of 
laymen, 135/.; sons of clergy, 115/. Six exhibitions of 40/. each are given annually to 
sons of clergy. Other scholarships (40/7. to 801.) are also awarded.

St. Peter’s College, Radley, Berks.—Founded 1847 and incorporated by Royal 
Charter 1890. The design of the College is to give a thorough Public School education 
on the principles of the Church of England. 


*Marlborough College.—Founded 1843. Foundation Scholarships for the sons of 
Clergymen of the Church of England, Wales or Ireland or the Episcopal Church of 
Scotland. Value 50/. About 14 awarded annually, of which three may be increased 
by the addition of a Bursary of 30/. from a special fund to help necessitous cases, 
Also one exhibition for sons of Church of England chaplains or missionaries within the 
limits of the late East India Company’s Charters ; two scholarships founded by the late 
Dean Ireland and a number of junior scholarships for sons of the clergy and others. 


*Rossall School, Fleetwood, Lancs., was founded in 1844 with the object of providing 
an education of the highest grade for the sons of Clergy and Laity at a moderate cost. 
The general management is vested in a council. The Headmaster must be a member 
of the Church of England. Sons of Clergy and of Regular Officers in H.M.’s Forces are 
admitted at reduced fees. 

Headmaster : C. BE. Young, M.A. 


* See also Olergy Oharities (Hducational), 
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Trent College.—Founded in 1866 to give a liberal and useful education upon definite 
Church of England principles. A New Wing, known as the Kelvin Science School, and 
a separate Junior School have been added. Fees 40 gns. per term, reduction for sons of 
clergy and officers. Headmaster: R. G. Ikin, M.A., Chaplain and thirteen resident 
masters. There are scholarships and exhibitions, varying from 201. to 851., at the School 
and at the Universities.

Liverpool College.—Founded 1840, ‘“‘to maintain indissoluble the connection 
between sound religion and useful learning.” Non-grant-aided. The two boarding 
houses, School House, for Seniors, ages 13 to 18, and Mossley Vale, for Juniors, ages 
7 to 13, are at Mossley Hill, and adjoin the playing fields, open-air swimming bath 
and new Junior Wing. A Chapel has recently been built. Inclusive fees for day boys, 
from 36/7. per annum; for boarders, from 112/. per annum. Reduction for sons of 
clergy. No extras. There are several annual Entrance Scholarships (free tuition), 
and Entrance Exhibitions (21/. per annum); also four Dean Howson Exhibitions

Headmaster: A. G. Pite, M.C., M.A.; Staff: Chaplain and eleven resident 
masters. Separate Junior School.

Rowancroft School, Heavitree, Exeter, takes boys of 13 or 14 leaving elementary 
schools, who desire to be trained for service in the Ministry or for the Mission Field. 
Secondary education given in Latin, Greek, French, History, English, Mathematics, 
and Religious Knowledge, by resident staff, up to London Matriculation standard. 
Also practical instruction in carpentry, poultry-keeping, and gardening. A contri- 
bution towards expenses is required for each boy of 50/. a year from sponsors. 


Henshaw’s Blue Coat School, Oldham, Lancs.—Opened 1834. Poor boys, between 
the ages of 8 and 11 years from Oldham, Manchester and the neighbouring towns, 
may be presented for election in May and November. The school is recognised by the 
Board of Education, and is regularly inspected by the Diocesan Advisor in Religious 
Education for the Diocese of Manchester.

Welsh Girls’ School.—This School is situated at Ashford, in Middlesex; it offers 
to all girls of Welsh parentage and some English girls a first-class education for 90/1.

EXTENSION OF THE HOME EPISCOPATE. 


Wrrurn the last seventy years there has been a considerable increase in the number 
of Dioceses in England. The names of nineteen new Sees, with the dates of their 
creation, and the voluntary offerings of Churchpeople for the purpose are given in the 
table below. In these sums no account is taken of the amounts annually alienated 
from other Sees.

At the 1920 Autumn Sessions of the Church Assembly, in the first year of its 
existence, a Committee was appointed to “ consider the advisability of the creation of 
New Sees and, if necessary, Provinces.” The Committee issued a draft report in 
September, 1921, in which the guiding principle was laid down that a Diocese should 
consist of not less than 150 benefices and 200 clergy, nor more than about 250 benefices 
and 300 clergy. It was recommended :— 


(a) That the division of the following Dioceses is urgently necessary, viz. : London, 
Winchester, Salisbury, Exeter, Oxford, Peterborough, Lichfield, Southwell, Manchester, 
York. 

(b) That the division of the following Dioceses calls for consideration in the near 
future: Southwark, Chelmsford, Bath and Wells, Ripon. 


The Committee felt that the problem of the Diocese of London cannot be proper; 
solved without consideration of the complete Metropolitan Area, and that eaniywerk 
and Chelmsford be considered only as part of such a scheme. Also that new Dioceses 
should not be so large as to require more than one Suffragan, who should be called 
Assistant Bishop. They believed that a distinction should be drawn between the 
Bishop’s official and personal stipend, and that the Ecclesiastical Commissioners should 
be asked to devote part of their funds to the provision of stipends for new Bishoprics. 

A second Report was presented by the Committee to the Church Assembly in 
July, 1922, introducing two of the resolutions in a modified form, and the Assembly 
resolved that the Standing Committee be directed to add not more than ten new 
members to the Committee on New Sees and Provinces, and that the Committee so 
enlarged be instructed to continue its work and to introduce, after consultation with 
the Diocesan Conferences and other representatives of the Dioceses which may be 
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concerned, such Measures as the Committee may think necessary in pursuance of the 
better organisation of the Dioceses of the Church. 

During 1928, as stated in the Official Year-Book for 1924, three Measures were con- 
sidered by the Church Assembly and finally approved, namely, the Diocese of Winchester 
(Division) Measure, providing for the foundation of the Bishoprics of Portsmouth 
and of Guildford; the Bishopric of Blackburn Measure, under which the Archdeacon- 
ries of Lancaster and Blackburn constitute the new Diocese; and the Bishopric of 
Southwell (Division) Measure, authorising a Diocese of Derby, to consist of the Arch- 
deaconries of Derby and Chesterfield, out of the Diocese of Southwell. These Measures 
received the Royal Assent in 1924, and the founding of the several Bishoprics after 
the provision of the requisite endowments was accomplished in 1927. 

The possible re-organisation or division of the Diocese of London, and of the 
boundaries of the Dioceses of Salisbury, Bristol, and Bath and Wells, was also under 
the consideration of the New Sees Committee during 1924, but no actual steps have 
yet been taken in this direction. 

A Measure providing for the division of the existing Diocese of Peterborough into two 
parts by the constitution of a Diocese of Leicester, consisting of the county of Leicester 
(leaving the counties of Northampton and Rutland to the Diocese of Peterborough), met 
with no opposition and received the Royal Assent on 31st July, 1925. The Bishopric of 
Shrewsbury Measure, however, which proposed to divide the Diocese of Lichfield was 
much opposed, and although it received Final Approval at the Summer Session of the 
Church Assembly, the House of Lords refused its consent, by a majority of one, to its 
being presented for the Royal Assent. 

During 1934 the Church Assembly appointed a Committee “to take into con- 
sideration the need of relief for the Diocese of Lichfield”; to consult the Bishops of 
Lichfield and the adjacent Dioceses; and ‘“‘to make such recommendations to the 
Assembly as will in its judgment make the best provision for the spiritual welfare 
of the population in that part of the Province of Canterbury.” This Committee, of 
which the Bishop of Manchester is Chairman, has held several meetings, but is not 
yet able to report to the Assembly. 


ADDITIONAL BISHOPRICS COMMITTEE.—This Committee, originally 
known as the Additional Home Bishoprics Endowment Fund, was organised in May 
1909 on its present basis. Its work has been to convince public opinion that: the 
subdivision of our unwieldy Dioceses is essential to the pastoral efficiency and spiritual 
welfare of the Church of England, and its purpose now is to help forward that object 
by assisting the endowment of new Dioceses.

DIOCESE OF CANTERBURY.—Archbishop’s New Churches Fund.—This fund, 
inaugurated in 1931, was suspended on account of the national financial crisis and 
finally launched at the Diocesan Conference on May 9, 1932, to provide funds a the 
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building of churches in the new districts of Croydon, Maidstone, Thanet and the 

Kent Coalfields. The sum of 52,0001. to complete the appeal was raised by June, 1937, 

and the Fund closed. Twelve new churches and halls have been erected under the 

auspices of the Fund, and grants made for sites and completion of existing churches.

DIOCESE OF YORK.—Archbishop’s Appeal.—This appeal for the sum of 250,000I.

It has produced up to the end of May, 1937, over 
73,000/. in subscriptions and promises. Up to this date four churches and eight 
halls have been or are being built, and several sites have been purchased.

DIOCESE OF LONDON.—The East London Church Fund was formed in 1880 for 
the purpose of extending Home Mission work in East London. The sphere of its 
operations includes the Rural Deaneries of Bethnal Green, Finsbury and Holborn, 
Hackney and Stoke Newington, Islington, Poplar, Shoreditch and Stepney, with a 
population of over one million and a quarter. 

The E.L.C. Fund, which is now working in union with the Diocesan Fund, meets 
the needs of parishes by helping to supply living agents, clerical and lay. There 
are now 225 assistant curates, scripture readers, lady workers, deaconesses, and mission 
women, supported either wholly or in part by this Fund. The Fund possesses no 
property; and it is by the generosity of those who support it, that it can main- 
tain its work from year to year. The income for 1936 was 12,322/. 14s. 8d., including 
L.D.F. grant, 10,0017. 16s. 7d.

100,000 Guineas Appeal for Church Extension.—Considerable progress was made with 
the Appeal Fund during 1936. The total of the Fund in gifts and promises was 
increased from 63,689/. at the end of 1935 to 87,107/. on December 31st, 1936. The 
outstanding features of the year were a great Mass Meeting at the Town Hall on March 
24th, addressed by the Archbishop of Canterbury, with an overflow meeting at the 
Cathedral, to mark the end of the first year of the Appeal; and a series of thirteen 
ruridecanal gift-days in November and December at the central church of each rural 
deanery to receive gifts from the parishes. Over 8,000/. was contributed in this way. 
Six churches have now been so far completed as to secure consecration, and three 
church halls have been built; four churches and two church halls are in course of 
erection; and plans for two churches and two church halls are well forward. Twelve 
sites have now been secured by gift of purchase. ;

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DIOCESE OF CHELMSFORD.—The London-over-the-Border Church Fund (late 
Bishop of St. Albans’ Fund) is for the spiritual needs of London in Essex. The 
area includes all the Deaneries of Barking, West Ham, Leyton, Walthamstow and 
Chingford, Wanstead and Woodford, and the Tilbury Docks District. When the 
Fund started over sixty years ago the population of the whole L.O.B. area was 
only 200,000; at the time of the 1931 Census it was 1,078,000! Included in the 
L.O.B. area is the vast L.C.C. Estate at Becontree, the population of which will 
ultimately be 130,000. 

During 1936 the Fund helped to maintain 81 Assistant Curates, 9 Lay Readers, 47 
Women Workers, and made grants towards rents of Mission Buildings. At least 
10,0007. each year is required for this purpose, in addition to 5,000/. required for the 
repair of Churches, Halls, etc., in the L.O.B. area. The income from voluntary 
sources, including 2,000/. contributed by the Diocesan Board of Finance in lieu of 
Church collections and a special grant of 2007. made by the Board, amounted to 
7,3161., and the total income from all sources amounted to 11,0871.

The Bishop’s Appeal for Essex Churches and Schools.—The active propaganda for 
this has ceased, but the Fund remains open to enable subscribers under seven years’ 
contracts to fulfil their obligations. 

Since the Appeal started, over 235,0001. has been raised, sixteen permanent churches 
have been completed and consecrated, and two churches enlarged, also part of a perma- 
nent church with a temporary nave has been built. Twenty-one Mission Churches have 
been erected and sixteen Parsonage Houses built. The Church of St. George and 
St. Ethelbert, East Ham—towards the cost of which the Diocese of Hereford has 
contributed 6,445/.—was consecrated on March 20th, 1937. Further permanent 
Churches and Mission Churches, however, are urgently required. 

In 1936 St. Monica’s School, Clacton-on-Sea, was opened as a Church of England 
Public School for Girls. The School is built on modern lines. The resident teaching 
staff are all Communicant members of the Church of England, and a sound education 
is provided. 

Dame Violet Wills, who defrayed the cost of building the beautiful Church of 
St. Alban, Becontree, and also provided endowments towards the stipend of the Vicar 
and a Curate, has shown her further interest in the Parish by making a gift to enable a 
Church Hall to be erected. A site for a Church, Hall and Parsonage has been purchased 
at Hadleigh, and a Mission Church has been built on the new Elm Park Estate at 
Hornchurch. The Fund has also helped towards the cost of erecting the Mission 
Church of St. Anne, in the Parish of St. James, Colchester. It is hoped that the 
Church of St. Michael, Gidea Park, will be completed during the year, and that at least 
part of the permanent Church of St. Peter, Harold Wood, will be commenced.

DIOCESE OF CHICHESTER.—The Bishop’s Call to Sussex, for New Churches, 
Clerical Stipends and Religious Education was to have been issued in 1931 as a 
continuation, on an enlarged scale, of the New Churches Appeal made by the late 
Bishop of Chichester (Bishop Winfrid Burrows) just before his death in 1929. 

In view of the national emergency it was decided to abandon the proposal to raise 
a large capital sum and to appeal for an emergency income of 25,0001. a year for seven 
years, to be furnished by an association of “‘ Sussex Church Builders,” each subscribing 
not less than 5s.a year. In Lent, 1932, the Bishop issued his call for 100,000 “‘ Sussex 
Church Builders” to join him in an effort to meet the following immediate needs :— 


1. The provision of new churches, halls and vicarages, and/or sites for the same, 
where building development or growing population has made this necessary. 

2. An endowment to augment stipends generally to a minimum of 4001. per 
annum. 

3. To enlarge or assist Church Training Colleges and Schools. 


The organisation aims at having in every parish an individual or committee to urge 
ocal churchmen to join the Builders and to arrange for the collection of subscriptions. 
A children’s movement has been organised.

The Bishop of Derby’s Appeal (for 1,000,000 crowns) was accordingly launched 
to meet needs which have been officially summarised as follows: “ (a) Churches in new 
residential areas; (b) Increased stipends of parochial clergy, some of whom are still 
at the 300/. limit; (c) Improvement of Church Day Schools; (d) An increased Loan 
Fund to enable parishes to borrow money without paying interest; (¢) The endowment 
of a Cathedral Chapter; (f) The improvement of the Cathedral Church.” A new 
Cathedral organ is urgently needed, as the present one is in danger of collapse. 

Gifts and promises to December, 1936, totalled 41,1717. 15s. 9d. Sixteen of the 
poorest parishes of the Diocese are now receiving an increment of 211. per annum. A 
temporary new church has been erected at Frecheville; St. Mark’s Church, Derby, is 
now completed; a mission hall has been opened at Mackworth, and a new mission 
church has been opened in the parish of Normanton-by-Derby.

DIOCESE OF GUILDFORD.—A committee was formed by resolution of the Diocesan 
Conference in December 1933, entitled The New Cathedral and Churches Fund. The 
General Committee is large and representative of all the Rural Deaneries. The object 
of the fund is to raise money for the building of the new cathedral, and also to purchase 
sites, and to build mission churches in new districts in the Diocese. At the time of 
compiling this notice it was expected that the foundations of the whole Cathedral and 
most of the work on the approach roads to the site, would be completed by the Autumn 
of 1937. The next step contemplated is the erection and equipment of part of the 
Cathedral sufficient to accommodate 1,000 people. The cost of this workis estimated at 
between 70,0007. and 80,0007. Four new church halls have been built and grants made 
towards the cost of several new churches. An expenditure of about 25,000/. on new 
churches is required to meet the most pressing needs.

DIOCESE OF LINCOLN.—In 1936, the Bishop appointed a Commission of Enquiry 
to Ea seek on the Needs of the Diocese with regard to new Church buildings (including 
Schools).

(a) That 108,6007. was necessary for new Churches (15), and the completion or 
enlargement of existing Churches (3).

HOME MISSION WORK: (I) GENERAL ORGANISATIONS. 


On February 2, 1923, the Church Assembly by resolution recorded its appreciation 
of the services which have been rendered by the Central Societies of the Church of 
England. 


A.—CENTRAL AND DIOCESAN SOCIETIES. 


ADDITIONAL CURATES SOCIETY.—The substantial help given by the Society 
to such hardly pressed districts as South London, London-over-the-Border, Black 
Country, and the disendowed Dioceses of Wales is of urgent importance for the 
maintenance of the Assistant Clergy serving in them. 

Income.—The General Income for 1936 was 24,0811., as against 23,6341. in 1935, 
The Society also received from legacies, 4,345/. The year’s expenditure was 28,5751, 
as against 28,048/. in 1935. Of the general income, 4,761/, came from non-grantee 

arishes; 8,653/. from the Women’s Association; 5,135/. from grantee parishes ; 
1,064. from office list donations; 1,6137. from annual subscriptions; and 2,803/. from 
dividends, etc. 

Present Work.—The “* Additional Curates ” are 734innumber. They are working in 
many places where new populations have come together for some industrial undertaking, 
and in the slums and poorer suburbs of our cities and large towns.

The Society makes in Wales 62 grants for Clergy, 3 for Lay Agents, and 8 for 
Women Workers to the extent of 3,750/. The population in these Welsh parishes is 
about 400,000.

The Augmentation Fund.—Contributions are made towards livings that are secured 
in Evangelical Trusts, but have not adequateincomes. Since the formation of the Fund 
over 100 grants have been made, 

The Ordination Fund (q.v.) assists promising Candidates for the Ministry. 

Ladies’ Home Mission Union,—Kstablished in 1888, membership now exceeds 
24,000 members. 

The Girls’ Union seeks to interest school girls and others in the work in C.P.A.8, 
parishes and in the Holiday Homes. 

Recruits.—The Recruits have 430 branches. Last year nearly 600 children went to 
the camps organised by the Fresh Air Fund.

B.—THE UNIVERSITIES AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS MISSIONS. 


The Oxford House in Bethnal Green (Incorporated).—Object : To provide a centre 


for Religious, Social and Educational Work among the Poor of East London. 

The House is: (1) a residence for laymen (University men and others) who can 
give their whole time, or such portion of it as they can spare from their professional

Consisting of a Choral Society of 
150 voices, and a committee which makes arrangements for opera to be given regularly 
in Bethnal Green.

Cambridge House.—The Incorporated Cambridge University Settlement in South

Trinity Court was opened in 1889 in alliance with the Trinity College Mission and 
became in the year 1897 a Settlement for the University as a whole under its present 
title of ‘‘ Cambridge House.’ The objects of the Settlement are primarily :— 

(1) To promote the religious, educational, and social welfare of the people of South 
London. 

(2) To provide a means of education in citizenship to Cambridge men. 

Many boys’ clubs in the district and on the House premises are run by residents 
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at, or visitors to, Cambridge House. Various Care and After-care Committees operate 
from the House, and residents assist the various local charity organisations and social 
welfare activities. Free legal advice is given; a model Parliament is held, and other 
activities such as junior boys’ cricket and football leagues are organised by the House. 
A four acre field has been leased and is being laid out as a running track and sports 
field to assist in promoting the physical fitness of the youth of South London. 

The Settlement is in need of largely increased financial support to maintain in a 
manner worthy of its traditions its manifold activities. Men, too, are urgently needed. 
The House is managed by a Council and Executive Committee, the actual working 
control being entrusted to the Head, Rev. H. Livesey, Cambridge House, 131-139 
Camberwell Rd., S.E. 5. 


Cambridge University Mission in Bermondsey, 43, 45 and 47 Jamaica Rd., Ber- 


mondsey, S.E. 16. This is a Settlement founded in 1906 for the purpose of uniting 
the educated classes with the poor in Bermondsey. It consists of Boys’ and Girls’ 
Clubs. The Boys’ Club is run by Cambridge men, a large number of whom visit the 
Mission in the vacations. There is also a large troop of Scouts attached to the Mission. 
The object of the work is to carry out the command in Matt. xxviii. 19 of “ making 
disciples,’ and to this end the residents mix with the members very freely, always 
placing the spiritual side of the work first. The Girls’ Club is run on similar settlement 
lines at 96 and 97 Llewellyn St. (formerly known as New Church St.), Bermondsey,

The Incorporated Inns of Court Mission—This (interdenominational) Mission was

The Institute and Working 
Men’s Club opened in 1904 at 44, 45, 46 Drury Lane has normally about 250 regular 
members; also a Junior Section, of lads under 18, numbering about 100 members. 

The Mission is supported, financially and personally, by members of the Inns of 
Court, and is under the authority of a Council, which comprises several Judges, besides 
members of the Bar.

ARCHBISHOPS’ EVANGELISTIC COMMITTEE (Way of Re- 
newal):—The Archbishops’ Evangelistic Committee was formed in 1934 by 
the Archbishops of Canterbury and York in response to a growing demand 
for a central consultative body which should help the Church to face with 
renewed hope and efficiency its task of winning England to Christ. It was 
roorestes in 1936 with a full-time secretary, and its work may be summarised 
as follows : 


(1) To help in the dioceses as far as allowed and asked 


(a) by helping the parochial clergy to make their ordinary work more 
effective evangelistically ; 

(6) by calling out and helping to train far more parochial missioners than 
we have at present; 

(c) by helping to train the laity to be more effective witnesses in their 
own parishes and outside ; 

(d) by keeping in touch with the Diocesan Missionary Councils, Diocesan 
Evangelistic Councils and other bodies doing evangelistic work. 


(2) To help in the co-ordination of the thought and experience of those 
Societies, Groups and Individuals who are doing evangelistic work, 
so as to make that thought and experience effective for the whole 
Church. 

(3) To produce, or cause to be produced, suitable literature for these 
purposes. 

(4) To keep in touch with, and help as required, evangelistic work among 
special classes, who are best dealt with outside parochial boundaries, 
é.g., ordinands, students, ‘‘ down-and-outs.”’

THE RELIGIOUS LIFE. 


ADVISORY COUNCIL ON THE RELATION OF BISHOPS AND 
RELIGIOUS COMMUNITIES.—This Council, to serve the needs of the two 
Provinces of Canterbury and York, has been established with the approval of the Arch- 
bishops after consultation with the Bishops and the Lower Houses of the Convocations, Its 
functions are: (1) to advise the bishops upon (@) questions arising about the charters 
and rules of existing Communites, (b) the establishment of new Communities, (¢) matters 
referred to it by a diocesan bishop, especially in regard to the Regulations proposed 
by the Bishops, (d@) any amendment that may seem to the Council to be desirable in the said 
Regulations ; (2) to advise existing Communities with a view to their obtaining enrolment 
in accordance with the Regulations or in other matters if they so desire; (3) to give 
guidance to those who wish to form Communities; (4) to certify to the Bishops as to Com- 
munities which have a rule consonant with the Regulations with a view to their being 
enrolled at Lambeth. 

The Chairman and Convener of the Council must be a diocesan bishop appointed 
by the Archbishops of Canterbury and York. The Council consists of twelve menibers, six 
of whom are appointed by the Bishops and six by the Communities. The present mem- 
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bers of the Council are as follows :—Bishop of Wakefield (Chairman), Bishop of Oxford, 
Bishop Frere, Rev. W. H. J. Pratts (appointed by the Bishops); the Abbot of Nashdom, 
Rev. L. Cary, 8.8.J.E., Rev. E. K. Talbot, C.R., Rev. R. Tribe, §.8.M., Rev. J. P. Harton, 
Baulking Vic., Farringdon, Berks. (Hon. Sec.). 


A.—-MEN. 


The Community of the Resurrection is a community of celibate Clergy living under a Rule 
and with a common purse. Each Priest who joins the Community does so after a 
novitiate, and with the intention of remaining permanently in it, and is bound to it 
-by simple vows. It is intended that the Community shall consist of Priests occupied 
in various works—pastoral, evangelistic, literary, educational—with the life of religion 
as their foundation. The Community had its origin in 1892 at the Pusey House, 
Oxford, moved in the following year to Radley, and had for a time an ‘additional house 
in Little Cloisters, Westminster. In 1898 the House of the Resurrection, Mirfield, 
became its centre; at the beginning of 1903 a College for training Candidates for the 
Ministry was opened there, and later in the year a House at Johannesburg, for 
Mission work among Europeans and Natives. The Community is also in charge 
of St. Augustine’s Mission, Penhalonga. Retreats for Clergy and for Laymen are held 
at intervals at Mirfield, and are conducted by Members of the Community. There is 
a Branch House at 39 Pont St.,5.W. 1, and a Hostel at Leeds for Theological Students 
during their attendance at the University. The Superior is the Rev. E. K. Talbot, 
House of the Resurrection, Mirfield, Yorks. 


Society of St. John the Evangelist. The Society of Mission Priests of St. John the 
Evangelist, commonly called the Cowley Fathers, The Mission House, Marston St., 
Oxford. Superior General, Rev. W. B. O’Brien. The Society was founded by the 
Rev. R. M. Benson in 1865 for the cultivation of a life dedicated to God according 
to the principles of Poverty, Chastity, and Obedience, and is engaged in works 
both Missionary and Educational, at home and abroad for the advancement of 
the Kingdom of Christ. Lay Brothers are united with the Clergy in Dedication 
to the Religious Life, and assist in the works of the Society. ‘The Mother House is 
at Marston St., Oxford. The London House is at 22 Great College St., West- 
minster, 8.W.1. The Society has Branch Houses where Mission work is being carried 
on at Bombay and Poona in India, and in South Africa at Cape Town and St. Cuthbert’s, 
Kaffraria. -It is also established, as an independent Congregation, at Boston and 
Cambridge, Mass., New York, at San Francisco, Cal., at Bracebridge, Ontario, and 
North Tokyo. ; 


Society of the Sacred Mission, Kelham, Newark, Notts. The Society of the Sacred 
Mission is an association of men bound together for the service of the Church. Its 
objects are: (1) By its rule and discipline to maintain the spirit of devotion and 
self-forgetfulnessin the members. (2) To render such devotion effective by an organisa- 
tion which allows of the concentration of many gifts upon a common plan. The 
Society has not attempted to confine itself to any special form of work, but its first 
interest has always been in training men for the Divine Service, especially for Ordina- 
tion, this being done at Kelham, Newark. Where necessary, the Society provides for 
the Candidates chosen. The lay members of the Society are recruited from those who 
have some technical or professional knowledge, or from unskilled men who are willing 
to acquire it under the Society’s tuition. The Society has a mission work in South 
Africa, centred at Modderpoort, with Schools, Training College, and the pastoral care 
of a large part of the Orange Free State. It has three priories in England for pastoral 
work, at Nottingham, Liverpool and Bristol. Vol. Funds, 1936: For the College at 
pean, 5,826/.; Funds for mission work overseas, 956/.

Society of the Divine Compassion, 42 Balaam St., Plaistow, E. 13, and Stanford-le-Hope, 
Essex. ‘The Society of the Divine Compassion (S.D.C.) was founded in 1894, and 
consists of Priests, Deacons, and Communicant Laymen, banded together in a common 
life under the three vows of Poverty, Chastity, and Obedience. The spirit of the 
Rule is Franciscan and received in its original form the approval of Archbishop Benson, 
Among the active works may be mentioned the Mission District of St. Philip’s, 
Plaistow. The Novice House is at Stanford-le-Hope. 


Order of St. Benedict, Nashdom Abbey, Burnham, Bucks. A Community of priests and 
laymen living under the Rule of St. Benedict. 
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The Brotherhood of St. Francis of Assisi, consists of those who are called to live the life of 
Friars, or who are testing their vocation to that life. The object of the Brothers is to 
follow our Lord in His poverty, and to minister especially to the poor and destitute. 
At the Franciscan Priory, Cerne Abbas, Dorset, they have a Home, a Market Garden 
and several industries, hand printing, basket making, ete. Here young men who 
are in danger of becoming ‘‘ tramps,’”’ and who have been selected by Masters of local 
Poor Law Institutions, are welcomed and provided with board and lodging for 
a period during which employment is sought forthem. There is at present accommo- 
dation for about 24 men in addition to the Brothers. Other homes have been opened 
in North and South Wales, Sussex, Herts., Cornwall, and Hants. The Prior is the 
Rev. Brother Douglas, St. Francis Priory, Cerne Abbas, Dorset. 


The Brotherhood of the Holy Cross is one of several communities in the English Church 
which try to set forth the Franciscan ideal. It originated in 1924 in the parish of 
St. Chrysostom, Peckham, in the Diocese of Southwark, whose vicar is the Rev. 
George Potter. Gradually a small band of Brothers living under simple rule was 
drawn together by the Rev. G. Potter, and they help in the ordinary parochial 
activities and are also responsible for the running of Hostels for difficult and home- 
less boys and those on Probation. The Brotherhood, after eight years’ testing, was 
approved by the Bishop of Southwark in June 1933. Visitor, the Bishop of 
Southwark. 


Oratory of the Good Shepherd, Lady Margaret Rd., Cambridge. The Oratory of the 
Good Shepherd is a society of unmarried priests and laymen of the Anglican Com- 
munion who have set themselves to live, under a rule, a life of devotion and service 
in accordance with Catholic practice. It was founded by a group of priests in 
Cambridge University in 1913. The Rev. Eric Milner-White, Dean of King’s 
College, is Superior. The Mother House is at Cambridge. Members.are at work also 
in South and Central Africa.

HOME MISSION WORK: (Il) SPECIAL ORGANISATIONS. 
A.—WORK AMONG THE BLIND. 


There are forty-one residential institutions for the Blind in the United Kingdom. 
Of these five are definitely Church of England. They are :— 


The School for the Indigent Blind, Hardman St., Liverpool. Founded in 1791. 

The Blind Asylum and School, Bristol. Founded in 1793. 

The Royal School for the Indigent Blind, London. Founded 1799 (which in 1902 
was removed to Leatherhead). 

Henshaw’s Blind Asylum, Old Trafford, Manchester. 

Yorkshire School for the Blind, King’s Manor, York. 


In two cases the Principals of Institutions are Clergy of the Church of England, 
namely, the Rev. E. H. Griffiths, R.N., at Leatherhead, which Institution has its own 
private chapel, and the Rev. C. F. Hardy, at York. : 

Of the remaining institutions, the larger number are undenominational in character, 
but by these it is general to make arrangements for the residents to attend the places of 
worship suiting their denomination. 

The Royal School for the Blind, Leatherhead, has its own Blind Employment 
Factory in Waterloo Road, Southwark, where trained pupils are employed. A special 
Department trains the Deaf-Blind. Leatherhead also has a special Home for 
Unemployable Blind Women, and a workshop for women. 

In the year 1800 there were only four institutions for the Blind in the United 
Kingdom, viz.: three in England and one in Scotland; the English institutions being 
definitely Church of England. 

This can justly be described as the pioneer movement of philanthropic work among 
the Blind in this country. 

The aim of this work has always been to provide education and training in industry 
for blind men and women, also subsequent employment with the object of combating 
the prevailing idea that it was not possible for them to procure a living other than by 
soliciting alms, and also to assist them to forget the affliction under which they 
suffered by giving a definite employment from which they might justly hope to become 
self-supporting. 

The three older institutions—Liverpool, Bristol and Leatherhead (removed from 
London in 1902)—owe their existence to the energy and enterprise of seven gentlemen 
who, towards the end of the eighteenth century, visited Paris and saw the valuable 
work done there by Valentine Haiiy. So impressed were they that on their return 
they raised a wave of public enthusiasm which resulted in considerable donations being 
given. From this money, which was invested, the institutions obtained a permanent 
income. 

From that time the public has given continued support, and it is interesting to note 
that the larger portion of subscribers are members of the Church of England. 

The principle actuating this work demonstrates one of the highest forms of philan- 
thropy, aiming as it does to make the afflicted able to become self-reliant, or at least 
able to contribute towards their maintenance.

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B.—WORK AMONG THE DEAF AND DUMB. 


It was in the year 1840 that a start was given to the first and largest Diocesan 
Mission, viz. London, by a tradesman named Crouch, who had three deaf and dumb 
children. The work began in Fetter Lane and Red Lion Square, and steadily increased. 
In 1855 Mr. Samuel Smith was appointed Missionary, and he was ordained by Bishop 
Tait in 1860, thus becoming the first Chaplain to the deaf and dumb. The name of 
the Society was changed to that of ‘‘ The Royal Association in Aid of the Deaf and 
Dumb,” and its centre was 419 Oxford Street, on which site a church (St. Saviour’s) was 
built and opened in 1873. This church has now been demolished, but the Association 
has acquired All Saints, Norfolk Square, W. 2, and St. Saviour’s, Acton, has been 
built. It has nine clergy and two students in training with a view to ordination. 

A movement was started in Leeds in 1854 which had for its object ‘‘ the religious 
instruction and moral supervision of the adult deaf and dumb of the town and surround- 
ing localities.” In the year 1876 the Institution for the deaf and dumb was united 
with that for the blind, and since that date they have been worked together. 

In the year 1868 a mission was started at Stoke-on-Trent in the pottery district. 

In 1871 Bishop Fraser, of Manchester, ordained Mr. G. A. Downing, who was 
nominally licensed to St. Ann’s, but really had “ roving licence to attend to the 
spiritual wants of all the deaf and dumb he could find in the district.” 

Between the years 1848 and 1877 modest, but very praiseworthy, efforts were made 
to start mission work among the adult deaf and dumb in various centres, as, e.g. 
Blackburn, Derby, Hull, Liverpool, Manchester, Newcastle and Sunderland. Some of 
the missions owe their origin to the headmasters of institutions for the education of 
deaf children, and others grew out of the efforts of individuals who were keenly 
interested in work among the deaf and dumb. 

In the year 1879 a Church Mission was established in the Diocese of Winchester. 

At the Portsmouth Church Congress in 1885 one of the subjects was “ Evangelisa- 
tion Agencies supplementary to the Parochial System,” and Mr. Owen was asked to 
speak on special missions to the deaf and dumb. At that time there were only two 
definite Diocesan Missions for this class, viz. in the Dioceses of London and 
Winchester. 

In the following year (1886) the work was greatly helped through the kindly 
interest of the late Queen Victoria, who summoned Mr. Owen and Mr. Pearce to 
Osborne and asked for the most minute details as to the methods of working the 
Winchester Mission. 

During the ten years which passed since the Portsmouth Congress the work 
among the deaf and dumb made great progress. The Dioceses of Carlisle, Lichfield, 
Lincoln, Newcastle and Norwich established, or were taking steps to establish, 
missions. During the last twenty-two years the work has steadily advanced, and there 
are now seventeen Dioceses in the Province of Canterbury and five in the Province of 
York where there are Church Missions at work. 

A Central Advisory Council for the Spiritual Welfare of the Deaf and Dumb was 
appointed by the Archbishops in 1921. It appealed to the Dioceses for an annual 
grant of 5!. The Council hopes also to assist training of candidates for Chaplaincies 
by granting bursaries. 

At the Autumn Session (1932) of the Church Assembly a Commission on the 
Spiritual Care of the Deaf and Dumb was appointed as follows: the Bishop of Peter- 
borough, the Bishop of Dover, the Archdeacon of Southend, Rey. Albert Smith, Lord 
Charnwood, Mr. E. Ayliffe, Mr. Stuart Johnson and Miss R. Spooner. 

In November, 1933, as a result of the Report of the Commission the Church 
Assembly constituted the Central Advisory Council a Council of the Church Assembly. 


CENTRAL ADVISORY COUNCIL FOR THE SPIRITUAL CARE OF 
THE DEAF AND DUMB.—The principal objects of the Council are :—(1) To 
see that the Deaf and Dumb in every Diocese shall be provided with the privilege of 
Church ministrations; (2) To endeavour to improve the facilities for Church 
ministration in those areas, where this provision is believed to be lacking; (3) To 
assist the anisations for the Deaf and Dumb throughout the Dioceses of the 
Provinces of Cather bury and York, with information and advice, with encouragement 
for propaganda, and to promote the spiritual interests and moral welfare of the Deaf 
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and Dumb; (4) To get into touch with the governing Committees of Missions, and 
the local Chaplains and Missioners; (5) To gain contact with the Bishops, Diocesan 
Officials, the Clergy, and others, and initiate or stimulate interest in the Deaf and 
Dumb, to provide speakers for Diocesan or Ruri-decanal Conferences, and public 
meetings, and to advocate the training of qualified Missioners and Church Workers ; 
(6) To encourage Church Teaching, and preparation for Confirmation, in the Schools 
for the Deaf; (7) To obtain statistics concerning religious work for the Deaf, and to 
draw up a Register of deaf and dumb communicants in each Diocese; (8) To make 
and embrace opportunities for educational work in making known the needs of the 
Deaf; (9) To act.as an advisory bureau in all matters dealing with the religious side 
of work for the Deaf.

THE ROYAL ASSOCIATION IN AID OF THE DEAF AND DUMB 
(founded 1840),—A Church of England Society, whose help is extended to the Deaf 
and Dumb of all denominations. The Association has eight churches, conducts 
missions, appoints specially qualified clergy, employs men and women visitors and 
work-seekers. Divine services are conducted in their own language, and the Institutes 
are also their Club, Employment Bureau, Relieving and Advice Agency for the Deaf, 
and everything else that churches, clubs, etc., are for those who are not deaf. The 
sick are visited. Domestic tangles between husband and wife, parents and children, 
or employers and workers are unrayelled. Legal and medical advice is given in simple 
cases, the services of professionals being available when urgency or importance so 
demands. 

They interpret at weddings, christenings and funerals, and whenever any difficulty 
arises between the deaf and the hearing. 

The Association has a Home for Deaf and Dumb Men at Belvedere, Kent, and a 
Maternity Home for Deaf and Dumb Women at 20 King’s Avenue, Clapham, S.W. 4.

WORK FOR THE CHURCH ON THE HIGH SEAS. 


Care for the spiritual and moral welfare of migrants has for more than a century 
formed an important branch of the Society’s work, and though at present there is a 
very small flow of people, the Society is maintaining its work, rather than lose the 
position which it has reached in the goodwill of the shipping companies. Both at the 
ports and on the ships every attempt is made to show that the Church is caring for 
those who, for whatever reason, are making their homes elsewhere than in the country 
of their birth, but still within the British Empire. During 19386 Voyage Chaplains 
were carried by 117 ships, bound for Canada (46), South Africa (41), Australia (24), 
and New Zealand (6). The Society has also six Port Chaplains, who render all assistance 
possible both to outgoing and incoming passengers. Full details of the work of these 
Chaplains will be found in the Society’s Annual Report for 1936. The special attention 
of clergymen is drawn to the importance of ‘“‘commending’’ migrating parishioners to 
the Port Chaplains concerned, and to the Chaplains at ports overseas, who meet the ships. 
Particulars can be obtained from S.P.C.K. 

Much attention has been given recently to the introduction of clergymen, going as 
passengers on pleasure cruises and on regular ships to the East and elsewhere, and 
willing to act as chaplains. This effort has been appreciated by the ships’ officers and 
by the passengers. Twenty-seven clergymen acted as honorary chaplains on pleasure 
cruises in the summer of 1936. Most ships are now equipped with Holy Communion 
vessels, or §.P.C.K. will lend vessels to clergymen willing to act as chaplains. This 
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work is capable of much expansion, if all priests would write to S.P.C.K. when going 
to sea and ask for an introduction to the ships’ officers.. This is given by letter, and 
when possible, personally by the Port Chaplain.

E._WORK AMONG SEAMEN. 


THE MISSIONS TO SEAMEN.—The Society, founded more than eighty 
years ago, has for its primary object the spiritual and temporal care of British seamen 
at home and abroad, and secondarily of foreign sailors in home ports, where no 
provision is made for them by their own governments or countrymen. 

. In furtherance of this object, The Missions to Seamen has 44 stations at home 
and 52 abroad, employing 32 boats for the visiting of ships in harbours, roadsteads, and 
channels, with 146 Churches and Institutes for work ashore. The Staff consists of 75 
chaplains and 52 lay workers, not including institute-keepers and boatmen. 

The cost of maintaining the work in 1936 was 144,0001., of which the Central Fund 
had to supply 60,000/., the remainder being raised by local branches at home and 
overseas. 

During 1936 the attendances at services afloat numbered 4,977, on shore 191,428 
with 6,560 Communicants ; whilst 483,621 men were present at entertainments, etc., 
and 76,348 visits were paid to ships and hospitals. 

So far as is possible, all ships, whether alongside or lying off, are visited, and officers 
and men are invited to the Institutes, where newspapers, magazines, letter-paper, 
games, and entertainments are provided free, all intended to give men a comfortable 
place ashore, and to lead up to the short daily services held in the Institute-churches 
for volunteers. Wherever conditions permit; services, especially on Sundays, are held 
afloat and in lightships,. : 

_ Recent developments include the completion of a new Seamen’s Church, Institute 
and Hostel in the Victoria Docks, London, and new Institutes and Churches in South- 
ampton and Durban. A new station has been opened at Port Talbot and a Chaplain 
appointed for Geraldton (W.A.)

PAUL.—This Society, founded 
in 1884 by the Rev. C. P. Hopkins, C.B.E., administers through the brethren of the 
Order of Saint Paul (q¢.v.) temporal and spiritual aid to aged, sick, disabled, or des- 
titute merchant seamen. The work is supported by voluntary contributions, only 
about 150/. per annum being derived from invested funds. There are no rigid regula- 
tions: the brethren endeavour to extend to merchant sailors Christian hospitality with 
the hand of friendship and fellowship in the Name of the Master. At the Abbey, Alton, 
Hants, is maintained a free home for aged, disabled, or otherwise helpless seamen, 
and at the Priory, Hyde Vale, Greenwich, is a refuge for sick or convalescent seamen, 
and for destitute merchant sailors seeking berths in the Port of London. There are 
some 30 district Centres, with local honorary Secretaries, in various parts of the 
country.

There 
are permanent Evangelists at the following prisons :—Durham, Manchester, Liverpool, 
Parkhurst, Pentonville, Wandsworth, Brixton and Wormwood Scrubs. On an average 
these officers spend forty hours a week inside the prison, conducting services and 
classes, and visiting upwards of 100 cells. This means that, including the work of 
the Evangelists engaged in special Missions, more than 100,000 visits are paid to 
prisoners in their cells during the year, with the object of getting individual talks and 
doing definite spiritual work. A Church Army Mission is conducted in nearly all the 
prisons and some of the Approved Schools each year. 

An Evangelist is stationed, for whole time work, at one of the Borstal Institutions.

LAY MINISTRY. 


IMMEDIATELY after the Reformation, early in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, owing to 
many parishes being destitute of Clergy, the ancient office of Reader was revived for a 
time in order to provide some religious teaching in these parishes. When the deficiency 
in the number of Clergy was made good the Reader disappeared. In 1866 the office of 
Reader was again restored with the approval of Convocation, by the Bishops, and from 
that date onwards this lay ministry has remained in being throughout the Anglican 
Communion. 

Various regulations relating to the office of Reader and the kindred office of Catechist 
(generally a stipendiary Reader) have been issued from time to time. In 1903 a Joint 
Committee of the Canterbury Convocation and House of Laymen again considered the 
question of restoring an Order of Readers or Sub-deacons. After conferring with a 
similar Committee in the Province of York it issued a learned historical Report with 
practical recommendations. These were discussed in the Lower House of Canterbury, 
and it was resolved that it was not desirable to restore the Order either of Reader or of 
Sub-deacon, but that it was expedient to make further regulations as to the admission, 
status, and functions of Readers and Catechists, and to give sanction to their employ- 
ment in consecrated buildings. Similar resolutions were passed in the Province of 
York. As a result of these resolutions the Archbishops issued in 1905 a new and more 
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extensive set of regulations. In the majority of dioceses these regulations, with modi- 
fications to suit theit own requirements, were adopted. Although the regulations at 
the time showed a considerable advance in the movement for using a lay ministry, yet 
for some time past.it had been felt that, owing to the greater demand for lay ministers, 
these regulations needed revision and expansion. Accordingly in 1921 the Archbishops 
and Bishops of the three Provinces prepared and issued new regulations developing 
in important directions those of 1905. . 

Briefly summarised the new regulations are as follows :; The candidate is required to 
be nominated by an Incumbent and to produce a written testimonial as to fitness. 
After examination, and the signing of a declaration of loyalty, to the doctrine of the 
Church of England and to the Bishop and Incumbent, he is to be admitted to “ the 
Office of Reader,’ accompanied by the delivery of the New Testament, but without the 
laying-on of hands. ao 

There are to be two classes of Readers— 


1. Parochial Readers, whose work is restricted to the parish to which they are 
licensed ; .and— d Let 
‘2. Diocesan Readers, whose commissions authorise them to exercise their 
office throughout the diocese. 


A certain amount of elasticity.is allowed, however, in assigning particular functions 
or special duties. 

The Licence of a Parochial Reader may include all or any of the following duties— 

_ In unconsecrated buildings used for worship, to read approved services and to give 

addresses.° In consecrated buildings, when licensed to ‘officiate in them, to read 
portions of the Morning or Evening Prayer and Litany, to give addresses, if licensed to 
do so, and to catechise children outside the appointed services of the Church. The 
Commission of a Diocesan Reader enables him to perform all the above duties, and, in 
addition, to read Morning and Evening Prayer (with certain omissions) and to preach 
in consecrated buildings.

A.—CENTRAL READERS’ BOARD. 


The Central Readers’ Board, as constituted in 1922 with the approval of the 
Archbishops and Bishops, consists of the Archbishops of Canterbury, York, and Wales, 
four Bishops, two elected representatives from each Diocese, and not more than 18 
co-opted members. 

The duties of the Board, as laid down in its. constitution, are to co-ordinate the 
organisation of Readers in the several Dioceses; to maintain and develop the work of 
Readers generally, under the authority of the Archbishops and Bishops; and to 
arrange for annual and other conferences where desirable, It issues The Lay Reader 
Magazine.

C.—LAY READERS’ DIOCESAN ORGANISATIONS.

For the better administration of its 
affairs His Grace has called into existence a Board. The functions of this Board 
consist in’ carrying out the directions of the Archbishop in all matters affecting 
the registration, organisation and work of Lay Readers in the Diocese, and in 
particular in supervising and encouraging their studies, conferences and devotional 
meetings: 

The Regulations have been adjusted so as to bring them into agreement with the 
Regulations issued by the Archbishops and Bishops in July, 1921. The Readers are 
divided into two classes: (1) Diocesan ; (2) Parochial.. A conference is held each 
year at Canterbury. This conference is preceded by a'service in which new Readers 
are admitted to their office. One or more retreats are held each year.. The number of 
Readers engaged in active work is: Diocesan 25, Parochial 70, Total 95.

There are two 
classes of Readers only—Diocesan Readers and Parochial Readers—the latter holding 
either a special licence or an ordinary licence in accordance with the requirements 
of their parish, There are at present 140 Readers licensed in the Diocese.

LONDON.—Readers’ Board.—This is a personal advisory and consultative body 
appointed by the Bishop to make the ministry of laymen an increasing power in the 
Diocese of London. There are at present (1) 55 Diocesan Readers. The commission of 
a Diocesan Reader gives him authority to preach in any church in the Diocese at the 
invitation of the Incumbent, and at any service except the Holy Communion. It also 
gives him authority to read Morning and Evening Prayer (except the Absolution) and 
to conduct men’s, women’s and children’s and other extra services. Readers are not 
normally allowed to take the entire ‘‘ Sunday duty ” of any clergyman at Morning and 
Eyening Prayer in any parish church. (2) Parochial and Continental Readers 244, 
Church Army Evangelists 34 : total 333, many of whom are also authorised to conduct 
services and give addresses in the churches to which. they are licensed (only), and in a 
few instances to preach at Matins or Evensong. Nearly all London Readers are 
entirely voluntary workers.

DURHAM,—Diocesan Readers’ Board.—The organisation of Readers’ work in this 
Diocese is in the hands of a Diocesan Readers’ Board, erponite by the Bishop and 
acting under his presidency. The executive officer of the Board is a Diocesan Clerical 
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Secretary (known as Warden) appointed by the Bishop and holding office during the 
Bishop’s pleasure. The Warden is ex officio a member of the Board. "The Warden 
is assisted by a Diocesan Lay Secretary appointed by the Diocesan Board on the 
nomination of the Warden and this Lay Secretary is also an ex officio member of the 
Board. Working under the Diocesan Board there is in each Rural Deanery a Ruri- 
decanal Readers’ Sub-Committee, consisting of the Rural Dean (ex officzo), three . 
clerical, and three lay members. There are three classes of Readers recognised by the 
Bishop : (1) Parochial, who work in the parish of the Incumbent by whom they have 
been nominated ; (2) Diocesan, who are connected with, and nominated by, one of the 
Rural Deaneries, and may work in any part of the Diocese; and (3) Stipendiary, | 
whose status is that of a Diocesan Reader, but who are not authorised to work outside 
the parish which nominates them and provides their stipend. The Diocesan Readers, 
and under special conditions the Parochial and Stipendiary Readers, are authorised 
in cases of need to assist at, or conduct services in consecrated buildings. There are 
115 Diocesan, 153 Parochial, and 42 Stipendiary Readers.

BIRMINGHAM.—Diocesan Readers’ Board.—Readers are of different kinds: 
(1) Parochial, whose duties are confined to a particular parish and unconsecrated 
buildings, except in special cases where permission is endorsed on licence. (2) Diocesan, 
whose licences enable them to work in any parish, with the consent of the Incumbent, 
and under certain conditions to take services in consecrated buildings. In addition, 
licences are granted to agents of the Church Army to act as Lay Evangelists. There 
are 26 Diocesan Readers, and 108 Parochial Readers. Every Reader in the Diocese is 
required to be a member of the Lay Readers’ Association, which is intended to be a 
bond of union between the Readers, and is the official society recognised by the Bishop. 
The subscription to the Association is 2s. 6d. a year, which is paid by the Reader, Hach 
parish employing a parochial Lay Reader pays to the Warden of the Board the sum 
of 10s. per annum. With regard to Lay Readers used by parishes in the technical 
sense of ‘‘ supply,”’ within the limits allowed by the Bishop, in the absence of clergy or 
stipendiary Lay Readers the parish pays to the Readers’ Board Fund the sum of 5s. 
for each service taken. The parish is also responsible for the Reader’s expenses paid 
to the Reader on the day on which incurred. In exceptional cireumstances the Board 
can, at discretion, remit part of the fees for a series taken during illness. There is 
no remission during sequestration of the parish. Readers licensed to Hospitals, 
Infirmaries and Poor Law Institutions are not included in the parochial fee, nor are 
Church Army Captains, Stipendiary Readers or Agents of Societies.

CHURCH WORK IN THE ROYAL NAVY. 


Tue following statement, furnished by the kindness of The Ven. The 
Chaplain of the Fleet, is designed to illustrate, as far as space permits, the 
character and extent of the ministrations provided by the Church for the men 
of His Majesty’s Navy, both ashore and afloat. 


The King’s Regulations and Admiralty Instructions provide that daily Morning 
Prayer shall be said on board every ship of war, and that the usual services shall be 
held on Sunday. Where there is no Chaplain, the commanding officer or someone 
deputed by him says each day short Morning Prayers, and also conducts a service on 
Sunday morning at least. Besides the regular Sunday Morning Service there is in all 
ships carrying Chaplains, and in some ships which do not carry them, a yolunta 
Evening Service. These services are in all cases held in that part of the ship whidk 
is found most convenient for gathering together the ship’s company ; and everything is 
prepared and arranged, as far as possible, with a view to rendering the place suitable for 
Divine Worship. In ships bearing Chaplains, it is ordered that the Holy Communion 
shall be celebrated at least once a month. In all ships there is a weekly Cele- 
bration, and in some ships a daily Celebration is held. Men in the Sick Bay and 
Prisoners in Cells have to be visited regularly. Provision is also made in the Regula- 
tions for the spiritual attendances on the sick in smaller vessels when in company with 
a ship bearing a Chaplain, and in such cases arrangements are also made for the officers 
and men to attend the Sunday morning service conducted by a Chaplam. In sports 
and recreations, Chaplains have an excellent opportunity of getting into touch with and 
influencing men, and there is a splendid field of work in the Navy for hard-working, 
enthusiastic, and manly young Clergymen. 

Besides the customary public services, meetings for prayer and other purposes are 
held by Chaplains—Bible Classes, Communicants’ Meetings, Temperance Meetings, 
Lantern Services and Lectures. The Regulations are careful to provide that a suitable 
place shall be screened off for these meetings, to ensure as far as possible the a, which 
is needed for them. 

Lanterns and slides on Secular and Religious subjects are now supplied. to all large 
ships, and prove most instructive to the men and a valuable aid to the work of Chaplains. 

For the circulation of religious literature, Chaplains are allowed to demand books 
of a moral and religious character for lending to officers and men. 
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There are at present about 90 permanent Chaplains, who are employed not only in 
sea-going ships in all parts of the world, but also in Dockyards at home and abroad, in 
Naval and Marine Barracks, in Hospitals, in the Naval College at Dartmouth, and in the 
several Training Establishments for boys. At Ports which are occasionally visited by 
small ships, the incumbent of the Parish is recognised and paid as ‘‘ Officiating Minister.” 
At Shotley, which is one of the principal Establishments for training boys, and at 
Gosport in H.M.S. St. Vincent, there are together about 2,500 boys, and a Youth’s 
Training Establishment is attached to the R.N. Barracks, Devonport. There is also 
an Establishment for the training of Boy Artificers at Chatham, and young stokers 
are under training at the different ports. All these stokers and boys get regular re- 
ligious instruction, and large numbers are prepared for Baptism and Confirmation 
by the Chaplains. Two Naval Chaplains are also appointed to the Greenwich Hospital 
School, which has recently been moved from Greenwich to Holbrook, where 900 
boys—sons of seamen—are educated, many of whom enter the Royal Navy. These 
Establishments afford unique opportunities for extending the work of the Church, 
and offer unparalleled opportunities for imparting the foundation of life as expressed 
by the teaching of the Church of England. The appointments are filled by Chaplains 
specially adapted for dealing with boys. Seven Greenwich Hospital Livings in the gift 
of the Admiralty are offered to Naval Chaplains in the first place. 

In most of the battleships, and even in some of the smaller vessels, it has been 
found possible to set aside a space for a chapel. These chapels have proved of the 
greatest value, as they provide quiet and helpful surroundings for Celebrations of the 
Holy Communion and for voluntary religious services and classes. They are much 
used and valued by the officers and men for private devotions. 

In 1902 a very important step was taken towards bringing the Church in the 
Royal Navy into closer touch with the Church ashore. The late Archbishop of 
Canterbury instituted the Chaplain of the Fleet Archdeacon for the Royal Navy, 
and issued a special licence to all Chaplains on the Active list which will be capable of 
recognition by Bishops of the Anglican Church and Churches in Communion with her 
all over the world. This movement received the sanction of the King in an Order in 
Council dated August 13, 1902. 

It is important to note that there is at present an urgent need for more Naval 
Chaplains, as the Branch is below strength. The work affords great opportunities 
to men of the right type, and it is hoped that more of them will offer themselves for 
the Service in the near future.

Royal Naval Lay Readers’ Society—Founded 1860. Maintains a staff of Church- 
trained Lay Readers belonging to the same walk of life as the Bluejackets and 
Marines among whom they mingle freely, endeavouring to help them in resisting the 
many temptations of the ports. The Readers, who work under the Naval Chaplains, 
are given pie facilities for reaching the men in their quarters, in ships—especially 
small vessels to which no Chaplains are attached—also Naval and Marine Barracks and 
Hospitals are visited. The Headquarters of the Society are at Portsmouth, where a 
Committee of Naval Officers carries on the work. At other naval ports, and in 
Edinburgh, Glasgow and London, Committees have existed for many years.

“ Trafalgar *’ Institute, Portsmouth—The “Trafalgar”? is a Church Institute, 
opened in 1906, for the use of the sailors and soldiers in Portsmouth. It possesses 
227 Cabins, Reading, Billiard, and Writing Rooms, 2 Club Rooms, a Devotional Room, 
and Dining Hall. ‘The religious side of the work is carried on by Naval and Military 
Chaplains and a Warden. The Institute was enlarged in 1907, and in 1912 a new 
wing was added at a cost of £8,000. The “‘ Trafalgar” is a most valuable centre of 
Church work amongst Service men in this port and garrison, and is greatly appreciated 
by men of both Services. The Institute is open night and day, and is quite self- 
supporting. The Committee are anxious to increase its usefulness still further, to pay 
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off the exisitng debt, and to build the final extension in completion of the original 
scheme.

CHURCH WORK IN THE ARMY. 


Chaplaincy Services in the Regular Army.—The present system by which com- 


missioned Chaplains are employed in the larger Garrisons dates from 1796, when the 
office of Chaplain-General to the Forces was created by Royal Warrant in the following 
terms: “ We do hereby subject all regular Chaplains desiring to be continued in our 
service, to the orders of the person whom we shall hereafter appoint to be Chaplain- 
General of our Army, and who is to govern himself by such instructions as we shall 
from time to time think fit to give him through our Secretary at War.”’ Prior to that 
date Chaplains were employed regimentally and their management was left to Com- 
manding Officers, with the result that ministrations were performed almost universally 
by deputies, who were engaged by Chaplains as cheaply as possible. In consequence, 
the work was very indifferently performed, and when troops were ordered abroad on 
Active Service very few, if any, Chaplains accompanied them. Regimental Chaplains 
were therefore abolished, and a Chaplain-General was appointed and made responsible 
for the Conduct of Divine Service throughout the Army, with the supervision of all 
Chaplains and Officiating Chaplains at Home and Abroad. From that time onwards 
the local incumbent was employed to minister to the smaller detachments of troops, and 
Commissioned Chaplains, under the same military discipline as all other Army Officers, 
were appointed to the larger Garrisons throughout the Army. These conditions 
continue, and Regular Chaplains minister to the troops at Aldershot, Salisbury Plain, 
and the many other large Garrisons at Home, and at Malta, Gibraltar, Egypt and 
other stations overseas (except India). 

Consequently, in the event of an emergency, Chaplains are immediately available 
to proceed with the troops, wherever they may be sent. 

Apart from Parade and voluntary Services, Chaplains regularly visit the Hospitals, 
Barracks and Married Quarters, and hold classes of instruction and devotion and take 
advantage of the various organisations common to the Church of England. Confirma- 
tion classes are regularly held and the Diocesan Bishops conduct Army Confirmation 
Services from time to time. 

A Guild for Army Communicants was formed in November 1926 in connection with 
the Church of England Men’s Society, as the Army Branch of that Society, known as 
the Soldiers’ Guild of St. George. It is an entity in itself, but is affiliated to the parent 
Society. 

Sunday Schools and children’s services are regularly conducted, and Bible instruction 
is given regularly by the Army Chaplains in the Army Day Schools. A vast amount 
of individual and personal work is also performed as well as the provision of requirements 
for social purposes, e.g. indoor and outdoor recreation, ete. Army Chaplains are 
assisted in their work by the Army Scripture Readers’ Society. 

Owing to the limited number of regular Chaplains, a large number of Officiating 
Chaplains are employed at home and abroad. 


Army Churches.—Much assistance has been rendered in the past in the matter of 


Church building by such Welfare Boards as those of the Dioceses of Salisbury and Ripon. 

At Bulford a very fine Garrison Church has been built, owing largely to the efforts 
of the Diocesan Welfare Board, and at Catterick the two Churches and Hospital Chapel, 
provided by the Diocese of Ripon during the War, are in constant use. At Longmoor 
a Garrison Church has been constructed and was dedicated by the Chaplain-General 
on March 29, 1931. ; 

A Church at Strensall (Yorks.) has now been built. The Chapel at the Royal Mili- 
tary College, Sandhurst, has been completed, and was dedicated on May 2,.1937. 
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New Churches are needed in Egypt, and at Colchester, Shorncliffe, Marlborough 
Lines (Aldershot), Holywood, Larkhill and Perham Down (Salisbury Plain), Bovington, 
Singapore and other places. 


Institutes.—In most Garrisons, thanks to the efforts of the Church of England 


Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Institutes and other bodies interested in the welfare of the soldier, 
excellent Institutes, under the control of the Chaplains, are to be found. They are 
doing most useful work, and, apart from the social side, are used for Devotional Meetings 
and Classes, etc. 


Royal Army Chaplains’ Department.—Administration.—The administration of the 
Royal Army Chaplains’ Department is undertaken by the Chaplain-General to the 
Forces for all Denominations other than Roman Catholics. He is assisted by a Deputy 
Chaplain-General, and also by Assistant Chaplains-General in the Commands.

Chaplain Commandant.—His Majesty the King has been graciously pleased to’ 
approve of the appointment of two Chaplains Commandant of the Royal Army Chaplains 
Department. The status and duties of the Chaplains Commandant correspond with 
those of colonels commandant of other corps. They will maintain a close connection 
between the Regular, Territorial and Reserve Chaplains and establish a liaison with the 
Army Chaplaincy services in the Dominions. 

(Other senior posts are held by officers other than the Church of England.) 


Regular Army.—Clergymen desirous of consideration for appointment can obtain 


full particulars as to the conditions of service, etc., by making application in writing to 
the Chaplain-General. 


Regular Army Reserve of Officers.—Under ordinary conditions an officer of the 
Regular Army Reserve is not required to undertake any duties and receives no emolu- 
ments. He is liable, however, to be called to Army service at home or abroad at a time 
of national emergency or when a national emergency appears to be imminent. He is 
required to report himself in writing at the beginning of each year to the War Office. 

There are two classes of the Reserve: Class I., for general service; Class II., for 
home service and garrison duties abroad. 

Fully ordained clergymen are eligible for consideration for appointment to the 
Reserve provided that (a) they obtain the permission of their Diocesan Bishop to 
accept an obligation to serve at home or abroad when officers of the Reserve are called 
up for service, and (b) that their ages do not exceed the following :— 


For appointment to Class I., 45 years ; 
For appointment to Class II., 50 years.

Territorial Army.—The Royal Army Chaplains’ Department (Territorial Army) has 


been divided into two sections: an ‘‘ Active List”? and a “‘ Reserve List.” The Active 
List consists of those Chaplains who are— 


(a) medically fit for general service, 

(b) below the age of 36, except in special circumstances determined by the War 
Office, 

(c) resident in the recruiting area of the formation to which attached. 


In the event of mobilisation they will be required for duty with the different 
formations of the Territorial Army. The Reserve is sub-divided into two classes— 
Class I., consisting of those eligible for, but not appointed to, the Active List; and 
Class II., of those medically fit for garrison service and under 60 years of age. They 
will be available for duty as required on or after mobilisation. 

In peace time Chaplains visit the Units to which they are attached as opportunity 
offers during the year, and a certain number minister to Units during their Annual 
Training in Camp. 

Clergymen who are willing to accept commissions in the Royal Army Chaplains’ 
Department (Territorial Army) should apply to the Secretary of the County Territorial 
Association for the counties in which they reside, from whom full particulars of 
conditions of service can be obtained.

ROYAL AIR FORCE CHAPLAINCY SERVICE. 


TuE Chaplaincy Service of the Royal Air Force forms a Department under the 
control of the Air Member for Personnel. The Church of England Branch, consisting 
of 28 Chaplains, is administered by a Chaplain-in-Chief. Of these 9 are serving as 
follows: Malta 1; Egypt 3; Palestine 1; Iraq 2; Amman 1; Singapore 1. 

Twelve Chaplains hold Permanent Commissions, which carry pensionable rights at 
the end of 20 years’ full-pay service. The remainder hold Short-Service Commissions of 
3 years, with a possible extension to 6 years. Vacancies in the Permanent Com- 
missions will be filled by selection from those holding Short Service Commissions who 
are eligible by age. The scale of pay is regulated solely by the length of service ; 
normal retirement takes place after 20 years’ full-pay service which must be gampleted 
before the age of 60 is reached. 

Chaplains hold relative rank for purposes of precedence, discipline, and administra- 
tion, and are graded 1-15 years, Squadron Leaders ; 16-20 years, Wing Commanders ; 
after 20 years’ service, Group Captains. Uniform is worn under the same regulations 
as apply to other officers. 

The Air Member for Personnel administers the Chaplains’ Branch on behalf of the 
Secretary of State for Air, 


*- 
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The smaller Stations—some sixty-five in number—are under the care of Local 
Clergymen, who are paid for their services on a capitation basis. 

Until such times as Air Force Stations are rebuilt, existing buildings are utilised 
and adapted for Church purposes. Ina few cases the Parish Church is made use of. 

Churches, other than Church of England, form a separate branch under the control 
of the Air Member for Personnel. Each is administered by a Staff Chaplain under the 
guidance of the Representatives of those Churches in London. This branch comprises 
19 Chaplains. 

There is an Advisory Board for consultative purposes under the Chairmanship of 
the Air Member for Personnel. It consists of the Chaplain-in-Chief, together with 
the Accredited Representatives in London of the Presbyterians, Roman Catholics, 
Methodists, and United Board.

PRISON CHAPLAINCY SERVICE. 


1. THe 31 Prisons and 8 Borstal Institutions in England and Wales are under the 
control of the Home Secretary, assisted and advised by the Prison Commissioners. 

2. In prisons of such a size that the duties of a chaplain occupy the whole of a 
man’s time, the Home Secretary appoints a chaplain at a salary of 4201. per annum, 
with house or rent allowance and free medicalattendance. Such a post is unestablished 
and non-pensionable, but it is always hoped that chaplains will serve for a number of 
years before returning to parochial work. Each year a chaplain is entitled to six 
weeks leave. 

3. In those smaller prisons where the average population is less than two hundred, 
a neighbouring incumbent is asked to undertake the part-time duties for a salary 
which varies in accordance with the size of the prison. 

4, The work of a prison chaplain has changed in recent years. Formerly prisoners 
were in their cells for the greater part of the twenty-four hours, and the main duty of 
the chaplain, apart from the services in the chapel, was to visit them individually in 
their cells. Nowadays it is more usual for prisoners to work and study in association 
throughout the day, and the chaplain will only find them in their cells for very short 
periods throughout the week. The daily Service in the morning has also been dis- 
continued, and the whole programme of the chaplain has become far less rigid and 
prescribed than in former times. 

5. He is now responsible for the Chapel Services on Sunday and for one or two mid- 
weekservices. He visits any prisoners who are sick or under punishment daily ; he sees 
all men individually when they first come and just before they leave. The voluntary 
workers who attend the prison, either to visit the prisoners or to hold classes for them 
or to make plans for their discharge, expect to find in the chaplain a leader, a co- 
ordinator and a friend. He will organise them in their efforts, advise them in their 
difficulties. He will further take a keen and active interest in the Prison Aid Society. 

6. Furthermore, he will, by knowing every member of the staff, and taking a personal 
interest in them, bring to the whole establishment an idealism and a fixity of purpose 
without which its finest effort will be wasted. 

7. At the Borstal Institution for lads between 16 and 23, the chaplain may also act as 
a House-master, and those men in Orders who have a gift for understanding and train- 
ing the character of a rough lad will find here a work of unique interest and opportunity.

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PROMOTION OF TEMPERANCE. 


CHURCH OF ENGLAND TEMPERANCE SOCIETY (IncorroratEeD).— 
Before entering into details, it may be well to make three negative statements in order 
to clear the ground :-— 


(i) The C.E.T.S. does not brand Alcohol as essentially evil. 
(ii) It does not condemn the use of Alcohol in moderation. 
(iii) Its programme does not include the advocacy of Prohibition. 


For over sixty years the Society has gathered children in Bands of Hope and 
Juvenile Societies and Guilds, teaching them systematically on the lines of the Syllabus 
prepared for elementary schools by the Board of Education and by its own Annual 
Syllabus, and generally encouraging them, as the Church requires, to keep their bodies 
in temperance, soberness and chastity. It cannot be denied that this juvenile educa- 
tion has had a marked effect upon large numbers of the adults of to-day. 

This has been followed by the work amongst adults and adolescents, which has been 
conducted on the lines of The Dual Basis, that is to say: The Society admits on 
perfectly equal terms those who use and those who abstain from intoxicating drinks; 
with the understanding that there is no interference with the use of wine in the Holy 
Communion, or as medicine under medical orders. 

It would be a disaster if the National Church had no policy or plan of action for 
dealing with National Intemperance. 

The Policy of the Society is stated in its three objects :— 


(1) The Promotion of Habits of Temperance.—In this object the C.E.T.S. inter- 
prets the word Temperance literally, and so stands firmly by the Dual Basis. The 
means adopted for the promotion of habits of Temperance are mainly educative— 
(a) Sermons and Lectures; (6) Coffee Stalls, Market Canteens, Agricultural Show 
Tents and Hop-pickers’ Missions; (c) Bands of Hope, Guilds and Clubs, and Indus- 
trial Exhibitions; (d) Literature; (e) Parochial Missions, ete. 

(2) The Reformation of the Intemperate.—In this respect the C.E.T.S. maintains 
its Police Court and Prison Gate Missions (which have 209 Missionaries working in 
over 430 Courts, and dealing with 100,000 cases annually), together with their associated 
Farms and Garden Colonies, Homes and Hostels; it has also its special Home for the 
treatment of Inebriates. Eleven years ago it opened Caldecote Hall for the medical 
treatment of male neurasthenics and alcohol and drug addicts—an Institution which 
has already treated over 800 men, so that they have returned to normal life as useful 
social units. 

(3) The Removal of the Causes which Lead to Intemperance.—Recognising that 
the main causes leading to Intemperance lie in lack of knowledge and in certain social 
habits or customs, the C.E.T.S. seeks to discourage such habits or customs by means of 
education and persuasion, including support of such legislative efforts as would best 
express the mind of the Church. 

Put in a single sentence: Its Policy is, in a Christian Spirit, to reform drinking 
habits and customs by Education and Persuasion.

RESCUE AND PREVENTIVE WORK. 


THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND ADVISORY BOARD FOR MORAL 
WELFARE WORK.—The Board (which was formerly known as the Archbishops’ 
Advisory Board for Preventive and Rescue Work) consists of representatives of the 
Church Assembly and of the Diocesan Moral Welfare Councils, together with certain 
members appointed by the Archbishops of Canterbury and York, five of these being 
nominated by the Association of Diocesan Organising Secretaries, and one by the 
Central Council for Women’s Church Work. In addition the Archbishop of Wales 
appoints three members, and the Primus of the Episcopal Church in Scotland and the 
Archbishops of Armagh and Dublin each appoint one member. 

The object of the Board is to provide a centre for Diocesan Organising Secretaries 
and Workers throughout England and Wales, and to be of use in the following ways :— 
(a) to act as a centre for collecting and imparting information concerning legislative 
measures and social questions. (b) To bring into closer unity all the Moral Welfare 
work in the Dioceses. (c) To endeavour to increase the supply of suitable workers 
and to help forward arrangements for adequate training in all branches of the work.

WOMEN’S WORK. 


In this section an endeavour has been made to group together the many 
and varied organisations conducted by women for the service of women. 
The list is by no means exhaustive of the work now carried on by women : 
further details of such agencies may be found in the section devoted to 
Societies, Institutions, etc., belonging to the Church of England. 


A.—_GENERAL AGENCIES. 


WOMEN MESSENGERS.—Women Messengers are Lay Evangelists, com- 
missioned by their Bishop. They are unpaid, and are prepared to give certain periods 
of work a year in any parish to which the clergy invite them. They work in sixteen 
dioceses—Canterbury, Chester, Derby, Ely, Exeter, Gloucester, Guildford, Hereford, 
Lichfield, Oxford, Rochester, St. Albans, St. Edmundsbury and Ipswich, Southwell, 
“Worcester, and Truro. The News Sheet gives names of Diocesan leaders from whom 
further information may be obtained.

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CENTRAL COUNCIL FOR WOMEN’S CHURCH WORK.—This 
Council works for the improvement and development of service rendered by women to 
the Church of England. The Council acts as a clearing-house for information on all 
kinds of Church work : studies the problems connected with pay, status, and conditions 
of work, the supply of workers and the demand for them; and follows up new openings 
and possibilities affecting the service of women to the Church. 

he Council is also responsible for the training and testing of workers. Under this 
head it undertakes the recognition of Training Houses, approves syllabuses of study and 
of practical training, conducts examinations where necessary, and grades the qualifica- 
tions of workers for the purpose of granting certificates having inter-diocesan value. 
These certificates are not given on paper work alone, but require the candidate to have 
had practical experience during training, and to be vouched for by a competent 
authority as suitable for Church work. Each candidate must satisfy the Council’s 
assessors in religious knowledge and in at least one branch of practical work, three 
grades of attainment being possible. As a result the certificate is held by women of 
widely different powers. It may be held also by those who are not employed directly . 
by diocese or parish, but who wish to identify their social or educational work with the 
life of the Church. Over 1,400 certificates have been issued. 

Finally the Council provides for the continuation of the Conferences which have 
brought together from all parts of the Anglican Communion those concerned in women’s 
work.

MOTHERS’ UNION (INCORPORATED).—The Mothers’ Union is working 
in all the dioceses in England and Wales, as well as in Scotland, Ireland, India, 
Australia, New Zealand, Africa, Canada, West Indies, and many places of import- 
ance abroad. The Scottish Mothers’ Union works as an independent Society. Its 
objects are: (1) To uphold the sanctity of marriage; (2) to awaken in mothers of all 
classes a sense of their great responsibility in the training of their boys and girls; (3) to 
organise in every place a band of mothers who will unite in prayer, and seek by their 
own example to lead their families in purity and holiness of life. 

The number of members and associates is 597,412, and there are 13,897 branches.

they have at least a month’s holiday in the summer, and a short break at Christmas and 
Easter. 

Students are received for training in parochial or specialised Church work, with the 
possibility of becoming members of the College. They are normally expected to 
qualify for recognition by the Central Council for Women’s Church Work. In 
preparation for this students attend lectures on Theology and one or more of the 
following subjects: Pastoralia, Sunday School and Social Work. They have also 
practical training under experienced guidance. The special aptitude and aim of each 
student is taken into careful consideration in planning her work. 

Besides the students, the College is also glad to receive visitors who can give 
voluntary service for shorter or longer periods. Those who care to stay on, but, owing 
to other claims, can only spend part of each year at the College, would be eligible for 
membership after a time of probation.

side, in prisons (resident evangelists in seven prisons and one in a Borstal Institution), 
Public Assistance Institutions and slums, and a number of other branches. The 
social work includes Work-aid Homes throughout London and the provinces for 
reception of tramps, and helping honest men in distress; Lodging Hostels, relief of 
unemployed by means of work-aid yards; Moral Welfare Work, Homes, Hostels, Board- 
ing and Lodging Homes, Clubs, etc., of many sorts for women and girls. In all these 
branches the Church Army works on the principle of combined spiritual and temporal 
influences. Everything is done under episcopal authority and in cordial co-operation 
with the parochial Clergy and responsible Chaplains.

Church Army Housing, Ltd., 55 Bryanston St., W. 1. Church Army Housing, Ltd., 
is a public Utility Society formed under the zegis ’ of the Church Army, and registered 
under the Industrial and Provident Societies Act. Since its foundation in 1924, 
it has built 810 houses in London and in provincial towns, accommodating over 
5,600 persons. The houses, the majority of which contain at least three bedrooms, 
are let at low rents, and tenants are chosen from those living in overcrowded and 
unhealthy conditions, having a low wage-earning capacity, and with families of 
at least four young children. In some cases there is differential renting so that the 
poorest may be helped. In addition to co-operation with Local Authorities in slum 
re-housing, non-subsidy houses are built to deal with overcrowded families in non-slum 
areas. Some houses with 4 and 5 bedrooms have been provided for very large families 
and another new feature is a block of dwellings for old age pensioners. Ona recent 
scheme special provision has been made for those suffering from tuberculosis. 

The establishment of the Society has proved, and is still proving, an instructive 
gesture to show what can be done by the co-operation of Christian people in providing 
houses for those who are unable to pay an economic rent. The average loss on each 
house is between 200/. and 300/., and this loss is borne by donations or by investment 
at 24 per cent. or less, instead of a full economic interest. Chairman: F.M. Elgood, 
C.B.E. Treas.: The Rt.

CHURCH DUTY MONEY MOVEMENT.—This Movement is trying to make 
Church people realise how they have gone away from the principle of finance ordained 
by the Church of England and is urging them to return to the way laid down by the 
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Church and so secure an abundant revenue for her work in parish, diocese, home 
missions, and overseas missions. From the earliest days the Church has taught that 
her work shall be supported by every member paying a definite proportion of his 
income as Church Duty Money (Dues) called in the Prayer Book “ Keclesiastical 
Duties.’’ Distinction has ever been made between Duty Money for the Church’s work 
and Alms for the Church’s charities, the latter to be given at Holy Communion, but 
the former to be paid, after careful reckoning, to the Parson or his Deputies either 
weekly or quarterly or, that failing, yearly at Easter. Remembering that the Christian 
is expected to set aside one-tenth of his income for God’s service, the Moyement 
ventures to suggest that every member of the Church of England should pay the first 
third of that tenth (8d. in the 7.) as Duty Money for the Church’s work, leaving the 
remaining two-thirds for Alms and other Charities—8d. in the /. is a penny a day and 
double money for Sunday for every pound of the weekly income.

These, again, are used not only for their own recreative 
value but as a means of inculcating the spirit of self-control, self-expression, true 
sportsmanship, and gentlemanly conduct. . . . Companies are formed in parishes 
under the direct control of the incumbent. . . . The Brigade insists on all its members 
attending their Church regularly, but the incumbents are responsible for all religious 
training and instruction.”’

CHURCH UNION, THE, is a Society incorporating the English Church Union 
and the Anglo-Catholic Congress. This amalgamation took place on January Ist, 
1934. Its aim is eventually to create the largest and most representative organisation 
of Catholics in the Anglican Communion. It hopes for one International Society of 
Anglo-Catholics. The principal objects of the Church Union are to uphold the 
doctrine and discipline of the Church; to extend the knowledge of Catholic Faith and 
Practice at home and beyond the seas; and so to bring everyone to worship the Lord 
Christ as Saviour and King. 

The Home Association is responsible for many of the activities which were formerly 
the special work of the English Church Union. It deals in the first instance with the 
work of defence and sustentation, affecting what may be described as Church and 
Realm; it provides machinery for the organisation of the Anglo-Catholic yote, and 
for the representation of Anglo-Catholic opinion in ruridecanal conferences, and in the 
Church Assembly and the Convocations; and it supervises the work of the Legal and 
Education Committees which advise on all matters relating to Church Law and Church 
Schools respectively. 

The Fiery Cross Association was formed by the Anglo-Catholic Congress in January 
1924, in order that its evangelistic work should be based on prayer. Since then 
continuous prayer has been maintained day and night in parish churches, religious 
houses, and by invalids and lonely Catholics. The movement has spread overseas, to 
New Zealand, Australia and the West Indies, while members of the Church in the 
United States of America maintain their own cycle of prayer in union with the Church 
Union. The Fiery Cross Association has been one of the chief mainstays of the 
Anglo-Catholic Ordination Candidates Fund, which, formed in 1926, has raised more 
than 75,0001. 

The Church Literature Association carries on the work of propaganda by literature. 
Its aim is a Tract Case in every Church. While it has made a contribution to apolo- 
getic and liturgical literature, it has mainly confined itself to the production in vast 
quantities of inexpensive and popular tracts, leaving to the independently managed 
Literature Committee the work of producing learned theological works. This Com- 
mittee, with the assistance of eminent Catholic theologians, has already contributed 
largely to Christian scholarship.

Subject to the rule that 
none but communicant Churchmen may be admitted to full membership, the utmost 
elasticity in local methods and administration is allowed for, and close relations are 
encouraged with all organisations working on similar lines. 

The Society works normally through parochial branches which, for the purpose of 
mutual help, instruction and guidance, are grouped in Federations. The Federations in 
turn combine to form the Diocesan Union which, with the Bishop for its president, 
co-ordinates, through its Council and Annual Conference, the work of the Society in 
the Diocese. 

At the end of 1936 the Society in England and Wales contained over 1,100 Branches 
in 124 Federations, and 37 Diocesan Unions, with a membership of over 20,000. 
In affiliation with the Society are the Soldiers’ Guild of St. George in the Army, the 
Seamen’s Guild in the Merchant Navy, the C.E.M.S. in Australia and New Zealand, 
the Scottish Episcopal Church Men’s Society in Scotland and the Telegu Church Men’s 
Society in Dornakal, India. Independent branches exist also in the Royal Air Force 
and many stations overseas.

FREE-WILL OFFERING (DUPLEX SYSTEM).—The Duplex Movement 
stands for “* Good-Will”’ rather than “ Free-Will,”’ because it aims at securing the co- 
operation of the human with the Divine Will, in His way and for His purpose. It 
consists of a set of 52 double envelopes in a box for each contributor with a screw-hook 
by which to hang up the box. The envelopes are printed in two colours, one side for 
the Church at Home, 7.e. Maintenance, the other for the Church Abroad, i.e. Ex- 
tension, It can be used to supplant or supplement present-day methods of money 
raising, but produces most satisfactory results when used to meet an all-inclusive, 
worthy budget. There are now nearly 4,000 parishes using it, raising approximately 
1,250,0001. sterling every year. Quite rural hamlets have doubled their income, 
whilst many others have added hundreds, some thousands a year to their receipts. 
Almost every parish using it pays its Diocesan (including Central) Quota in full. 
Many parishes have augmented the stipends of their clergy, meet dilapidations, etc., and 
over half use Duplex as the one and only method of finance. Money so raised represents 
the individual contributor as the equivalent of his share in the complete work of The 
Kingdom and does not represent something obtained for his money, e.g. pew rents, 
dance and whist drive tickets, Bazaar purchases, Church Expenses collections, etc., etc.

In 1931, by agreement between the Benchers of Lincoln’s Inn (in the chapel of which 
the lectures are delivered) and the Warburton Trustees, the regulations respecting 
the lectures were revised, and the series allotted to each lecturer has been shortened to 
six lectures spread over two years. The present lecturer is the Very Rev. W. R. Mat- 
thews, Dean of St. Paul’s.—Boyle Lectures. Founded in 1691 by the Will of the Hon. 
R. Boyle, which made provision for the payment of 501. a year, ‘‘ to some learned divine 
or preaching minister from time to time be elected, and resident within the City of 
London or Circuit of Bills of Mortality, who should be enjoined to perform the office 
following : viz. to preach Eight Sermons in the year for proving the Christian Religion 
against notorious Infidels, viz. Atheists, Theists, Pagans, Jews, and Mahometans, not 
descending lower to any controversies that are amongst Christians themselves.” The 
Rey. Dr. A. J. Macdonald, Rector of St. Dunstan’s in-the-West, Fleet St., E.C. 4, was 
appointed Lecturer for 1936 and 1937 by the Bishop of London.—Holland Memorial 
Lectures. J ounded in memory of the late Canon Henry Scott Holland. Not less than 
four lectures are delivered triennially by a lay or clerical member of the Church of 
England upon subjects bearing upon “ the Religion of the Incarnation in its bearing 
on the Social and Economic life of Man.’’—Hulsean Lectures.

SOCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION was nominated by the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Church Assembly in 1923, it having been resolved at the Spring 
Session on the motion of the Bishop of London “ That the Standing Committee be 
instructed to nominate a Social and Industrial Committee, of not more than thirty 
members ” to deal with the Church’s relation to social work generally, especially with 
reference to temperance and moral work, and to include industrial questions. In 
November 1924, a resolution was passed by the Church Assembly, constituting the 
Committee as a Commission “‘ to which persons not members of the Assembly may be 
co-opted ”’ and its numbers were limited to thirty persons of whom a majority must be 
members of the Assembly. The Archbishops of Canterbury and York appointed as 
Chairman the Bishop of London, who still acts in that capacity. 

Reports have been presented’ to the Assembly by the Commission on Overseas 
Settlement, Housing, Lotteries and Betting, Unemployment, the Coal Industry, and 
the Church and Youth. Subjects now under consideration include the Wages and 
Hours of young persons in shops and factories. 

The Commission meets three times in the year in Westminster, and, by the invita- 
tion of the Chairman, three Conferences are held annually at Fulham Palace, to which 
speakers with special knowledge of the subject chosen for consideration are invited.

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Publication.—After translation the Bible Society must carry out the publication of 
the manuscripts. A wide experience is needed to deal with the problems of character 
and type, of paper and binding, so as to make the editions useful and attractive to 
readers under varying conditions and with divers tastes and predilections. By co- 
operation, efficiency and economy can be secured in production. 

Distribution —The Bible Society has established depots in the most convenient 
centres of all countries in which it works. The various Churches and Missionary 
Societies are able to receive all the editions they need on favourable terms. The Society 
is itself one of the greatest of missionary societies. It maintains abroad a staff of 
some eleven hundred colporteurs, experienced in commending the Book to others by 
Christian character as well as by word of mouth. 

The Society is mainly responsible for supplies throughout the British Empire. In 
Canada it has a chain of Bible Houses from the Atlantic to the Pacific. Australasia 
and South Africa are as carefully provided for. In India the Society has versions in 
about one hundred languages. No heathen or Moslem population within the Empire 
appeals in vain for the Word of God. On the continent of Europe, in all parts, it has 
brought the Bible within reach of the common people. In China, where the Scriptures 
are more widely read than any other book, the Society sells more than four million 
volumes a year. Its agents, too, are found in Japan, Korea, Annam, Malaya, and 
Persia; in North, East, and West Africa, and far into the Sudan; in all the Republics 
of South America; and among the islands of the South Seas. It is one of God’s chief 
instruments for scattering His Word across the world, some 487,000,000 volumes 
having been circulated by it since its foundation. The total income for the year

BRITISH CHRISTIAN COUNCIL FOR INTERNATIONAL FRIEND- 
SHIP, LIFE AND WORK, THE.—This Council carries on in Great Britain and 
Ireland the work of two international and ecumenical organisations through which 
the Churches in Europe, Asia and the United States co-operate in bearing witness 
to Christian principles in world problems. These organisations are : 


(i) The World Alliance for International Friendship through the Churches, which 
was founded in 1914 on the eve of the Great War and seeks to unite the spiritual 
forces of organised Christianity in the cause of friendship, goodwill and peace among 
the nations. Its function is religious, not political. It works through National 
Councils which represent the Anglican, Orthodox, Lutheran and Reformed Churches, 
and through international Councils and Committees which bring together the Churches 
of the nations on the basis of their Christian fellowship. 

(ii) The Universal Christian Council for Life and Work, which was formed to 
carry on the work of the Stockholm Conference of 1925. It is composed of repre- 
sentatives of the Churches of Great Britain and Ireland, of Europe (Orthodox, 
Lutheran and Reformed), the United States, Asia and Africa. Its objects are the 
application of Christian ethics to the social problems of modern life, the maintenance 
of a ee of Research and the promotion of the co-operation of the Churches in 
social work. 


These two organisations have their headquarters in Geneva. A joint @cumenical 
Youth Commission, with a Travelling Youth Secretary, enlists the active co-operation 
of the younger members of the Churches. 

Through this @eumenical machinery 425 official delegates of the Churches in 40 
countries, together with 300 associate delegates and 100 youth leaders were drawn to 
Oxford in July, 1937, for the World Conference of Churches, to discuss the problems 
confronting the Church in the modern world. The subject of the Conference was 
“Church, Community and State ’’ and the discussions were based upon materials 
resulting from three years’ preparatory work and interchange of thought. The 
Report of the Conference presented for consideration by the Churches is published in 
a volume entitled “‘ The Churches Survey their Task.’”’ This volume contains the 
Message of the Conference to the Churches, and the separate reports of the five 
sections dealing respectively with Church and Community; Church and State; 
Churchy Community and State in relation to the Economic Order; Church, 
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Community and State in relation to Education; and the Universal Church and the 
World of Nations. The reports. provide material for study by individuals and 
groups and for thought leading to action in concrete situations by groups of men 
and women associated for the purpose in their localities. 

The British Christian Council is representative of the Anglican, Presbyterian and 
Free Churches in England, Scotland, Wales and Ireland which officially appoint 
its members. The joint presidents are the Bishop of Chichester and the Rev. A. E. 
Garvie, D.D., D.Th. The Anglican members of the Council are the Bishops of 
Chichester, Fulham, and Guildford; the Right Rev. J. A. Kempthorne; Dean of 
Chichester; the Archdeacons of Kingston and Northumberland; Canon Thompson 
Elliott ; Canon Guy Rogers and Canon Tissington Tatlow ; Canon H. Costley White ; 
Rev. .R. E. Burlingham; Rev. A. St. G. Colthurst; Rev. F. W. T. Craske; Rev. V. A. 
Demant; Rev. H. W. Fox; Lord Dickinson; Mr. W. Cash, jr.; Mr. Clive Davies; 
Miss E. Boswood; Miss R. Kenyon; Miss R. Rouse. 

Its objects are ‘to promote international friendship and goodwill and the appli- 
cation of Christian principles to the social, industrial and political problems which 
are of international interest’’; and its work is (i) to co-operate with other National 
Councils in the cause of world fellowship and peace; (ii) to evoke among Church 
people in this country a sense of fellowship with those in other countries; (iii) to 
enlist the interest and active support of congregations and individuals in its work. 

Among its methods are international visits of Church leaders, tours and holiday 
houses; week-end conferences and study groups on questions relating to its work; 
and the affiliation of congregations to the Council. A Youth Committee unites 
young people in the Churches in practical schemes for carrying out its policy of ‘* The 
Fellowship Way.’’ It publishes quarterly a review, Goodwill (2s. 6d. a year), a News 
Sheet for young people, International Friendship (1s. a year), and other papers from 
time to time. Subscribers of not less than five shillings a year become Associate 
Members and receive periodicals free.

STUDENT CHRISTIAN MOVEMENT OF GREAT BRITAIN AND

Faced with the need and perplexity of the world, we desire to give ourselves to 
Christ and to follow Him wherever He may call us. 

We seek the Kingdom of God, the re-creation of all mankind into one family, 
without distinction of race or nation, class or capacity. 

We desire to enter into that fellowship of worship, thought and service 
which is the heritage of the Christian Church. 


The Movement is inter-denominational and its membership is representative of all 
Christian denominations. Men and women come into its ranks from every kind of 
college; university, training, medical, theological, technical and engineering, and from 
fine art and music schools. In 1936-37 in an estimated college field of 69,780 students, 
the Movement had 10,458 members in 206 college Christian Unions and 78 associated 
theological colleges. It employed 31 Secretaries and had an income of 13,9641.

TOC H. (INCORPORATED).—Origin: ‘“‘ Talbot House,” a club for officers 
and men without distinction of rank, was founded in Poperinghe, near Ypres, Belgium, 
in 1915, as a Memorial to Gilbert Talbot who fell in that year. 

Aims: The Movement known as Toc H (Army signalese for T.H. = Talbot House) 
aims at preserving amongst men and transmitting to future generations the traditions 
of fellowship and service manifested by all ranks during the Great War, thereby 
encouraging its members, through the common Christian life of the Association to 
seek God, and helping them to find His will and to do it. Toc H draws its members 
from all ranks of society, from all Christian denominations, all schools of thought and 
political parties. It is not an ex-Service society, but a Club for Everyman, in which 
youth now takes the greater part. Toc H combats class-warfare by bringing into 
intimate touch men of all kinds and challenges them to do what they can in the 
direction of voluntary service. 

Organisation: (a) Twenty-eight Residential Houses are open, nine in London, 
fourteen in provincial cities and towns, and six overseas. Each of these is the home of 
from 15 to 30 resident men of all kinds, and provides a focus for Toc H activities 
in the district; (b) Growps and Branches, some 1,500 in number, of which 400 are 
overseas, hold regular Meetings to discuss social questions, to study local conditions 
and to promote a wide human interest in men’s lives and needs. All men of good- 
will, from the age of 16 upwards, are eligible for membership; the minimum 
membership subscription is 2s. 6d. per annum; (c) Overseas there are branches and 
groups in all countries where English is spoken, and in foreign countries where 
British men work. There is at home a staff of Hon. Commissioners who advise 
and introduce men proceeding overseas; (d) The Work in Schools, previously carried 
on by the Cavendish Association, is continued and extended by Toc H in some 270 
public and secondary schools, where the claims of voluntary social service are kept 
before elder boys about to leave School, and also when at Universities or at work near 
their homes; (e) Chaplains are at work in twenty-one areas in the British Isles, and in 
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Australia, Canada, India, and South Africa. Seven whole-time Memorial Anglican 
Chaplaincies have been endowed.

WORLD CONFERENCE ON FAITH AND ORDER.—The Archbishop 
of York was President of the Second World Conference on Faith and Order 
held in Edinburgh in August, 1937.

3d. for 
the year 1935-36, an increase in cost of 200 per cent. The following table shows for 
England only the number and average attendance of Voluntary Schools and Council 
Schools respectively on March 31st, 1925, 1926, 1927, 1928, 1929, 1930, 1931, 1932, 1933, 
1934, 1935 and 1936. For purposes of comparison the figures for the statistical year 
1902-3 are also given. It should be noted, however, that the figures exclude a small 
number of schools under section 25 of the Education Act, 1921, which are not main- 
tained by Local Education Authorities.

PATRONAGE 


Livings in the Patronage of the Crown (except those in the Channel Islands 
and the Isle of Man) are conferred through the First Lord of the Treasury (whether 
he be Prime Minister or not). The Lord Chancellor confers those listed in the 
King’s Books (Henry VIII.) as being at that time of the yearly value of 20/. and 
under. The Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster has the right to present to all 
benefices vested in the Duchy of Lancaster. The Patronage vested in the Duchy of 
Cornwall is exercised by the Duke and the Council of the Duchy ; during the present 
vacancy in the Dukedom the Patronage is vested in the Crown in right of the Duchy. 
The Home Secretary presents to all Crown benefices in the Channel Islands and the 
living of Kirk Andreas in the Isle of Man. The presentation to all other Crown livings 
in the Isle of Man is made by the Lieutenant-Governor of the Island, subject to the 
approval of the Home Secretary. The Crown has the sole Patronage of some 160 
benefices, alternate 14, alternate with Bishops of several Dioceses 130; H.M. The 
King 8; H.M. The Queen 2; the Crown in right of the Duchy of Cornwall 21 and 1 
alternate ; the Lord Chancellor 558 and alternate 41 ; the Home Secretary 41 ; Duchy 
of Lancaster 42; the Archbishop of Canterbury 204; the Archbishop of York 197.

DISTRIBUTION OF CHURCH PATRONAGE.—The second Report of the 
Patronage Committee [C.A. 128], dated July, 1924, emphasised the difficulty of giving 
“precise and accurate statistics as to the various persons and bodies who are entitled to 
exercise patronage. Not only are the figures extremely difficult to ascertain with 
accuracy, Owing to alternate rights of presentation and other complicating factors, but 
they are liable to alteration almost from day to day.” The Committee, however, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the distribution of rights of patronage at the time of their 
report (1924) might be assumed to be approximately as follows :—

The Church in Wales. 


Tae new Province of Wales was partly necessitated by the Welsh Church Act of 
1914, which took effect on March 31, 1920, and forcibly separated the four Welsh 
Dioceses from the Province of Canterbury. On January 6, 1920, the Governing Body 
took the first step by a resolution approving of the creation of a new Province, and 
requesting the Archbishop of Canterbury to make such provisions as were in his power. 

On April 1, 1920, his Grace issued the necessary decree, and on April 7 the Welsh 
Bishops met in the old parish church at Llandrindod and elected the Right Rey. 
Alfred George Edwards, D.D., Bishop of St. Asaph, as the first Archbishop. This 
election was approved by the Governing Body of the Church in Wales on April 8 by 
acclamation, and confirmed by the Welsh Bishops in Synod at Holy Trinity Church, 
Llandrindod, the same day. On June 1 the Archbishop was enthroned at St. Asaph 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury. The Province is practically coterminous with Wales 
and Monmouthshire, with the exception of a few border parishes which under the Welsh 
Church Act voted themselves out of the Church in Wales. The new Province now 
comprises six Dioceses, namely : St. Asaph, St. David’s, Bangor, Llandaff, Monmouth, 
and Swansea and Brecon, 

There are 13 Archdeacons, 981 Incumbents, and 476 curacies with some other non- 
parochial Clergy at work in the Province. It comprises an area of 5,164,111 acres, and 
the population according to the census of 1931 numbered 2,583,410. 


THE GOVERNING BODY. 


President.—The Lord Archbishop of Wales.

The Governing Body of the Church in Wales is the Supreme Legislative Body. 
The Welsh Church Act of 1914, Sec. 13 (1), enabled the Bishops, Clergy and Laity of 
the Church in Wales to hold Synods and to elect representatives thereto, and also to 
frame constitutions and regulations for the general management and good government 
of the Church in Wales. The Convention at Cardiff in 1917 authorised the election by 
the Diocesan Conferences of this new Legislative Body. It now consists of the three 
Orders of Bishops, Clergy and Laity, and it is provided in Sec. 2 of Chapter 11 of 
the Constitution : 

**The Order of Bishops shall consist of the Archbishop and the Diocesan 
Bishops of the Church in Wales, who shall sit and act as representing the 
Ancient Provincial Synod, and shall, subject to the Constitution of the 
Church in Wales, retain and exercise all the authority and powers of and 
belonging from of old to a Provincial Synod.” 

This section is of importance in that it emphasises the element of continuity, and 
gives to the decisions of the Governing Body all the rights and sanction of the Ancient 
Provincial Synod. 
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The members of the Governing Body number 507, namely, the Archbishop, 5 
Diocesan Bishops, 1 Retired Bishop, 5 Deans and 13 Archdeacons, all ex officio, 
25 Clerical and 50 Lay representatives, elected triennially by each of the six Diocesan 
Conferences, and 10 Clerical and 20 Lay members co-opted by the Governing Body, 
and 2 Life members. 

Its President is the Archbishop; it has one annual meeting, and such other special 
meetings as may be necessary; so far it has held its annual meeting at the end of 
September, and if necessary, a special meeting is held at Easter. Its powers are very 
wile though careful provision is made against over-hasty legislation. At its first 
Session in January, 1918, it passed the following resolution : 


“The Governing Body does hereby accept the Articles, Doctrinal Statements, 
Rites, and Ceremonies, and save in so far as they may be necessarily varied by 
the Welsh Church Act, 1914, the formularies of the Church of England as 
accepted by that Church, and set forth in or appended to the Book of Common 
Prayer of the Church of England.” 


Further, no alteration in Articles, doctrinal statements, rites, ceremonies, and 
formularies can be made except under the Bill procedure, and such Bill must be backed 
and introduced by a majority of the Order of the Bishops, unless such alteration shall 
have been acccepted and assented to by the Church of England, in which event a Bill 
may be backed and introduced by any ten members. A Billis read a first time without 
debate : it is then set down for debate upon its principles, and if the Second Reading is 
approved, a day is fixed for the Committee Stage after the expiration of twelve months. 
If the Bill survives the Committee Stage it comes back to the Governing Body, and 
if passed by a two-thirds majority of the members of each Order, the President shall 
promulgate it as a Canon of the Church in Wales. 

It may be said that this is a complicated and slow procedure; it is so, and was 
deliberately intended to be so in order to provide every possible security for the 
maintenance of the faith, discipline and ceremonial of the Church in Wales. Change 
is not impossible, but it must be well considered, and the product of mature delibera- 
tion. In other matters the method of legislation is much more simple, go as to provide 
for such necessary regulations as may be needed from time to time. Its work is very 
varied and is usually prepared by its numerous Committees. 

The Governing Body has been in existence for eighteen years, and its output is far 
from small. It has provided for the creation of a Province of Wales under its own 
Archbishop; it has created two new Dioceses, it has produced chapters dealing with the 
Vestry, the Parochial Church Council, the Ruridecanal Conference, the Diocesan 
Conference, the Electoral College for Bishops and Archbishop, and a scheme for the 
training of Ordinands, and schemes for the administration of the Cathedrals. It has 
produced a Dilapidations Scheme, a very difficult chapter on Patronage, and under 
the Bill procedure it has set up a series of Courts. It has approved of a Clergy Pensions 
Scheme, which treats Assistant Clergy and Incumbents on the same lines; and a 
scheme for providing Annuities for Widows, Orphans, and dependents of the Clergy. 


THE REPRESENTATIVE BODY OF THE 
CHURCH IN WALES.

The Representative Body has a triple origin. It was sanctioned by Sec. 13 (1) of the 
Welsh Church Act, 1914; it was incorporated by Royal Charter on April 24, 1919, 
under Sec. 13 (2) of the Welsh Church Act, and it was created by the Convention 
at Cardiff in 1917. It bears somewhat the same relation to the Governing Body as the 
Board of Finance in various Dioceses bears to the Diocesan Conference, except that it 
has certain statutory duties. It consists of the Archbishop and the 5 Diocesan Bishops 
(ex officio), 4 Clerical and 8 Lay representatives elected for three years by each Diocesan 
Conference, 5 Clerical and 10 Lay members co-opted by the whole Body, 2 Life 
members, and 10 members nominated by the Archbishop and Bishops acting 
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conjointly, i.e. a total of 105. It is presided over by a Chairman, elected triennially, 
and as it was advisable to secure a continuity of its policy, provision is made that 
one-third of its elected and co-opted members should retire annually and their places 
be filled by election or co-option as the case may be; the nominated members retire 
together every three years. 

Its functions are purely financial and administrative: it is to hold the property of 
the Church in Wales—all the property transferred by the Welsh Church Commission 
as private benefactions of modern origin, all the Churches, parsonages, and modern 
burial grounds, the capital handed over by the Welsh Church Commission in commuta- 
tion for vested interests, and such property as has or may be given or bequeathed 
to it by donors. The income of all this property, together with that arising from 
the Diocesan Quotas, it has to administer in the payment of Stipends to Bishops, 
Dignitaries, and Incumbents, in grants to Curates and Lady Readers, in the payment of 
pensions to retired Clergy, in the insurance of parsonages, in financing the Dilapidations 
Scheme, and in providing for the training of Ordinands. All this work it does through 
its various Committees, but invariably on recommendation from the various Diocesan 
Authorities. This principle of central guidance and Diocesan autonomy has great 
advantages, but on the other hand it is necessarily the cause of some delay, and it 
calls for greater sacrifice of time on the part of some devoted Churchmen, experienced 
in law, finance, commerce, and business, who have willingly given their services 
during the past few years of anxiety. Few can realise the amount of sacrifice that this 
voluntary service demands: it is, however, inevitable if laymen are to take their due 
share in the administration of the Church.

It comprises the whole County of Brecon, the whole County 
of Radnor, except a few border Parishes, and that portion of Glamorgan, west of 
Llandaff Diocese, being the peninsula of Gower and the neck of land that connects it 
with Breconshire, its area being 842,338 acres. The population in 1931 was 301,191. 
There are two Archdeaconries, one of Brecon and the other of Gower, twelve Rural 
Deaneries, 134 Incumbents (some holding two benefices), and 58 Curates,

CHURCH ACTION, 1937. 


Tur first Ordinary Session of the twenty-fifth General Synod was. held in Dublin 
in May 1937. The Synod, after attending the Celebration of the Holy Communion in 
Christ Church Cathedral, assembled in the Synod Hall. The chair was taken by the 
Archbishop of Dublin. Prayers were read by the Bishop of Cashel. A list of the 
members was laid on the table. The President appointed Lord Justice Best assessor. 

The sixty-seventh Report of the Representative Body was laid before the Synod, 
and the reports of the eleven other Boards and Committees. - 


Commutation Moneys.—The total amount of the Annuities (representing 2,043 
Annuitants) originally chargeable on the Commutation Fund was 596,913/. 1s. 5d. 

Of these Annuities there remains payable one Annuity—-still chargeable on the Ist of 
January, 1937, 1201. 

Annuities and Stipends paid during 1936.—The amount paid to Clergymen for 
Annuities and Stipends falling due in 1936 was 331,708/. 1s. 9d. 

Investments.—The Investments in securities amount to 10,469, 672/. 7s. 9d., and the 
income to 468,689/. 10s. 4d. ‘ 

Receipts from Voluntary Sources in 1986.—The contributions received by the Repre- 
sentative Body from voluntary sources during the year amounted to 190,712/. 2s. 11d. 

General Sustentation Fund.—This Fund now amounts to 126,368/. 5s. 9d. 

Episcopal Superannuation Fund.—One retiring Annuity was ohangeable at the end 
of 1936. 

Clergy Superannuation General Fund.—On the Ist of January, 1937, the number of 
outstanding Retiring Annuities was 139,—and the amount 32, sisaaas Five Light Duty 
Grants, total 3907., are included in. this. 

Glebes.. Glebes Vested.—The total number of Glebes vested in the Representative 
Body at the 3lst of December, 1936, was 832. 

In addition to these, a considerable number of. -Glebes are vested in Diocesan or 
Parochial Trustees. 


THE STANDING COMMITTEE met on several occasions and transacted much 
business in connection with the work of the General Synod. Their Report includes 
- a complete list of Charitable Bequests for purposes of the Church of Ireland. 
EDUCATION.—The Board of Education considered many questions dealing with 
Religious Instruction in Sunday and Day Schools, Educational Facilities, the pro- 
gramme for Intermediate Certificates in Secondary Schools, and other subjects.

THE PRIMATIAL SEES AND THE NATIONAL 


CATHEDRAL 


Tue Primate of All Ireland is chosen by the House of Bishops from among their own 
number; a bishop is normally appointed by the clerical and lay members of the Diocesan 
Synod; and an incumbent by a Board of Nomination on which the laity are represented, 
The Archbishop of Armagh is Primate of All Ireland, and the Archbishop of Dublin, 
Primate of Ireland. The Bishop of Meath is the Premier Bishop (St. Patrick having 
traditionally converted first the ancient Kingdom of Meath) and is also addressed as 
«The Most Rey.” There is no cathedral or chapter in Meath. 

The Cathedral and Collegiate Church of St. Patrick, Dublin, in which the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin occupies a Prebendal Stall and the Dean of which is also the Ordinary, 
holds a position which bears some analogy to that of Westminster Abbey in London, 
though of course it has not the status of a Royal Peculiar. Also, while it was 
endowed and raised to the status of a Collegiate Church in 1190 by John Comyn, 
Archbishop of Dublin, it was given full Cathedral rank (unlike Westminster Abbey) by 
his successor, Archbisho Henry de Loundres. In 1872 it was constituted by Chap. 
V. of Stat. General Synod ‘the National Cathedral of the Church of Ireland, having a 
common relation to all the Dioceses of Ireland.” The appointments to the other 
twenty-two prebendal stalls are made, as to thirteen by the respective Dioceses of the 
Church of Ireland, and as to nine by the Dean and Chapter.

CANON LIV. 


I.—‘ The Representative Church Council, the original constitution of which was 
formally accepted by the College of Bishops by a resolution dated 9th of October, 1876, is 
recognized as the organ of the Church in matters of finance. 

II.—‘ No alteration of the existing constitution of the Representative Church Council 
shall be valid, unless submitted to and approved by the Episcopal Synod. 

IIT.—‘ In each diocese there shall be a Diocesan Council constituted according to the 
definition thereof given from time to time in the Constitution of the Representative Church 
Council. 

IV.—‘ It shall be in the power of the Representative Church Council and of the Diocesan 
Councils to discuss any question affecting the interest of the Church, and to refer it, if they 
think fit, to the Consultative Council on Church Legislation for its consideration. But 
while the Representative Church Council and the Diocesan Councils shall always give effect 
to canonical sentences of the Church, they shall not, in making or recommending grants, 
enter upon the consideration of questions of doctrine, or of modes of worship, or of 
discipline. 

V.—‘ In every congregation a collection shall be made in Church on at least one Sunday 
in the year at each service, in aid of the funds of the Representative Church Council.’ 


The Council consists of the Bishops, the Deans, all instituted or licensed Presbyters, 
Diocesan Officials and a Lay Representative from each congregation and mission in the 
Church, It meets annually in one of the following towns: Hdinburgh, Glasgow, Dundee, 
Inverness, Aberdeen, and Perth. The meeting in 1937 was held in Glasgow on Tuesday, 
April 27. 

: The following are the Funds raised by the Council and method of raising them : 
1. Clergy Sustentation Fund, raised by subscriptions throughout the whole Church. From 
this Fund a Flat Grant of 60/. is due to the priests in charge of all independent congrega- 
tions, each Bishop receiving three shares. There are, besides, congregations whose Rectors 
or Priests-in-Charge receive Augmentation Grants from the Fund in addition to the Flat 
Grant. 2. Home Mission Fund, raised by an annual offertory in every Church. Dependent 
Missions, Curates’ Stipends and Extension Work of the Church are supported by this Fund. 
3. Education Fund, raised by an annual offertory in every Church, and used for the support 
of Sunday School work and Chureh Day Schools. 4. Foreign Mission Fund, raised by 
annual offertory in every congregation, and is for the support of the Special Foreign Mission 
Work of the Scottish Episcopal Church in Chanda, India, and Kaffraria, South Africa. 
5. Social Service Fund, raised by subscriptions and donations for Rescue and Penitentiary, 
Temperance, and other Social Work. 6. Endowment Funds. Moneys raised and be- 
queathed for congregational purposes of Endowment are held by the Trustees of the 
Council and invested, the income thereof being paid over half-yearly to congregations. 
7. Theological Hall Fund, collected by subscriptions for the support of the Theological 
College, Coates Hall, Edinburgh. 8, Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, raised by assessment on 
congregations, charged on the gross income of the Clergy, and, by donations and legacies. 
At present retiring allowances of £155 are granted to Clergy incapacitated by age or 
permanent ill-health. Besides these eight Funds there are other charitable Funds 
administered by the Council.

The Session consists of Three Terms, twenty-eight weeks in all. The College is 
affiliated to Durham University, and is recognised by the Scottish Universities as com- 
petent to prepare for the degree of B.D. Students are prepared for English as well as 
Scottish Orders. Preference is given to applications for admission from graduates, and no 
student is admitted without Matriculation. 

Bursaries, of which there are a considerable number, are confined to students contem- 
plating ordination in Scotland. Owing to endowments the College fees (about 65/. per 
annum) are much below the average.

II. TRINITY COLLEGE, GLENALMOND.

The College was originated in 1841, to: introduce into Scotland ‘“‘ a combination of 
general education, with domestic discipline, and systematic religious superintendence.” 
The plan embraced a Public School, with Senior and Junior Divisions, and a Theological 
Department; and for many years, under a succession of Wardens, the union was main- 
tained. Since the transference of the Theological Department to Edinburgh, only the 
Public School now remains at Glenalmond. 

The school is divided into three sides—Classical, Modern, and Science. Up to Matricu- 
lation standard, pupils in these sections study English, Mathematics, Physics, Latin and 
French with for the respective sides, Greek, German and Chemistry in addition. 
Specialisation is allowed in the VIth form in the subjects relative to the three sides. 

mtrants must be between the ages of 12 and 15, and all have to take the ‘“‘ Common 
Entrants’ Examination ”’ for entrance to the public schools. There are a certain number 
of scholarships, particulars of which may be obtained from the Warden.

THE CHURCH OF INDIA, BURMA, AND CEYLON. 


General Information Supplied by the Secretary of the Indian Church Aid 
Association, 5 Victoria Street, London, 8.W. 1. 


I. THE LEGAL STATUS OF THE CHURCH OF INDIA, BURMA, AND 
CEYLON. 


Until 1927 the Church of England in India, Burma, and Ceylon was nominally part 
of the Established Church of England. In December 1927 the Indian Church Act and 
Measure received the Royal Assent, and on Jariuary Ist, 1928, they became operative. 
In accordance with the Act, the date of the legal separation of the Church of India, 
Burma, and Ceylon from the Church of England was fixed by order of the Governor 
General in Council, at the request of the General Council of the Church, for March 1st, 
1930. The Royal Charter incorporating the body of Trustees was obtained in 1929 and 
all transfers of property were completed, and the Constitution, Canons and Rules were 
adopted by the General Council in February, 1930. 


Ii. THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE EPISCOPATE. 


Till this date the bishops of India were in different categories. The Bishops of 
Calcutta, Madras and Bombay were statutory Bishops appointed and paid by the 
Secretary of State for India. ‘The Bishops of Lahore, Rangoon, Lucknow and Nagpur 
were appointed by the Secretary of State for India, and received part of their salary as 
Senior Chaplains on the Ecclesiastical Establishment, the remainder being derived from 
endowments. The Bishops of Chota Nagpur and Assam were Episcopal Commissaries 
of the Bishop of Calcutta, who gave them full authority within defined areas. The 
Bishops of Tinnevelly and Dornakal stood in the same relation to the Bishop of Madras, 
and the Bishop of Nasik in a similar relation to the Bishop of Bombay. ‘Travancore 
was a missionary bishop, and the Bishop of Colombo a bishop of the disestablished 
Diocese of Colombo. From March Ist, 1930, all these bishops enjoy the same status. 
The Letters Patent of the seven Bishops appointed by the State are cancelled, and 
though the occupants of these sees at the time of the legal separation continue to enjoy 
all the rights and privileges they held as members of the Ecclesiastical Establishment 
during their lifetime, their successors will be elected under the Constitution and Canons 
of the Church of India, Burma, and Ceylon, as has already been done in the Dioceses 
of Lahore and Rangoon, and will no longer derive their income from the State, though 
the Government. of India will make provision for the Episcopal supervision of its 
chaplains and the congregations to which they minister by grants for this purpose. 
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It. will be seen from the above statement that the Indian Episcopate, which in 1813 
consisted of a single bishop, had by 1935 grown to 18, three assistant bishops having been 
consecrated since 1930, one for Lahore in 1931, and others for Dornakal and Calcutta 
in 1935. Schemes are now under consideration for the further division of the Dioceses 
of Calcutta, Lucknow and Lahore. j 


Iii. CHANGES IN THE EPISCOPATE. 


The death of Dr. Alex Wood, Bishop of Nagpur, in May 1937, and the resignation 
in the following July of Dr. E. L. A. Moore, Bishop of Travancore and Cochin, 
after more than 40 years’ service, deprived the Episcopal Synod of two members of 
wide and varied experience. The consecration in February, 1937, of the Rev. G. N. L. 
Hall as Bishop of Chota Nagpur (a Diocese vacant by the resignation of Bishop 
Kennedy) has added greatly to the weight of learning and scholarship in the Synod. 
The nominations to the Diocese of Nagpur and to the Diocese of Travancore and 
Cochin had not becn announced up to the time of going to press. 


Iv. CHURCH LIFE AND SELF-SUPPORT. 


One of the most notable developments of the past few years has been the growth of 
a Church sense in the Indian congregations. Large responsibilities still rest upon 
the missionary societies—especially in regard to medical work, women’s work and 
higher education—but the local Church, especially in the southern Dioceses, is realising 
increasingly that it must be prepared to take its burdens upon its own shoulders. 
Colombo has taken oyeralmost the whole of the work hitherto financed from England. 
In.the Tinnevelly Diocese and the Diocese of Travancore the onus is mainly on the 
Diocesan Council and Mission grants are no longer administered from home. Nasak is 
developing its own resources. cy 


\ Y. THE PRESENTATION OF THE CHRISTIAN MESSAGE. 


The overwhelming majority of the people of India are still Hindus and Mahommedans, 
and the supreme work of the Church of India is the presentation of the Gospel message 
to the non-Christians. Although an indigenous Church life is steadily develop- 
ing, India is, and must be for many years, a mission field. The chief missionary 
societies of the Church of England supporting the Indian Church are the C,M.S., 
8.P.G., S.P.C.K., C.E.Z.M.S., and the Bible Churchmen’s Missionary Society. The 
Oxford Mission to Calcutta, the Cambridge Mission to Delhi, the Dublin University 
Mission to Chota Nagpur, the Scottish Episcopal Mission in the Diocese of Nagpur, as 
well as the work of the Religious Communities, both men and women, also deserve 
mention. Details of the activities of these societies will be found under their respective 
headings (see pp. 809 et seg.). The duty of Corporate Witness of the local Congregation 
has been emphasised by “‘ Weeks of. Witness.” 


VI. EDUCATION AND LEADERSHIP. 


(a) The rapid growth of the Church among the outcasts in the villages presents 
educational problems of supreme importance. Diocesan resources, in the provision of 
buildings, equipment, training of Indian clergy and teachers, are inadequate for the 
demand. Better types of boarding schools for boys than exist at present are needed in 
many districts, if the Church is to be provided with the highest kind of leadership in 
the future. The training of Indian women teachers for both village and caste work is 
of urgent importance. 

(6) Higher Education in Christian Colleges, though largely indirect in its influence, 
is undoubtedly an important influence in the life of the Indian Universities. 

“(e) The maintenance of the “ English ” Church schools for the Anglo-Indian and 
domiciled oe sre presents an increasingly difficult problem. Owing to financial de- 
pression and political changes, self-support is largely impossible to-day. Unemployment 

brought increasing poverty. Yet these English schools, with their special cultural 
influence rather than racial basis and tradition, can make an unique contribution to 
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the New India. The future of the domiciled community depends upon Education. The 
patie ee of Canterbury issued in 1987 a strong appeal for financial help for these 
schools. 


VII. GOVERNMENT AND DIOCESAN CHAPLAINS. 


The need of recruits from England as Government and Diocesan chaplains continues. 
The latter are needed especially for railway and other industrial settlements, and an 
interesting sphere of service is open for short-service candidates. Particulars of service 
can be had from the secretary of the Indian Church Aid Association, and chaplains 
on the Diocesan staff are eligible if nominated by their bishop for vacancies on the 
Establishment. (See Indian Establishment, infra.) 

The Indian Ecclesiastical Establishment is made up of senior chaplains, junior 
chaplains, and chaplains on probation. Considerably improved rates of pay, grants of 
passages and bonus for chaplains have been conceded, with effect from July 15th, 1926. 

After the Inchcape Commission the question of the number of clergy on the 
establishment was considered, and the Government laid down the general principle 
that they would provide entire maintenance of chaplains for the military stations, and 
those for headquarters of Government, but that they would give grants-in-aid to the 
remaining stations. A further reduction, of eleven, in the number of full-time 
chaplains was made in 1932 and 1933, and grants-in-aid have recently been again 
reduced, thereby increasing the Diocesan responsibility. 


VIII. APPOINTMENTS TO THE INDIAN ECCLESIASTICAL 
ESTABLISHMENT (CuurncH or ENGLAND). 


Appointments of chaplains on probation are made from time to time as vacancies 
occur. 

Candidates for these appointments must be priests who are between the ages of 
twenty-seven and thirty-four years, and have been for three years altogether in Holy 
Orders. The Secretary of State in Council may, however, waive the rule that candidates 
must be under thirty-four years of age if he thinks fit to do so. 

Applications for nominations should be submitted to the Indian Chaplaincies Board 
of the Church of England. The candidate should fill in the form of application, which 
may be obtained from— 


(a) The Secretary to the Board, Sir Miles Irving, K.C.S.I., Bagswater Farm, 
Headington, Oxford. 

(b) The Chairman of the Board (the Ven. J. Godber, West Tarring Vic., 
Worthing). 

(c) Any one of the commissaries of the bishops of the Indian Province. 

(d) The Secretary, Public and Judicial Department, India Office, Whitehall, 
London, 8.W. 1. 


The form should be returned as soon as possible to the Secretary to the Board 
(see (a) above), together with the following :— 


(a) Certificate of birth. 

(b) Medical certificate from the candidate’s medical adviser to the effect that 
he believes him to be fit for work in India. 

(c) Statement of war service (if any) with the Royal Navy, the Army, or the 
Royal Air Force. 


If the Board is satisfied with the result of its inquiries, it will arrange for the 
candidate to appear before it at a date of which due notice will be given by the Secretary 
to the Board. 

On receiving from the India Office notice of a vacancy the Board will recommend 
to the Secretary of State, for nomination, the candidate whom it considers most suitable 
and will forward with its recommendation the testimonials and replies to references 
which it has received concerning the candidate. 

Candidates who at the time of their application are working in India should 
comply with the procedure indicated in paragraph 3 above; and in addition should 
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forward a letter from the bishop of the Diocese in which they are working, recommend- 
ing —_ for appointment as chaplain. They will not be required to appear before the 
oard. 

A chaplain serves on probation for two years, at the end of which he is, if reported 
fit by a Medical Board in India and considered qualified by the bishop of his Diocese, 
confirmed as a junior chaplain. A chaplain is required to serve in any province of 
India or Burma as the Government of India may direct. 


IX. THE INDIAN CHURCH AID ASSOCIATION. 


This Association, now incorporated under the patronage of the Archbishops of Can- 
terbury and York, was originally started as a private venture to assist the Church in its 
efforts for the welfare of the Domiciled Community, with Sir Richard Temple for its first 
president. In 1899 it was reconstructed and at the Synod held in Calcutta in January 
1900 it was formally adopted as the agent of the Indian Episcopate in this country. It 
is the London office of the Metropolitan and Bishop of Calcutta, and is the Headquarters 
for chaplains and English Church schools. It also affords a means whereby former 
residents in India can keep up their special interests with the Church in India. It 
receives and forwards subscriptions to any object in connection with the Church, and is 
prepared to put anyone going to India in touch with Church life there. But its chief 
work is for the cause of the Church schools and the raising of funds and making known 
the need for priests, deaconesses, teachers and social workers and the training of an 
Anglo-Indian Ministry. To meet the needs of the Church schools and the support of 
chaplains and social workers in the poorer parishes of the large towns, an income of at 
least 10,0007. is needed annually. 

Linked with the Association are the following organisations: The Society of St. 
Hilda, Lahore, founded many years ago by the late Deaconess Katherine Beynon; a 
band of ladies, including several deaconesses, who do social and educational work in 
the Diocese of Lahore; new workers and funds for their support are urgently needed. 
Deaconess Ethel Shepard is head of the society in India. St. Faith’s Association, 
founded 1914 for deaconesses and others engaged in religious, educational and 
social work for thé Anglo-Indian community in the Diocese of Madras; its head- 
quarters are at St. Faith’s House, Madras; Head Deaconess, Beatrice Creighton ; 
Warden, the Bishop of Madras. For further information, apply to Head Deaconess 
Creighton, or to the Secretary, W. H. Ruddell, c/o I.C.A.A. Madras Diocesan Com- 
mittee (Sec., Vacant); Bombay Diocesan Association (Sec., Mrs. Hamerton, Stanwick 
Rect., Wellingborough).

X. CHURCH UNION IN SOUTH INDIA. 


The negotiations for a union of Churches in South India suffered a serious set-back 
at the meeting, in September 1935, of the Assembly of the South India United Church, 
which is composed of Presbyterians and Congregationalists and one portion of the 
Basel Mission. On account of the strong opposition which had been manifested in 
some of its local councils and also in the Assembly, the latter resolved that more time 
was required by that Church for consideration of the Scheme. It could not be brought 
up again before September 1937. The situation thus created was considered by the 
Episcopal Synod and the Standing Committee of the General Council of the Church of 
India, Burma, and Ceylon, in January 1936. In view of what had happened in the 
8.1.U.C. and also of the “increased anxiety felt by many in their own Church and 
Churches in communion with it regarding some of the provisions of the Scheme, and 
some alterations made in it in recent years,”’ they decided to recommend the General 
Council to submit the Scheme of Union “ for advice on its acceptability to the Con- 
sultative Committee of the Lambeth Conference, or, alternatively, to the Lambeth 
Conference of 1940.” The General Council at its meeting in 1938 will probably adopt 
this recommendation. 
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The Joint Committee of the delegates of the three Churches at its meeting in 
February 1936 put out a moving appeal_on “ India’s Need—a United Church,” and 
continued their work of improving and completing the Scheme.

IV. Mzrnops. The Apportionment Committee of the Board of Management 
ascertains the sum needed for each triennial period between successive meetings of the 
General Synod, and allots that sum to all the Dioceses, according to the ability of each. 

By agreement with the Board of Management, the Dominion Board of the W.A. 
(1) is responsible for the maintenance of all women missionaries, and of all work among 
women, anid children in the foreign fields, and (2) occupies a similar responsibility 

‘towards all work in Canada which i is, or shall be, organised on an interdiocesan basis 
under the M.8.C.C. 


VY. Frevps. The Missionary Society carries on its work in two main areas, 
Canada and Overseas, as follows : 


(a) Work in Canada. The Society gives grants-in- wid to fourteen’ missionary 
Dioceses, mainly in the newer parts of Western Canada, and pioneer work in'the north. 
It also gives grants in support of the “ Columbia Coast Mission,”’ “‘ Prince Rupert Coast 
Mission,’’ and ‘‘ Church Camp Mission.’’ It maintains work among Orientals, and work 
among the Jews resident in ‘Canada. It is responsible for the maintenance, in large 
part, of the missions to the Canadian Indians and Eskimo, and administers, in co- 
operation with the Department of Indian Affairs of the Dominion Government, 
seventeen Indian Residential Schools with a total number of pupils of about 1,500. 

The Arctic Diocesan Fund has been organised to provide more adequately for the 
existing work, and to meet the special conditions arising from the opening up of the 
Arctic regions. In 1933 a new Diocese of the Arctic was formed, and the Ven. A. L. 
Fleming was consecrated Bishop. 

The Diocese of Mackenzie River has been disestablished and its territory divided 
between the new Diocese of the Arctic and the Diocese of Athabasca. 


(b) Work Overseas. ‘The three main fields of the Missionary Society are in Mid- 
Japan, Honan (China) and Kangra (India). 


The Canadian Diocese in Mid-Japan was organised in 1912, though work was begun 
in Japan by the Canadian Church in 1890. The staff consists of 28 Canadian mis- 
sionaries and 32 Japanese clergy and 70 workers. On July 25, 1935, the Rt. Rev. P. 8. 
Sasaki, D.D., was consecrated as second Bishop of Mid-Japan. 

The Diocese of Honan, China, was formed in 1909. Stafl of workers, Canadian’ 17, 
Chinese 99. On September 22, 1935, the Rt. Rev. P. L. Tsen, D.D., was enthroned 
as second Bishop of Honan. 

The district of Kangra, Punjab, India, was taken over by the Canadian Church from 
the C.M.S.in 1911. The Kangra Mission has a staff of 14 Canadian and 77 Indian 
workers. 

In addition to its three Asiatic Fields, the Society supports work in Palestine. 

The total receipts of the Society last year were $733,731.44, with $149,808.38 
additional for its Woman’s Auxiliary.

The Department of Religious Education is one of the Departments created by the 
General Synod, and is charged with the task of unifying and developing the educational 
activities of the Church. 

This work of the Department is administered by a Board, known as the General 
ae of Religious Education, and is defined in Canon VI of the General Synod as 

ollows : 


1. To study the needs and problems of the Church in respect of its educational work. 

2. To recommend such measures as it may deem necessary to meet these needs and 
to advance the cause of Religious Education. 

3. To provide, as far as possible, that the education of our youth shall be main- 
tained in harmony with the principles of the Christian religion, and in close 
connection with the faith and worship of the Church. 


The Board is composed of all the Bishops, the Executive Officers of the Board, two 
Clergymen and two Laymen elected by each Diocesan Synod, and twelve persons, of 
whom at least two shall be women, appointed by the Board. 

The work of the Board of Religious Education has been divided into three depart- 
ments, as follows :— ' 


1. Parochial Education.—This department concerns itself with Religious Educa- 
tion through the agency of the Home, the Sunday School, the Adult Bible Classes, and 
the various through-the-week organisations for children and young people. 

2. Teacher Training.—This department concerns itself with: (a) The training of 
teachers and officers in the local Sunday School; (b) Teacher training in Church board- 
ing schools; (c) Religious Training in provincial normal schools; (d) The training of 
students, in theological colleges, in religious pedagogy. 

3. Editorial and Supplies Department.—This department concerns itself with : 
(a) Proyiding properly graded and definite courses of study for all departments of the 
Sunday School and Bible Classes; (6) Providing the necessary lesson helps for parents, 
teachers, and pupils, as well as general Church literature; (c) Conducting a lantern 
slide bureau and a depét for Sunday School and general Church supplies. 

Special committees are entrusted with the work of the promotion of Religious 
Education in public schools, and with the task of Curriculum construction. 


CHILDREN’S Day 


By the authority of the General Synod, the third Sunday in October has been set 
apart as Children’s Day. It is to be used for :— 

1. Intercessions on behalf of the home, the Sunday School and other educational 
agencies of the Church. 

2. Supplying information concerning the Church’s educational work. 

3. Holding special services for children and adults. 

4, Providing offerings in aid of the work of the Board.

(6) To adopt such measures as may seem advisable to promote the care and training 
of immigrants in Canadian citizenship. 

(c) The maintenance of just conditions of living.

(f) To take such action as may be necessary to make effective all directions in these 
matters which may be given by the General Synod. 


The work of the Department is administered by a Council known as the Council 
for Social Service and is defined in Canon VII of the General Synod. It is composed 
of all the Bishops, the Executive Officers of the Council, two Clergymen and two 
Laymen elected by each Diocesan Synod and twelve women appointed by the remaining 
members of the Council representative of the several Provinces in Canada on the 
nomination of the Metropolitan of each Province. 


Sexagesima Sunday has been set apart as the day on which the support of Social 
Service should be brought before the members of the Church and an appeal made on 
behalf of the work of the Council.

THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND IN AUSTRALIA AND TASMANIA 


GENERAL SYNOD OF THE CHURCH IN AUSTRALIA AND TASMANIA 


The General Synod was formed in 1872. Its constitution has been amended on 
several occasions. It meets at least quinquennially under the presidency of the 
Primate. It consists of two Houses, namely: the House of Bishops and the House of 
Representatives. Both Houses sit together but vote separately. 

In addition to the House of Bishops each Diocese is entitled to elect clerical and la: 
representatives in equal numbers, according to the number of clergy licensed in eac 
Diocese. For example, a Diocese having under 31 clergy is entitled to send two clerical 
and two lay representatives, and a Diocese having under 266 clergy is entitled to send 
twelve representatives of each order. : 

The General Synod has power to make Determinations upon matters concerning the 
Order and Good Government of the Church. It is to be noted, however, that no 
Determination of the General Synod shall be binding upon the Church in any Diocese 
unless and until such Determination shall be accepted by the Church in such Diocese. 

The General Synod met in Sydney on Oct. 19th, 1937, and following days, under 
the presidency of the Archbishop of Perth (the Most Rey. H. F. Le Fanu, D.D,). 


MISSIONARY ORGANISATION 


The Australian Board of Missions is the duly constituted missionary organisation 
of the Church in Australia. It dates its origin from the meeting of the six Australasian 
bishops (five from Australia and one from New Zealand) in Sydney in 1850. The 
object of this historic meeting was to lay the foundation for Synodical Government 
and Church organisation for Australia and New Zealand. The first General Synod 
of Australia in 1872 gave a constitution to the Australian Board of Missions. “This 
constitution has been revised by General Synod from time to time. The most im- 
portant change was made in 1916, when the Board, which had up to that date worked 
through an executive, itself became the executive body. In 1916 also a further change 
was made by which the Church Missionary Society of Australia and Tasmania was 
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recognised as an agency of the Church in connection with the Australian Board of 
Missions. The A.B.M. has missionaries working among the Aborigines of Australia, 
and in Papua, Melanesia, including the Mandated Territory of New Guinea, Torres 
Strait, China, and Polynesia. The Board of Missions meets three times a year.

Marsden in 1825 formed an auxiliary to the parent society in England. This auxiliary 
functioned until 1892. In 1892 the visit of Dr. (then Mr.) Eugene Stock and the Rev. 
R. W. Stewart led to its reorganisation. The New South Wales Auxiliary then 
became the Church Missionary Association, and another Association was formed in 
Victoria at the same time. In 1916 a further step was taken and the work of the two 
Associations was related under the title of the Church Missionary Society of Australia 
and Tasmania, and the Associations became Branches of the Societies. Two new 
Branches have since been formed—the South Australian Branch in 1917, and the 
Tasmanian Branch in 1919. The Church Missionary Society of Australia and Tasmania 
has 106 missionaries working among the Aboriginals in Northern Australia and in 
China, Egypt, India, Japan, Kenya, Palestine, Persia, Sudan, Tanganyika and Uganda.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTION FOR THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND IN 
AUSTRALIA 


This subject has been constantly brought before General Synod for a great many 
years past and the final stages were approached in October of 1926, when, in a General 
Convention representative of every Diocese in Australia, a draft constitution was 
submitted for consideration and adoption. This draft constitution was in the main the 
work of the late Dr. Long, then Bishop of Newcastle, N.S.W., and of Professor Peden, 
Dean of the Faculty of Law in the University of Sydney. 

The draft was closely and keenly debated im sessions that extended for more than a 
fortnight, and the debates generally were of a very high order. Many amendments in 
detail were carried by the Convention, but in its general principles the draft constitu- 
tion emerged from the Convention receiving the unanimous and heartfelt approval of 
every member of the Convention. The constitution was approved by every Diocese 
except Sydney, but the discussions showed that improvements were possible, and in 
October 1932 was held a second Convention at which considerable changes were 
made. Subsequently a few further changes of importance have been proposed. 

It would be impossible in a short review to examine all the provisions contained in 
_ the new constitution, but in outline its principles may be summed up as follows : 


(a) Declarations are made to secure that the Church shall always be true to its 
Catholic heritage and will ever remain in communion with the provinces of 
Canterbury and York so long as maintenance of communion is consistent with its 
adherence to its Catholic declarations. These declarations are alterable by the 
Church, but only with the consent of three-fourths of the Dioceses, including all 
metropolitan sees. 
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(6) Supreme power is given to the General Synod of the Church in the Common- 
wealth in certain enumerated subjects. Within the list of these enumerated 
powers the General Synod legislation will prevail over that of provincial or diocesan 
synods. 

oS General Synod may also legislate on various subjects, but in regard to 
these, its legislation will not prevail if there is legislation in a contrary direction 
existent or afterwards made by some provincial or diocesan synod. 

(d) Fullest liberty and autonomy are preserved to all diocesan synods within the 
powers that properly belong to them, i.e., within the sphere of domestic administra- 
tion and management. 

(e) Tribunals have been created for the trial of charges against clergy or lay 
officers, and these trials are to terminate within Australia. Each diocesan synod 
may set up its own tribunal, but there are rights of appeal from this to the 
provincial tribunal or to an appellate tribunal elected by General Synod. These 
various tribunals are not bound in advance by any decisions that have previously 
been made by the ecclesiastical courts in England. But these decisions may be 
cited as persuasive precedents before each tribunal. 

(f) The appellate tribunal will consist of three bishops and four lay communi- 
cants learned in the law, of whom one will be chosen by the bishops to preside. If 
a question involves doctrine, a statement of the doctrine must be obtained from 
the house of bishops and that statement will be binding on the tribunal. In such 
cases also a majority of the pepe on the tribunal must approve of any decision 

iven. 
és (g) Provision is made for the extension of Church activity in the creation of 
missionary Dioceses, and special consideration has been given to the — of 
Australia and the neighbouring heathen tribes and peoples. 

(hk) The constitution may be altered from time to time by the Church; ‘but the 
safeguards against any drastic alterations are very conservative indeed, and there 
is little fear that any unsettlement will take place by reason of these provisions. 


If the constitution is assented to by eighteen Dioceses, including two of the Metro- 
politan Dioceses, the State Parliaments will be asked to pass Acts to secure the property 
rights of the Church under the new conditions. It will then come into operation on 
a day to be fixed by the bishops. 


NATIONAL MISSIONARY CONFERENCE 


An event of both interest and importance to the Church in Australia took place 
in Sydney in April, 1937. It was called a ‘‘ National Missionary Conference ’’ and was 
organised by the National Missionary Council embracing representatives from almost 
every missionary organisation in Australia. Preparation for the Conference extended 
over two years during which time a number of Commissions gathered information 
and presented reports. The Conference met for five days. The careful preparation 
and the general procedure contributed much to the good results achieved. 

Special subjects discussed included :—(a) Work at the Home Base; (b) Among the 
Australian aborigines; (c) In the South-West Pacific. 

Many denominations were represented and the discussions, though marked by 
extraordinary frankness, were carried on in a spirit of remarkable courtesy and 
friendliness. 

It is expected that the Conference will result in increased efficiency and co-opera- 
tion at the Home Base, in a deeper concern for the welfare of the Aboriginal population, 
and more general sharing of plans and experiences in regard to missionary work in 
the Pacific. Probably the most thrillimg moment was when members of the Con- 
ference saw a vision of a united indigeneous Church in the Pacific; unofficial negotia- 
tions are in progress to attempt to bring the vision to reality. The reports of the 
commissions, with a summary of the papers, speeches, and discussions, has since been

THE CHURCH OF THE PROVINCE OF NEW ZEALAND 


Provincial Organisation—The Church of the Province of New Zealand was 
established as an autonomous church in full communion with the Church of England, 
when its Constitution was accepted in 1857. It is governed by the General Synod, 
which is supreme. The General Synod is composed of the bishops, three clergy and 
four laymen, elected by the clergy and laity of each Diocesan Synod. General Synod 
normally meets triennially, and during recess is represented by a Standing Committee. 
Each Diocese has its own Synod, meeting annually and elected triennially, consisting 
of the bishop, all the licensed clergy, priests or deacons, though deacons are not 
allowed to vote, only speak, and representative laity elected by the parishes. The 
Diocesan Synod governs the affairs of the Diocese so long as it is not acting incon- 
sistently with the canons of General Synod. An Act of all the Diocesan Synods has 
force as a canon of General Synod. The difficulty of altering certain clauses of the 
constitution resulted in a Bill being promoted in Parliament to empower the Church 
to take such a step, if desired, without endangering its property or trusts. ‘This Bill 
has now been passed. 

The Archbishop is elected by General Synod after nomination by the bench of bishops. 
Bishops are chosen by the Diocesan Synods. Synod meets for the purpose, under the 
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presidency of the Primate’s Commissary. Synod may invite one or more N.Z. bishops 
to advise. It may also relegate its right of nomination to others. The Bench of 
Bishops has power to confirm or refuse the nomination. Finally, before the invitation 
is sent to the nominee, the nomination must be confirmed by the Standing Committees 
of each Diocese, or by the General Synod if in session. Bishops must be consecrated 
in New Zealand. Vicars are appointed in one of two ways. There is a Board of 
Nomination consisting of the bishop, and two priests and two laymen. The vestry 
of the parish has to appoint annually four parochial representatives. On a vacancy 
occurring, the Board of Nomination and the parochial representatives meet together 
and nominate a priest to the bishop to fill the vacant cure. The vicars of parochial 
districts are appointed by the Board, and can be removed subject to a decision of 
two-thirds of the Board. The vicar of the parish can only be removed for reasons 
specified, and to be tried by the Church Courts. Most of the Church lands are held 
in trust by General Synod (except in the Christchurch Diocese). As arule, the clergy 
are paid through the Diocesan Office. The present permanent Secretary of General 
Synod is Ven. W. J. Simkin, Diocesan Office, Auckland. 


Theological Colleges—The four theological colleges are definitely associated with 
the University of New Zealand, and though there is a warden, and a definitely church 
atmosphere the residents are not by any means all preparing for Holy Orders. After 
more than a generation of experience the General Synod of 1934 expressed itself as 
strongly of opinion that there should be at least one college exclusively for candidates 
for ordination. 


Missionary Dioceses—Under the Constitution of the Church of the Province of 
New Zealand it is allowable to associate any missionary Diocese with the General 
Synod. There are two such Dioceses—Melanesia and Polynesia. The Bishops of these 
Dioceses, together with two clergy and laity for each Diocese, have seats in General 
Synod, with powers of other members, with a few exceptions dealing with matters 
exclusively concerning New Zealand. The representatives are appointed by the 
Bishop, and must have or have had some connection with the Mission. 


Institutions—The Church of New Zealand, for its size, is rich in educational and 
other institutions. There are eleven orphanages and homes for children; six rescue 
homes for girls; and other institutions to help the destitute for which the Church 
has a joint responsibility with others. There are fifteen secondary schools, of which 
seven are for Maoris; four theological colleges; hostels in connection with the different 
university centres; and a considerable number of primary elementary schools. The 
latter sprang up in the main after 1914, in which year the effort to persuade Parliament 
to allow Bible teaching in the state schools was for the time defeated. Of late years, 
owing to the difficulty of getting the necessary money, few new primary schools have 
been established; and agreement between the several religious bodies has now been 
reached to secure the necessary alteration of the law to allow Bible teaching in schools. 


The Coronation—The Service in Westminster Abbey was heard perfectly by those 
who listened in the middle of the night. In practically all churches in the Dominion 
the special services for May 9th and 12th were used.

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THE CHURCH IN THE PROVINCE OF THE WEST INDIES 


The Ecclesiastical Province of the West Indies consists of eight Dioceses. The 
first formal Synod of the province was held in 1883. It is not at present a complete 
Synod, but a provisional one. It consists solely of the bishops. From themselves 
they elect an archbishop who, however, remains in his own see. 

Each bishop as he is elected engages to exercise his episcopal functions according 
to the Canons of the Synod. Diocesan Synods are bound to remit certain questions 
for confirmation by the Provincial Synod. 

The Province suffered a great loss during the year by the sudden death on October 
22nd, 1936, of the Archbishop (the Most Rev. Edward Hutson) in Chicago where he had 
attended the Pan-American Conference of Bishops. He had been Bishop of Antigua 
since 1911, and Archbishop of the Province since 1921, The resolution of sympathy 
passed by the Provincial Synod recorded that “‘ by his death the Province has lost an 
able administrator, a sympathetic counsellor and missionary-hearted Bishop. . . .” 

Another great loss was that of the Bishop of Guiana (the Rt. Rey. Oswald Hutton 
Parry), who died in Georgetown hospital after a short illness on August 28th, 1936. 
He had administered the difficult Diocese of Guiana with great ability since 1921. 

The triennial meeting of the Provincial Synod was held at Belize from October 28th 
to November 3rd, 1936. The Bishop of Honduras (senior Bishop) presided, and the 
Bishop of Gambia and the Rio Pongas, who had arrived on a six months’ visitation to 
the Province, attended by invitation. The Synod agreed that collections and other 
contributions from the Dioceses obtained during the tour should be given to the 
Gambia Episcopal Endowment Fund. The Synod also agreed (a) that the West Indian 
Provincial Appeal (mentioned below) should go forward according to its original scheme ; 
(6) that British Honduras should be maintained as a permanent See; (c) that in view 
of the decision of the Government of Trinidad to start a Central Residential Training 
College for Teachers in the West Indies at Trinidad, and of the serious effect of this 
decision on the Church hostels at Trinidad and the Rawle Training Institute in 
Barbados, the Government should be asked to give adequate grants for denominational 
hostels; (d) that an appeal in England for £2,000 to restore the damaged Church 
property of the island of Montserrat be approved; (e) that an appeal for £6,000 be 
made in England and the Province of the West Indies for the endowment of the See 
of British Honduras; this sum to be increased by a contingent gift from 8.P.G. of 
£2,000; (f) that approval be given to the effort of the Bishop of the Windward Islands 
in the launching of an appeal to relieve the deplorable financial state of his Diocese. 

The Rio Pongas Mission in West Africa was founded by the West Indian Church 
eighty-five years ago. The Archbishop of Canterbury acceded to the request of 
the Synod to create a new Diocese of Gambia and Rio Pongas, transferring the head- 
quarters of the Mission from French Guinea to the British Colony of the Gambia and 
the first bishop, the Rt. Rev. J. C. 8. Daly, was consecrated on May Ist, 1935. The 
S.P.G. has guaranteed the stipend of the Bishop for five years, pending completion of 
the endowment of the Bishopric, for which object the 8.P.C.K. has Opened a fund. 
The Bishop returned in the spring from the West Indies and left immediately for his 
Diocese. The Province of the West Indies hopes to raise £10,000 towards the Gambia 
Episcopal Endowment, of which £6,000 is in hand, including £1,500 from the Diocese 
of Trinidad. 

The Right Rev. Edward Arthur Dunn, Bishop of British Honduras, Senior Bishop 
of the Province, was elected Archbishop by the House of Bishops in December 1936. 

The Right Rev. H. N. V. Tonks, whose election as Bishop of the Windward Islands 
was reported last year, was consecrated at Belize on October 28th, 1936, the opening 
day of the Provincial Synod. : 

The Very Rev. G. 8S. Hand, Dean of Antigua, and the Rev. A. J. Knight, Headmaster 
of Adisadel College, Gold Coast, were elected to the vacant Bishoprics of Antigua and 
Guiana respectively, and Canon E. W. Sara, Chancellor of the Diocese of Truro, was 
appointed Assistant Bishop of Jamaica, All three were consecrated in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, London, on June 29th, 1937. iy 

Finance.—The effective organisation of this province requires (1) the establish- 
ment of a Central Fund, which shall provide for the development of existing work 
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and the extension of missionary enterprise, for the foundation of central clergy pensions 
fund, and for periodic archiepiscopal visits to the widely separated Dioceses of the 
province; (2) the maintenance of the supply of clergy, principally through the re- 
establishment of Codrington College, Barbados, already endowed for this purpose; 
and (3) the establishment of chaplaincies in the newly developed oil-fields, where 
many English people are working. 

An appeal is being made by the province of the West Indies to the Church of 
een for the sum of 10,000/. in aid of these three objects, and to be allocated as 

‘ollows :— 

Towards the first, a sum of 5,000/. is required to match an equal amount being 
raised in the province. 

For the second, the Church of England is being asked for 3,000/. to add to the amount 
of 9,500/, already raised locally; and for the third, another 2,0001. is urgently needed 
to supplement 12,0001. already found for this extension. 

Towards the appeal the S.P.G. guaranteed a sum of £5,000, provided that an equal 
amount was raised in the Province, and that any sums raised by 8.P.G. under this 
guarantee be invested and held in England, pending completion of the Provincial 
contribution. The Province at the 1933 Synod expressed its intention of raising its 
share by 1939 and reaffirmed this decision at the 1936 Synod. 

The Diocese of Antigua is faced with the necessity of spending £5,450 on the recon- 
struction of the churches and schools damaged in the Montserrat earthquakes in 1934 
and 1935. Towards this about £3,000 is available from insurance, Government 
grant, etc. For the balance of £2,000, the Diocese has appealed to England, and the 
8.P.G. has made a grant of £650, and is co-operating with the Antigua Association 
in raising the remainder.

CHINESE CHURCH 
CHUNG HUA SHENG KUNG HUI 
THE HOLY CATHOLIC CHURCH IN CHINA 


Anglican missionary work for China began early in the nineteenth century. During 
the first years, missionaries, on account of the policy of seclusion of the Chinese 
Government, could work only amongst the overseas Chinese in the East Indies, .the 
Straits Settlements and Macao and at Canton. After the first so-called Opium War, 
1839-42, missionaries were allowed to settle down in the five Treaty Ports of Canton, 
Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo and Shanghai and in Hong Kong, ceded to Great Britain in 
1842. The first bishop of the Anglican Communion, the Rt. Rev. W. J. Boone of the 
American Protestant Episcopal Church Missionary Society (generally called the American 
Church Mission), arrived in Shanghai commissioned as ‘‘ Bishop of China’’in 1844, An 
English bishop (George Smith) arrived in Hong Kong in 1849, and a second English 
Bishop (W. A. Russell) was consecrated in 1872, commissioned as “‘ Bishop of North 
China ’’ (later ‘‘ Mid-China,’’ when N. China was divided off). 

Six Anglican missionary societies are working in China, viz. the American Church 
Mission, the Church Missionary Society, the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel 
in Foreign Parts, the Church of England Zenana Missionary Society, the Canadian 
Church Missionary Society, and the Bible Churchmen’s Missionary Society. 

There are now twelve Dioceses in China, and one missionary district of Shensi, this 
latter supported and manned by the Church in China with its own bishop consecrated 
in 1934. The §.P.G. works in the two Dioceses of North China and Shantung. The 
C.M.S. has work in the five Dioceses in Southern, South-Eastern and Western China. 
The huge Diocese of Szechwan is now divided into two sees, Western Szechwan and 
Eastern Szechwan, the C.M.S. working in Western Szechwan, and the C.I.M. in 
Eastern Szechwan. The American Church Mission works along the Yangtse Valley 
—where five provinces are divided into the three Dioceses of Shanghai, Hankow and 
Anking. The Bible Churchmen’s Missionary Society supports some missionaries in 
West China and South China. The China Inland Mission is responsible for the work 
in Eastern Szechwan (where Bishop W. W. Cassels was the first Bishop). 

There is a growing number of self-supporting churches and other missionary 
institutions. During the last eleven years, six Chinese presbyters have been con- 
secrated as assistant bishops. The C.M.S. area has had five Chinese bishops, and the 
Canadian Church Mission area one. The Rey. T. K. Shen, D.D., was elected Bishop 
of Shensi in the eighth General Synod, was consecrated on June 10, 1934, in Shanghai 
and took up his jurisdiction in September, 1934. In January, 1935, a Chinese Asst. 
Bishop was consecrated for the Diocese of Hong Kong, and in June, 1934, Bishop 
Lindel Tsen was chosen Diocesan Bishop of Honan and enthroned in September. 

Before the General Synod of the Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui was organised in 1912, 
the English and American bishops had bishops’ conferences. Since 1912 the General 
Synod has been working toward the completion of the status of the C.H.S.K.H. as one 
of the national churchesin the AnglicanCommunion. Theautonomy of the C.H.S.K.H. 
is now recognised by the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Church of England in Canada, 
and the Protestant Episcopal Church in the U.S.A., and in Resolution 57 of the 1930 
Lambeth Conference. The first British bishop, elected and consecrated according to 
the Constitution and Canons of the C.H.S.K.H., was so consecrated early in 1929, in 
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Ningpo, Chekiang, viz. the Rt. Rev. John Curtis, D.D., Bishop of Chekiang. All the 

Chinese bishops were consecrated as bishops of the C.H.S.K.H. The same is true of 

= Rt. Rev. Frank Houghton, consecrated in January, 1937, as Bishop of Eastern 
zechwan. 


THE GENERAL SYNOD 


The General Synod came into existence in 1912, the first year of the Republic of 
China. It consists of the House of Bishops and the House of Delegates (four clerical 
and four lay delegates from each Diocese). Four of the triennial meetings were held in 
Shanghai, one each in Wuchang and Canton. The eighth General Synod met in 
Wuhu (Diocese of Anking) April 1-9, 1934. The ninth meeting (1937) was held at 
Foochow, April 18-25, 1937.

THEOLOGICAL COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 


The Central Theological School was started by the General Synod. It isin Nanking, 
the capital of China. Sixty students have graduated up to 1934. The faculty is 
composed of the Rev. T. M. Tong, S.T.D. (Dean), the Rev. T. Gaunt, the Rev. G. F. S. 
Gray, the Rev. Edmund H. C. Hsii, and teachers on Chinese philosophy and literature. 
Partly on account of geographical difficulties the C.T.S. has not yet replaced all the 
different diocesan theological schools. There has been a school for training deaconesses 
in Hankow. There is also a women’s divinity school, the School of the Holy Way, in 
Peking, offering a good training to educated women evangelists. 

St. John’s University (Shanghai) has a theological department in addition to the 
departments of arts, science, medicine, library, engineering and journalism. 

In many Dioceses, higher education is carried on in co-operation with missions of 
other churches, e.g. Shantung Christian University, Central China University, West 
China University, Fukien Union University, Ginling College for Women (Nanking), 
Union Theological School (Canton), etc.

History oF tHe Nippon SEmoKWAL

The Nippon Seikokwai was organised in 1887 as the result of the work of the 

lican missions then working in Japan. These missions had been sent out succes- 
sively by (1) the Protestant Episcopal Church of U.S.A.; (2) the Church of England 
(Church Missionary Society and the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel). 
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There was then a membership of about 1,500 baptised, and in addition to the 
missionary staff there were two Japanese deacons. There was one English and one 
American bishop, each having jurisdiction over his own clergy and congregations 
scattered throughout the Empire, with no territorial division. 

The first Synod of the Nippon Seikokwai was held at Osaka on February 11th, 
1887, when a Constitution and Canons were accepted. Successive delimitations of 
territorial jurisdictions have been made by successive Synods. In addition the Church 
in Canada has taken a share in the work. In 1936 there were two Dioceses (Tokyo and 
Osaka) under Japanese bishops, and eight “‘ missionary districts,” four of them under 
British bishops, three’ under American bishops, and one under a Japanese bishop 
supported by the Church in Canada. 

The Church has its own mission to its own people in Formosa, which is under the 
episcopal charge of the Bishop of Osaka, while the Japanese congregations in China 
and Manchuria are under the care of the Bishop of Tokyo by commission from the 
Church in China. 

A General Synod of the whole Church is held triennially, and this Synod appoints a 
Standing Committee which acts as the Standing Committee of the Nippon Seikokwai 
in the interval.

The event of most interest in 1937 was the celebration by the Church in Japan 
of the Jubilee of its foundation. At the General Synod held in November, 1935, the 
Bishop issued a Pastoral Letter giving in outline the resolutions of the Synod with 
regard to these celebrations. There were definite activities occupying two years, the 
first year being mainly directed towards the revival of the spiritual life of the Seikokwai 
itself followed in the second year (1937) by an evangelistic campaign throughout the 
Dioceses and missionary districts. A series of great meetings were held in Tokyo in 
April 1937, and these included a Sunday School Convention, a great united Church 
Service, and a Church Congress.

SECTION Ill MISSIONARY ORGANISATIONS 
I. THE MISSIONARY COUNCIL 


THE creation of the Missionary Council in 1921 to take the place of the Central 
Board of Missions was one of the first acts of the Church Assembly. Its con- 
stitution provides for a maximum membership of seventy-six, to consist of (a) 
forty members of the Church Assembly, (b) not more than thirty representatives 
of recognised overseas missionary societies and agencies recruiting overseas 
missionary workers, and (c) not more than six coopted members. Recognition 
is granted by the Council in the name of the Church Assembly upon conditions 
* which the Council has the power to lay down. 


Tue RevisED CoNSTITUTION 


In 1934 the Assembly passed the revised Constitution. Under the new 
Constitution, representation on the Missionary Council of overseas missionary 
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societies and organisations is now based on the ‘‘function”’ arid not on the income 

of the constituent members. There are now 84 recognised missionary 

organisations. ° bi 
FUNCTIONS OF THE CoUNCIL 


It is the function of the Missionary Council to stimulate the sense of corporate 
responsibility in the Church, in such a way as to increase the volume and effective- 
ness of the service rendered by the missionary societies as officially recognised 
agencies of the Church of England for its overseas work. 

The Council seeks to promote every form of activity which may bring home to 
members of the Church of England and to the constitutional bodies of the parish, 
rural deanery and diocese, the responsibility which rests upon them to regard the 
overseas work of the Church as an essential part of their duty. It seeks to present 
accurately and effectively the needs of the Church overseas and to stimulate in 
the home Church the will to provide, through the missionary societies, the funds 
and workers that are asked for. It promotes cooperation between the missionary 
societies and the constitutional bodies of the Church and among the missionary 
societies themselves. 


Tuer: UNIFIED STATEMENT a 


The Unified Statement for 1937-38, entitled The Advancing. Church, was pre- 
sented to the Church Assembly in June, 1937. . It contains several new features, 
among them a signed article by Mr. Arthur Mayhew, C.1.E.; C.M.G., Educational 
Adviser to the Colonial Office, on “Christian Education Overseas’’; eight 
pictures illustrating Christian architecture in India, China, Japan, Africa, ‘etc., 
and in addition to the eight surveys of the Church’s work in the Near East, the 
Far East, Tropical Africa, South Africa, India; Burma and Ceylon, Canada, 
Australia, South America, and the West Indies, it contains reviews of the 
Church’s task in obtaining recruits and financial support for the work oversea. 


EDUCATION 


The Council sees its main task as educational in the widest sense of the word, 
and looks on the work of missionary education as its special contribution towards 
evarigelism at home. 

Through the Unified Statement and in other ways it attempts to enlarge 
the whole outlook of the Church at home. It promotes intensive educational 
work in various ways, but mainly at this time through Missionary Week-end 
Campaigns, aimed at the education of the rank and file in the parishes. 

During the past year Missionary Week-end Campaigns have been held in 1,051 
parishes and in at least 68 deaneries. Plans for Missionary Week-end Campaigns, 
on a diocesan-wide scale, are now in hand in 28 Dioceses. 


StupENnT Misstonary CAMPATGNS 


Since the year 1926, one hundred and forty-one Campaigns. haye been held 
under the auspices of the Missionary Council. The function of the Missionary 
Council with regard to these Campaigns is to receive applications from Diocesan 
Missionary Councils for parties, to obtain promises of help from the universities, 
and to put the Diocesan, organiser and the party leader in touch with one another. 
The Council also places its experience at the disposal of the parishes and the cam- 
paigners and publishes helps of various kinds. Through the Press and Publica- 
tions Board parishes and parties are supplied with missionary literature for sale. 
The Council has also, when desired, helped the party leaders to find suitable 
conductors for the days of devotional and practical preparation at the beginning 
of a Campaign, and its officers are ready to help in this and other ways, 
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ORIENTALS AND AFRICANS IN ENGLAND ' 


The Council has made a careful study of the position and needs of Oriental 
and African visitors and residents in this country, as a result of which it has 
recommended members of the Church of England to give all possible support to 
the work of the East and West Friendship Council, 32 Russell Square, London, 
W.C. 1, and of the Friends’ Joint Council, Friends’ House, Euston Road, London, 
N.W. 1.

The Conference, which was the outcome of the World Missionary . 
Conference, was formed in 1912. It now embraces forty-two British 
Missionary Societies, including the C.M.S., S.P.G., C.E.Z.M.S., U.M.C.A., 
S.P.C.K., Church Missions to Jews, Jerusalem and the East Mission, South 
American Missionary Society, and the Representative Council of the 
Episcopal Church in Scotland. 

The basis of the Conference is that the only bodies entitled to determine 
policy are the churches and missionary societies and that the Conference 
exists only to enable the societies concerned in any question to express 
their mind and where they desire to do so to take joint action. 

Its work is carried on through a number of committees. There is a 
Standing Committee of thirty, of which the Bishop of Guildford, Canon 
J. McLeod Campbell, Mrs. Bickersteth, Rev. W. L. B. Caley, Rev. C. H. 
Gill, Preb. W. W. Cash, Rev. A. J. Mortimore, Mr. J. A. Longley, Miss 
Rouse and Canon G. W. Broomfield are members. ‘There are also com- 
mittees on the Home Base, Medical Missions, Recruiting for the Mission 
Field, and Work among Jews. 

The Edinburgh House Bulletin gives information about the progress 
of missionary co-operation, 


Through the International Missionary Council, to which the Conference 
sends representatives, the British societies are kept in effective touch 
with all matters concerning co-operation between missionary societies with 
headquarters in different countries. The British representatives on the

HE CHURCH LADS’ BRIGADE is the “Church’s 

Missionary Society” to adolescent lads, and employs 
uniform and drill— 

(a) to appeal to their romantic sense; 

(b) to deepen the discipline, strengthen the ideas of co- 
operation, inspire loyalty and unselfishness in lads in 
the “group,” and through these, to educate them to 
the higher ideal of loyalty, discipline, brotherhood, 
and service to our Lord in the Church.
